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INTRODUCTORY. 


In  the  preparation  of  this  the  twenty-elsfath  consecutive  ▼olume  of  the  "Blue  Book  of 
Wisconsin,"  or  the  "  Legislative  Manual,"  as  it  was  termed  prior  to  1878,  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  secure  the  two  features  of  completeness  and  accuracy.  A  number  of  new 
features  have  been  incorporated,  most  of  which  are  not  of  sufficient  individual  consequenoe 
to  demand  mention  here,  but  will,  doubtless,  add  to  the  usefulness  of  the  work.  The  skele- 
ton history  of  the  state  has  been  continued  and  somewhat  extended,  a  statement  of  the 
assessed  valuation  for  1894  of  the  leading  cities  of  the  state  has  been  inserted,  and  the  lists 
of  the  federal  and  state  court  commissioners  within  the  state  and  of  foreign  consuls  resi* 
dent  in  the  state,  have  been  added  to  the  lists  of  officers  previously  published  in  the  book. 
A  considerable  amount  of  statistical  Information  has  been  added,  which,  it  is  hoped,  may 
bd  found  advantageous  to  those  having  occasfun  to  refer  to  the  book  from  time  to  time. 
The  election  statistics  are  more  ample  than  have  been  usually  inserted.  Thelpresidentlal 
vote  for  1892  has  been  inserted  by  itself,  and  the  gubernatorial  vote  of  1892  compared  with 
that  of  1891  In  other  respects,  no  material  change  is  made  from  the  election  matter  in- 
serted  in  previous  volumes. 

While  every  effort  has  been  made  to  avoid  error,  many  errors  will  doubtless  be  found  in 
matter  necessarily  compiled  from  unofficial  sources.  Much  even  of  the  election  statistics 
is  compiled  in  this  manner,  and  errors  have  unavoidably  crept  in,  which  so  far  as  possible 
have  been  noted  in  the  erratta  at  the  end  of  the  book. 

The  matter  relative  to  public  institutions  and  to  many  of  the  state  boards  and  commis- 
sions has  been  entirely  re-written  and  revised  by  the  authorities  of  such  institutions  and 
boards.  It  will  be  found  to  give  a  reliable  and  comprehensive  statement  of  the  work  and 
organization  of  the  boards  and  institutions  covered.  The  State  University,  particularly, 
the  growing  importance  of  which  is  proudly  recognized  by  all  the  people  of  the  state,  occu- 
pies more  space  and  is  more  ezhausti«'ely  described  than  in  any  previous  issue  of  this  work^ 

PREFACE  TO  TUE  SECOND  EDITION. 

By  Chapter  211  of  the  laws  of  1895.  the  Secretary  of  State  was  directed  to  prepare  and 
issue  a  second  edition  of  the  Blue  Book  of  1895.  In  the  preparation  of  this  edition  an 
earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  detect  and  correct  every  error  which  crept  into  the  previous 
edition.  A  circular  was  sent  to  each  member  of  the  legislature,  and  to  each  of  the  depart- 
ments in  the  Capitol  inviting  such  corrections  as  might  be  suggested  by  those  having  occa- 
sion to  use  the  book.  It  la  hoped  that  these  efforts  have  effected  the  result  desired,  of 
making  the  second  edition  substantially  free  from  error. 

The  only  addition  made  is  to  Insert  the  vote  of  the  Judicial  elections  of  1895,  at  pages  349 
and  851.  The  various  appointments  which  have  l>een  made  since  the  first  of  January  have 
also  been  incorporated.

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these  States;  for  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world;  for  imposing  taxes  on 
"ns  without  our  consent;  for  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury. 
Vor  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences.  For  abolishing  the 
free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  province,  establishing  therein  an  arbitrary 
government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so  as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit 
Vistrument  for  introducing  the  same  absolute  rule  into  these  colonies;  for  taking  away  our 
charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  laws,  and  altering,  fundamentally,  the  powers 
of  our  governments;  for  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested 
with  power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever.  He  has  abdicated  government  here, 
by  declaring  us  out  of  his  protection,  and  waging  war  against  us.  He  has  plundered  our 
teas,  ravaged  our  coast,  burnt  uur  towns,  and  destroyed  the  lives  of  our  people.  He  is  at 
UUs  time,  transporting  large  armlM  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  complete  the  works  of  death, 
desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun,  with  circumstances  of  cruelty  and  perfidy  scarcely 
paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally  unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized  nation. 
He  has  constrained  our  fellow  citizens,  taken  captive  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear  arms 
against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends  and  brethren,  or  to  fall 
themselves  by  their  hands.  He  has  excited  domestic  hisurrections  among  us,  and  has 
•ndeavored  to  bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whosa 
known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and  conditiono. 

In  eveiy  stage  of  these  oppressions,  we  have  petitioned  for  redress,  in  the  most  humble 
lerms;  our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury,  A  princa 
whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a  tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  tha 
ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attention  to  our  BriUsh  brethren.  We  have  warned  them, 
from  time  to  time,  of  attempts  made  by  their  legislature  to  extend  an  unwarrantable 
Jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances  of  our  emigration 
and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice  and  magnanimity,  and  we 
have  conjured  them,  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred,  to  disavow  these  usiu*pation8, 
which  would  inevitably  Interrupt  our  connections  and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have 
been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the 
necessity  which  denounces  our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind, 
enemies  in  war — in  peace,  ftiends. 

We,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General  Congress 
aasembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rectitude  of  our  intentions, 
do,  In  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people  of  these  colonies,  soienmly  pub- 
lish and  declare,  that  these  United  Oolonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and  inde- 
pendent States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that 
all  political  connections  between  them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be, 
totally  dissolved;  and  that,  as  free  and  independent  States,  they  have  full  power  to  levy 
war,  conclude  peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and 
things  which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  declaration, 
with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence  we  mutually  pledge  to  each 

other  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honor.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 


PREAMBLE. 

Wk,  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish 
justice,  insure  domestic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defense,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselres  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and 
wtfahllsh  this  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  L 

SscTxoN  1.  All  lesrlslatiTe  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  In  a  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentaUves. 

SxonoN  &  The  House  of  Repreoentatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  every 
second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  States,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five 
years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citiien  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states  which 
may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to  serv- 
ice for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years.  In  such  manner 
as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every 
dirty  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Representative;  and  until  such  enu- 
meration shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampthire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  three, 
Ma$9aehtuetU  eight,  Rhode  latand  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New 
York  six.  New  Jersey  four,  PennKuXwinia  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ton. 
North  Carolina  five,  South  CaroliTia  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  In  the  representation  from  any  State,  the  executive  authori^ 
thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  flU  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and  other  officers,  and  shall  have 
the  sole  power  of  impeachment. 

Section  8.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from 
each  State,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  senator  shall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first  election,  they  shall 
be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year;  of  the  second  class,  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so 
tiiat  one>third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen  by  resignation  or 
otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  tiie  legislature  of  any  State,  the  executive  tiiereof  may 
make  temporary  appointmenta  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  which  shall  then 
fill  such  vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  anH 
been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an 
Inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no 
vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore  in  the 
absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exerdse  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments  When  sitting  for  that 
purpose,  th^  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.   When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
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tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside;  and  no  person  shaU  be  conyicted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

JudjErment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office, 
and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trials 
Judgment  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Sucnoy  4.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may 
at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing 
Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  th6 
first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

SicnoN  5.  Each  bouse  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of 
Its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorixed  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties,  as  each  house  may 
provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pimish  its  members  for  disorderly 
behavior,  and  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time  publish  the 
same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  Judgment  require  secrecy,  and  the  yeas  and  nays- 
of  the  members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those 
present,  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  housea 
shall  be  sitting. 

Sbction  G.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shaU  receive  a  compensation  for  their  serv- 
ices, to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  Uie  United  States.  They 
shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  ^eir  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  return- 
ing from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  ques- 
tioned in  any  other  pi '*'*«». 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shalL  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  bee» 
created,  or  the  omoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during 
his  oontinuanoe  in  office. 

Sbction  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representatives; 
but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  shall, 
before  it  becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he  approva 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections  to  that  house  in  which  it 
shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  proceed 
to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house  it  shall  become  a  law. 
But  in  all  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each 
house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sun- 
days excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like 
manner  as  If  he  had  signed  it,  unless  Congress  by  their  adjournment  prevents  its  return,  in 
which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  may  be  neoessaiy  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  United  Statra;  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  him,  or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case 
of  a  bill. 

Section  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and 
excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defense  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States; 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States; 
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To  regnlate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  aeveral  States  and  with  the 
Indian  tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of  bank- 
ruptcies throughout  the  United  States; 

To  <xAn  money,  regulate  the  yalue  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of 
weights  and  measures; 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the 
United  States; 

To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads; 

To  promote  the  progpress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited  times  to 
authors  and  iuToitors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries; 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court; 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and  offenses  against 
the  laws  of  nations; 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures 
on  land  and  water; 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a 
longer  term  than  two  years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy; 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  e3caoute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  Insur- 
rections and  repel  invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disdpUnlng  the  militia,  and  for  governing  such 
part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States 
respectiveiy,  the  appointment  of  the  offloers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  accord- 
ing to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  exceeding 
ten  miles  square)  as  may,  by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  acceptance  of  Congress, 
become  the  seat  of  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all 
places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  same  shall  be, 
for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals,  doclcyards,  and  other  needful  buildings;  and 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carryings  into  execution  the 
foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Qovemment  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. 

SBonosr  0.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as  any  of  the  States  now  exist- 
ing shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  importa- 
tion, not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of 
rebellion  or  invasion  Uie  public  safety  may  require  It. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  proportion  to  the  census  or  enu- 
meration hereinbefore  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  State. 

No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of 
one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from  one  State,  be  obliged  to 
enter,  clear  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  In  consequence  of  appropriations  made 
liy  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobUity  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States;  and  no  person  holding  an  office 
of  profit  or  trust  under  them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any 
present,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign 
State. 

Bbction  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or  confederation;  grant  letters 
of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin  money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  anything  but  gold  and 
sflver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or 
law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  Imposts  or  duties  on  imports 
or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and 
the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  exports,  shall  be 
for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States:  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the 
revision  and  control  of  the  Congress. 
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No  State  shallf  without  the  ooosent  of  Oongress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troope  or 
■hips  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  a^n^eement  or  compact  with  another  State,  or 
with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  luless  acUially  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger 
as  wiil  not  admit  of  delay. 

ABUCLE  XL 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shaU  be  vested  In  a  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  diuing  the  term  of  four  years,  and  together  with  the 
Vice  Preddent,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  f oUows: 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  thereof  may  direct,  a  number 
of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State 
may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress;  but  no  Senator  or  Bepresentative,  or  person  holding  an 
office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  re8S)ective  States,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of 
whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each;  which  list 
they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit,  sealed,  to  the  seat  of  government  of  the  United 
States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes  shall 
then  be  counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest  niunber  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  If 
such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  wh<4e  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be 
more  than  one  who  have  such  a  majori^,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  President;  and 
if  no  person  have  a  majori^,  then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  In 
like  manner  choose  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken 
by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose 
ahall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President, 
the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors,  shall  be  the  Vice  President. 
But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from 
them  by  ballot  the  Vice  President. 

The  Ck)ngres8  maj  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  electors,  and  the  day  on  which 
they  shall  give  their  votes;  which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural-bom  cdtlzen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President;  neither  shall 
any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-flve 
years,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  inabil- 
ity to  dischai^  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice 
lYesident,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resigna- 
tion or  inability  both  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then 
act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disabill^  be  removed,  or  a 
President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a  compensation  which  shall 
be  neither  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolument  from  the  United  States, 
or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  alBr- 
mation: 

**  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  wOl  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  President  of 
the  United  States,  and  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States.'* 

Section  8.  The  President  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  mUitia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of 
the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offenses  against  the  United 
States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  minis- 
ters and  consuls.  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  Stat^. 
whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pi-ovided  for,  and  which  shall  be  estabhfehed 
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by  law;  but  the  Congress  may  by  law  rest  the  appointment  of  each  Inferior  offloen  as  they 
may  think  proper.  In  the  President  alone,  in  the  courts  of  law  or  In  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  President  shaU  hare  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the  recess 
of  the  Senate,  by  granting  oonunissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session. 

SECTnoif  8.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Ctongrsss  such  information  of  the  state 
of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  messures  ss  he  shall  judge  neces- 
sary and  expedient;  he  may  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  Houses,  or  either  of 
them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment, 
he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambassadors 
and  other  public  ministers;  he  shaU  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
shall  commission  all  of  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sectiom  4.  The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  offloers  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of  treason,  bribery,  or  other 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

ARTICLE  m. 

Sscnoir  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested  In  one  Supreme  Court, 
and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 
The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  good 
behavior,  and  shaD  at  stated  times  receive  for  their  services  a  compensation  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sbctiox  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under 
this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  esses  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  oon- 
Bols;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between  two  or  more  States;  between  a 
State  and  citizens  of  another  State;  between  citizens  of  different  States;  between  citizens 
of  the  same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States,  and  between  a  State  or  the 
citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States,  citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those  in  which 
a  State  shall  be  a  party,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other 
eases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law 
and  fact;  with  such  exceptions,  and  imder  such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury;  and  such  trial 
shall  be  held  kx  the  State  where  the  said  crime  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when  not 
eommitted  within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  suoh  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may 
by  law  have  directed. 

SxcnoN  8.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against 
them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be 
convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on 
confession  in  open  court 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of 

treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  forfeiture  except  during  the  life  of  the  person 

attainted. 

ABnOLE  IV. 

Sscno^  1.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to  the  public  acts,  records, 
and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  lawa 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  tbm 
effect  thereof. 

SicnoK  2.  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  inununities  of 
dtlzens  in  the  several  States. 

A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from 
justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the 
State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  crime. 

Ko  person  held  to  service  or  labor  in  one  State,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  an- 
other, shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
service  or  labor,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or 
labor  may  be  due. 

Section  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into  this  Union ;  but  no  new  Stat« 
shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be 
formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  part  of  States,  without  the  consent  of  the 
legislature  of  the  States  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

Ihe  Congress  shaU  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations 
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respecting  the  territory  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  In 
this  ConstiUition  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
any  particular  State. 

SncTioN  4.  The  United  States  shall  guaranty  to  eveiy  State  in  this  Union  a  republican 
form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  application 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened),  against 
domestic  violence. 

ABncLB  y. 

The  Oongress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it  neoeasaiy,  shall  propose 
amendments  to  this  Constitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislature  of  two-thirds  of 
the  several  States,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments,  which  in  either  case 
shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by  conventions  in  three-f oiurths  thereof, 
as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress;  provided  that 
no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight, 
shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article; 
and  that  no  State,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  Into,  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United  States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the  con- 
federation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  shall  be  made  In  pursuance 
thereof,  and  all  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  Judges  in  evexy  State  shall  be  bound 
thereby,  anything  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Bepresentatives  before  mentioned,  and  the  members  of  the  several 
State  legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  several  States,  shall  bQ  boimd  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution;  but 
no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualiflcation  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under 
the  United  States. 

AsncLE  vn. 

The  ratification  of  the  convention  of  nine  States  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  establishmoit 
of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratlf^ying  the  same. 

Done  in  convention  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  states  present,  the  seventeenth  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and 
of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of  America  the  twelfth.  In  witness  whereof  we 
have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names.

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AMENDMENTS. 


[The  first  ten  amendments  were  proposed  at  the  first  session  of  the  first  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  which  wa«  began  ana  held  at  the  city  of  New  York,  on  tlie  4th  of  March,  1789, 
and  were  adopted  by  the  requisite  number  of  States.—  1  vol.  Laws  of  U.  S.,  p.  72.1 

[The  preamole  and  resolution  foUowiug,  preceded  the  original  proposition  of  the  amend- 
ments, and,  as  they  have  been  supposed  by  a  high  equity  judge  (o  Wendell's  reports,  p.  100) 
to  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  construction  of  those  amendments,  they  are  here 
Inserted.    They  will  be  found  in  the  journals  of  the  first  session  of  the  first  Congress.] 

C050IUCSS  OF  THS  UNITED  Statbs,  begun  and  held  at  the  city  of  New  York,  on  Wednesday, 
the  4th  of  March,  1789.  The  conventions  of  a  ntmnber  of  the  States  having  at  the  time  of 
their  adopting  the  Ck>nstitution,  expressed  a  desire,  in  order  to  prevent  misconstruction  or 
abuse  of  its  powers,  that  further  declaratory  and  i^estrictlve  clauses  should  be  added;  and 
as  extending  the  ground  of  public  confidence  in  the  government,  will  best  insure  the  benefi- 
cent ends  of  its  Institution,— 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America^  in 
Congress  cusembled^  ttoo-thirds  of  both  houses  concurring^  That  the  following  articles  be 
I»x>posed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  ail  or  any  of  which  articles,  when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  said  legisla- 
tures, to  be  valid  to  all  Intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  said  CousUtution,  namely: 

ARTICLE  L 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the 
exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  8i>eech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the  right  of  the 
I)eople  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the  government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  U. 

A  well  regulated  militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  f^«e  State,  the  right  of  the 
people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  m. 

No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribisd  by  law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers  and  effects,  against 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  iasue,  but 
upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the 
place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shaU  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime,  unless  on  a 
presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or  naval 
forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  nor  shall 
any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offense  to  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb;  nor 
shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself  nor  be  deprived  of 
life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property  be  takes 
for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VL 

In  an  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial, 
by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been  committed, 
which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the 
nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to 
have  compulsoiy  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of 
eounsd  for  his  defense. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tri^  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise  re- 
examined in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 
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ARTICLE  Vin. 

Excessive  bail  eha31  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fln^  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual 
punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

llie  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or 
disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  Z. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  It  to 
the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to  any  suit  In  law 
or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citizens  of  another 
State,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  foreign  State. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States  and  rote  by  ballot  for  President  and 
Vice  President,  one  of  whom  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with 
.themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  in  dis- 
tinct ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice  President,  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  i>ersons  voted  for  as  Vice  President,  and  of  the 
number  of  votes  for  each;  which  Ust  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the 
seat  of  government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
open  all  the  certiflcates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted;  the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  number  bo  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and  If  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the 
persons  having  the  highest  numbers,  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as 
President,  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President. 
But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from 
each  State  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a  President  whenever  tlie 
right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourtH  day  of  March  next  following, 
then  the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  deat^  or  other  constitu- 
tional disability  of  the  President. 

The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  as  Vice  President  shall  be  the  Vice  Presi- 
dent, if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed,  and  if  no 
person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall 
choose  tlie  Vice  President;  a  quorum  for  the  purple  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whol* 
number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  ofBoe  of  President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  Xm. 

SscTioN  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punishment  for  crime, 
whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within  the  United  States,  or 
any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

SscTzoM  2.    Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  All  persons  bom  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  the  juris- 
diction thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  IJnited  States,  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the  privileges  or  immunities  of  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  nor  shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property 
without  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  prx»teo- 
tion  of  the  la%T8. 

SBcrriON  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  according  to 
their  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole  number  of  persons  in  each  State,  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  for  the  choice  of  electors  for 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  execu- 
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Uwe  and  judidal  officers  of  a  State,  or  the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof.  Is  denied  to 
any  of  the  male  Inhabitcmts  of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion  or  other 
crime,  the  basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the  niun- 
ber  of  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of 
age  in  such  State. 

Section  8.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representatiye  in  Congress,  or  elector  of 
Ftesident  or  Vice  President,  or  hold  any  office,  civil  or  militaiy,  under  the  United  States,  or 
under  any  State,  who,  having  previoualy  taken  an  oath  as  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an 
officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or 
judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  sliall  have 
engaged  in  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies 
thereof;  but  Congress  may,  by  i^  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

SKTioif  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  authorized  by  law, 
including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppreasing 
the  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the  United  States  nor  any 
State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion 
against  the  United  States,  or  any  daim  for  the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  all 
•Dch  debts,  obligations  and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Bbction  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appropriate  legislation,  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  ZV. 

BscnoN  1.  The  right  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or 
abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous  condi- 
tion of  servitude. 

Sscno.s  2.   The  Congress  diall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legisla- 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  AMENDMENTS. 


Twelve  amendments  were  proposed  by  Congress,  September  85, 1789,  the  last  ten  of  whlcb 
were  adopted,  and  they  are  the  first  ten  as  given  above.  They  were  proclaimed  in  force, 
December  15, 1791. 

The  rejected  Articles  were  as  foUows: 

L  After  the  first  enumeration  required  by  the  First  Article  of  the  Ck)nstitution,  there 
shall  be  one  representative  for  every  S0,000  persons,  untfl  the  number  shall  amount  to  one 
hundred;  after  which  the  proportion  shall  be  so  regulated  by  Oongress,  that  there  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  himdred  Representatives  nor  more  than  one  for  every  40,000  persons,  until 
the  number  shall  amoimt  to  two  hundred;  after  which  the  proportion  shall  be  so  regulated 
by  Congress  that  there  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  Representatives,  nor  more  than 
one  Representative  for  every  50,000  persons. 

II.  No  law  vaiying  the  compensation  for  the  services  of  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives shall  take  effect  until  an  election  of  Representatives  shall  have  intervened.

Article  XTT.  was  proposed  in  the  first  session  of  the  Eighth  Congress  and  declared  in  force 
September  26, 1804. 

Article  XIII.  was  proposed  by  Congress  February  1, 1866,  and  declared  in  force  Decem- 
ber 18,  1865.

Article  XrV.  was  proposed  by  Congress  June  18, 1866,  and  declared  in  force  July  28, 1868. 

It  was  ratified  by  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Georgia,  niinoia, 
Indiana,  Iowa,  Kanww,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Vermont,  Virginia, 
West  Virginia  and  Wisconsin  —  83.

TEE  CONSTITUnON  OF  THE  STATE  OF  WISCONSIN. 


PREAMBLE. 


We,  the  people  of  Wisconsin,  grateful  to  Almighty  God  for  our  freedom,  in  order  to  secure 
its  blessings,  form  a  more  perfect  government,  insure  domesUo  tranquility,  and  promote 
the  general  welfare,  do  establish  this  Constitution. 

ARTICI.E  I. 

DKOUIRATION  OV  RIOUTS. 

SscnoN^  1.  All  men  are  bom  equally  free  and  independent,  and  have  certni^i  inherent 
rights;  among  these  are  Ijfe,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  To  secure  tliese  rights 
governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of 
the  governed. 

Sbctzon  2l  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  this  State  other- 
wise than  for  the  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  con- 
victed. 

Skction  8.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  sub- 
jects, being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  right,  and  no  laws  shall  be  passed  to  restrain 
or  abridge  the  liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  or  indict- 
ments for  libel,  the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence;  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  jury  that 
the  matter  charged  as  libelous  be  true,  and  was  published  with  good  motives  and  for  justi- 
fiable ends,  the  party  shall  be  acquitted;  and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the 
law  and  the  facts. 

Skctioit  4.  The  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble  to  consult  for  the  common 
good,  and  to  petition  the  government  or  any  department  thereof  shall  never  be  abridged. 

Sbction  6.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate,  and  shall  extend  to  all  cases 
at  law,  without  regard  to  the  amoimt  in  controversy;  but  a  jury  trial  may  be  waived  by 
the  parties  in  all  cases  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

SscnoN  6.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  shall  excessive  fines  be  imposed,  nor 
oruel  and  unusual  punishment  be  inflicted. 

Ssrrnoif  7.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  be  heard  by 
himself  and  counsel;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him;  to 
meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face;  to  have  compulsory  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  in  his  behalf;  and  in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  to  a  speedy  pub- 
lio  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  county  or  district  wherein  the  offense  shall  have  been 
conmiitted;  which  county  or  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by  law. 

SccnoN  8.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offense,  unless  on  the  pre* 
■entment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  or  in  cases  cog- 
nizable by  justice^  of  the  peace,  or  arising  in  the  army  or  navy,  or  In  the  militia  when  in 
mctoBl  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  and  no  person  for  the  same  offense  shall  be 
put  twice  in  jeopardy  of  punishment,  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal  case  to  be  a 
witaiess  against  himself.  All  persons  shall  before  conviction  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sure- 
ties, except  for  capital  offenses,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great;  and 
the  privll^re  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corptLS  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of 
rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require. 

SBonoN  9.  Every  person  is  entitled  to  a  certain  remedy  in  the  laws,  for  aU  injuries  or 
wrongs  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character;  he  ought  to  obtain  justice 
fteely,  and  without  being  obliged  to  purchase  it,  completely  and  without  denial,  promptly 
and  without  delay,  conformably  to  the  laws. 

Qacnon  10.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  the  same, 
or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
of  treason  unlew  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  oi*  on  confession 
Inopcncourk 
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Section  11.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers  ana 
effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  yiolated:  and  no  warrant 
shall  i^sue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  d»> 
BcribiDg  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

Section  12.  No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  .nor  any  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  shall  ever  be  passad;  and  no  conviction  shall  work  oormption  of  blood  or  for^ 
feiture  of  estate. 

SxcnoN  13.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  token  for  public  use,  without  just  coxor 
I>ensation  therefor. 

Section  14.  All  lands  within  the  State  are  declared  to  be  allodial,  and  feudal  tenures  are 
prohibited.  Leases  and  grants  of  agricultural  land,  for  a  longer  term  than  fifteen  years, 
in  which  rent  or  service  of  any  kind  shall  be  reserved,  and  all  fines,  and  like  re^trainta  upon 
alienation,  reserved  In  any  grant  of  land  hereafter  made,  are  declared  to  be  void. 

Section  15.  No  distinction  shall  ever  be  made  by  law  between  resident  aliens  and  citi- 
zens, in  reference  to  the  possesion,  enjoyment  or  descent  of  proi)erty. 

Section  16.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  arising  out  of,  or  founded  on,  a  con- 
tract, expressed  or  implied. 

Section  17.  The  privilege  of  the  debtor  to  enjoy  the  necessary  comforts  of  life  shall  be 
recognized  by  wholesome  laws,  exempting  a  reasonable  amount  of  property  from  seizure 
or  sale  for  the  payment  of  any  debt  or  liability  hereafter  contracted. 

Section  18.  The  right  of  every  man  to  worship  Almighty  G6d  according  to  the  dictates 
of  his  own  conscience  shall  never  be  Infringed,  nor  shall  any  man  be  compelled  to  attend, 
erect  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministry,  against  his  consent. 
Nor  shall  any  control  of,  or  Interference  with,  the  rights  of  conscience  be  permitted,  or 
any  preference  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious  establishments  or  mode  of  worship.  Nor  Shall 
any  money  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  for  the  benefit  of  religious  societies,  or  religious  or 
theological  seminaries. 

Section  19.  No  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  any  office  or 
public  trust,  under  the  State;  and  no  person  shall  be  rendered  incompetent  to  give  evidence 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  consequence  of  his  opinions  on  the  subject  of  religion. 

Section  20.    The  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  oivil  power. 

Section  21.    Writs  of  error  shall  never  be  prohibited  by  law. 

Section  2:2.  The  blessings  of  a  free  government  can  only  be  maintained  by  a  firm  ad- 
herence to  justice,  moderation,  temperance,  frugality  and  virtue,  and  by  frequent  recur* 
rence  to  fundamental  principles. 

ARTICLE  n. 

BOUNDABXES. 

Section  1.  It  Is  hereby  ordained  and  declared  that  the  State  of  Wisconsin  doth  consent 
and  accept  of  the  boundaries  prescribed  in  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  **  an  act  to  enable 
the  people  of  Wisoonsin  Territory  to  form  a  Constitution  and  State  Government,  and  for 
the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union,"  approved  August  sixth,  oHe  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-six,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the  northeast  comer  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
that  is  to  say,  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  Lake  Michigan  where  the  line  of  forty-two  degrees 
and  thirty  minutes  of  north  latitude  crosses  the  same;  thence,  running  with  the  boundary 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  through  Lake  Michigan.  Green  Bay,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Menom- 
onee  river;  thence  up  the  channel  of  the  said  river  to  the  Brule  river;  thence  up  said  last 
mentioned  river  to  Lake  Brule;  thence  along  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Brule,  m  a  direct 
line  to  the  center  of  the  channel  between  Middle  and  South  Islands,  in  the  Lake  of  the 
Desert;  thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Montreal  river,  aa  marked  upon 
the  survey  made  by  Captain  Cram;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  the  Montreal  river 
to  the  middle  of  Lake  Superior;  thence  through  the  center  of  Lake  Superior  to  the  mouth 
of  the  St.  Louis  river;  thence  up  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  fit  st  rapids  in  the  same. 
Above  the  Indian  village,  according  to  NlcoUet^smap;  thence  due  south  to  the  main  branch 
of  the  river  St.  Croix ;  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  said  river  to  the  Mississippi ;  thence 
down  the  center  of  the  main  channel  of  that  river  to  the  northwest  comer  of  the  State  of 
Illinois;  thence  due  east  with  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  as  established  by  "  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  Ulinoia  Territory  to  form  a 
Constitution  and  State  Gtoverament,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,'*  approved  April  18, 1818.  [*  Provided,  hoxoever. 
That  the  following  alteration  of  the  aforesaid  boundary  be,  and  hereby  is^  proposed  to  the 
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Oongresa  of  the  United  States  as  the  preference  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  If  the  same 
shall  be  assented  and  agreed  to  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  then  the  same  shall 
be  and  forever  remain  obllgatoiylon  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  vis.:  leaving  the  aforesaid 
boundary  line  at  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  St.  Louis  river;  thence,  in  a  direct  line  bearing 
southwesterly,  to  the  mouth  of  the  Iskodewabo  or  Rum  river,  where  the  same  empties  into 
the  Mississippi  river,  thence  down  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Mississippi  river,  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  aforesaid  boundary.] 

Section  2.  The  propositions  contained  in  the  act  of  Congress  are  hereby  accepted,  rati- 
fied and  confirmed,  and  shall  remain  irrevocable  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States; 
and  it  is  hereby  ordained  that  this  State  shall  never  interfere  with  the  primary  disposition 
of  the  soil  within  the  same,  by  the  United  States,  nor  with  any  regulations  Congress  may 
find  necessary  for  securing  the  title  in  suc^  soil  to  bona  fide  purchasers  thereof;  and  no  tax 
shall  be  imposed  on  land,  the  property  of  the  United  States;  and  in  no  case  shall  non-resi- 
dent  proprietors  be  taxed  higher  than  residents.  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  Constttu- 
tion,  or  in  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  shall  in  any  manner  prejudice  or  affect  the  right 
of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  to  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  granted  to  said  State,  and 
to  be  hereafter  selected  and  located,  by  and  under  the  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  an  act  to 
appropriate  the  prooeeds  of  sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  grant  pre-emption  rights,**  ap- 
proved September  fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one. 

ARTICLE  m. 

BUFFRAQB. 

SaoTzoN  1.  Every  male  person,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  belonging  te 
either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  State  for  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding any  election,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election: 

1.  White  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

2.  White  persons  of  foreign  birth,  who  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  dti- 
sens  conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization. 

8.  Persons  of  Indian  blood,  who  have  once  been  declared  by  law  of  Congress  to  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  any  subsequent  law  of  Congress  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

4.  Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  members  of  any  tribe.  Provided^  That  the 
legislature  n^y,  at  any  time,  extend  by  law  the  right  of  suffrage  to  persons  not  herein  enu- 
merated; but  no  such  law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  sliall  have  been  submitted  to  a 
Tote  of  the  people  at  a  general  election,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election. 

Section  2.  No  person  under  guardianship,  non  oompoa  mentif ,  or  insane  shall  be  quali- 
fied to  vote  at  any  election;  nor  shall  any  person  convicted  of  treason  or  felony  be  qualified 
to  vote  at  any  election  unless  restored  to  civil  rights. 

Section  8.  All  votes  shall  be  given  by  ballot,  except  for  such  township  officers  as  may  by 
law  be  directed  or  allowed  to  be  otherwise  chosen. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence  In  this  State  by  reason  of 
his  absence  on  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sectiok  5.  No  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine,  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  Stetes  shall 
be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  Stete  In  consequence  of  being  stationed  within  the  same. 

Section  6.  Laws  may  be  passed  excluding  from  the  right  of  suffrage  all  persons  who 
have  been  or  may  be  convicted  of  bribery  or  larceny,  or  of  any  infamous  crime,  and  depriv- 
ing every  person  who  shall  make,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  Interested  in,  any  bet 
or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  any  election,  from  the  right  to  vote  at  such  eleotion. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

leoislatiyk. 

SEcmoN  1.   The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  In  a  Senate  and  Assembly. 

Section  2.  The  number  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  never  be  leas  than  f\fty- 
foor,  nor  more  than  one  hmidred.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  a  number  not  mon>  than 
one-third,  nor  less  than  one-fourth,  of  the  number  of  the  members  of  the  Assembly. 

Section  S.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  an  enumeration  of  the  inhabitanti 
of  the  State,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and  at  the  end  of  ev«.y 
ten  years  thereafter;  and  at  their  first  session  after  such  emmieration,  and  also  for  eaca 
enumeration  made  by  the  authority  of  the  United  Stetes,  the  Legislature  shall  apportion 
and  district  anew  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  AssemUy,  according  to  the  number  oi' 
Inhabitants,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  and  soldiers  and  officers  of  the  United  States 
army  and  navy. 
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SsonoN  4.  The  members  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  chosen  amiuAlIy  bj  single  districts  on 
the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  bct^ 
eral  districts;  such  districts  to  be  boimded  by  county,  precinct,  town  or  ward  lines,  to  con- 
sist of  contiguous  territory,  and  be  in  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 

Section  5.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen  by  single  districts  of  convenient  contiguous  ter^ 
ritory,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  Assembly  are  required 
to  be  chosen,  and  no  Assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  Senate  district. 
The  Senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the  regular  series,  and  the  Senators  chosen  by  the 
odd  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  the  Sen- 
ators chosen  by  the  even  numbered  districts  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  year,  and  thereafter  the  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Section  6.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Legislature  who  shall  not  have  resided  one 
year  within  the  State,  and  be  a  qualified  elector  in  the  district  which  he  may  be  chosen  to 
represent. 

Section  7.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of 
its  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 

Section  8.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  punish  for 
contempt  and  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concturence  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  elected,  expel  a  member;  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the 
same  cause. 

Section  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  Its  own  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  choose  a  tem- 
porary President,  when  the  Lieutenant  Gk>vemor  shall  not  attend  as  President,  or  shall  act 
as  Governor. 

Section  10.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  the  same* 
except  such  parts  as  require  secrecy.  The  doors  of  each  Hopse  shaU  be  kept  open  except 
when  the  public  welfare  shall  require  secrecy,  ^either  House  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days. 

Section  11.  The  L^slature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  Government,  at  such  time  as 
shall  be  provided  by  law,  once  In  each  year,  and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  12.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  waa 
elected,  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any  civil  office  in  the  State  which  shall  have  been  cre- 
ated, or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected. 

Section  18.  No  person  being  a  member  of  Congress,  or  holding  any  military  or  civil 
office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  Legislature;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall,  after  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  Congress,  or  be 
appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  bis 
acceptance  thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Section  14.  The  Governor  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  may  occur 
in  either  House  of  the  Legislature. 

Section  15.  Members  of  the  Legislature  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  and 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest;  nor  shall  th^y  be  subject  to  any  civil  proc- 
ess, during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  nor  for  fifteen  days  next  before  the  conmienoe- 
ment  and  after  the  termination  of  each  session. 

Section  16.  No  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  liable  in  any  civil  action  or  criminal 
prosecution  whatever,  for  words  spoken  in  debate. 

Section  17.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  the  State  shall  be,  "  The  people  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows,''  and  no  law  shall  be 
enacted  except  by  bill. 

SBcnoN  18.  No  private  or  local  bill,  which  may  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  shall  em- 
brace more  than  one  subject,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Section  19.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  bill  passed 
by  one  House  may  be  amended  by  the  other. 

Section  20.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  House,  on  any  question,  shall, 
at  the  request  of  one-sixth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Section  21.  Each  member  of  the  Legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services,  two  doUars 
and  fifty  cents  for  each  day's  attendance  during  the  session,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he 
shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  on 
the  most  usual  route. 

Section  22.    The  Legislature  may  confer  ui>on  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several 
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comities  of  the  State,  such  powers,  of  &  local,  legislative,  and  administrative  character,  as 
they  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

SscTEON  28.  The  Lei^islature  shaU  establish  but  one  sjstem  of  town  and  county  govern- 
ment^  which  shall  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable. 

Section  24.    The  Legislature  shall  never  a  ithorize  any  lottery  or  grant  any  divorce. 

Section  25.  The  Le^^islature  shall  provide  by  law  that  all  stationery  required  for  the  vat 
of  the  State,  and  all  printing  authorized  and  required  by  them  to  be  done  for  their  use,  or 
for  the  State,  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder;  but  the  Legislature  may  establish 
a  maximum  price.  No  member  of  the  Legislature,  or  otlier  State  officer,  shall  be  interested, 
eithef  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  such    ontract. 

Section  26.  ¥he  Legislature  shall  never  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
officer,  agent,  servant  or  contractor,  after  the  service  shall  have  been  rendered  or  the  con- 
tract entered  into.  Nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  public  officer  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished during  his  term  of  office. 

SzcnoN  27.  The  Legislature  shall  direct  by  law  in  what  manner  and  in  what  courts  suit 
may  be  brought  against  the  State. 

Section  28.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  executive  and  judicial,  except 
such  inferior  officers  as  may  be  by  law  exempted,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

Section  29.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  what  persons  shall  constitute  the  militia  of 
the  State,  and  may  provide  for  organizing  and  disciplining  the  same,  in  such  manner  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  80.  In  all  elections  to  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  the  members  thereof  shall 
vote  viva  voce^  and  tlieir  votes  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

ARTICLE  V. 

EXECUTIYK. 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor  who  shall  hold  his  office^ 
for  two  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same* 
term. 

Section  2.  No  person,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  qualified  elector  of  the 
State  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor. 

Section  8.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenjemt  Governor  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  eleo- 
tore  of  the  State  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  members  of  the  Legislature.  The- 
persons  resjjectively  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant' 
Governor  shall  be  elected.  But  in  case  two  or  more  shall  have  an  equal  and  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature, at  its  next  annual  session,  shall  forthwith,  by  joint  ballot,  choose  one  of  the  persons 
so  having  an  equal  and  the  liighest  number  of  votes  for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor. 
•Hie  returns  of  election  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  made  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Stanoy  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  military  and  naval  forces 
of  the  State.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  convene  the  Legislature  on  extraordinary  occa- 
sions; and  in  case  of  invasion,  or  danger  from  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease  at  the 
seat  of  the  Government,  he  mi^y  convene  them  at  any  other  suitable  place  within  the  State. 
He  shall  communicate  to  the  Legislature,  at  every  session,  the  condition  of  the  State,  and 
recommend  such  matter  to  them  for  their  consideration,  as  he  may  deem  exi)edient.  He 
shall  transact  all  necessary  business  with  the  officers  of  the  Government,  civil  and  military. 
He  shall  expedite  all  such  measures,  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  Legislature,  and  shall 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Section  5.  The  Governor  shall  receive  during  his  continuance  in  office,  an  annual  com- 
pensation of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Section  6.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves,  commutations,  and  pardons, 
after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason  and  cases  of  Impeachment,  upon  such  con- 
ditions and  with  such  restrictions  and  limitatiom  as  he  may  think  proper,  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons. 
Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sen- 
tence untfl  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  LegisUture,  at  its  next  meeting,  when  tho 
Legislalon  shall  either  pardon,  or  commute  the  sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the 

itence  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.    He  shall  annually  communicate  to  the  Legislature 

'  ease  of  reprieve,  conunutafion  oi>  pardon  granted,  itating  the  name  of  the  convict,  the 
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crime  of  which  he  was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  cotnmnta* 
tfon,  pardon,  or  reprieve,  with  his  reasons  for  i^ranting  the  same. 

Sbotion  7.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  or  his  removal  from  office, 
death.  Inability  from  mental  or  physical  disease,  resig^sation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  for  the  residue 
of  the  term,  or  untU  the  Governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  have  returned,  or  the  dis- 
ability shall  cease.  But  when  the  Governor  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature,  be 
eat  of  the  State  in  time  of  war,  at  the  head  of  the  military  force  thereof,  he  shall  continue 
Oonunander-in-Chief  of  the  military  force  of  the  State. 

SsonoN  8.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  only 
a  easting  vote  therein.  If,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
emor  shall  be  impeached,  displaced,  resign,  die,  or  from  mental  or  physical  disease  become 
Incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  Secretary 
of  State  shall  act  as  Governor  until  the  vacancy  shall  be  ffiled,  or  the  disability  shall 


SbctionQ.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  double  the  per  diem  allowance  of 
members  of  the  Senate,  for  every  day's  attendance  as  President  of  the  Senate,  and  the 
■ame  mileage  as  shall  be  allovred  to  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Section  10.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  Legislature  shall,  before  it  becomes  a 
law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  re- 
turn it,  with  his  objections,  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  upon  the  journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  recon- 
sideration, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent, 
together  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all 
such  cases,  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House 
respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  three  days  (Sundajrs 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  unless  the 
Legislature  shall,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a 
law. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

▲DMINISTRATrVE. 

SBonoN  1.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  the  times  and 
places  of  choosing  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  a  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer,  and 
Attorney  General,  who  shall  severally  hold  their  offlce<«  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

Sbction  2.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  official  acts  of  the  Leg- 
islature and  Executive  Department  of  the  State,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same 
and  all  matters  relative  thereto  before  either  branch  of  the  Legislature.  He  shall  be  ex 
officio  auditor,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  assigned  him  by  law.  He 
fhitii  receive  as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  yearly,  such  sum  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law,  and  shall  keep  bis  office  at  the  seat  of  government 

Skction  S.  The  powers,  duties  and  compensation  of  the  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  4.  Sheriffs,  Coroners,  Registers  of  Deeds  and  District  Attorneys  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  electors  of  the  respective  counties,  once  in  every  two  years,  and  as  often  as  vacan- 
cies shall  happen.  Sheriffs  shall  hold  no  other  office,  and  be  ineligible  for  two  years  next 
succeeding  the  termination  of  their  offices.  They  may  be  required  by  law  to  renew  their 
security  from  time  to  time;  and  in  default  of  giving  such  new  security,  their  offices  shall 
be  deemed  vacant.  But  the  county  shall  never  be  made  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the 
Sheriff.  The  Governor  may  remove  any  officer  in  this  section  mentioned,  giving  to  such 
officer  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defense. 

ARTici^  vn 

JUDICIART. 

Section  1.  The  court  for  the  trial  of  impeachments  shall  be  composed  of  the  Senate. 
The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  power  of  impeaching  all  civil  officers  of  this 
State,  for  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  or  for  crimes  and  misdemeanors;  but  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  shall  concur  in  an  impeachment.  On  the  trial  of  an  Impeachment 
against  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  not  act  as  a  member  of  the  court.  No 
judicial  officer  shall  exercise  his  office  after  he  shall  have  been  impeached,  until  his  acquit- 
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CaL  Before  the  trial  of  an  Impeachment,  the  members  of  the  court  shall  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  truly  and  Impartially  to  try  the  impeachment,  according  to  evidence;  and  no 
penon  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  or 
removal  from  office  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or  trust,  under 
the  State;  but  the  party  impeached  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  ac* 
cording  to  law. 

Sbgtioh  2.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State,  both  as  to  matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  Circuit  Courts,  Courts  of  Probate,  and  in  Justices  of  the 
Peace.  The  Legislature  may  also  vest  such  Jiuisdiction  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in 
Huniclpa)  Courts,  and  shall  have  power  to  establish  inferior  courts  in  the  several  counties, 
with  limited  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction.  Provided^  that  the  jurisdiction  which  may  be 
vested  in  Municipal  Courts  shall  not  exceed,  in  their  respective  municipalities,  that  of  Cir- 
euit  Courts  in  their  respective  circuits,  as  prescribed  in  this  Constitution;  and  that  the  Leg*- 
islature  shall  provide  as  well  for  the  election  of  judges  of  the  Municipal  Courts  as  of  the 
judges  of  inferior  Courts,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  respective  jurisdictions.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  judges  of  the  said  Municipal  and  inferior  courts  shall  not  be  longer 
than  that  of  the  judges  of  the  Circuic  Courts. 

Sccnosi  8.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constltatlon, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdictioD  only,  which  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  State;  but  in  no 
case  removed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  a  trial  by  jury  be  allowed.  The  Supreme  Court 
shall  have  a  general  superintending  control  over  all  inferior  courts;  it  shall  have  power  to 
issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction,  quo  warranto,  certiorari  and  other 
original  and  remedial  writs,  and  to  hear  and  detennine  the  same. 

Sbction  4.  For  the  term  of  five  years,  ard  theroaCter  until  the  Legifdature  shall  other- 
wise  provide,  the  judges  of  the  several  Circuit  Courtn  shall  ho  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
four  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  the  ooncirreoco  of  a  majority  of  the  judges 
present  sba3  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  The  Leglslai  uro  sliall  have  power,  if  they  should 
think  it  expodiont  and  necessary,  to  provide  by  Uw  for  the  orgautzalion  of  a  separate 
Supreme  Court  with  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  prescribed  in  this  Octustitution,  to  consist 
of  one  Chief  Justice  and  two  Associate  Justices  to  be  elected  l^y  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  mi^  i>roTide.  The  separate 
Supreme  Court,  when  so  organised,  shall  not  be  changed  or  discontinued  by  the  Legisla- 
ture; the  judges  thereof  shall  be  so  dassiflod  that  but  one  of  thorn  shall  go  out  of  office  at 
the  same  time,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  for  the  judges  of  the 
Gbxmit  Court.  And  whenever  the  Legislature  may  consider  it  necessary  to  establish  a  sepa- 
rate Supreme  Court,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  reduce  the  number  of  Circuit  Judges  to 
four,  and  subdivide  the  Judicial  Circuits;  but  no  such  subdivision  or  reduction  shall  take 
effect  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  some  one  of  the  said  judges,  or  until  a 
vacancy  occur  by  some  other  means. 

Sbction  6.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  circuits,  to  be  composed  as  fol- 
lows: The  First  Circuit  shall  comprise  the  ooimties  of  Racine,  Walworth,  Rock  and  Green. 
The  Second  Circuit,  the  counties  of  Milwaukee,  Waukesha,  Jefferson  and  Dane.  The  Third 
Circuit,  the  counties  of  Washington,  Dodge,  Columbia,  Marquette,  Sauk  and  Portage.  The 
Fourth  Circuit,  the  counties  of  Brown,  Manitowoc,  Sheboygan,  Fond  du  Lac,  Winnebago 
and  Calumet.  And  the  Fifth  Circuit  shall  comprise  the  counties  of  Iowa,  La  Fayette,  Orant, 
Crawford  and  St  Croix;  and  the  county  of  Richland  shall  bo  attached  to  Iowa,  the  county 
of  Chippewa  to  the  county  of  Crawford,  and  the  county  of  La  Pointe  to  the  county  of  St. 
Croix,  for  judicial  purposes,  untfl  otherwise  provided  by  the  Legislature. 

Sbction  6.  The  Legislature  may  alter  the  limits,  or  Increase  the  number  of  circuits, 
making  them  as  compact  and  convenient  as  practicable,  and  bounding  them  by  county 
lines,  but  no  such  alteration  or  increase  shall  have  the  effect  to  remove  a  judge  from  office. 
In  case  of  an  increase  of  circuits,  the  judge  or  judges  shall  be  elected  as  provided  in  this 
Constitution,  and  receive  a  salary  not  less  than  that  herein  provided  for  judges  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Sxcnoy  7.  For  each  circuit  there  shall  be  a  judge  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  therein, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  as  is  provided  in  this  Constitution,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified;  and  after  he  shall  have  been  elected,  he  shall  reside  in  the  circuit  for 
which  he  was  elected.  One  of  said  judges  shall  be  designated  as  Chief  Justice,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Legislature  shall  provide.  And  the  Legislature  shall,  at  its  first  ses9ion,  pro- 
Tide  by  law,  as  well  for  the  election  of  as  for  classifying  the  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court,  to 
be  elected  under  this  Constitution,  in  such  a  manner  that  one  of  said  judges  shall  go  out  of 
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office  in  two  years,  one  in  three  years,  one  in  four  years,  one  in  five  years  and  one  in  six 
years,  and  thereafter  the  jud^re  elected  to  fill  the  office  shall  hold  the  same  for  six  yeai-s. 

Section  8.  The  Circuit  Courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  matters,  civil  and 
criminal,  within  this  State,  not  excepted  in  this  Constitution,  and  not  hereafter  prohibited 
by  law,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  from  all  inferior  courts  and  tribunals,  and  a  supervisory 
control  over  the  same.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus, 
mandamus,  injunction,  quo  warranto,  certiorari,  and  all  other  writs  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  their  orders,  judgements  and  decrees,  and  give  them  a  general  control  over  inferior 
courts  and  jurisdictions. 

Section  0.  When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  Cir- 
cuit Coiuls,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  an  appointment  of  the  Governor,  which  shall 
continue  imtil  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified;  and  when  elected,  such  successor  shall 
hold  his  office  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  There  shall  be  no  election  for  a  judge  or 
judges  at  any  general  election  for  State  or  county  officers,  nor  within  thirty  days  either 
before  or  after  such  election. 

Section  10.  Each  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts  shall  receive  a  salary, 
payable  quarterly,  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  five  himdred  dollars  annually;  they  shall 
receive  no  fees  of  office,  or  other  compensation  than  their  salaries;  they  shall  hold  no  office 
of  public  trust,  except  a  judicial  office,  during  the  term  for  which  they  are  respectively 
elected,  and  all  votes  for  either  of  them,  for  any  office  except  a  judicial  office  given  by  the 
Legislature  or  the  people,  shall  be  void.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Judge, 
who  shall  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  be  a  qualified  elector  within  the  jurisdiction  for  which  he 
may  be  chosen. 

Section  11.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  at  least  one  term  annually,  at  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment of  the  State,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law,  and  the  Legislature  may 
provide  for  holding  other  terms,  and  at  other  places,  when  they  may  deem  it  necessary.  A 
Circuit  Court  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  in  each  county  of  this  SteUe,  organized 
for  judicial  purposes.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  court  may  hold  courts  for  each  other,  and 
shall  do  so  when  required  by  law. 

Sbction  12.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  chosen  in  each  county  organized 
for  judicial  purposes,  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  subject  to  removal,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  the  Judge  of 
the  Circuit  Court  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  clerk,  imtil  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  an  election.  The  clerk  thus  elected  or  appointed  shall  give  such  security  as  the  Legisla- 
ture may  require;  and  when  elected,  shall  hold  his  office  for  a  full  term.  The  Supreme 
Court  shall  appoint  its  own  Clerk,  and  the  Clerk  of  a  Circuit  Comt  may  be  appointed  Clerk 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Section  13.  Any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  Circuit  Court  may  be  removed  from  office  by 
address  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elect  to  each 
House  concur  therein,  but  no  removal  shall  be  made  by  virtue  of  this  section,  unless  the 
judge  complained  of  shall  have  been  served  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  against  him  as  the 
ground  of  address,  and  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  defense.  On  the 
question  of  removal,  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

Sbcjtion  14.  There  shall  be  chosen  in  each  county,  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  a 
Judge  of  Probate,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified,  and  whose  jurisdiction,  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescrib<^  by  law. 
Provided,  however^  That  the  Legislature  shall  have  power  to  abolish  the  office  of  Judge  of 
Probate  in  any  county,  and  to  confer  probate  powers  upon  such  inferior  courts  as  may  be 
established  in  said  coimty. 

Section  15.  The  electors  of  the  several  towns,  at  their  annual  town  meeting,  and  the 
electors  of  cities  and  villages,  at  their  charter  elections,  shall,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature may  direct,  elect  justices  of  the  peace,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  an  election  to 
fill  a  vacancy  occurring  before  the  expiration  of  a  full  term,  the  justice  elected  shall  hold 
for  the  residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  'Their  number  and  classifications  shall  be  regulated 
by  law.  And  the  tenure  of  two  years  shall  in  no  wise  interfere  with  the  classification  in  the 
first  instance.  The  justices  thus  elected  shall  have  such  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  16.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  laws  for  the  regulation  of  tribunals  of  conofiii^ 
tlon,  defining  their  powers  and  dutiea.  Such  tribunals  may  be  established  in  and  for  any 
township,  and  shall  have  power  to  render  judgment,  to  be  obligatory  on  the  parties,  when 
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they  shall  voluntanly  submit  their  matter  in  difference  to  arbitration,  and  agree  to  abide 
the  jud4;:ment«  or  assent  thereto  in  writing. 

Section  17.  The  style  of  all  writs  and  process  shall  be,  "  The  State  of  WiscQpsin."  All 
criminal  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same;  and 
all  indictments  shall  conclude  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  State. 

Sbction  18.  The  Legislature  shall  impose  a  tax  on  all  civil  suits  commenced  or  prose- 
cuted in  the  mimicipal,  inferior,  or  circuit  courts,  which  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  applied 
toward  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  judges. 

Sbctiok  19.  The  testimony  in  causes  in  equity  shall  be  taken  in  like  manner  aa  in  cases 
at  law;  and  the  office  of  master  in  chancery  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sbction  30.  Any  suitor  in  any  court  in  this  State  shall  have  the  right  to  prosecute  or 
defend  his  suit  either  in  his  own  proper  person  or  by  an  attorney  or  agent  of  his  choice. 

Section  21.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  siieedy  publication  of  all  statute 
laws,  and  of  such  judicial  decisions  made  within  the  State,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 
And  no  general  law  shall  be  in  force  until  published. 

Section  22.  The  Legislatiure,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
shall  provide  for  the  appointment  of  three  commi^ioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire 
into,  revise,  and  simplify  the  rul^  of  practice,  pleadings,  forms,  and  proceedings,  and 
arrange  a  system  adapted  to  the  courts  of  record  of  this  State,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
Legislature,  subject  to  their  modification  and  adoption;  and  such  commission  shall  term* 
Inate  upon  tiie  rendering  of  the  report,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Section  23.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  persona  in 
each  organized  county,  and  may  vest  in  such  persons  such  judicial  powers  as  shall  be  pre> 
scribed  by  \&W,  Provided^  That  said  power  shall  not  exceed  that  of  a  judge  of  the  Circuit 
Court  at  chambers. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 

FINANCX. 

SscmoN  1.  The  rule  of  taxation  shall  be  uniform,  and  taxes  shidl  be  levied  upon  such 
property  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe. 

SficnoN  2.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  except  in  pursuance  of  an  appro- 
priation by  law. 

Section  3.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  never  be  given  or  loaned  in  aid  of  any  individual, 
SfiBociation,  or  corporation. 

Secthon  4.  The  State  shall  never  contract  any  public  debt,  except  in  the  cases  and  man- 
ner herein  provided. 

Section  5.  Th^  Legislature  shall  provide  for  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  defray  the  esti- 
mated expenses  of  the  State  for  each  year;  and  whenever  the  expenses  of  any  j'ear  shall 
exceed  the  income,  the  Legislature  sliull  provide  for  levying  a  tax  for  the  ensuing  year, 
eufficient,  with  other  sources  of  income,  to  pay  the  deficiency,  aa  well  as  the  estimated 
expenses  of  such  ensuing  year. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  extraordinary  expenditures,  the  State  may  coi>- 
tract  public  debts;  but  such  debts  shall  never,  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  one  hundred  thou- 
SGuid  dollars.  Every  such  debt  shall  be  authorized  by  law,  for  some  purpose  or  purposes  to 
be  distinctly  specified  therein ;  and  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
house,  to  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passage  of  such  law;  and 
every  such  law  shall  provide  for  levying  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  interest 
of  such  debt,  and  the  principal  within  five  years  from  the  pa&sage  of  such  law.  and  shall 
flpecially  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  such  taxes  to  the  payment  of  such  principal  and  inter- 
est; and  such  appropriation  shall  not  be  repealed,  nor  the  taxes  be  postponed  or  diminished, 
until  the  principal  and  interest  of  such  debt  shall  have  been  wholly  paid. 

Section  7.  The  L^^lature  may  also  borrow  money  to  repel  Invasion,  suppress  Insuiv 
recdon,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war;  but  the  money  thus  raised  shall  be  applied 
exclusivdy  to  the  object  for  which  the  loan  was  authorized,  or  to  the  repajrment  of  the  debt 
thereby  created. 

Section  8.  On  the  passage  in  either  house  of  the  Legislature,  of  any  law  which  Impoeeo, 
continues  or  renews  a  tax,  or  creates  a  debt  or  charge,  or  makes,  continues  or  renews  an 
appropriation  of  public  or  trust  money,  or  releases,  discharges  or  commutes  a  claim  or 
demand  of  the  State,  the  question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall  be  duly 
«Qtered  on  the  journal;  and  three- fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  such  house,  shall  in 
all  snch  cases  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  therein. 

Section  9.  No  scrip,  certificate  or  other  evidence  of  State  debt  whatsoever,  shall  be  iaaued, 
except  for  such  debts  as  are  authorized  by  the  sixth  and  seventh  sections  of  this  article. 
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Sbction  iO.  Tlie  State  shall  zierer  oontract  any  debt  for  works  of  internal  improTement» 
or  be  a  party  in  carrying  on  such  works;  but  whenever  grants  of  land  or  other  property 
■hall  have  been  made  to  the  State,  especially  dedicated  by  the  grant  to  particular  works  of 
internal  improvement,  the  State  may  carry  on  such  particular  works,  and  shall  devote 
thereto  the  avails  of  such  grants,  and  may  pledge  or  appropriate  the  revenues  derived  from 
such  works  in  aid  of  their  completion. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

BMDCKKT  DOMAIN  AND  PROPEBTT  OF  THE  STATS. 

Sbction  1.  The  State  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  on  all  rivers  and  lakes  bordering 
on  this  State,  so  far  as  such  rivers  or  lakes  shall  form  a  common  boundary  to  the  State,  and 
any  other  State  or  Territory  now  or  hereafter  to  be  formed  and  bounded  by  the  same.  And 
tibe  river  Mississippi  and  the  navigable  waters  leading  into  the  Mississippi  and  St.  La^Tence, 
and  the  carrying  places  between  the  same,  shall  be  common  highways,  and  forever  free,  as 
well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax, 
impost,  M*  duty  therefor. 

SscmoN  2.  The  title  of  all  lands  and  other  proper^,  which  have  accrued  to  the  Terri- 
tory of  Wisconsin,  by  grant,  gift,  purchase,  forfeiture,  escheat  or  otherwise,  shall  vest  in 
the  State  of  Wisconsin. 

Sficnox  3.  The  people  of  the  State,  in  their  right  of  sovereignty,  are  declared  to  posseas 
the  ultimate  property  in  and  to  all  lands  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State;  and  all  lands, 
the  title  to  which  shall  fail  from  a  defect  of  heirs,  shall  revert  or  escheat  to  tMe  people. 

ARTICX£  X. 
education. 

Sktioh  1.  Tlie  supervision  of  public  instruction  shall  be  vested  in  a  State  Superintend* 
ent,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  L^islature  shall  direct.  Tlie  State  Superintendent  shall  be 
dHmen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  in  sadb.  manner  as  the  T legislature  shall  pro- 
vide; his  powers,  duties  and  compensation  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  Provided^  That  his 
oompensation  shaU  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  annually. 

Sbction  2.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  hereafto'  may  be  granted  by  the 
United  Stipes  to  this  State,  for  educational  purposes  (except  the  lands  heretofore  granted 
for  the  purposes  of  a  University),  and  all  moneys,  and  the  clear  jaxxxeds  of  all  property, 
that  may  accrue  to  the  State  by  forfeiture  or  escheat,  and  all  moneys  which  may  be  paid  as 
an  equivatoit  for  exemptkm  from  military  duty,  and  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  fines  collected 
in  the  several  counties  fcH*  any  breach  of  the  penal  law^  and  all  moneys*arising  from  any 
Srant  to  the  State  wh»«  the  purposes  of  such  grant  are  not  specified,  and  the  five  hundred 
thousand  acres  of  land  to  which  the  State  is  entitled  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Con- 
gress, entitled  ^  an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  public  lands,  and  to  grant 
pre-emption  rights.^^  a{^>roved  the  fourth  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-one^  and  also  the  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  which 
the  State  shall  become  entitled  on  her  admission  into  the  Union  (if  Congress  shall  consent 
to  such  appropriation  of  the  two  grants  last  mentioned \  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  separate 
fond,  to  be  called  the  school  fund,  the  interest  of  which,  and  all  other  revenues  derived  from 
the  school  lands,  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  following  objects,  to  wit: 

L  To  the  support  and  maintenance  of  common  schools  in  each  school  district,  and  the 
parc^iase  of  suitable  libraries  and  apparatus  therefor. 

2.  The  residue  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  supptort  and  maintenance  of  academies  and 
normal  scbcK>lSs  and  suitable  libraries  and  apparatus  therefor. 

Sbctton  3.  Tbe  Letnsiarure  shail  provide  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  district  schools, 
which  shiiil]  be  as  neariy  uniform  a.s  practicable,  and  such  schools  shall  be  free  and  without 
charge  f <:.r  tuition  to  all  chil-iren  between  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty  years,  and  no  secta- 
lian  instru'jtion  shall  be  allowed  therein. 

S«cnoN  4-  Each  town  and  city  shall  be  required  to  rai<^,  by  tax,  annually,  for  the  support 
of  conunon  schools  therein,  a  sum  not  less  than  one-hall  the  amount  received  by  such  town 
or  city  resf^ctively  for  school  purposes,  from  the  income  of  the  school  fund. 

Sbctiov  i.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  fo**  the  distribution  of  the  income  of  the 
fiiad  among  the  several  towns  and  cities  of  the  State,  for  the  support  of  commoo 
therein,  in  some  just  proportion  to  the  number  of  children  and  youth  resident 
benre^i  the  ages  of  four  and  twenty  years,  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
Crocn  the  school  fund  to  any  city  or  town  for  the  year  in  which  said  city  or  town  shall  fail 
to  rai^  suc^  tax.  nor  to  any  school  district  for  the  year  in  which  a  schc>c>I  shall  not  be  main- 
tained at  kttst  three  months. 
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8BGTZON  6.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  establishment  of  a  State  UnlYenity, 
at  or  near  the  seat  of  State  Qovenunent,  and  for  connecting  with  the  same  from  time  to 
time,  such  colleges  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  as  the  interests  of  education  may  require. 
The  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  United  States 
to  the  State  for  the  support  of  a  University,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund  to  be 
called  the  *'  University  Fund,''  the  interest  of  which,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
the  State  University,  and  no  sectarian  instruction  shall  be  allowed  In  such  University. 

8ECTIOK  7.  The  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  sale  of  the  School  and  University  Lands  and  for  the  invest- 
ment of  the  funds  arising  therefrom.  Any  two  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  all  business  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  their  office. 

Section  8.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the  sale  of  all  School  and  University  Lands, 
after  they  shall  have  been  appraised,  and  when  any  portion  of  such  lands  shall  be  sold,  and 
the  purchase  money  shall  not  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  the  Commissioners  shall  take 
security  by  mortgage  upon  the  land  sold  for  the  sum  remaining  unpaid,  with  seven  per  cent. 
Interest  thereon,  payable  annually  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  The  Commissioners  shall 
be  authorized  to  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  conveyance  to  all  purchasers  of  such  lands, 
and  to  discharge  any  mortgages  taken  as  security,  when  the  sum  due  thereon  shall  have 
been  paid.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  withhold  from  sale  any  portion  of  such 
kmds  when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  and  shall  invest  all  moneys  arising  from  the  sale 
of  such  lands,  as  well  as  all  other  University  and  School  funds,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature shall  provide,  and  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  perf onnanoe  of  their  duties 
as  may  be  required  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XL 

OOBFORATIONS. 

Sscnoir  1.  Corporations  without  banking  powers  or  privileges  may  be  formed  under 
general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in 
cases  where,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Legislature,  the  objects  of  the  corporation  cannot  be 
attained  under  general  laws.  All  general  laws  or  speciaJ  acts  enacted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  may  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislatiue  at  any  time  after  their  passage. 

SficnoK  2.  No  municipal  corporation  shall  take  private  property  for  public  use  against 
the  consent  of  the  owner,  without  the  necessity  thereof  being  first  established  by  the  verdict 
of  a  Jury. 

Bmcnoy  S.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  to 
provide  for  the  organization  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  and  to  restrict  their  power 
of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their  credit,  so 
as  to  prevent  abuses  in  assessments  and  taxation,  and  in  contracting  debts  by  such  muuici- . 
pal  corporationa 

Skcthon  4.  Thd  Legislature  shall  not  have  power  to  create,  authorize,  or  incorporate,  by 
any  general  or  special  law,  any  bank  or  banking  power  or  privilege,  or  any  institution  or 
corporation,  having  any  banking  power  or  privilege  whatever,  except  as  provided  in  this 
article. 

Section  5.  The  Legislature  may  submit  to  the  voters  at  any  general  election,  the  ques- 
tion of  *'  bank  or  no  bank,''  and  if  at  any  such  election  a  number  of  votes  equal  to  a  majority 
of  aU  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  on  that  subject  shall  be  in  favor  of  banks,  then  the 
liegislature  shail  have  power  to  grant  bank  charters,  or  to  pass  a  general  banking  law,  with 
such  restrictions,  and  under  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper  for 
the  security  of  the  bill  holders.  Jh-ovided,  That  no  such  grant  or  law  shall  have  any  force 
or  effect  until  the  same  shall  have  been  .submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  state  at 
some  general  election,  and  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cost  on  that  subject 
at  such  election. 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

AHICNDMEKTS. 

Sbction  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  In 
either  House  of  the  Legislature,  and  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses,  such  propose<l  amendment  or  amendments  shail 
be  entered  on  their  journals  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  refeiTed  to  the  Legis- 
lature to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election,  and  shall  be  published  for  three  months 
previous  to  the  time  of  holding  such  election.  And  if  in  the  Legislature  so  next  chosen, 
such  pro]>08ed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  House,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  submit  such  pro 
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posed  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  the 
Legislature  shall  prescribe,  and  if  the  people  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or 
amendments  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon,  such  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  become  part  of  the  Ck>nstitution.  Provided^  that  if  more  than  one  amendment  be 
submitted,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  manner  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against 
such  amendments  separately. 

Sbction  2.  If  at  any  time  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  shall  deem  it  necessary 
to  call  a  convention  to  revise  or  change  this  Constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the 
electors  to  vote  for  or  against  a  convention  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature; and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  tiie  electors  voting  thereon  have  voted  for 
a  convention,  the  Legislature  shall  at  its  next  session  provide  for  calling  such  convention. 

ABTICLE  XTTT. 

U ISCKLLANSOUS  PBOYI8XOM8. 

Section  1.  The  political  year  for  the  State  of  Wisoonsin  shall  commence  on  the  first  Mon« 
day  in  January  in  each  year,  and  the  general  election  shall  be  holden  on  the  Tuesday  suc- 
ceeding the  first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year. 

Section  2/  Any  inhabitant  of  this  State  who  may  hereafter  be  engaged,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  a  duel,  either  as  princiiMiI  or  accessory,  shall  forever  be  disqualified  as  an 
elector,  and  from  holding  any  office  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  may 
be  pimished  in  such  other  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  3.  No  Member  of  Congress,  nor  any  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust 
under  the  United  States  (postmasters  excepted),  or  under  any  foreign  power;  no  person 
convicted  of  any  infamous  crime  in  any  court  within  the  United  States,  and  no  person  being 
a  defaulter  to  the  United  States,  or  to  this  State,  or  to  any  coimty  or  town  therein,  or  to  any 
State  or  Territory  withm  the  United  States,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  trust,  profit  or 
honor  in  this  State. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  to  provide  a  great  seal  for  the  State, 
which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  all  official  acts  of  the  Qovernor,  his 
approbation  of  the  laws  excepted,  shall  be  thereby  authenticated. 

Section  5.  All  persons  residing  upon  Indian  lands  within  any  county  of  the  State,  and 
qualified  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  polls  which  may  be  held  nearest  their  residence  for  State,  United  States  or  County  officers. 
Provided,  tliat  no  person  shall  vote  for  county  officers  out  of  the  county  in  which  he  resides. 

Section  6.  The  elective  officers  of  the  Legislature,  other  than  the  presiding  officers,  shall 
be  a  Chief  Clerk  and  a  Sergeant-at-Arms,  to  be  elected  by  each  house. 

Section  7.  No  county  with  an  area  of  nine  hundred  square  miles  or  leas,  shall  be  divided 
or  have  any  part  stricken  therefrom,  without  submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  county,  nor  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  of  the  county  voting  on  the 
question  shall  vote  for  the  same. 

Section  8.  No  county  seat  shall  be  removed  until  the  point  to  which  it  Is  proposed  to  be 
removed,  shall  be  fixed  by  law,  and  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  county  voting  on  the 
question,  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  its  removal  to  such  point. 

Section  9.  AU  county  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  r«?i)ective  counties,  or  appointed  by  the 
boards  of  supervisors,  or  other  county  authorities  as  the  Legislature  shall  direct.  All  city, 
town  and  village  offlcei-s.  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  such  cities,  towns  and  village,  or  of  some 
division  thereof,  or  appointed  by  such  authorities  thereof  as  the  Legislature  shall  dcsij^nate 
for  that  purpose.  All  other  officers  whose  election  or  appointment  is  not  provided  for  by 
this  Constitution,  and  all  offlcei-s  whose  offices  may  hereafter  be  created  by  law,  shall  be 
electetl  by  the  people,  or  appointed  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

Section  10.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any  office  shall  be  deemed 
vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filling  the  vacancy  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  pur- 
pose in  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

SCHEDtTLE. 

Section  1.  That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  by  reason  of  a  change  from  a  territorial  to 
a  permanent  state  government,  it  is  declared  that  aU  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  judg- 
ments, claims  and  contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  shall  continue  as 
if  no  such  change  had  taken  place,  and  all  process  which  may  be  issued  under  the  authority 
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of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin  previous  to  ita  admission  Into  the  Union  o^  the  United  States 
shall  be  as  valid  as  if  issued  in  the  name  of  the  State. 

Section  2.  All  laws  now  in  force  In  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  .which  are  not  repiiprnant 
to  this  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force  until  they  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  be 
altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Section  3.  All  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  accruing  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  sliall 
inure  to  the  use  of  the  State. 

Section  4.  All  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken  before  the  change 
from  a  territorial  to  a  permanent  state  government,  shall  remain  valid,  and  shall  pass  to, 
and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  State,  and  all  bonds  executed  to  the  Qovemor  of 
the  Territory,  or  to  any  other  officer  or  court,  in  his  or  their  official  capacity,  shall  pass  to 
the  Governor  or  State  authority,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the  uses  therein  respec^ 
Ively  expressed,  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  accordingly;  and  all  the  estate  or 
property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  all  Judgments,  bonds,  specialties,  choses  in  action, 
and  claims  or  debts  of  whatever  description,  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  s^ll  inure  to 
and  vest  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  hi  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent,  by  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  as  the  same  could  have  been  by  the 
Territory  of  Wisconsin.  All  criminal  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  which  may  have 
arisen,  or  which  may  arise  before  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government,  and 
which  shall  then  be  pending,  shall  be  prosecuted  to  Judgment  and  execution  in  the  name  of 
the  State.  All  offenses  committed  against  the  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  before 
the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government,  and  which  shidl  not  be  prosecuted  be- 
fore such  change,  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of 
Wisconsin,  with  like  effect  as  though  such  change  had  not  taken  place;  and  all  penalties  in- 
curred shall  remain  the  same  as  if  this  Ck>nstitution  had  not  been  adopted.  All  actions  at 
law,  and  suits  In  equity,  which  may  be  pending  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  Territory  of 
Wisconsin,  at  the  time  of  the  change  from  a  Territorial  to  a  State  government,  may  be 
continued  and  transferred  to  any  court  of  the  State  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  the 
subject-matter  thereof. 

Section  5.  AU  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  holding  their  offices  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  shall  continue  to  hold  and  exercise 
their  respective  offices  until  they  shall  be  superseded  by  the  authority  of  the  State. 

Section  6.  The  first  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  and  shall  be  held  at  the  village  of  Madison,  which  shall 
be  and  remain  the  seat  of  government  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Section  7.  All  county,  precinct,  and  township  officers  shall  continue  to  hold  their 
respective  offices,  unless  removed  by  the  competent  authority,  until  the  LegLslature  shall, 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  provide  for  the  holding  of  elections 
to  fill  such  offices  resi>ectlvely. 

Section  8.  The  President  of  this  Convention  shall,  immediately  after  its  adjournment, 
cause  a  fair  copy  of  this  Constitution,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
this  Territory,  entitled  "  an  act  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  a  State  government  in  Wis- 
consin, and  to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  annual  session  of  the  Legislature/'  a]>proved 
October  27, 1847,  providing  for  the  calling  of  this  Convention,  and  also  a  copy  of  so  much  of 
the  last  census  of  the  Territory  as  exhibits  the  number  of  its  inhabitants,  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  be  laid  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  at 
its  present  session. 

SEcnoN  9.  This  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Monday  in  March  next,  for  ratification  or  rejection,  to  all  white  male  persons  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  or  upwards,  who  shall  then  be  residents  of  this  Territory  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  or  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  such  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  Congress  on  the  subject  of  naturalization;  and  all  pei*sons  having  such  qualifi- 
cations shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  for  all 
officers  first  elected  under  it.  And  if  the  Constitution  be  ratified  by  said  electors,  it  shall 
become  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin.  On  such  of  the  ballot^i  as  are  for  the 
Constitution,  shall  be  written  or  printed  the  word,  *'yes;''  and  on  such  as  are  against  the 
Constitution,  the  word, ''  no.'*  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  now  pre- 
scribed by  law.  and  the  returns  made  by  the  clerks  of  the  boards  of  supervisors  or  county 
commissioners  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  the  Governor  of  the  Territory,  at  any  time  before  the 
tenth  of  April  next.  And  in  the  event  of  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution,  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  given,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  of  this  Territory  to  make  proc- 
lamation of  the  same,  and  to  transmit  a  digest  of  the  returns  to  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of 
the  State,  on  the  first  day  of  their  session.    An  election  shall  be  held  for  Governor  and 
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Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer,  Attorn^  General,  Membera  of  the  State  Legislature,  and 
Members  of  Oougjess,  on  the  second  Mondi^^  of  May  next,  and  no  other  or  further  notice 
of  s  jch  election  shall  be  required. 

Sbction  10.  Two  Members  of  Congress  shall  also  be  elected  on  the  second  Monday  of 
May  next;  and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  counties  of  Milwaukee,  Waukesha, 
Jefferson,  Racine,  Walworth,  Bock  and  Green  shall  constitute  the  First  Congressional 
District,  and  elect  one  member;  and  the  counties  of  Washington,  Sheboygan,  Manitowoc, 
Calumet,  Brown,  Winnebago,  Fond  du  Lac,  Marquette,  Sauk,  Portage,  Columbia,  Dodge. 
Dane,  Iowa,  La  Fayette,  Grant,  Richland,  Crawfoi'd,  Chippewa,  St.  Croix  and  La  Polnte 
shall  constitute  the  Second  Congressional  District,  and  shall  elect  one  member. 

SxcnoN  11.  The  several  elections  provided  for  in  this  article  shall  be  conducted  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  laws  of  the  Territory.  Provided^  That  no  elector  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  except  in  the  town,  ward  or  precinct  where  he  resides.  The  returns  of  election,  for 
Senators  and  Members  of  Assembly,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super 
visors,  or  coimty  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  votes  shall  be  canvassed,  and 
certificates  of  election  issued,  as  now  provided  by  law.  In  the  First  Senatorial  District,  the 
returns  of  the  election  for  Senator  shall  be  made  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of 
Brown;  in  the  Second  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  County  of  Columbia; 
in  the  Third  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Crawford ;  in  the 
Fourth  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Fond  du  Lac;  and  in  the 
Fifth  Senatorial  District,  to  the  proper  officer  in  the  county  of  Iowa.  The  returns  of  elec- 
tion for  State  officers  and  Members  of  Congress,  shall  be  certified  and  transmitted  to  the 
^;)eaker  of  the  Assembly,  at  the  seat  of  government,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  votes  for 
delegate  to  Congress  are  required  to  be  certified  and  returned,  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory 
of  Wisconsin,  to  the  Secretary  of  said  Territory,  and  in  such  time  that  they  may  be  received 
on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next;  and  as  soon  as  the  Legislature  shall  be  organized,  the 
Speaker  of  the  Assembly  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  in  the  presence  of  both 
Houses,  examine  the  returns,  and  declare  who  are  duly  elected  to  fill  the  several  offices 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  give  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  a  certificate  of  his 
election. 

Section  12.  Until  there  shall  be  a  new  apportionment,  the  Senators  and  Members  of  the 
Assembly  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  districts,  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
each  distiict  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  Senator  or  member  of  the  Assembly,  as  the  case 
maybe. 

The  counties  of  Brown,  Calumet,  Manitowoc  and  Sheboygan  shall  constitute  the  First 
Senate  District. 

The  counties  of  Columbia,  Marquette,  Portage  and  Sauk  shall  constitute  the  Second  Sen- 
ate District. 

The  counties  of  Crawford,  Chippewa,  St.  Croix  and  La  Pointe  shall  constitute  the  Third 
Senate  District. 

The  counties  of  Fond  du  Lac  and  Winnebago  shall  constitute  the  Fourth  Senate  District. 

The  coimties  of  Iowa  and  Richland  shall  constitute  the  Fifth  Senate  District. 

The  county  of  Grant  shall  constitute  the  Sixth  Senate  District. 

The  county  of  La  Fayette  shall  constitute  the  Seventh  Senate  District. 

The  county  of  Green  shall  constitute  the  Eighth  Senate  District. 

The  county  of  Dane  shall  constitute  the  Ninth  Senate  District.

Sacnoir  15.  The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  any  judge  or  Justice  of  the  peace, 
until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct.

the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  **  an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,'*  approved  the  fourth  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one;  and  further,  that  the  even  numbered  sections 
reserved  by  Congress  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  United  States  for  the  same  minimum 
price,  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  as  other  public  lands  of  the  United 
States. 

Beaolved,  That  Congress  be  further  requested  to  pass  an  act  whereby  the  excess  price 
over  and  above  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  which  may  have  been  psud  by  the 
purchasers  of  said  even  numbered  sections  which  shall  have  been  sold  by  the  United  States, 
be  refunded  to  the  present  owners  thereof,  or  they  be  allowed  to  enter  any  of  the  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,  to  an  amount  equal  in  value  to  the  excess  so  paid.

Tlie  county  of  Winnebago  shall  constitute  an  Assembly  District. 

The  foregoing  Districts  are  subject,  however,  so  far  to  be  altered  that  when  any  new  town 
shall  be  organized,  it  may  be  added  to  either  of  the  adjoining  Assembly  Districts. 

Section  13.  Such  parts  of  the  common  law  as  are  now  in  force  in  the  Territory  of  Wis- 
consin, not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  shall  be  and  continue  part  of  the  law  of  this 
State  until  altered  or  suspended  by  the  Legislature. 

Section  14.    The  Senators  first  elected  in  the  even  numbered  Senate  Districts,  the  Govofw

nor,  Ueatenant  Gk>y«rxior,  and  other  State  officers  first  elected  under  this  Oonstltutlon,  shall 
enter  upon  the  dutlea  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of  January  next.  The  Senators  first 
elected  in  the  odd  numbered  Senate  Districts,  and  the  members  of  the  Assembly  first  elected 
shall  enter  upon  their  duties  respectively  ou  the  first  Monday  of  June  next,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  next. 

Section  15.    The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace, 
until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct. 

RESOLUnONa 

Be$olvedy  That  the  Oonfpress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  Is  hereby  requested,  upon  the 
application  of  Wisconsin  for  admission  into  the  Union,  so  to  alter  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  Congress,  oatitled  "  an  act  to  grant  a  quantity  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Wisconsin,  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  in  opening  a  canal  to  connect  the  waters  of  Lake  Michigan  with 
those  of  Rock  river,'*  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty -eight,  and  so  to 
alter  tke  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grant  made  therein,  that  tlie  odd  numbered  sections 
thereby  granted,  and  remaining  unsold,  may  be  held  and  disposed  of  by  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin, as  part  of  the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  to  which  said  State  is  entitled  by 
the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  on  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emption  rights,*'  approved  the  fourth  day  of 
September,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one;  and  further,  that  the  even  numbered  sections 
reserved  by  Congr^s  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  United  States  for  the  same  minimum 
price,  and  subject  to  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  as  other  public  lands  of  the  United 
States. 

Besolifed^  That  Congress  be  further  requested  to  pass  an  act  whereby  the  excess  price 
orer  and  above  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  which  may  have  been  paid  by  the 
porchasers  of  said  even  numbered  sections  which  shall  have  been  sold  by  the  United  States, 
be  refunded  to  the  present  owners  thereof,  or  they  be  allowed  to  enter  any  of  the  public 
lands  of  the  United  States,  to  an  amount  equal  in  value  to  the  excess  so  paid. 

Reiotved,  That  in  case  the  odd  numbered  sections  shall  be  ceded  to  the  State  as  aforesaid, 
the  same  shall  be  sold  by  the  State  in  the  same  manner  as  other  school  lands.  Provided^ 
that  the  same  rights  of  pre-emption  as  are  now  granted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States

of  Wisconsin,  shall  be  remitted  to  such  purchasers,  their  representatives  or  assigns. 

Reaolved^  That  Congress  be  requested,  upon  the  application  of  Wisconsin  for  admission 
faito  the  Union,  to  pass  an  act  whereby  t(ie  grant  of  five  himdred  thousand  acres  of  land,  to 
which  the  State  of  Wisconsin  is  entitled  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congres.s,  entitled 
"  an  act  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre-emp- 
tion rights,*'  approved  the  fourth  day  of  September,  eighteen  himdred  and  forty -one,  and 
also  the  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  public  lands  lying  within  the  State,  to 
which  it  shall  become  entitled  on  its  admission  into  the  Union,  by  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  Congress,  entiUed  '*  an  act  to  enable  the  people  of  Wisconsin  Territory  to  form  a  Consti- 
tution and  State  government,  and  for  the  admission  of  such  State  into  the  Union,"  approved 
the  sixth  day  of  August,  eighteen  himdred  and  forty-six,  shall  be  granted  to  the  State  of 
Wisconsin  for  the  use  of  schools,  Instead  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  acts  of  Con- 
gress respectively. 

Resolved^  That  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be,  and  hereby  is  requested,  upon  the 
admission  of  this  State  into  the  Union,  so  to  alter  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  en- 
titled **  an  act  to  grant  a  certain  quantity  of  land  to  aid  in  ^e  improvement  of  the  Fox  and 
Wisconsin  rivers,  and  to  connect  the  same  by  a  canal  in  the  territory  of  Wisconsin,"  that 
the  price  of  the  lands  reserved  to  the  United  States  shall  be  reduced  to  the  minimum  price 
of  the  public  lands. 

JSenofved,   That  the  Legislature  of  this  State  shall  make  provision  by  law  for  the  sale  of' 
the  lands  granted  to  the  State  in  aid  of  said  improvements,  subject  to  the  same  rights  of 
preemption  to  the  settlers  thereon,  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  the  settlers  on  the  public 
lands. 

Reaolved^  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  appended  to  and  signed  with  the  Constitution 
of  Wisconsin,  and  submitted  therewith  to  the  oeople  of  this  Territory,  and  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States. 
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We,  the  undersigned,  memlxvs  of  the  Conventioii  to  form  a  Constitution  for  the  State  of 
Wisconsin,  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  thereof  for  their  ratification  or  rejection,  do 
hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  is  the  Oonstitution  adopted  by  the  Convention.

ARTICLE  I. 

[Section  8,  as  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  General  Election,  November  8, 1870.] 

SaonoN  S,  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  criminal  offense  without  due  process 
of  law,  and  no  person,  for  the  same  offense,  shall  be  put  twice  in  Jeopardy  of  punishment, 
nor  shall  be  compelled  lo  any  criminal  case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself.  All  persona 
shall  before  conviction  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  capital  offenses  when 
the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habea$ 
corpus  shall  not  be  suspended  unless  when  in  cases  gt  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safety 
may  require  it. 

ARTICLE  m. 

[Section  1,  as  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  General  Election,  November  7, 1882.] 

Skction  1.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  upwards  belonging  to 
either  of  the  following  classes  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  State  for  one  year  next 
preceding  any  election,  and  in  the  election  district  where  he  offers  to  vote,  such  time  as 
may  be  presCTibed  by  the  Legislature,  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified 
elector  at  such  election. 

1.  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

2.  Parsons  of  foreign  birth  who  shall  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens 
conformably  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  naturalization. 

a.  Persons  of  Indian  blood  who  have  once  been  declared  by  law  of  congress  to  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  any  subseqent  law  of  congress  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

4.  Civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent  not  members  of  any  tribe;  provided,  that  the  legis- 
lature may  at  any  time  extend  by  law  the  right  of  suffrage  to  persons  not  herein  enumer- 
ated; but  no  such  law  shall  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  people  at  a  general  election  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such 
election;  and  provided  further^  that  in  incorporated  cities  and  villages,  the  legislature 
may  provide  for  the  registration  of  electors  and  proscribe  proper  rules  and  regulations 
therefor. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

[Sections  4, 6. 11  and  21,  as  amended  by  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  General  Election,  No- 
vember 8, 1681.] 

Sacnoir  4.  The  members  of  the  assembly  shall  be  chosen  biennially,  by  single  districts, 
on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first  Monday  of  November  after  ^e  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment, by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  several  districts;  such  districts  to  be  bounded  by 
-county,  precinct,  town  or  ward  lines,  to  consist  of  contiguous  territory,  and  be  in  as  com- 
pact form  as  practicable. 

Section  5.  The  senators  shall  be  elected  by  single  districts  of  convenient  contiguous 
territory,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  members  of  the  assembly  are 
required  to  be  chosen,  and  no  assembly  district  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  sen- 
ate district.  The  senate  districts  shall  be  numbered  in  the  regular  series,  and  the  senators 
shall  be  chosen  alternately  from  the  odd  and  even-numbered  districts.  The  senators 
elected,  or  holding  over  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  shall  continue  in 
office  till  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  after  the  adoption  of  this 
amendment,  all  senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Skctiom  11.    The  legislatiue  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  government  at  such  time  as  shall 
be  provided  by  law,  once  in  two  years  and  no  oftener,  unless  convened  by  the  governor  in 
special  session,  and  when  so  convened  no  business  shall  be  transacted  except  as  shall  be  , 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  special  purposes  for  which  it  was  convened. 

Sbction  21.  Each  member  of  the  legislature  shall  receive  for  his  services,  for  and  dining 
a  regular  session,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he  shall 
travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  legislature  on  the  most 
UjBual  route.    In  case  of  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature,  no  additional  compensation 
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shall  be  allowed  to  any  member  thereof,  either  directly  or  Indirectly,  except  for  mileage, 
to  be  computed  at  the  same  rate  as  for  a  rejcular  session.  Ko  stationery,  newspapers, 
postage  or  other  perquisite,  except  the  salary  and  mileage  above  provided,  shall  be  received 
from  the  state  by  any  member  of  the  legislature  lor  his  services,  or  in  any  other  manner 
as  such  member.

Section  31.  The  I^egisbture  is  proliibited  from  enacting  any  special  or  .private  laws  in 
the  following  cases:  Ist  For  changing  the  ■  ame  of  persons  or  constitutiug  one  person  the 
heir-at-law  of  another.  2d.  -  For  laying  out,  opening  or  altering  highways,  except  in  cases 
of  Stat »  roads  e  tending  into  more  than  one  county,  and  military  roads,  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  which  lauds  may  be  granted  by  Congre-s.

Sxonoir  8.    No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  except  in  pursuance  of  an  ap 
proprlation  by  law.    No  appropriation  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  any  claim  a^caintt  - 
the  State,  except  cUums  of  the  United  States,  and  judgments,  unless  filed  within  six  year»- 
af  ter  the  claim  accrued. 

ARTICLE  ZL  * 

[Section  8,  as  amended  bj  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  General  Election,  November  8, 1874.}'' 

Sbctfion  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  to- 
provide  for  the  organization  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  and  to  restrict  their  power 
of  taxation,  assessment,  borrowiag  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their  credit,  sa 
as  to  prevent  abus^  in  assessments  and  taxation,  and  In  contracting  by  such  munie- 
Ipal  corporations.  No  county,  city,  town,  village,  school  district,  or  other  municipal 
corporation,  shall  be  allowed  to  become  indebted  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose,  to  any 
amount,  including  existing  indebtedness,  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  five  per  centum  on  the 
value  of  the  taxable  property  therein,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  last  assessment  for  state 
and  county  taxes,  previous  to  the  Incurring  of  such  indebtedness.  Any  coanty,  city,  town, 
village^  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  incurring  any  indebtedness  as  afore- 
said, shall,  before  or  at  the  time  of  doing  so,  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  direct  annual 
tax  sufBdent  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  debt  as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  pay  and  discharge 
the  principal  thereof  within  twenty  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  same.

Sscnoif  1.  The  political  year  for  the  State  of  Wisconsin  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  and  the  general  elections  shall  be  holden  on  the  Tuesday 
next  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  first  general  election  for  all  state  and 
county  officers,  except  judicial  oflloers.  afU^r  the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  shall  be 
holden  in  the  year  A.  D.  1884.  and  thereafter  the  general  election  shall  be  held  biennially. 
All  state,  county  or  other  officers  elected  at  the  general  election  in  the  year  18S1,  and  whose

IMPORTANCE  OF  RULES. 

SECTION  I. 

DTPORTANCX  OF  ADHKRINO  TO  BULKS. 

Kr.  Okblow,  the  ablest  among  the  Speakers  of  the  House  of  Commons,  nsed  to  say:  '*  It 
a  maxim  he  had  often  heard  when  he  was  a  young  man,  from  old  and  experienced 
Xembere,  that  nothing  tended  more  to  throw  power  into  the  hands  of  the  administration, 
and  those  who  acted  with  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Commons,  than  a  neglect  of,  or  de- 
parture from,  the  rules  of  proceeding;  that  these  forms,  as  instituted  by  our  ancestors,  op- 
erated as  a  check  and  control  on  the  actions  of  the  majority,  and  that  they  were  in  many 
instances,  a  shelter  and  protection  to  the  minority,  against  the  attempts  of  power."'  So  far 
the  maxim  is  certainly  true,  and  it  is  founded  in  good  sense,  that  as  it  is  always  in  the  power 
of  the  majority,  by  their  numbers,  to  stop  any  improper  meosiu'es  proposed  on  the  part  of 
their  opponents,  the  only  weapons  by  which  the  minority  can  defend  themselves  against 
similar  attempts  from  those  in  power,  are  the  forms  and  rules  of  proceeding  which  have 
been  adopted  as  they  were  found  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  and  are  become  the  law  of 
the  House;  by  a  strict  adherence  to  which,  the  weaker  party  can  only  be  protected  from 
those  irregularities  and  abuses  which  these  forms  were  intended  to  check,  and  which  the 
wantonness  of  power  is  but  too  often  apt  to  suggest  to  large  and  successful  majorities.  2 
Hats.,  171, 178. 

And  whether  these  forms  be  in  all  cases  the  most  rational  or  not,  is  really  not  of  so  great 
Importance.  It  is  much  more  material  that  there  should  be  a  rule  to  go  by,  than  what  that 
mle  is;  that  there  may  be  a  uniformity  of  proceeding  in  business,  not  subject  to  the  ca- 
fnioe  of  the  Speaker,  or  captiousneas  of  the  Members.  It  is  yery  material  that  order,  de- 
oeocy  and  regularity  be  presereed  in  a  dlgnlltod  public  body.   2  HaU.,  149. 

SECTION  U. 

UEOXSLATIVB. 

[All  legislatiye  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  In  a  Oongress  of  the  United  States, 
which  shall  constat  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives— Ooiwfihih'ono/  the  United 
State*,  Art,  1,  See.  1.] 

[The  Senators  and  BepresentatlTes  shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be 
ascertained  by  law  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  Conetitution  of  the 
United  Statet^  Art.  1,  Sec.  6.] 

[For  the  powers  of  Congress,  see  the  following  Articles  and  Sections  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.    1, 4, 7, 8, 9.    n,  1, 2.    m,  3.    lY,  1, 8, 5,  and  all  the  amendments.] 

SECTION  m. 

FRfVILEOB. 

The  privileges  of  Members  of  Parliament,  from  small  and  obscure  beginnings,  have  been 
advancing  for  centuries  with  a  firm  and  never  yielding  pace.  Claims  seem  to  have  been 
brought  forward  from  time  to  time,  and  repeated,  till  some  example  of  their  admission 
enabled  them  to  bufld  law  on  that  example.  We  can  only,  therefore,  state  the  points  of 
progression  at  which  they  now  are.  It  is  now  acknowledged,  1st.  That  they  are  at  all 
times  exempted  from  question  elsewhere  for  anything  said  in  their  own  House;  that  during 
the  time  of  privilege,  2d.  Neither  a  Member  himself,  his*  wife,  nor  his  servants  (familarles

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8ui),  for  any  matter  of  their  oim,  may  be*  arrested  on  mesne  process,  tn  any  ciyil  suit:  Sd. 
Nor  be  detained  under  execution,  though  leyled  before  time  of  privilege:  4th.  Nor  Im- 
pleaded, dted  or  subpcanaed  In  any  court:  6th.  Nor  summoned  as  a  witness  or  Juror:  6th. 
Nor  may  their  lands  or  goods  be  distrained:  7th.  Nor  their  persons  assaulted,  or  characters 
traduced.  And  the  period  of  time  covered  by  privilege,  before  and  after  the  session,  with 
the  practice  of  short  prorogations  under  the  connivance  of  the  Crown,  amounts  in  fact  to  a 
perpetual  protection  against  the  course  of  justice.  In  one  instance,  indeed,  it  has  been  re- 
laxed by  the  10  G.  3,  c.  50,  which  permits  judiciary  proceedings  to  go  on  against  them. 
That  these  privileges  must  be  continually  progressive,  seems  to  result  from  their  rejecting 
all  definition  of  them ;  the  doctrine  being  that ''  their  dignity  and  independence  are  pre- 
served by  keeping  their  privileges  indefinite;  'and  that  the  maxims  upon  which  they  pro- 
ceed, together  with  the  method  of  proceeding,  rest  entirely  in  their  own  breast,  and  are  not 
defined  and  ascertained  by  any  particular  stated  laws.*  '*    1  BUtckst.^  163, 164. 

[It  was  probably  from  this  view  of  the  encroaching  character  of  privilege  that  the 
framers  of  our  constitution,  in  their  care  to  provide  that  the  law  shall  bind  equally  on  all, 
and  e8i>ecially  that  those  who  make  them  shall  not  exempt  themselves  from  their  opera- 
tion, have  only  privileged  "  Senators  and  Representatives  '*  themselves  from  the  single  act 
of  "  arrest  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  during  their  attend- 
ance at  the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same, 
and  from  being  questioned  in  any  other  place  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  House.** 
C(mtt.  U.  S.y  Art.  1,  Sec.  6.  Under  the  general  authority  ''  to  make  all  laws  necessary  and 
proper  for  canying  into  execution  the  powers  given  them,"  CoiMt.  U.  8.^  Art.  2,  Sec.  8,  thoy 
may  provide  by  law  the  details  which  may  be  necessary  for  giving  full  effect  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  this  privilege.  No  such  law  being  yet  made,  it  seems  to  stand  at  present  on  the 
following  grounds:  1.  The  act  of  arrest  is  void,  ab  initio  t  3.  Hie  member  arrested  may 
be  discharged  on  motion,  1  B{.,  166;  8  Stra.y  090;  or  by  habeas  corpus  under  the  Federal  or 
State  authority  as  the  case  may  be;  or  by  a  writ  of  privilege  out  of  the  Chancery,  8  StrcL^ 
960,  in  those  States  which  have  adopted  that  part  of  the  laws  of  England.  Ordert  of  the 
Hou&e  of  Commonty  1560,  Febrvary  20.  8.  Tlie  arrest  being  unlawful,  is  a  trespass  for 
which  the  officer  and  others  concerned  are  liable  to  action  and  indictment  in  the  ordinaiy 
courts  of  justice,  as  in  other  cases  of  unauthorized  arrest.  4.  The  court  before  which  the 
process  is  returnable  Is  bound  to  act  as  in  other  cases  of  unauthorized  proceeding,  and 
liable  also,  as  In  other  similar  cases,  to  have  their  proceedings  stayed  or  corrected  by  the 
superior  courts.] 

[The  time  necessary  for  going  to,  and  returning  from,  Congress,  not  being  defined,  it  will, 
of  course,  be  judged  of  in  every  particular  case  by  those  who  will  have  to  decide  the  case.] 
While  privilege  was  understood  in  England  to  extend,  as  it  does  here,  only  to  exemption 
from  arrest,  eundo,  moranda,  et  redeimdo,  the  House  of  Commons  themselves  decided 
that "  a  convenient  time  was  to  be  understood.**  (1580,)  1  Bata.^  99. 100.  Nor  is  the  law  so 
strict  in  point  of  time  as  to  require  the  party  to  set  out  immediately  on  his  return,  but 
allows  him  time  to  settle  his  private  affairs,  and  to  prepare  for  his  journey ;  and  does  not  even 
scan  his  road  very  nicely,  nor  forfeit  his  protection  for  a  little  deviation  from  that  which  Is 
most  direct;  some  nec^eity  perhaps  constraining  him  to  it.    2  Stra.^  986, 987. 

This  privOege  from  arrest,  privileges  of  course  against  all  process,  the  disobedience  to 
which  is  punishable  by  an  attachment  of  the  person;  as  a  subpoena  ad  respondendum,  or, 
testificandum,  or  a  summons  on  a  jury;  and  with  reason,  because  a  member  has  superior 
duty  to  perform  in  another  place.  [When  a  representative  is  withdrawn  from  his  seat  by 
summons,  the  40,000  people  whom  he  represents,  lose  their  voice  in  debate  and  vote,  as  they 
do  on  his  voltmtary  absence;  when  a  Senator  is  withdrawn  by  summons,  his  State  loses 
half  its  voice  In  debate  and  vote,  as  it  does  on  his  voluntary  absence.  The  enormous  dis- 
parity of  evil  admits  no  comparison.] 

[So  far  there  will  probably  be  no  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  privileges  of  the  two 
Houses  of  Congress;  but  in  the  following  cases  It  is  otherwise.  In  December,  ITO.'S,  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives  committed  two  persons  of  the  name  of  Randall  and  Whitney,  for 
attempting  to  corrupt  the  integrity  of  certain  members,  which  they  considered  as  a  con- 
tempt and  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  House;  and  the  facts  being  proved,  Whitney  was 
detained  in  confinement  a  fortnight,  and  Randall  three  weeks,  and  was  reprimanded  by  the 
Speaker.  In  March,  1796,  the  House  of  Representatives  voted  a  challenge  given  to  a  mem- 
ber of  their  House  to  be  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  House;  but  satisfactory  apologies 
and  acknowledgments  being  nuide,  no  further  proceeding  waa  had.  The  editor  of  the 
Aurora  having,  in  his  paper  of  February  19, 1800,  inserted  some  paragraphs  defamatory  of 

•Bqraf*.  ilTs  1  Bali.,  tl ;  Onf '■  Z>«b..  lit.  tStn.,  «•. 
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the  Senate,  and  faQed  in  his  appearance,  he  was  ordered  to  be  committed.  In  debating  the 
togaltty  of  this  order,  it  was  insisted,  in  support  of  it,  that  eyery  man,  by  the  law  of  nature, 
and  every  body  of  men,  possesses  the  right  of  self  •defense;  that  all  public  functionaries  are 
essentially  invested  with  the  powers  of  self-preservation;  that  they  have  an  inherent  right 
to  all  acts  necessary  to  keep  themselves  in  a  condition  to  discharge  the  trusts  confided  to 
them;  that  whenever  authorities  are  given,  the  means  of  carrying  them  into  execution  are 
given  by  necessary  implication;  that  thus  we  see  the  British  Parliament  exercise  the  right 
of  punishing  contempts;  all  the  State  Legislatures  exercise  the  same  power,  and  every  court 
does  the  same;  that,  if  we  have  it  not,  we  sit  at  the  mercy  of  every  intruder  who  may  enter 
our  doors  or  galleiy,  and,  by  noise  and  tumult,  render  proceeding  in  business  impracticable; 
that  if  our  tranquillity  is  to  be  perpetually  disturbed Iby  newspaper  def  amation«  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  exercise  our  functions  with  the  requisite  coolness  and  deliberation;  and  that  we 
must,  therefore,  have  a  power  to  punish  these  disturbers  of  our  peace  and  proceedings.  To 
this  it  was  answered,  that  the  Parliament  and  courts  of  England  have  cognizance  of  con- 
tempts by  the  express  provisions  of  their  law;  that  the  State  Legislatures  have  equal  author- 
ity, because  their  powers  are  plenaiy;  they  represent  their  constituents  completely,  and 
possess  all  their  powers,  except  such  as  their  Constitutions  have  expressly  denied  them; 
that  the  courts  of  the  several  States  have  the  same  powers  by  the  laws  of  their  States,  and 
those  of  the  Federal  Government  by  the  same  State  laws  adopted  in  each  State,  by  a  law  of 
Congress;  that  none  of  these  bodies,  therefore,  derive  those  powers  from  natural  or  neces- 
sary right,  but  from  express  law;  that  Congress  have  no  such  natural  or  necessary  power, 
nor  any  powers  but  such  as  are  given  them  by  the  Constitution;  that  that  has  given  them, 
directly,  exemption  from  personal  arrest,  exemption  from  question  elsewhere  for  what  is 
nid  in  their  House,  and  power  over  their  own  members  and  proceedings;  for  these  no  fm*- 
ther  law  is  necessary,  the  Constitution  being  the  law;  that,  moreover,  by  that  article  of  the 
Constitution  which  authorizes  them  ^*  to  make  all  laws  necessary  and  proper  for  canying 
into  execution  the  power  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  them,^^  they  may  provide  by  law  for 
an  undisturbed  exeroise  of  their  functions,  e.  g.^  for  the  punishment  of  contempt,  of  affrays 
or  tumult  in  their  presence,  etc,  but,  till  the  law  be  made,  it  does  not  exist;  and  does  not 
exist,  from  their  own  neglect;  that  in  the  mean  time,  however,  they  are  not  unprotected, 
the  ordinary  magistrates  and  courts  of  law  being  open  and  competent  to  punish  all  unjusti- 
fiable disturbanoes  or  defamations,  and  even  their  own  sergeant,  who  may  appoint  deputies 
ad  libitum  to  aid  him,  8  Orey,  60, 147,  255,  is  equal  to  small  disturbances;  that  in  requiring 
a  previous  law,  the  Constitution  had  regard  to  the  inviolability  of  the  citizen,  as  well  as  of 
the  member;  as,  should  one  House,  in  the  regular  form  of  a  bill,  aim  at  too  broad  privi- 
leges, it  may  be  checked  by  the  other,  and  both  by  the  President;  and  also  as,  the  law  being 
promulgated,  the  citizen  will  know  how  to  avoid  offense.  But  if  one  branch  may  assume 
its  own  privileges  without  control;  if  it  may  do  it  on  the  spur  of  the  occasion,  conceal  the 
law  in  its  own  breast,  and  after  the  fact  committed,  make  its  sentence  both  the  law  and  the 
Judgment  on  that  fact,  if  the  offense  is  to  be  kept  undefined,  and  to  be  declared  only  ex  re 
noia,  and  according  to  the  passion  of  the  moment,  and  there  be  no  limitation  either  in  the 
manner  or  measure  of  the  punishment,  the  condition  of  the  citizen  will  be  perilous  indeed. 
Which  of  these  doctrines  is  to  prevail,  time  will  decide.  Where  there  is  no  fixed  law,  the 
judgment  on  any  particular  case,  is  the  law  of  that  single  case  only,  and  dies  with  it. 
When  a  new  and  even  similar  case  arises,  the  judgment  which  is  to  make  and  at  the  some 
time  apply  the  law,  is  open  to  question  and  consideration,  as  are  all  new  laws.  Perhaps 
Congress,  in  the  mean  time,  in  their  care  for  the  safety  of  tlie  citizen  as  well  as  that  for 
their  own  protection,  may  declare  by  law  what  is  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to 
carry  into  execution  the  jtovren  vested  in  them,  and  thereby  hang  up  a  rule  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  all,  which  may  direct  the  conduct  of  the  citizen,  and  at  the  same  time  test  the  judg- 
ments they  shall  themselves  pronounce  in  their  own  case.] 

Privilege  from  arrest  takes  place  by  force  of  the  election;  and  before  a  return  be  made  a 
number  elected  may  be  named  of  a  committee,  and  is  to  every  extent  a  member,  except 
that  he  cannot  vote  until  he  is  sworn.  Afemor.^  107,  106.  D'Ewes^  642,  col.  2;  043,  col.  1. 
Ptet.  Jfi«ceJ.  PbW.,  119.    Lex  Pari.,  c.^.    2  Hats.,  S2,  G2. 

Every  man  must,  at  his  peril,  take  notice  who  are  members  of  either  House  returned  of 
record.    Lex  Pari.,  23;  4  Inst..,  24. 

On  complaint  of  a  breach  of  privilege  the  party  may  either  be  summoned  or  sent  for  in 
custody  of  the  sergeant.    Orey,  88,  05. 

The  privilege  of  a  member  is  the  privilege  of  the  House.  If  the  member  waive  it  with- 
out leave,  it  is  a  ground  for  pimishing  him,  but  cannot  in  effect  waive  the  privilege  of  the 
House.    8  Greif,  140,  £22. 

For  any  b-peech  or  debate  in  either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  In  any  other  place. 
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Const.  U.  S.,  I«  6,  8.  P.,  Protest  of  the  Commone  to  James  /.,  16S1;  8  JBopCn,  No.  54,  pp.  211, 
212.  But  this  is  restrained  to  things  done  In  the  House  In  a  parliamentary  ooune.  1  Bu^t 
668.  For  he  is  not  to  have  privil^^  contra  morem  parllamentanim,  to  exceed  the  bounds 
and  limits  of  his  place  and  duty.    Com.  p. 

If  an  offense  be  committed  by  a  member  of  the  House,  of  which  the  House  has  cogni- 
sanoe,  it  is  an  infringement  of  their  right  for  any  person  or  court  to  take  notice  of  it,  till  ttie 
House  has  punished  the  offender,  or  referred  him  to  a  due  course.    Lex  JParl.^  68. 

Privilege  is  in  the  power  of  the  House,  and  is  a  restraint  to  proceedings  of  inferior  courts, 
but  not  of  the  House  itself.  2  NcUson^  4F0;  2  Orey,  809.  For  whatever  is  spoken  in  the 
House  is  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  House;  and  offenses  of  this  kind  have  been  severely 
punished  by  ci^ling  the  person  to  the  bar  to  make  submission,  committing  him  to  the  tower, 
expelling  the  House,  etc.    8cob.„  72;  L.  JFVu*!.,  c.  22. 

It  Is  a  breach  of  order  for  the  speaker  to  refuse  to  put  a  question  which  is  in  order.  2  H<Us.^ 
175-6;  5  Grey,  133. 

And  even  in  cases  of  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  pea<^  to  which  privOege  does  not 
extend  as  to  substance,  yet  in  Parliament  a  member  is  privileged  as  to  the  mode  of  pro- 
eeeding.  The  case  is  first  to  be  laid  before  the  House,  that  it  may  judge  of  the  fact  and  ci 
the  grounds  of  the  accusation,  and  how  far  forth  the  manner  of  the  trial  may  concern  their 
privilege;  otherwise  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the  otlier  branches  of  government,  and 
even  of  every  private  man,  under  pretense  of  treason,  etc.,  to  take  any  man  from  his  service 
in  the  House,  and  so  as  many,  one  after  another,  as  would  make  the  House  what  he  pleaseth. 
Dee,  of  Com.  cm  ttte  King^s  declaring  Sir  John  Hotham  a  traitor.  4  Ru^w.,  686.  So  when 
a  member  stood  indicted  for  felony,  it  was  adjudged  tliat  he  ought  to  remain  of  the  House 
till  conviction;  for  it  may  be  any  man^s  case  who  is  guiltless,  to  be  accused  and  indicted  of 
felony  or  the  like  crime.    28  El.  1680;  D'Eutes,  288,  col.  1 ;  Lex  Part..  183. 

When  it  is  found  necessary  for  the  public  service  to  put  a  member  under  arrest,  or  when 
on  any  public  inquiry,  matter  comes  out  which  may  lead  to  affect  the  person  of  a  membw, 
it  is  the  practice  immediately  to  acquaint  the  House,  that  ttiey  may  know  the  reasons  for 
such  a  proceeding,  and  take  such  steps  as  they  think  proper.  2  Hats.,  259.  Of  which  see 
many  examples,  ib.,  256,  2S7,  268.  But  the  communication  is  subsequent  to  the  arrest. 
1  Blackst.,  167. 

It  is  highly  exi>edient,  says  Hatsel,  for  the  due  preservation  of  the  privileges  of  the  sepa* 
rate  branches  of  the  Legislature,  that  neither  should  encroach  on  the  other  or  interfere  in 
any  matter  depending  before  them,  so  as  to  preclude  or  even  influence  that  freedom  of 
debate,  which  is  essential  to  a  free  council.  They  are  therefore  not  to  take  notice  of  any 
bills  or  other  matters  depending  or  of  votes  that  have  been  given,  or  of  speeches  which 
have  been  held,  by  the  members  of  either  of  the  other  branches  of  the  Legislature,  until 
the  same  have  been  communicated  to  them  in  the  usual  parliamentary  manner.  2  Hats,, 
862.  4  Imt.,  15.  Seld.  Jud.,  68.  Thus  the  IQng's  taking  notice  of  the  bill  for  suppressing 
soldiers,  depending  before  tlie  House;  his  proposing  a  provisional  clause  for  a  bill  before 
It  was  presented  to  him  by  the  two  Houses;  his  expressing  displeasure  against  some  persons 
for  matters  moved  in  parliament  during  the  debate  and  preparation  of  a  bill,  were  breaohea 
of  privilege;  2  Nalson,  817;  and  in  1788,  December  17,  it  was  declared  a  breach  of  fundar 
mental  privileges,  etc.,  to  report  any  opinion  or  pretended  opinion  of  the  King  on  any  bHI 
or  proceeding  depending  in  either  House  of  Parliament  with  a  view  to  influence  tlie  votes  of 
the  members.    2  Hats.,  251, 6.

[The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  senators  and  representatives  shall 
be  prescribed  in  each  state  by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time  by 
law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  choosing  senators.    Const.,

[Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and  qualifications  of  Its  own 

members.    Const.,  I,  5.] 

SECTION  V. 

qUAUFIOATIONS. 

[The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  fh>m  each  State, 
ohoeen  by  the  Legislature  thereof  for  six  years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote.] 

[Immediately  after  th^  shall  be  assembled  in  consequ^ioe  of  the  first  election,  they 
ihall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  claases.   The  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the 
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Urat  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  the  second  year;  of  the  second  class  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year;  so  that 
one-third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen,  by  resigiiation  or 
otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  any  Executive  thereof  may 
make  temporary  appointments,  untH  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then 
fill  such  vacancies.] 

[No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhab- 
itant of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen.    C<mst.  I,  8.] 

[The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  members  chosen  every  second  year 
by  the  people  of  the  several  States;  and  the  electors  of  each  State  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tions requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  Legislature.] 

[No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five 
years,  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen.] 

[Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  which 
may  be  induded  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers;  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons;  including  those  bound  to  serv« 
iTe  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons.

[No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  ap- 
pointed to  any  civil  of3ce  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  Increased  during  such  time;  and  no 
person,  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  office.    Oonti.  I,  6.]

[A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  num- 
ber may  adjoiun  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  ab- 
sent members,  In  such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  provide.

In  general,  the  chair  is  not  to  be  taken  till  a  quorum  for  business  is  present;  unless,  after 
due  waiting,  such  a  quorum  be  despaired  of,  when  the  chair  may  be  taken  and  the  House 
adjourned.  And  whenever,  during  business,  it  is  observed  that  a  quorum  is  not  present, 
any  member  may  call  for  the  House  to  be  counted;  and  being  found  deficient,  business  is 
suspended.

[The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the  journal  of  the 
preceding  day.shall  be  read,  to  the  end  that  any  mistakes  may  be  corrected  that  shall  have 
been  made  in  the  entries.

SECTION  vn. 

CALL  OF  THX  HOUSE. 

On  a  call  of  the  House,  each  person  rises  up  as  he  is  called  and  answereth;  the  absentees 
are  then  only  noted,  but  no  excuse  to  lie  mode  till  the  House  be  fully  called  over.  Then 
the  absraitees  are  called  a  second  time,  and  if  still  absent,  excuses  are  to  be  heard.  Ord, 
House  of  Commons,  92. 

'  They  rise  that  their  persons  may  be  recognized ;  the  voice  in  such  a  crowd,  being  an  insuffi- 
cient verification  of  their  presence.  But  in  so  small  a  body  as  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States,  the  trouble  of  rising  cannot  be  necessary.

SECTION  vm. 


{No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without  leave  of  the 
Senate  first  obtained.     And  in  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  i^fM  con- 
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vene,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons by  them  authorized,  for  any  or  all  absent  members,  as  the  majority  of  such  members 
present  shall  a^^ree,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  members,  respectively,  unless  such  ex- 
cuse for  non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  the  Senate,  when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall 
judf^e  sufflcient;  and  in  that  case  the  expense  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund. 
And  this  rule  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  first  convention  of  the  Senate,  at  the  le^al  time  of 
meeting,  as  to  each  day  of  the  session,  after  the  hour  is  arrived  to  which  the  Senate  stood 
adjourned.

SECTION  IX. 

SPEAKER. 

[The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have 
no  vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided.    Constitution^  I,  8.] 

[The  Senate  shall  choose  their  officers,  and  also  a  Pi^esident  pro  tempore  in  the  absence  of 
the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  oflSce  of  President  of  the  United  States.  lb.] 

[The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker  and  other  officers.  Const. ^  I,  2.] 

When  but  ong  person  is  prox)osed,  and  no  objection  made,  it  has  not  been  usual  in  Parliament 
to  put  any  question  to  the  House;  but  without  a  question  tlie  members  proposing  him  con- 
duct him  to  the  chair.  But  if  there  be  objection,  or  another  proposed,  a  question  is  put  by 
the  clerk.  2  Hais.^  168.  As  are  also  questions  of  adjournment.  6  Orey^  406.  Wliere  th» 
House  debated  and  exchanged  messages  and  answers  with  the  King  for  a  week,  without  a 
Speaker,  till  they  were  prorogued.  They  have  done  it  devote  in  diem  for  14  days.  1  Chand.^ 
331,835. 

[In  the  Senate,  a  President  pro  tempore  In  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President  is  proposed 
and  chosen  by  ballot.  His  office  is  understood  to  be  determined  on  the  Vice  President's 
appearing  and  taking  the  chair,  or  at  the  meeting  of  the  Senate  after  the  first  recess. 

Where  the  Speaker  has  been  ill,  other  Speakers  pro  tempore  have  been  appointed,  In- 
stances of  this  are  1  f7.,  4.

SECTION  X. 

ADDRESS. 

[The  President  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state  of 
the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shaU  judge  neces- 
sary and  exjiedient.    Const.^  H,  3.] 

A  joint  address  of  both  houses  of  Parliament  is  read  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Lords.  It  may  be  attended  by  both  Houses  in  a  body,  or  by  a  committee  from  each  House, 
or  by  the  two  Speakers  only.  An  address  of  the  House  of  Commons  only  may  be  pre- 
sented by  the  whole  House,  or  by  the  Speaker,  9  Grey,  473;  1  Chandler^  298, 801;  or  by  such 
particular  members  as  are  of  the  privy  council.    2  JETafo.,  278. 

SECnON  XI. 

COlfUITTEES. 

Standing  committees,  as  of  privileges  and  elections,  etc.,  are  usually  appointed  at  the 
first  D>eeting,  to  continue  through  the  session.  The  person  first  named  is  generally  per- 
mitted to  act  AS  chairman.  But  this  is  a  matter  of  courtesy;  every  committee  ha^Titr  a 
right  to  elect  their  own  chairman,  who  presides  over  them,  puts  questions,  and  rei^orts 
their  proceedings  to  the  House.

At  these  committees  the  members  are  to  speak  standing,  and  not  sitting;  though  tlMK  is 
rea^on  to  c^^Jecture  it  was  formerly  otherwise.

When  a  commlitee  is  charged  with  an  inquiry,  if  a  member  prove  to  be  inrolved,  tbey 
cannot  proceed  against  him,  but  must  maice  a  special  report  to  the  House;  whereupon  the 
member  is  heard  in  his  place,  or  at  the  bar,  or  a  special  authority  is  given  to  the  committee 
to  inquire  concerning  him.

So  soon  as  the  House  sits,  and  a  committee  is  notified  of  it,  the  chairman  is  in  duty 
bound  to  rise  Instantly,  and  the  members  to  attend  the  service  of  the  House.    S  Nals.,  319.

SECTION  xn. 

COmnTTKB  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

The  spee<A,  message,  and  other  matters  of  great  concernment,  are  usually  referred  to  a 
oommlttee  of  the  whole  House  (6  Grey,  811),  where  general  principles  are  digested  in  the 
form  of  resolutions,  which  are  debated  and  amended  till  they  get  into  a  shape  which  meets 
tbe  approbation  of  a  majority.  These  being  reported  and  confirmed  by  the  House,  are 
Uien  referred  to  one  or  more  select  committees,  according  as  the  subject  divides  itself  into 
one  or  more  bills.  Scob.,  86, 44.  Propositions  for  any  charge  on  the  people  are  especially 
to  be  first  made  in  a  committee  of  the  whole.  8  Hata.,  127.  The  sense  of  the  whole  is  better 
taken  in  committee,  because  in  all  committees  every  one  speaks  as  often  as  he  pleases. 
Scot.,  49.  They  generally  acquiesce  in  the  chairman  named  by  the  Speaker;  but,  as  well  as 
all  oth«r  coQunittees,  have  a  right  to  elect  one,  some  member,  by  consent,  putting  the  ques- 
tion. Scob.,  86;  8  Grey,  801.  The  form  of  going  from  the  House  into  committee,  is  for  the 
Speaker,  on  motion,  to  put  the  question  that  the  House  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  committee 
of  the  Whole,  to  take  into  consideration  such  a  matter,  naming  it.  If  determined  in  the 
aflBrmative  he  leaves  the  chair  and  takes  a  seat  elsewhere,  as  any  other  member;  and  the 
person  api)ointed  chairman  seats  himself  at  the  clerk ^s  table.  Scob.,  86.  Their  quorum  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  House,  and  if  a  defect  happens,  the  chairman,  on  a  motion  and 
question,  rises,  the  Speaker  resumes  the  chair,  and  the  chairman  can  make  no  other  report 
than  to  inform  the  House  of  the  cause  of  their  dissolution.  If  a  message  is  announced 
during  a  committee,  the  Speaker  takes  the  chair,  and  receives  it,  because  the  committee 
cannot    8  Hata.,  125, 126. 

In  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  tellers  on  a  division,  differing  as  to  numbers,  great 
lieats  and  confusion  arose,  and  danger  of  a  decision  by  the  sword.  The  Speaker  took  the 
chair,  the  mace  was  forcibly  laid  on  the  table;  whereupon  the  members  retiring  to  their 
placea,  the  Speaker  told  the  House  "he  had  taken  the  chair  without  an  order  to  bring  the 
House  into  order."  Some  excepted  against  it  but  it  was  generally  approved,  as  the  only 
expedient  to  suppress  the  disorder.  And  every  member  was  required,  standing  up  in  his 
place,  t»  engage  that  he  would  proceed  no  further,  hi  consequence  of  what  had  happened 
in  the  grand  committee,  which  was  done.    8  Grey,  128. 

A  Committee  of  the  Whole  being  broken  up  in  disorder,  and  the  chair  resumed  by  the 
Speaker  without  an  order,  the  House  was  adjourned.  The  next  day  the  committee  was 
considered  as  thereby  dissolved,  and  the  subject  again  before  the  House;  and  it  was  decided 
in  the  House  without  returning  into  the  committee.    8  Grey,  180. 

No  previous  question  can  be  put  in  a  committee,  nor  can  this  committee  adjourn  as  others 
may;  but  if  their  business  is  unfinished,  they  rise,  on  a  question,  the  House  is  resumed,  and 
the  chairman  reports  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  have,  according  to  order,  had  under 
their  consideration  such  a  matter,  and  have  made  progress  therein;  but  not  having  had 
time  to  go  through  the  same,  have  directed  him  to  ask  leave  to  sit  again.  Whereupon  a 
question  is  put  upon  their  having  leave,  and  on  the  time  the  House  will  again  resolve  itself 
into  a  oonunittee.  8cob.,  88.  But  if  they  have  gone  through  the  matter  referred  to  them, 
a  member  moves  that  the  committee  may  rise,  and  the  chairman  report  their  proceed- 
ingB  to  the  House;  which  being  resolved,  the  chairman  rises,  the  speaker  resumes  the  chair, 
the  chairman  informs  him  that  the  committee  have  gone  through  the  business  referred  to 
them,  and  that  he  is  ready  to  make  report  when  the  House  shall  think  proper  to  receive  it. 
If  the  House  have  time  to  receive  it,  there  is  usually  a  cry  of  "  Now,  now,''  whereupon  he 
makes  the  report;  but  if  it  be  late,  the  cry  is,  "  To-morrow,  to-morrow,"  or  "  Monday,"  eta ; 
or  a  motion  is  made  to  that  effect,  and  a  question  put,  that  it  be  received  to-morrow,  eto; 
&»6„88. 

In  other  things  the  rules  of  proceedings  are  to  be  the  same  as  in  the  House.    8cob.,99,

EXAMINATtON  OF  WITNESSES. 

Common  fame  Is  a  good  ground  for  the  bouse  to  proceed  by  inquiry,  ana  even  to  accusa- 
tion. Resolution  H<yuae  of  Comm&na,  1  Car.,  1, 1624;  Bush.,  L.  Pari.,  115;  1  Grey,  16-28,  92; 
Grey,  21,  23,  27,  45. 

Witnesses  are  not  to  be  produced  but  where  the  House  has  previously  instituted  an 
inquiry  (2  Hats.^  102),  nor  then  are  orders  for  their  attendance  given  blank.    8  Grey,  51. 

When  any  person  is  examined  before  a  committee,  or  at  the  bar  of  the  HoiLse,  any  mem- 
ber wishing  to  asic  the  person  a  question,  must  address  it  to  the  Speaker  or  chairman,  who 
repeats  the  question  to  the  person,  or  says  to  him,  "  you  hear  the  question  —  answer  it" 
But  if  the  propriety  of  the  question  be  objected  to,  the  Speaker  directs  the  witness,  counsel 
and  parties  to  withdraw,  for  no  question  can  be  moved  or  put,  or  debated,  while  tliey  are 
there.  2  Hats.,  106.  Sometimes  the  questions  are  previously  settled  in  writing  before  the 
witness  enters.  P).,  106, 107;  8  Grey,  W.  The  question  asked  must  be  entered  in  the  Jour- 
nals. 8  Grey,  81.  But  the  testimony  given  in  answer  before  the  House  is  never  written 
down:  but  before  a  committee  it  must  be.  for  the  information  of  the  House,  who  are  not 
present  to  hear  it.    7  Grey,  62, 881. 

If  either  House  have  occasion  for  the  presence  of  a  person  in  custody  of  the  other,  they 
ask  the  other  their  leave  that  he  may  be  brought  up  to  them  in  custody.    8  Hats.,  52. 

A  Member,  in  his  place,  gives  information  to  the  House  of  what  he  knows  of  any  matter 
under  hearing  at  the  bar.    Jour.  H.  of  C,  Jan.  22, 1744-'45. 

Either  House  may  request,  but  not  demand,  the  attendance  of  a  member  of  the  other. 
They  are  to  make  the  request  by  message  to  the  other  House,  and  to  express  clearly  the 
purpose  of  attendance,  that  no  improper  subject  of  examination  may  be  tendered  to  him. 
The  House  then  gives  leave  to  the  member  to  attend,  if  he  chooses  it;  waiting  first  to  know 
from  the  Member  himself  whether  he  chooses  to  attend,  till  which  they  do  not  take  the 
message  into  consideration.  But  when  the  Peers  are  sitting  as  a  court  of  criminal  judica- 
ture, they  may  order  attendance,  unless  where  it  be  a  case  of  impeachment  by  the  Com- 
mons.

Counsel  are  to  be  heard  only  on  private,  not  on  public  bills,  and  on  such  points  of  law  only 
as  the  House  shall  direct    10  Grey,  61. 

SECTION  XIV. 

ARRANOEMJEKT  OF  BUSIXES8. 

The  Speaker  Is  not  precisely  bound  to  any  rules  as  to  what  bills  or  other  matter  shall  be 
first  taken  up;  but  is  left  to  his  own  discretion,  unless  the  House  on  the  question  decide  to 
take  up  a  particular  subject.    Hakew.,  136. 

A  settled  order  of  business  is,  however,  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  presiding 
person,  and  to  restrain  individual  members  from  calling  up  favorite  measiu^s,  or  matters 
under  their  special  patronage,  out  of  their  just  turn.  It  is  useful  also  for  directing  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  House,  when  they  are  moved  to  take  up  a  particular  matter,  to  the  prej- 
udice of  the  others  having  priority  of  right  to  their  attention  in  the  general  order  of 
business. 

[In  Senate,  the  bills  and  other  papers  which  are  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  in  a  state 
to  be  acted  on,  are  arranged  every  morning,  and  brought  on  in  the  following  order:] 

[1.  Bills  ready  for  a  second  reading  are  read,  that  they  may  be  referred  to  committees 
and  so  be  put  under  way.  But  if,  on  their  being  read,  no  motion  is  made  for  commitment, 
they  are  then  laid  on  the  table  in  the  general  file,  to  be  taken  up  in  their  just  turn.] 

[2.  After  12  o'clock,  bills  ready  for  it  are  put  on  their  passage.] 

[8  Reports  in  po8se3sion  of  the  House,  which  offer  grounds  for  a  bill,  are  to  be  taken  up, 
that  the  bill  may  be  ordered  in.] 

[4.  Bills  or  other  matters  before  the  House,  and  unfinished  on  the  preceding  day,  whether 
taken  up  in  turn  or  on  special  order,  are  entitled  to  he  resumed  and  pa.ssed  on  through  their 
present  stage.] 

[5.  These  matters  being  dispatched,  for  preparing  and  expediting  business,  the  general 
file  of  bills  and  other  papers  is  then  taken  up.  and  each  article  of  it  is  brought  on  according 
to  its  seniority,  reckoned  by  the  date  of  its  first  introduction  to  the  House.  Reports  on  bills 
belong  to  the  dates  of  their  biU.] 

[The  arrang<^ment  of  the  business  of  the  Senate  is  now  as  foUows:] 

(1 .  Motions  previously  submitted.] 

[2.  Reports  of  Committees  previously  made.]

[3.  Bills  from  the  House  of  Representatives^  and  those  introduced  on  leave,  which  have 
been  read  the  first  time,  are  read  the  second  time;  and  If  not  referred  to  a  committee,  are 
considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  proceeded  with  as  In  other  cases.] 

[4.  After  twelve  o^clock,  engrossed  bills  of  the  Senate,  and  bills  of  the  House  of  Repre> 
aentatives,  cm  third  reading  are  put  on  their  passage.] 

[5.  If  the  above  are  finished  before  one  o'clock,  the  general  file  of  bUls,  consisting  of  those 
reported  from  committees  on  the  second  reading,  and  those  reported  from  committees  after 
having  been  referred,  are  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  reported  to  the  Senate 
by  the  respective  committees.] 

[6.  At  one  o^dock,  if  no  business  be  pending,  or  If  no  motion  be  called  to  proceed  to  other 
business,  the  special  orders  are  called,  at  the  head  of  which  stands  the  imfinished  business 
of  the  preceding  day.] 

[In  this  way  we  do  not  waste  our  time  in  debating  what  shall  be  taken  up.  We  do  one 
thing  at  a  time;  follow  up  a  subject  while  it  Is  fresh,  and  till  it  is  done  with,  clear  the  House 
of  business  gradatim  as  it  is  brought  on,  and  prevent,  to  a  certain  degree,  its  immense  accu- 
mulation towards  the  doee  of  the  session.] 

[Arrangements,  however,  can  only  take  hold  of  matters  In  poBsesalon  of  the  House.  New 
matter  may  be  moved  at  any  time  when  no  question  is  before  the  House.  Such  arc  origi< 
nal  motions  and  reports  on  bills.  Such  are  biUs  from  the  other  House,  which  are  received 
at  all  times,  and  receive  thetr  first  reading  as  soon  as  Uie  question  then  before  the  House  is 
disposed  of;  and  bills  brought  in  on  leave,  which  are  read  first  whenever  presented.  So 
messages  from  the  other  House  respecting  amendments  to  bills  are  taken  up  as  soon  as  the 
House  is  clear  of  a  question,  unless  they  require  to  be  printed  for  better  cotisideratlon. 
Orders  of  the  day  may  be  called  for  even  when  another  question  is  before  the  House. 

SECTION  XV. 

ORDER. 

{Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  Its  proceedings;  punish  its  members  for  disor- 
derly behavior;  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member.    Const. ^  1,  5.] 

In  Parliament,  '*  Instances  make  order,^'  per  Speaker  Onslow.  2  Hats.^  141.  But  what  is 
done  only  by  one  Parliament,  cannot  be  called  custom  of  Parliament;  by  Prynne.    1  Qrey^  fiS. 

SECTION  XVI. 

ORDER  RESPECTINO  PAPERS. 

The  Clerk  is  to  let  no  Journals,  records,  accounts  or  papers,  be  taken  from  the  table  or  out 
of  his  custody.    2  Htita.,  193,  IM. 

Mr.  Prynne  having  at  a  Conmiittee  of  the  Whole  amended  a  mistake  In  a  bill  without 
order  or  knowledge  of  the  committee,  was  reprimanded.    1  Chand.^  77. 

A  bill  being  missing,  the  House  resolved  that  a  protestation  should  be  made  and  sub- 
scribed by  the  members  '*  before  Almighty  God  and  this  honorable  House,  that  neither  my- 
self nor  any  other  to  my  knowledge  have  taken  away,  or  do  at  this  present  conceal  a  bill 
entitled,"  etc.    6  Grey,  202. 

After  a  bill  is  engrossed,  it  Is  put  into  the  Speaker's  hands,  and  he  Is  not  to  let  any  one 
have  it  to  look  into.    Town.^  col.  200. 

SECTION  xvn. 

ORDER  IN  DEBATE.

When  any  member  means  to  speak,  he  Is  to  stand  up  In  his  place,  uncovered,  and  to  ad- 
dress himself,  not  to  the  House,  or  any  particular  member,  but  to  the  Speaker,  who  calls 
bim  by  his  name,  that  the  House  may  take  notice  who  it  Is  that  speaks.  Sco&.,  6;  LfEweSy 
4K7,  eol.  1 ;  2  HaU.^  77;  4  Qrey,  06;  8  Qrty,  106.  But  members  who  are  Indisposed  may  be  in- 
dulged to  speak  sitting.    2  Hats.,  75;  1  Qrey,  148. 

[In  Senate,  every  member,  when  he  speaks,  shall  address  the  chair,  standing  in  his  place, 
and  when  be  has  finished,  shall  sit  down.    Rule  8.] 

When  a  member  stands  up  to  speak,  no  question  is  to  be  put,  but  he  is  tor  be  heard  unless 
the  House  overrules  him.    4  Qrey,  800;  5  Qrey,  6, 148. 

If  two  or  more  rise  to  speak  nearly  together,  the  Speaker  determines  who  was  first  up, 
and  calls  him  by  name;  whereupon  he  proceeds,  unless  he  voluntarily  sits  down  and  givea 
way  to  the  other.    But  sometimes  the  House  doee  not  acquiesce  in  the  Speaker's  decision. 
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in  which  case  the  question  Is  put,  '*  Which  member  was  first  up?''    2HaU.,  76;  5co&.,  7; 
D'Ewes,  434,  col.  U  2. 

[In  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  the  President's  decision  is  without  appeal.  Their  rule 
is  in  these  words:  When  two  members  viae  <it  the  same  time  the  President  ahaU  name  the 
person  to  speak;  but  in  dU  cases  the  member  who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Chair  shall 
speak  first.    Rule  5.] 

No  man  may  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  bill  on  the  same  day;  or  even  on  another 
day,  if  the  debate  be  adjourned.  But  if  it  be  read  more  than  once  in  the  same  day,  he 
may  speak  once  at  every  reading.  Co.,  12, 115;  Hakew.^  148;  &x>6.,  68;  2  Hats.^  75.  Even  a 
change  of  opinion  does  not  give  a  right  to  be  heard  a  second  time.  Smyth* s  Comw.,  L.  2,  c. 
8;  Arcan  Ptxrl.,  17. 

[The  corresponding  rule  of  the  Senate  is  in  these  words :  No  member  shall  speak  more 
than  twice,  in  any  one  debate  on  the  Fame  day,  without  leave  of  the  Senate.    Rule  A.] 

But  he  may  be  permitted  to  speak  again  to  a  clear  matter  of  fact  (8  Grey,  857, 416);  or 
merely  to  explain  himself  (2  Hats.,  78)  in  some  material  part  of  his  speech  (/&.,  75);  or  to 
the  manner  of  words  of  the  question,  keeping  himself  to  that  only,  and  not  traveling  into 
the  merits  of  it  (Memorials  in  Hakew.,  29),  or  to  the  orders  of  the  House,  if  they  be  trans- 
gressed, keeping  within  that  line,  and  not  falling  into  the  matter  itself.  Memorials  Hakew., 
80,31. 

But  if  the  Speaker  rise  to  speak,  the  member  standing  up  ought  to  sit  down,  that  he  may 
be  first  heard.  Toum.  col.,  206;  Hale  Pari.,  188;  Mem.  j,n  Hakew.,  80,  81.  Nevertheless, 
though  Uie  Speaker  may  of  right  speak  to  matters  of  order,  and  be  first  heard,  he  is  re- 
strained from  speaking  on  any  other  subject,  except  where  the  House  have  occasion  for 
facts  within  his  knowledge;  tuen  he  may,  with  their  leave,  state  the  matter  of  fact.  3 
<&v«v,88. 

No  one  is  to  speak  impertinently  or  beside  the  question,  superfluously  or  tediously.  Scob., 
81, 88;  2  HaU.,  166, 168;  Hale  Pari,  188. 

No  person  is  to  use  indecent  language  against  the  proceedings  of  the  House;  no  prior  de- 
termination of  which  is  to  be  reflected  on  by  any  member,  unless  he  means  to  conclude 
with  a  motion  to  rescind  it.  2  Hats.,  169, 170;  Rushto.,  p.  8,  v.  1,  fol.  42.  But  while  a  prop- 
osition under  consideration  is  still  in  fieri,  though  it  has  even  been  reported  by  a  commit- 
tee, reflections  on  it  are  no  reflections  on  the  House.    9  Orey,  608. 

No  person  in  speaking,  is  to  mention  a  member  then  present  by  his  name,  but  to  describe 
him  by  his  seat  in  the  House,  or  who  spoke  last,  or  on  the  other  side  of  the  question,  etc. 
(Mem.  in  Hakew.,  8;  Smyth's  Comw.,  L.  2,  c.  8);  nor  to  digress  from  the  matter  to  fall  upon 
the  person  (Scob.  81 ;  Hale  Pari.,  188;  2  Hats.,  166)  by  speaking,  reviling  nipping  or  unmanly 
words  against  a  particular  member.  Smyth''s  Comw.,  L.  2,  c.  8.  The  consequences  of  a 
measure  may  be  reprobated  in  strong  terms:  but  to  arraign  the  motives  of  those  who  pro- 
pose to  advocate  it,  is  a  personality,  and  against  order.  Qui  digreditur  a  materia  ad  per- 
eonetm,  Mr.  Speaker  ought  to  suppress.    Ord.  Com.,  1604,  Apr.  19. 

[*  *  *  When  a  member  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  he  shall 
sit  down,  and  shaU  not  proceed  without  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  every  question  of  order 
shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate;  and 
the  President  may  call  for  the  sense  of  the  Senate  on  any  question  of  order.    Rule  6.] 

[No  member  shall  speak  to  another  or  otherwise  interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate,  or 
read  any  newspaper  while  the  journals  or  public  papers  are  reading,  or  when  any  member 
is  speaking  in  any  debate.    Rule  2.] 

No  one  is  to  disturb  another  in  his  speech  by  hissing,  coughing,  spitting  (6  Grey,  333; 
Scob.,  8;  D'Ewes,  882,  col.,  1,  640,  col.  1),  speaking  or  whispering  to  another  (Scob.,  6;  D*£w€s, 
487,  col.,  1);  nor  stand  up  to  interrupt  him  (Toum.,  col.  206;  Mem.  in  Hakew.,  81);  nor  to  push 
between  the  Speaker  and  the  speaking  member,  nor  to  go  across  the  House  (Scob.,  6),  or 
to  walk  up  and  down  it,  or  to  tcUce  books  or  papers  from  the  table,  or  write  there. 
2  Hats.,  171. 

Nevertheless,  if  a  member  finds  that  it  is  not  the  inclination  of  the  House  to  hear  him, 
and  that  by  conversation  or  any  other  noise  they  endeavor  to  drown  his  voice,  it  is  his  most 
prudent  way  to  submit  to  the  pleasure  of  the  House,  and  sit  down;  for  it  scarcely  ever 
happens  that  they  are  guUty  of  this  piece  of  ill  manners  without  sufficient  reason,  or  inat- 
tentive to  a  member  who  says  anything  worth  their  hearing.    2  Hats.,  77, 78. 

If  repeated  calls  do  not  produce  order,  the  Speaker  may  call  by  his  name  any  member 
obstinately  persisting  in  irregularity;  whereupon  the  House  may  require  the  member  to 
withdraw.  He  is  then  to  be  heard  in  exculpation,  and  to  withdraw.  Then  the  Speaker 
states  the  offense  committed,  and  the  House  considers  the  degree  of  punishment  they  will 
inflict.    8  Hae«.,  167,  7, 8, 172. 
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For  instances  of  assaults  and  affrays  In  the  House  of  Ck>mmons,  and  the  proceedings 
thereon, see  1  Fet.  Misc.,  88;  8  Grey,  128;  4  Orey,  888;  6  Grey,  888;  6  Grey,  SM;  10  Grey^  8.  When- 
•ever  warm  words  or  an  assault  have  passed  between  members,  the  House,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  their  members,  requires  them  to  declare  in  their  places  not  to  prosecute  any  quarrel 
(8  Grey,  187, 998;  6  Chrey^  880);  or  orders  them'to  attend  the  Speaker,  who  Is  to  acco  mmodate 
their  differences,  and  report  to  the  House  (8  Grey^  419);  and  they  are  put  under  restraint 
if  they  refuse,  or  until  they  do.    9  Grey,  881,  818. 

Disorderly  words  are  not  to  be  noticed  till  the  member  has  finished  his  speech.  5  Grey, 
836;  6  Grey,  80.  Then  the  person  objecting  to  them,  and  dmiring  them  to  be  taken  down  by 
the  clerk  at  the  table,  must  repeat  them.  The  Speaker  then  may  direct  the  clerk  to  take 
them  down  in  his  minutes;  but  if  he  thinks  them  not  disorderly,  he  delays  the  direction. 
If  the  call  becomes  pretty  general,  he  orders  the  clerk  to  take  them  down,  as  stated  by  the 
objecting  member.  They  are  then  part  of  his  minutes,  and  when  read  to  the  offending 
member,  he  may  deny  they  were  his  words,  and  the  House  must  then  decide  by  a  question 
whether  they  are  his  words  or  not  Then  the  member  may  justify  them,  or  explain  the 
sense  in  which  he  used  them,  or  apologize.  If  the  House  Is  satisfied,  no  further  proceeding 
is  necessary.  But  if  two  members  still  Insist  to  take  the  sense  of  the  House,  the  member 
must  wiUidraw  before  that  question  is  stated,  and  then  the  sense  of  the  house  is  to  be  taken. 
2  Hati.,  199;  4  Grey,  170;  6  Grey,  59.  When  any  member  has  spoken,  or  other  business  inter- 
▼enes,  after  offensive  words  spoken,  they  cannot  be  taken  notice  of  for  censure.  And  this 
te  for  the  comm<m  security  of  all,  and  to  prevent  mistakes  which  must  happen  if  words  are 
not  taken  down  immediately.  Formerly  they  might  be  taken  down  at  any  time  the  same 
day.    8  Hate.,  196;  Mem.  in  HcJcew.,  71;  3  Grey,  48;  9  Grey^  514. 

Disorderly  words  spoken  In  a  committee  must  be  written  down  as  in  the  House;  but  the 
committee  can  only  report  them  to  the  House  for  animadversion.    6  Grey,  46. 

[The  rule  of  the  Senate  says:  "  If  the  member  be  called  to  order  by  a  Senator  for  words 
spoken,  the  exceptionable  words  shall  immediately  be  taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  Pres; 
ident  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter.'*    Rule  7.] 

In  Parliament,  to  speak  irreverently  or  seditiously  against  the  King  is  against  order. 
Smyth'e  Comw.,  L,  8,  e.  8;  8  BaU.,  170. 

It  is  a  breach  of  order  in  debate  to  notice  what  has  been  said  on  the  same  subject  in  the 
other  House,  on  the  particular  votes  or  majorities  on  it  there;  because  the  opinion  of  each 
House  should  be  left  to  its  own  independency;  not  to  be  influenced  by  the  proceedings  of 
the  other;  and  the  quoting  them  might  beget  reflections  leading  to  a  mlsunderbtandlng 
between  the  two  Houses.    8  Grey,  88. 

l^either  House  can  exercise  any  authority  over  a  member  or  officer  of  the  other,  but 
should  complain  to  the  House  of  which  he  is,  and  leave  the  punishment  to  them.  Where 
the  complaint  is  of  words  disrespectfully  spoken  by  a  member  of  another  House,  it  Is  diffi- 
cult  to  obtain  punishment,  because  of  the  rules  supposed  necessary  to  be  observed  (as 
to  the  Immediate  noting  down  of  words),  for  Uie  security  of  members.  Therefore,  it  Is  the 
duty  of  the  House,  and  more  particularly  of  the  Speaker,  to  interfere  immediately,  and  not  to 
permit  expressions  to  go  unnoticed  which  may  give  a  ground  of  complaint  to  Uie  other 
House,  and  introduce  proceedings  and  mutual  accusations  between  the  two  Houses,  which 
can  hardly  be  terminated  without  difficulty  and  disorder.    8  Hate.,  61. 

No  member  may  be  present  when  a  bill  or  any  business  concerning  himself  is  debating; 
nor  is  any  member  to  speak  to  the  merits  of  it  till  he  withdraws.  8  Hats.,  819.  The  rule  is, 
that  If  a  charge  against  a  member  arise  out  of  a  report  of  a  committee,  or  of  examination 
of  witnesses  in  the  House,  as  the  member  knows  from  that  to  what  points  he  Is  to  direct  his 
exculpation,  he  may  be  heard  to  those  points,  before  any  question  is  moved  or  stated 
against  him.  He  is  then  to  be  heard,  and  withdraw  before  any  question  Is  moved.  But  if 
the  question  itself  is  the  charge,  as  for  breach  of  order,  or  matter  arising  In  the  debate, 
then  the  charge  must  be  stated  (that  Is  the  question  must  be  moved),  himself  heard  and 
Chen  to  withdraw.    8  HaU.,  181,  183. 

Where  the  private  interests  of  a  member  are  concerned  in  a  bill  or  question,  he  is  to  with- 
draw. And  where  such  an  interest  has  appeared,  his  voice  has  been  disallowed  even  after 
A  division.  In  a  case  so  contrary,  not  only  to  the  laws  of  decency,  but  to  the  fundamental 
principle  of  the  social  compact  which  denies  to  any  man  to  be  a  judge  in  his  own  cause,  It 
Is  for  the  honor  of  the  House  that  this  rule,  of  immemorial  observance,  should  be  strictly 
adhered  to.    8  Hate.,  119, 181 ;  6  Grey,  868. 

No  mMnber  Is  to  come  Into  the  House  with  his  head  covered,  nor  to  remove  from  one 
fdaoe  to  another  with  his  hat  on,  nor  Is  to  put  on  his  hat  in  coming  in  or  removing 
«ntil  he  be  set  down  in  his  place.    Sco6..  0. 
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A  question  of  order  may  be  adjourned  to  |i:iTe  time  to  look  Into  precedents.    8  Half.,  11& 
In  Parliament,  all  decisions  of  the  Speaker  may  be  opntrolled  by  the  House.    8  (Trvy,  819^ 

SECTION  xvm. 

ORDKSS  OP  THX  HOUSE. 

Of  ri^ht,  the  doors  of  the  House  ought  not  to  be  shut,  but  to  be  kept  by  porters,  or  ser- 
geants-at-anns,  assigned  for  that  purpose.    Mod.  Ten.  PaH.^  83. 

Oy  rules  of  the  Senate,  on  motion  made  and  seconded  to  shut  the  doors  of  the  Senate  on 
the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the  opinion  of  a  member,  require  secrecy,  the 
President  shall  direct  the  gallery  to  be  cleared;  and  during  the  discussion  of  such  motion 
the  doors  shall  remain  shut.    Rule  18.] 

[No  motion  shall  be  deemed  in  order  to  admit  any  person  or  persons  whatsoerer  withli^ 
the  doors  of  the  Senate  Chamber  to  present  any  petition,  memorial  or  address,  or  to  hear 
any  such  read.    Rule  19.] 

The  only  case  where  a  member  has  a  right  to  insist  on  anything,  is  where  he  calls  for  the 
execution  of  a  subsisting  order  of  the  House.  Here,  there  having  been  already  a  resolution, 
any  person  has  a  right  to  insist  that  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  whose  duty  it  is,  shall  cany 
it  into  execution;  and  no  debate  or  delay  can  be  had  on  it.  Thus  any  member  has  a  right 
to  hare  the  House  or  gallery  cleared  of  strangers,  an  order  existing  for  that  purpose;  or  to 
have  the  House  told  where  there  is  no  quorum  present.  Hats.^  87, 129.  How  far  an  order 
of  the  House  is  binding,  see  Jlakew.^  892. 

But  where  an  order  is  made  that  any  particular  matter  be  taken  up  on  a  particular  day, 
there  a  question  is  to  be  put,  when  it  is  called  for,  whether  the  House  will  now  proceed  to 
that  matter?  Where  orders  of  the  day  are  on  important  or  interesting  matter,  they  ought 
not  to  be  proceeded  on  till  an  hour  at  which  the  House  is  usually  full  [toAtcfc  in  Senate  it  ai 
noon]. 

Orders  of  the  day  may  be  discharged  at  any  time,  and  a  new  one  made  for  a  different 
day.    8  (Trey,  48,  813. 

When  a  session  is  drawn  to  a  close,  and  the  important  bills  are  all  brought  in,  the  House, 
In  order  to  prevent  interruption  by  further  unimportant  bills,  sometimes  come  to  a  resolu- 
tion that  no  new  bill  be  brought  in,  except  it  be  sent  from  the  other  bouse.    8  Orep^  158. 

All  orders  of  the  House  determine  with  the  session;  and  one  taken  under  such  an  order 
may,  after  the  session  is  ended,  be  discharged  on  a  habeas  corpus.  Baym.,  120;  Jaeob^B 
L.  D.,  by  Roughead;  Parliament^  1  Lev.,  165  {Pritchard:8  case). 

[Where  the  Constitution  authorizes  each  House  to  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
it  must  mean  in  those  cases  (legislative,  executive  or  judiciary)  submitted  to  them  by 
the  Constitution,  or  in  something  relating  to  these,  and  necessary  towards  their  execution. 
But  orders  and  resolutions  are  sometimes  entered  in  the  journals,  having  no  relation  to 
these,  such  as  acceptances  of  invitations  to  attend  orations,  to  take  part  in  prooessiODS, 
etc  These  must  be  understood  to  be  merely  conventional  among  those  who  are  wUUng  to 
participate  in  the  ceremony,  and  are,  therefore,  perhaps,  improperly  placed  among  th* 
records  of  the  House.]

Petitions  must  be  subscribed  by  the  petitioners  {Soob.,  87;  L.  Pari.,  c.  29;  9  Orey,  88S), 
unless  they  are  attending  (1  Orey^  401);  or  unable  to  sign,  and  averred  by  a  member 
(8  Orey,  418).  But  a  i>etition  not  subscribed,  but  which  the  member  presenting  it  affirmed 
to  be  all  in  the  handwriting  of  the  petitioner,  and  his  name  written  in  the  beginning,  was  on 
the  question  (Mar.  14, 1800)  received  by  the  Senate.  The  averment  of  a  member,  or  of  som»> 
body  without  doors,  that  they  know  the  handwriting  of  the  petitioners,  is  necessary,  if  it  ba 
questioned.  6  Orey,  36.  It  must  be  presented  by  a  member,  not  by  the  petitioners,  and  must 
be  opened  by  him  holding  it  in  his  hand.    10  Qrey^  67. 

[Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the  Senate  shall  be  received  and  read  at 
the  table,  whether  the  same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President  or  a  member,  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  of  the  i>etition  or  memorial  shall  verbally  be  made  by  the  intzo- 
ducer.    RuU^L] 

Regularly,  a  motion  for  receiving  it  must  be  made  end  seconded,  and  a  question  pot^ 
whether  it  shall  be  received?  But  a  cry  from  the  House  of  ''  Beceived,**  or  even  iti 
silence,  dispenses  with  the  formality  of  this  question;  it  is  then  to  be  read  at  the  tabtoi  and 
disposed  of. 
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SECTION 

1I0TI02IS. 

When  a  motion  has  been  made,  it  Is  not  to  be  put  to  the  question,  or  debated  untn  it  la 
■eoonded.    Scob.^  81. 

{The  Senate  say,  No  motion  shall  be  debated  libtil  the  same  shall  be  seconded.    Rule  9.J 

It  is  then,  and  not  till  then,  in  possession  of  the  House,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  bat  hy 
leave  of  the  House.  It  is  to  be  put  into  writing  if  the  House  or  Speaker  require  it,  ana  miisl 
be  read  to  the  House  by  the  Speaker  as  often  as  any  member  desires  it  for  his  inf ormatitwi, 
tHat».,  S3. 

[The  rule  of  the  Senate  is:  When  a  motion  shall  be  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  remi<*^ 
to  writing,  if  desired  by  the  President  or  any  member,  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and  read 
before  the  same  shall  be  debated.    *    *    *    Rule  10.] 

It  might  be  asked,  whether  a  motion  for  adjournment  or  for  the  orders  of  the  day,  can  be 
made  by  any  one  member  while  another  is  speaking.  It  cannot  When  two  members  of'er 
to  speak,  he  who  rose  first  is  to  be  heard;  and  it  is  a  breach  of  order  in  another  to  interrupt 
him,  miless  by  calling  him  to  order,  if  he  departs  from  it.  And  the  question  of  order  bei«ig 
decided,  he  is  still  to  be  heard  through.  A  call  for  adjournment,  or  for  the  order  of  the  day, 
or  for  the  question,  by  gentlemen  from  their  seats,  is  not  a  motion.  No  motion  can  be  made 
without  arising  and  addressing  the  Chair.  Such  calls  are  themselves  breaches  of  order 
which,  though  the  member  who  has  risen  may  respect  as  an  expression  of  impatience  of 
the  House  against  further  debate,  yet,  if  he  chooses  he  has  a  right  to  go  on. 

SECTION  XXI. 

BXSOLUTIONS. 

When  the  House  commands,  it  is  by  an  ''  order."  But  facts,  principles,  and  their  own 
opinions  and  purposes,  are  expressed  in  the  form  of  resolutions.

[Every  bfll  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being  passed;  and  the  President 
shall  give  notice  at  each  whether  it  be  first,  second  or  third;  which  readings  shall  'be  on 
three  different  days,  unless  the  Senate  imanimously  direct  otherwise.    •   •   •   JZuto8f]

BILLS,  LEAVE  TO  BBZKO  IN. 

[One  day*8  notice,  at  least,  shall  be  given  of  an  Intended  motion  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bOL    Rule  a.] 

When  a  member  desires  to  bring  in  a  bill  on  any  subject,  he  states  to  the  House  In  general 
terms  the  causes  for  dohig  it,  and  concludes  by  moving  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  entitled, 
etc.  Leave  being  given  on  the  question,  a  committee  is  appointed  to  prepare  and  bring  in 
the  bill.  The  mover  and  seconder  are  always  appointed  of  this  committee,  and  one  or  more 
in  addition.    Hdibew.,  188;  Scod.,  40. 

It  is  to  be  presented  fairly  written,  without  any  erasure  or  interllneatloii,  or  the  Spealwr 
may  refuse  it.   fiood.,  41;  1  (Trey,  88, 84. 

SECTION  XXIV. 

BILLS,  nssr  RBADIKO. 

Wheo  a  bUl  is  first  presented,  the  Clerk  reads  it  at  the  table,  and  hands  It  to  the  Speaker. 
who,  rising,  states  to  the  House  the  title  of  the  bill;  that  this  is  the  first  time  of  reading  its 
and  the  question  will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  second  time?  then  sitting  down  to  give 
an  opening  for  objections.  If  none  be  made,  he  rises  again,  and  puts  the  question,  whether 
H  shall  be  read  a  second  time?

BILUB,  81SCOND  RXADIKa. 

Tlie  second  reMing  must  regularly  be  on  another  day.  Hakew.^  148.  It  Is  done  by  tlM 
Clerk  at  the  table,  who  then  hands  it  to  the  Speaker.  The  Speaker,  rising,  states  to  the 
House  the  title  of  the  biU;  that  this  is  the  second  time  of  reading  it;  and  that  the  question 
will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  committed  or  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time?  But  if  the  bill 
came  trom  the  other  House,  as  it  always  comes  engrossed,  he  states  that  the  question  will 
be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time,  and  before  he  has  so  reported  the  state  of  the  bill, 
no  one  is  to  speak  to  it.    Hakew.^  143, 146. 

[In  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  the  President  reports  the  title  of  the  bill ;  that  this  !• 
the  second  time  of  reading  it;  that  it  is  now  to  be  considered  as  in  a  committee  of  the 
whole;  and  the  question  will  be,  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time?  or  that  it  may  be 
referred  to  a  special  committee?] 

SECnON  XXVL 

BIUA,  OOHMmiENT. 

If  on  motion  and  question  it  be  decided  that  the  bill  shall  be  committed,  it  may  then  be 
moved  to  be  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  or  to  a  special  conmiittee.  If  the 
latter,  the  Speaker  proceeds  to  name  the  committee.  Any  member  also  may  name  a  single 
person,  and  the  Clerk  is  to  write  him  down  as  of  the  committee.  But  the  House  have  a 
controlling  power  oyer  the  names  and  number,  if  a  question  be  moved  against  any  one;  and 
may  in  any  case  put  in  and  put  out  whom  they  please. 

Those  who  take  exceptions  to  some  particulars  in  the  bUl  are  to  be  of  the  committee,  but 
none  who  speak  directly  against  the  body  of  the  bill,  for  he  that  would  totally  destroy  will  nol 
amend  it  {Hakew.,  146;  Toun.^  col.  206;  D'Ewet,  684,  col.  2;  Scot.,  47);  or,  as  it  is  said  (5  Orty^ 
14&),  the  child  is  not  to  be  put  to  a  nurse  that  cares  not  for  it  (6  Orey,  878).  It  is  therefore  a 
constant  rule  **  that  no  man  is  to  be  employed  in  any  matter  who  has  declared  himself 
against  it.**  And  when  any  member  who  Is  against  the  bill  hears  himself  named  of  its 
committee,  he  ought  to  ask  'x)  be  excused.  Thus  (March  7, 1606)  Mr.  Hadley  was,  on  tbm 
question  being  put,  excused  f^m  being  of  a  committee,  declaring  himself  to  be  againsi 
the  matter  itself.    Scob.^  46. 

[No  bill  shall  be  committ^  or  amended  until  it  shall  have  been  twice  read;  after  which  it 
may  be  referred  to  a  committee.    BtUe  27.] 

[In  the  appointment  "vf  the  standing  committees,  the  Senate  will  proceed  by  ballot,  sev* 
erally,  to  appoint  tb«  Chairman  of  each  committee;  and  then,  by  one  ballot,  the  other  mem- 
bers necessary  to  «)mplete  the  same;  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given 
shall  be  neoevary  to  the  choice  of  a  Chairman  of  a  standing  committee.  AU  other  com- 
mittees  shall  be  appointed  by  ballot,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  make  a  choice.  When 
any  subject  or  matter  shall  have  been  referred  to  a  committee,  any  other  subject  or  matter 
of  a  similar  nature  may,  on  motion,  be  referred  to  such  committee.    Rule  81.] 

The  Clerk  may  deliver  the  bill  to  any  member  of  the  committee  (Toton.,  col.  88);  but  it  Is 
usual  to  deliver  it  to  him  who  is  first  named. 

In  some  cases  the  House  has  ordered  a  committee  to  withdraw  immediately  into  the  Com- 
mittee Chamber  and  act  on  and  bring  back  the  bill,  sitting  in  the  House.  Soob.^  48.  A 
committee  meet  when  and  where  they  please,  if  the  House  has  not  ordered  time  and  place 
for  them  (6  Orey,  870);  but  they  can  only  act  when  together,  and  not  by  separate  consulta- 
tion and  consent— nothing  being  the  report  of  the  committee  but  what  has  been  agreed 
to  tp.  committee  actually  assembled. 

A  majority  of  the  conmiittee  constitutes  a  quorum  for  business.  Elsynge^M  Method  of 
Ftusing  BUU,  11. 

Any  member  of  the  House  may  be  present  at  any  select  committee,  but  cannot  vote,  <"wi 
must  give  place  to  all  of  the  committee,  and  sit  below  them.    Elsunge,  12;  Scot:,  49. 

The  committee  have  full  power  over  the  bill  or  other  paper  committed  to  them,  except 
that  they  cannot  change  the  title  or  subject.    8  Grey,  228. 

The  paper  before  a  conmiittee,  whether  select  or  of  the  whole,  may  be  a  bill,  resolutions, 
draught  of  an  address,  etc.,  and  it  may  either  originate  with  them  or  be  referred  to  them.  In 
every  case  the  whole  paper  is  read  first  by  the  clerk  and  then  by  the  chairman,  by  para* 
graphs  {Scob.,  49),  pausing  at  the  end  of  each  paragraph,  and  putting  questions  for  amend- 
ing, if  proposed.  In  the  case  of  resolutions  on  distinct  subjects,  originating  with  themselves, 
a  question  is  put  on  each  separately,  as  amended  or  unamended,  and  no  final  question  on 
the  whole  (3  Hd£s.,  276);  but  if  they  relate  to  the  same  subject,  a  question  Is  put  on  the 
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whole.  If  It  be  a  bill,  draught  of  an  addreoB,  or  other  paper  originating  with  them,  they 
proceed  by  paragraphs;  putting  questiona  for  amAnrfiTig  either  by  insertion  or  striking  out, 
if  proposed,  but  no  question  on  agreeing  to  the  pangraphs  separately;  this  is  reserved  to 
the  cloee,  when  a  question  Is  put  on  the  whole  for  agreeing  to  it  as  amended  or  unamended. 
But  if  it  be  a  paper  referred  to  them,  they  proceed  to  put  questions  of  amendment,  if  pro- 
posed, but  no  final  question  on  the  whole,  because  all  parts  of  the  paper,  having  been 
adopted  by  the  House,  stand,  of  course,  unless  altered  or  struok  out  by  a  vote.  Even  if 
th^  are  opposed  to  the  whole  paper,  and  think  it  cannot  be  made  good  by  amendments, 
they  caxmot  reject  it,  but  must  report  it  back  to  the  House  without  amendments  and  there 
make  their  opposition. 

The  natural  order  in  considering  and  amending  any  paper  Is  to  begin  at  the  beginning, 
and  proceed  through  it  by  paragraphs,  and  this  order  is  so  strictly  adhered  to  in  Parlia- 
ment, that  when  a  latter  part  has  been  amended,  you  can  recur  back  and  make  any  altera- 
tions in  a  former  part.  2  JJota.,  90.  In  numerous  asaemblies  this  restraint  is  doubtless 
important.  [But  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  though  in  the  main  we  consider  and 
amend  the  paragraphs  in  their  natural  order,  yet  recurrences  are  indulged;  and  they  seem 
on  the  whole,  in  that  small  body,  to  produce  advantages  overweighing  their  incon- 
veniences.] 

Tt>  this  natural  order  of  beginning  at  the  beginning,  there  is  a  single  exception  found  in 
parUamentaiy  usage.  When  a  bill  is  taken  up  in  committee,  or  on  its  second  reading,  they 
postpone  the  preamble  till  the  other  parts  of  the  bill  are  gone  through.  The  reason  is,  that 
on  consideration  of  the  body  of  the  bill,  such  alterations  may  therein  be  made  as  may  also 
occasion  the  alteration  of  the  preamble.    Scob.^  50;  7  Grey,  481. 

On  this  head  the  following  case  occurred  in  the  Senate,  llarch  6,  1800:  A  resolution 
which  had  no  preamble  having  been  already  amended  by  the  House,  so  that  a  few  words 
only  of  the  original  remained  in  it,  a  motion  was  made  to  prefix  a  preamble,  which  having 
an  aspect  very  different  from  the  resolution,  the  mover  intimated  that  he  should  after 
wards  propose  a  corresponding  amendment  in  the  body  of  the  resolution.  It  was  objected 
that  a  preamble  could  not  be  taken  up  till  the  body  of  the  resolution  is  done  with;  but  the 
preamble  was  received,  because  we  are  in  fact  through  the  body  of  the  resolution ;  we  have 
amended  that  as  far  as  amendments  have  offered,  and,  indeed,  till  little  of  the  original  is 
left.  It  is  the  propor  time,  therefore,  to  consider  a  preamble;  and  whether  the  one  offered 
be  consistent  with  the  resolution  is  for  the  House  to  determine.  The  mover,  indeed,  has  in* 
timated  that  he  shall  offer  a  subsequent  proposition  for  the  body  of  the  resolution;  'but  the 
House  is  not  in  i>088ession  of  it;  it  remains  in  his  breast,  and  may  be  withheld.  The  rules 
of  the  House  can  only  operate  on  what  is  before  them.  [The  practice  of  the  Senate,  too, 
allows  recurrences  backwards  and  forwards,  for  the  purposes  of  amendment,  not  permit' 
ting  amendments  in  a  subsequent  to  preclude  those  in  a  prior  part,  or,  e  oonvemo.] 

When  the  committee  is  through  the  whole,  a  member  moves  that  the  committee  may  rise, 
and  the  chairman  report  the  paper  to  the  House,  with  or  without  amendments,  as  the  case 
may  be.    2  Hats.,  289,  292;  Scob,,  68;  2  HaUy  290;  8  Scot.,  60. 

When  a  vote  is  once  passed  in  a  committee,  it  cannot  be  altered,  but  by  the  House,  their 
votes  being  binding  on  themselves.    1G07,  June  4. 

The  committee  may  not  erase,  interline,  or  blot  the  bill  itself;  but  must,  in  a  jMtper  by 
Itself,  set  down  the  amendments,  stating  the  words  which  are  to  be  inserted  or  omitted 
iScob.,  60),  and  where,  by  references  to  the  page,  line,  and  word  of  the  bilL    8cob.t  60. 

SECmONXXVIL 
BEPOBT  OP  covicrmB. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee,  standing  in  his  place,  informs  the  Bouse  that  the  com- 
mittee, to  whom  was  referred  such  a  bill,  have,  according  to  order,  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  have  directed  him  to  report  the  same  without  any  amendment  or  with 
sundry  amendments  (as  the  case  may  be),  which  he  is  ready  to  do  when  the  House  pleases 
to  receive  it.  And  he  or  any  other  may  move  that  it  be  now  received;  but  the  cry  of  "  now, 
now,*^  from  the  House,  generally  dispenses  with  the  formality  of  a  motion  and  question. 
He  then  r^ds  the  amendment,  with  the  coherence  in  the  bill,  and  opens  the  alterations  and 
tlie  reasons  of  the  committee  for  such  amendments,  until  he  has  gone  through  the  whole. 
He  then  delivers  it  at  the  clerk's  table,  whero  the  amendments  reported  are  read  by  the 
clerk  Trithout  the  coherence;  whereupon  the  papers  lie  upon  the  table  till  the  House,  at  its 
coovenience,  shall  take  up  the  report.    Scob.^  52;  Haketo.y  148. 

Tbe  report  being  made,  the  committee  is  dissolved  and  can  act  no  more  without  a  new 
poiprcr.  Sco5.,  51.  But  It  may  be  revived  by  a  vote,  and  the  same  matter  recommitted  to 
thmtn,  4  Grey,  861.

A  particalar  danse  of  a  bill  may  be  committed  withont  the  whole  bill  (9  gafa.,  ISl);  or  b» 
ouach  of  a  paper  to  one  and  so  much  to  aiK>ther  oommittea 

SECTION  ZXIX. 

KLL,  RSPOBT8  TAMMS  UP. 

When  the  report  of  a  paper  originating  with  a  committee  is  taken  np  by  the  House,  they 
proceed  exactly  as  in  committee.  Here,  as  in  committee,  wb«i  the  paragraphs  hare,  on 
distinct  questions,  been  agreed  to  aeriatim  (5  Grejf,  9G6;  6  Grey,  368;  8  Grejf^  47. 104. 360;  1  Ibr^ 
hmet'M  Dfb.,  125;  3  fists.,  3lff),  no  question  need  be  put  on  the  whole  report.    5  Grey,  381. 

On  taking  up  a  bill  reported  with  amendments,  the  amendments  only  are  read  by  the 
Clerk.  The  Speaker  then  reads  the  first,  and  puts  it  to  the  question,  and  so  on  until  th» 
wh<^  are  adopted  or  rejected,  before  any  other  amendment  be  admitted,  except  it  be  an 
amendment  to  an  ami**»d™<w<^  Eltynge^'a  i/em.,  53.  When  through  the  amendments  of  the 
committee,  the  Speaker  pauses,  and  gives  time  for  amendments  to  be  proposed  in  the  Houas 
to  the  body  of  the  bill  as  he  does  also  if  it  has  been  reported  without  amendments,  puttings 
DO  questions  but  on  amendments  proposed;  and  when  through  the  whole,  he  puts  the  quea> 
lion  whether  the  bill  be  read  the  third  ttmei 

SECmON  TTT. 
QUASi-ooMxrrnca. 

If  on  motion  and  question  the  bm  be  not  committed,  or  If  no  proposition  for  commitment 
be  made,  then  the  proceedings  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  Statea  and  in  Parliament  ara 
totally  different.    The  former  shall  be  first  stated. 

[The  38th  rule  of  the  Senate  says:  **  All  bills  on  a  second  reading  ahall  first  be  considered 
by  the  Senate  in  the  same  maimer  as  if  the  Senate  were  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  before 
they  ff>**J'  be  taken  up  and  proceeded  on  by  the  Senate  agreeably  to  the  standing  rules, 
nnless  otherwise  ordered;'*  (that  is  to  say,  unless  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee.) And  when  the  Senate  shall  consider  a  treaty,  bill,  or  resolution,  as  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  the  Vice  President  or  President  pro  tempore  may  call  a  member  to  fill  the- 
chair  during  the  time  the  Senate  shall  remain  in  Committee  of  the  Whole;  and  the  chair- 
man (so  called)  shall,  during  such  time,  have  the  powers  of  a  President  pro  fempore.] 

fThe  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  as  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  in  Quasi-Oommlttee 
ai«  precisely  as  in  a  real  Committee  of  the  Whole,  taking  no  question  but  on  amendments^ 
When  through  the  whole  they  consider  the  (^uasi-Committee  as  risen,  the  House  resumea 
without  any  motion,  question  or  resolution  to  that  effect,  and  the  President  reports  that 
**  The  House  acting  as  in  a  committee  of  the  Whole,  have  had  under  their  consideration  the 
bai  entitled,  etc,  and  have  made  sundry  amendments,  which  he  will  now  report  to  the 
House.'*  The  bill  is  then  before  them,  as  it  would  hare  been  if  reported  from  a  committee, 
and  the  questions  are  regulariy  to  be  put  again  on  every  amendment;  which  being  gone 
llutMigfa.  the  President  pauses  to  give  time  to  the  House  to  propose  amendments  to  the  bo<|y 
of  the  bill,  and  when  thixMigfa,  puts  the  question  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time.] 

'After  progress  in  amending  the  bQl  in  (^uasi-Committee,  a  motion  may  be  made  to  refer 
ft  to  a  special  committee.  If  the  motion  prevails,  it  is  equivalent  in  effect  to  the  several 
TOtes.  that  the  committee  rise,  the  House  resume  itself,  discharge  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  rt;f  er  the  bill  to  a  special  conunittee.  In  that  case  the  amendments  already 
made  lalL    But  if  the  motion  falls,  the  Quasi-Committee  stands  in  statu  gno.] 

[How  far  does  this  28th  rule  subject  the  House,  when  in  Quasi-Committee,  to  the  laws 
which  regulate  the  proceedings  of  Committees  of  the  Whole?]  The  particulars  in  which 
these  differ  from  proceedings  in  the  House  are  the  following:  1.  In  a  committee  every 
member  may  speak  as  often  as  he  i^eases.   2.  The  votes  of  a  committee  may  be  rejected  or 
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Altered  when  reported  to  the  House.  8  ▲  committee,  even  of  Uie  whole,  cannot  refer  any 
matter  to  another  committee.  In  a  committee,  no  previoufl  question  can  be  taken ;  the  only 
means  to  avoid  any  improper  discussion  is  to  move  that  the  committee  rise;  and  if  it  be 
apprehended  that  the  same  discussion  wiU  be  attempted  on  returning:  into  committee,  the 
Bouse  can  discharge  them,  and  proceed  itself  on  the  business,  keeping  down  the  improper 
discussions  by  the  previous  question.  5.  A  committee  cannot  punish  a  breach  of  order  in 
the  House  or  in  the  gallery.  9  &rey,  113.  It  can  only  rise  and  report  to  the  House,  who 
may  proceed  to  punish.  [The  first  and  second  of  these  peculiarities  attach  to  the  Quasi- 
Oommlttee  of  the  Soiate,  as  every  day^s  practice  proves,  and  seem  to  be  the  only  ones  to 
which  the  88th  rule  meant  to  subject  them;  for  it  continues  to  be  a  House,  and  therefore, 
though  it  acts  in  some  respects  as  a  committee,  in  others  it  preserves  its  character  as  a 
House.  Thus:  8.  It  is  in  the  daily  habit  of  referrring  its  business  to  a  special  committee. 
4.  It  admits  of  the  previous  question;  if  it  did  not,  it  would  have  no  means  of  preventing 
an  Improper  discussion,  not  being  able  as  a  committee  is,  to  avoid  it  by  returning  into  the 
House,  for  the  moment  it  would  resume  the  same  subject  there,  the  28th  rule  declares  it 
again  a  Quasi-Oonmiittee.  5.  It  would  doubtless  exercise  its  powers  as  a  House  on  any 
breach  of  order.  6.  It  takes  a  question  by  yea  and  nay  as  the  House  does.  7.  It  receives 
messages  from  the  President  and  the  other  House.  8.  In  the  midst  of  a  debate  it  receives  a 
notion  to  adjourn,  and  adjourns  as  a  House,  not  a  committee.] 

SECTION  yyxT. 

BILLS,  SaOOND  RKADINO  IN  THK  HOUBK. 

In  Parliament  after  the  bill  has  beoi  read  a  second  time,  if  on  the  motion  and  question  It 
be  not  committed,  or  if  no  proposition  for  commitment  be  made,  the  Speaker  reads  it  by 
paragraphs,  pausing  between  each,  but  putting  no  question  but  on  amendments  proposed; 
and  when  through  the  whole,  he  puts  the  question  whether  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time?  if 
it  come  from  the  other  House;  or,  if  originating  with  themselves  whether  it  shall  be  en- 
grossed  and  read  a  third  time?  The  Speaker  reads  sitting,  but  rises  to  put  questions.  The 
derk  stands  while  he  reads. 

[*But  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  is  so  much  In  the  habit  of  making  many  and 
material  amendments  at  the  third  reading,  that  is  has  become  the  practice  not  to  engross 
a  bill  until  it  has  passed  —  an  irregular  and  dangerous  practice,  because  in  this  way  the 
paper  whi<^  passes  the  Senate  is  not  that  which  goes  to  the  other  House,  and  that  which 
goes  to  the  other  House  as  the  act  of  the  Senate  has  never  been  seen  in  the  Senate.  In 
reducing  numerous,  difficult  and  illegible  amendments  into  the  text,  the  Secretary  may 
with  the  most  innocent  intentions,  commit  errors  which  can  never  be  again  corrected.] 

The  bill  being  now  as  perfect  as  its  friends  can  make  it,  this  is  the  proper  stage  for  those 
fondamentally  opposed  to  make  their  first  attack.  All  attempts  at  earlier  periods  are  with 
disjointed  efforts,  because  many  who  do  not  expect  to  be  in  favor  of  the  bill  ultimately  are 
willing  to  let  it  go  on  to  Its  perfect  state,  to  take  time  to  examine  it  themselves  and  to  hear 
what  can  be  said  for  it,  knowing  that  after  all  they  will  have  sufficient  opportunities  of 
giving  it  their  veto.  Its  last  two  stages,  therefore,  are  reserved  for  this  —  that  is  to  say,  on 
the  question  whether  it  shall  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time,  and  lastly,  whether  It  ahi^ii 
pass  ?  The  first  of  these  is  usually  the  most  interesting  contest,  because  then  the  whole 
■abject  Is  new  and  engaging;  and  the  minds  of  the  members  having  not  yet  been  declared 
by  any  tiying  vote,  the  issue  is  the  more  doubtful.  In  this  stage,  therefore,  is  the  main 
trial  of  strength  between  its  friends  and  opponents,  and  it  behooves  every  one  to  make  up 
his  mind  decisively  for  this  question,  or  he  loses  the  main  battle;  and  accident  and  man- 
agement may,  and  often  do,  prevent  a  successful  rallying  on  the  next  and  last  question, 
whether  it  shall  pass. 

When  the  bill  is  engrossed,  the  title  Is  to  be  indorsed  on  the  back  and  not  within  the 
bUL    Sakevf.,  250. 

*  The  femflrpTMtie*  of  tb«  B«nat*  referred  to  in  thii  parsirrapli  baa  been  ehasifed  by  th«  followiiif  rale:

REAOI>^0  PAPEB8. 

Where  jMtpers  are  laid  before  the  House  or  referred  to  a  committee,  every  member  baa  a 
right  to  have  them  once  read  at  the  table  before  he  can  be  compelled  to  vote  on  them;  but 
it  is  a  gre&t  though  common  error  to  suppose  that  he  has  a  right  toiia  quotiea^  to  have  acts. 
Journals,  accounts,  or  papers  on  the  table,  read  independently  of  the  will  of  the  House. 
The  delay  and  interruption  which  this  might  be  made  to  produce  evince  the  impossibility 
of  the  existence  of  such  a  right.  There  is,  indeed,  so  manifest  a  propriety  of  permiUing 
every  member  to  have  as  much  information  as  possible  on  every  question  on  which  he  is  to 
vote,  that  when  he  desires  the  reading,  if  it  be  seen  that  it  is  really  for  information  and  not 
for  delay,  the  Speaker  directs  it  to  be  read  without  putting  a  question,  if  no  one  objects; 
but  if  objected  to,  a  question  must  be  put.    2  Hots.,  117, 118. 

It  is  equally  an  error  to  suppose  that  any  member  has  a  right,  without  a  question  put,  to 
lay  a  book  or  paper  on  the  tabl^,  or  have  it  read,  on  suggesting  that  it  contains  matter 
infringing  on  the  privileges  of  the  House.    lb. 

For  the  same  reason  a  member  has  not  a  right  to  read  a  paper  in  his  place,  if  it  be  ob- 
jected to,  without  leave  of  the  House.  But  this  rigor  is  never  ex^tsised  but  where  there  la 
an  intentional  or  gross  abuse  of  the  time  and  patience  of  the  House. 

A  member  has  not  a  right  even  to  read  his  own  speech,  committed  to  writing,  without 
leave.  This  also  is  to  prevent  an  abuse  of  time,  and  therefore  is  not  refused  but  where  that 
is  intended.    2  Grey,  296. 

A  report  of  a  committee  of  the  Senate  on  a  bill  from  the  House  of  Representatives  being 
under  consideration,  on  motion  that  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Repr^ 
sentatives  on  the  same  bill  be  read  in  the  Senate,  it  passed  in  the  negative.    Feb.  28, 1798. 

Formerly  when  papers  were  referred  to  a  committee,  they  used  to  be  first  read;  but  of 
late  only  the  titles,  unless  a  number  insist  that  they  shall  be  read,  and  then  nobody  oaa 
oppose  it.    2  Hate.,  117. 

SECTION  xxxin. 

PRZVILKGED  QUBSTIONB. 

[*While  a  question  Is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  for  an  amend* 
ment,  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  postponing  the  main  question,  or  to  commit  it,  or  to 
adjourn.    Rule  11.] 

It  is  no  possession  of  a  bUl  unless  it  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  to  be  read  or  the  Speaker 
reads  the  titie.    Lex.  Pari.,  274;  Eleynge^i  Mem.,,  86;  Ord,  House  of  Commons^  64. 

It  is  a  general  rule  that  the  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  first  put.  Soob.y  88, 
22;  2  Hats.,  81.  But  this  rule  gives  way  to  what  may  be  called  privileged  questions;  and 
the  privileged  questions  are  of  different  grades  among  themselves. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  simply  takes  place  of  all  others,  for  otherwise  the  House  might  be 
kept  sitting  against  its  will,  and  indefinitely.  Yet  this  motion  cannot  be  received  after  an- 
other question  is  actuaUy  put,  and  while  the  House  is  engaged  in  voting. 

Orders  of  the  day  take  place  of  all  other  questions,  except  for  adjournment— that  is  to 
say,  the  question  which  is  the  subject  of  an  order  is  made  a  privileged  one,  pro  hoc  vice. 
The  order  is  a  repeal  of  the  general  rule  as  to  this  special  case.  When  any  member  moves, 
therefore,  for  the  Order  of  the  Day  to  be  read,  no  further  debate  is  permitted  on  tiie  ques- 
tion which  was  before  the  House;  for  if  the  debate  might  proceed,  it  might  continue  through 
the  day  and  defeat  the  order.  This  motion,  to  entitie  it  to  precedence,  must  be  for  the 
orders  generally,  and  not  for  any  particular  one;  and  if  it  be  carried  on  the  question, 
**  Whether  the  House  will  now  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  day?"  they  must  be  read  and 
proceeded  on  in  the  course  in  which  they  stand  (2  HaU.^  83),  for  priority  of  order  gives 
priority  of  right,  which  cannot  be  taken  away  by  another  special  order. 

After  these  there  are  other  privileged  questions,  which  will  require  considerable  expla> 
nation. 

It  is  proper  that  every  parliamentary  assembly  should  have  certain  forms  of  questions,  so 
adapted  as  to  enable  them  fitly  to  dispose  of  every  proposition  which  can  be  made  to  them. 
Such  are:  1.  The  previous  question.  2.  To  postpone  indefinitely.  3.  To  adjourn  a  ques- 
tion to  a  definite  day.  4.  To  lie  on  the  table.  5.  To  commit.  6.  To  amend.  The  proper 
occasion  for  each  of  these  questions  should  be  understood. 

*ThiB  nxU  has  b««n  xnodifled  ao  m  to  ipedfy  the  qnestiona  rntitlfd  to  preference.    Tli*  ml*  to  now  m  fellow*: 
(When  a  qoestion  is  under  debate,  no  motion  ihall  be  received  bat  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  poetpoae 
Bitelj,  to  poctpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  eommit  or  to  amend:  which  MTeral  motiona  wall  hare  preeedenoe  in  Che 
Ihey  itand  arranced,  and  the  motion  for  adjoammeni  aball  always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  witheat  debaie.) 
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1.  When  a  proposition  la  moved  which  It  Is  useless  or  inexpedient  now  to  ezpren  or  dl^ 
enas,  the  previous  question  has  been  introduced  for  suppresUng  for  that  time  the  motion 
and  its  discussion.    8  HaU.,  188, 189. 

2l  But  as  the  previous  question  gets  rid  of  It  only  for  that  day,  and  the  same  proposition 
may  recur  the  next  day,  if  they  wish  to  suppress  it  for  the  whole  of  that  session,  they  post- 
pone  it  indefinitely.  8  Hais,^  188.  This  quashes  the  proposition  for  that  session,  as  an 
indefinite  adjonmment  is  a  dissolution,  or  the  continuance  of  a  suit  tine  die  is  a  discontin* 
oance  of  it. 

8w  When  a  motion  is  made  which  it  win  be  proper  to  act  on,  but  information  is  wanted,  ot 
something  more  pressing  claims  the  present  time,  the  question  or  debate  is  adjourned  to 
such  day  within  the  session  as  will  answer  the  views  of  the  House.  2  Hats.,  81.  And  those 
who  have  spoken  before  may  not  speak  again  when  the  adjourned  debate  is  resumed.  9 
EaU.^  73.  Sometimes,  however,  this  has  been  abusedly  used  by  adjourning  it  to  a  day 
beyond  the  seasion,  to  get  rid  of  it  altogether,  as  would  be  done  by  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment. 

4.  When  the  House  has  something  else  which  claims  Its  present  attention,  but  would  be 
willing  to  reserve  in  their  power  to  take  up  a  proposition  whenever  it  shall  suit  them,  they 
ovder  it  to  Ue  on  the  table.    It  may  then  be  called  for  at  any  time. 

5.  If  the  proposition  will  want  more  amendment  and  digestion  than  the  formalities  of  the 
House  will  conveniently  admit,  they  refer  It  to  a  committee. 

6.  But  if  the  proposition  be  well  digested,  and  may  need  but  few  and  simple  amendments, 
and  especially  if  these  be  of  leading  consequence,  they  then  proceed  to  consider  and  amend 
ft  themselves. 

The  Senate,  in  their  practice,  vary  from  this  regular  gradation  of  forms.  Their  practioe, 
eomparatlvely  with  that  of  Parliament,  stands  thus:

Foetponement  indefinitei  Postponement  to  a  day  beyond  the  session. 

Adjournment,  Postponement  to  a  day  within  the  nAiwJont

In  their  eighth  rule,  therefore,  which  declares  that  while  the  question  Is  before  the  Senate, 
BO  motion  shall  be  received,  unless  it  be  for  the  previous  question,  or  to  postpone,  commit, 
or  amend  the  main  question,  the  term  postponement  must  be  understood  according  to  their 
tanoad  use  of  it  and  not  in  the  parliamentary  sense.  Their  rule  then  establishes  as  privileged 
qiuestiona,  the  previous  questions,  postiranement,  commitment  and  amendment. 

But  it  may  be  asked.  Have  these  questions  any  privileges  among  themselves?  or  are  they 
so  equal  that  the  common  principle  of  the  **  first  moved  first  put,^^  takes  the  place  among 
them?   This  will  need  explanation.    Their  competitions  may  be  as  follows: 


1.  Previous  question  and  postpone.

In  the  first,  second  and 
third  classes,  and  the 
first  member  of  the 
fourth  class,  the  rule, 
**  first  moved  first  put  ** 
takes  place. 


In  the  first  elaas,  where  the  previous  question  Is  first  moved,  the  effect  Is  peculiar;  for  it  not 
only  prevents  the  after  motion  to  postpone  or  commit  from  being  put  to  question  before  it, 
but  also  from  being  put  after  it;  for  if  the  previous  question  be  decided  affirmatively, 
to  wit,  that  the  main  question  shall  now  be  put,  it  would  of  course  be  against  the  decision 
to  postpone  or  commit;  and  if  it  be  decided  negatively,  to  wit,  that  the  main  question  shall 
not  now  be  put,  this  puts  the  House  out  of  possession  of  the  main  question,  and  conse- 
qtiently  there  Is  nothing  before  them  to  postpone  or  commit.  So  that  neither  voting  for  nor 
•gainst  the  previous  question  will  enable  the  advocates  for  postponing  or  conmtiitting  to  get 
At  their  object.    Whether  it  may  be  amended  shall  be  examined  hereafter. 

Second  class.  If  postponement  be  decided  affirmatively,  the  proposition  is  removed  from 
before  the  House,  and  consequently  there  is  no  ground  for  the  previous  question,  commit 
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ment«  or  amendment;  but  if  decided  negatir^  (that  It  shall  not  be  postponed),  the  mabi 
qfuesdon  may  then  be  sopprcaaed  by  the  praviona  question,  or  maj  be  committed  or 
amended. 

The  third  class  la  sabject  to  the  same  obaerratlons  as  the  second. 

The  fourth  class.  Amendment  of  the  main  question  flrst  moved,  and  afterwards  the  pre- 
Tiotts  question,  the  question  of  amendment  shall  be  flrst  put. 

Amendment  and  postponement  competing,  postponement  is  flrst  pot,  as  the  equivalent 
proposition  to  adjourn  the  main  question  would  be  in  Parliament,  ^e  reason  is,  that  the 
question  for  amendment  is  not  suppressed  by  postponement  or  adjourning  the  main  ques- 
tion, but  remains  before  the  House  whenever  the  main  question  is  resumed;  and  it  might 
be  that  the  occasion  for  other  urgent  business  might  go  by,  and  be  lost  by  length  of  debate 
on  the  amendment,  if  the  House  had  it  not  in  their  pow«'  to  postpone  the  whole  subject. 

Amendment  and  commitment.  The  question  for  committing  thoui^  last  moved,  shall  be 
flrst  put;  because,  in  truth,  it  facilitates  and  befriends  the  motion  to  amend.  ScobeU  ia 
express:  **  On  motion  to  amend  a  bill,  any  one  may,  notwithstanding,  move  to  commit  it, 
and  the  question  for  commitment  shall  be  first  put.**    Scob.^  46. 

We  have  hitherto  considered  the  question  ot  two  <»*  more  of  the  privileged  questions  con- 
fMwting  for  privil^^  between  themselves,  when  both  are  moved  on  the  original  or  main 
qiuestion;  but  now  let  us  suppose  one  of  them  to  be  moved  not  on  the  original  primary 
question,  but  on  the  secondary  one,  e.  g. 

Suppose  a  motion  to  postpone,  commit  or  amend  the  main  question,  and  that  it  be  moved 
to  suppress  that  motion  by  putting  a  previous  question  on  it.  This  is  not  allowed,  becansa 
It  would  embarrass  questions  too  much  to  allow  them  to  be  piled  on  one  another  several 
stories  high;  and  the  same  result  may  be  had  in  a  more  simple  way,  by  rf^^Mtne  against 
the  posti>ODement,  commitment  or  amendment    2  Hats.,  81. 2, 3, 4. 

Suppose  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  commitment  or  amendment  of  the  main 
question,  and  that  it  be  then  moved  to  postpone  the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or 
for  commitment  or  amendment  of  the  main  question.  1.  It  would  be  absurd  to  pos^wne 
thA  previous  question,  commitment  or  amendment  alone,  and  thus  separate  the  appendaga 
from  its  principal;  yet  it  must  be  postponed  separately  from  its  original,  if  at  all,  because 
Che  eighth  rule  of  the  Senate  says  that  ^*  when  a  main  question  is  before  the  House,  na 
motion  shall  be  received  but  to  conunit,  amend  or  lune-question  the  original  question,** 
which  is  the  parliamentary  doctrine  also;  theref(»e  the  motion  to  postpone  the  secondary 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  committing  or  amending,  cannot^be  received.  S. 
Tliis  is  a  piling  of  questions  one  on  another;  which  to  avoid  embarrassment,  is  not  allowed. 
3^  Thesameresultmay  be  had  more  simply  by  voting  against  the  previous  question,  Qom- 
mitment  or  amendment. 

Suppose  a  conmiitment  moved  of  a  motion  for  the  prevfoua  question,  or  to  postpone  or 
•mmd.   The  flrst,  second  and  third  reasons  before  stated,  all  hold  good  against  this. 

Suppose  an  amendment  moved  to  a  motl<m  for  the  previous  question.  Answer:  the  pre* 
▼loos  question  cannot  be  amended.  Fartiamentazy  usage,  as  widl  as  the  ninth  rule  of  the 
fif***^.  has  fixed  its  form  to  be.  Shall  the  main  question  be  im>w  put? — i. «.,  at  this  instant; 
and  as  the  present  instant  is  bat  one,  it  can  admit  of  no  modification  To  diange  it  to  to- 
monow,  or  any  other  momoit,  is  without  example  and  without  utility.  But  suppoaa  a 
motion  to  amend  a  motion  for  postponement  as  to  one  day  instead  of  another,  or  to  a  spa> 
dal  instead  of  an  indefinite  time.  The  useful  character  of  amendment  gives  it  a  privQetps  of 
attarhf"^  itself  to  a  secondary  and  privileged  motioa;  that  is,  we  may  amend  a  poetpone- 
Bent  of  a  main  question.  So,  we  may  amend  a  commitment  of  a  main  question,  as  by 
Ailding.  for  example,'*  with  instructions  to  inquire,**  etc  In  llka  inMiiM»r^  if  mn  tum^mtAwtt^^^ 
be  moved  to  an  amendment,  it  is  admitted;  but  it  would  not  be  admittivl  in  anothor  degree^ 
to  wit:  to  amend  an  amooMlment  to  an  amendment  of  a  main  question.  This  would  lead  to 
too  much  embarrassmoiL  The  line  must  be  drawn  aoniewhera,  and  usage  has  drawn  IK 
the  amendment  to  the  amfaidment  The  same  result  must  be  sought  by  deciding 
the  amendment  to  the  amendment*  and  then  movin^p  it  again  as  It  wished  to  ba 
fw**wi<^     Xn  this  form  it  becomes  only  amendment  to  an  amoidment. 

[Wben  motioas  are  made  for  reference  of  the  same  subject  to  a  select  committee  and  to 
n  stTiHI''*F  committee,  the  question  on  reference  to  the  standing  committee  shall  be  first 
poL    BuUX.] 

[In  fining  a  blank  with  a  sum.  the  larp»t  sum  should  be  first  put  to  the  questioa,  by  the 
thirteenth  rule  of  the  Senate.*]  coatrary  to  the  rule  of  Parii&ment«  which  privileges  the 
sum  and  longest  time.    SGnrjr.  :T:>;2Ha/^,S,S3:3  Ha/^,1S2.  :S1    And  this  is 
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8lder«d  to  be  not  in  the  form  of  an  amendment  to  the  question,  but  as  alternative  or  sue- 
oessiTe  originals.  In  all  cases  of  time  or  number,  we  must  consider  whether  the  larger 
comprehends  the  lesser  as  In  a  question  to  what  day  a  postponement  shall  be,  the  number 
of  a  committee,  amount  of  fine,  term  of  an  imprisonment,  term  of  irredeemability  of  a  loan, 
or  the  terminug  in  quern  in  any  other  case;  then  the  question  must  begin  a  maximo.  Or 
wh^her  the  lesser  includes  the  greater,  as  in  questions  on  the  limitation  of  the  rate  of  in- 
terest, on  what  daj  the  session  shall  be  closed  by  adjournment,  on  what  day  the  next  shall 
commence,  when  an  act  shall  commence,  or  the  tenuinui  a  quo  in  any  other  case  where 
the  question  must  b^^  a  minimo;  the  object  being  not  to  begin  at  that  extreme  which, 
and  more,  being  within  erery  man^s  wish,  no  one  could  negative  it,  and  yet,  if  he  should 
▼ofee  In  the  afBnnative,  every  question  for  more  would  be  precluded;  but  at  that  extreme 
wbi<di  would  unite  few,  and  then  to  advance  or  recede  tm  you  get  a  number  which  will 
unite  a  bare  majoril^.  8  Grey,  870, 884, 885.  **  The  fair  question,  in  this  case,  is  not  that  to 
which,  and  more,  all  will  agree,  whether  there  shall  be  addition  to  the  question.*^  Orey,  8S6. 
▲nothier  exception  to  the  rule  of  prioril^  is  when  a  motion  has  been  made  to  strike  out  or 
agree  to  a  paragraph.  Motions  to  amend  it  are  to  be  put  to  the  question  before  a  vote  is 
taken  on  striking  out  or  agreeing  to  the  whole  paragraph. 

But  there  are  several  questions  which,  being  Incidental  to  every  one,  will  take  place  of 
every  one,  privileged  or  not,  to  wit:  a  question  of  order  arising  out  of  any  other  question 
must  be  decided  before  that  question.    8  flats.,  8B. 

A  matter  of  privilege  arising  out  of  any  question,  or  tram  a  quarrel  between  two  mem- 
bers or  any  other  cause,  supersedes  the  consideration  of  the  original  question,  and  must  be 
first  disposed  of .    2HaU.,BS, 

Beading  papers  relative  to  the  questloo  before  the  House.  Ihls  question  must  be  put 
before  the  principal  one.    8  JETats.,  88. 

Leave  asked  to  withdraw  a  motion.  The  rule  of  Parliament  being  that  a  motion  made 
and  seconded  Is  In  the  possession  of  the  House,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  leave,  the 
▼ery  terms  of  the  rule  imply  that  leave  may  be  given,  and,  consequently,  may  be  asked  and 
put  to  the  question.

TBM  PREVIOUS  qunxxoif. 

When  any  question  Is  before  the  House,  any  member  maj  move  a  previous  question, 
**  Whether  that  question  (called  the  main  question)  shall  now  be  put?  "  If  it  pass  in  the 
affirmative,  then  the  main  question  is  to  be  put  immediately,  and  no  man  may  speak  any- 
thing further  to  it,  either  to  add  or  alter.    Mentor,  in  Bakew.^  88;  4  Orey,  87. 

The  previous  question  being  moved  and  seconded,  the  question  from  the  chair  shall  be, 
**  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?  **  and  If  the  nays  prevail,  the  main  question  shall  not 
then  be  put. 

This  kind  of  question  is  understood  by  Mr.  Hatsell  to  have  been  introduced  in  ICOl  1  Hat*., 
80.  Sir  Henry  Vane  introduced  it  2  Grey,  118, 114;  8  Orey^  884.  When  the  question  was  put 
in  this  form,  ^  Shall  the  main  question  be  put?  **  a  determination  In  tlie  negative  sup* 
preeeed  the  main  question  during  the  session;  but  since  the  words,  "  now  put  ^^  are  used 
tlk^  exclude  it  for  the  present  only;  formerly,  indeed,  only  till  the  present  debate  was  over 
ii  Qrey^  48),  but  now  for  that  day  and  no  longer.    8  Grey,  118, 1 14. 

Before  the  question  **  Whether  the  main  question  shall  now  be  put?  **  any  person  might 
formerly  have  spoken  to  the  main  question,  because  otherwise  he  would  be  precluded  from 
■peaking  to  it  at  alL    Mem,  in  Hakew.^  28. 

nie  proper  occasion  for  the  previous  question,  is  when  a  question  is  brought  forward  of  a 
{^fS!^^^  nature  as  to  hlg^  personages,  etc.,  or  the  discussion  of  which  may  call  forth  ofaser- 
Tations  which  might  be  of  injurious  consequences.  Then  the  previous  question  Is  ])roposed; 
^mA  in  the  modem  usage,  the  discussion  of  the  main  question  Is  suspended,  and  the  debate 
f^^^nsA  to  the  previous  question.  The  use  of  it  has  been  extended  abusively  to  otlier  cases; 
Inxt  in  these  it  has  been  an  embarrassing  procedure;  its  uses  would  be  as  well  answered  by 
other  more  simple  parliamentary  forms,  and  therefore  it  should  not  be  favored,  but  re* 
■tricted  within  as  narrow  limits  as  possible. 

Whether  a  main  question  may  be  amended  after  the  previous  question  on  it  Las  been 
moved  and  seconded?  8  JETats.,  88,  says.  If  the  previous  question  has  been  moved  and  sec- 
onded, and  also  proposed  from  the  chair  (by  which  he  means  stated  by  the  Speaker  for  de> 
bate),  it  has  been  doubted  whether  an  amendment  can  be  admitted  to  the  main  question. 
He  thinks  it  may,  after  the  previous  question  Is  moved  and  seconded;  but  not  after  it  has 
been  proposed  from  the  chair.    In  this  case  he  thinks  the  friends  to  the  amendment  must 
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vote  thst  the  main  queMIon  be  not  now  pat;  and  tben  move  Uteir  amended  qnesUaii,  whlcli 
being  mode  new  by  tba  omeDdment.  Is  no  longer  the  vune  which  baa  Just  been  suppressed. 
BDd  ChereFore  ma;  be  proposed  u  a  new  ons.  But  this  proceeding  oertaJnly  endangers  tlia 
main  question,  tij  dWldloe  Its  friends,  some  of  wbom  mar  choose  it  unamended,  naber 
tban  lose  It  altogether;  while  others  of  them  may  Tote,  as  HatseU  adrlses,  that  the  main 
quotloD  be  not  now  put  wllh  a  view  to  luove  It  again  In  an  amended  form.  The  enemlei  of 
the  main  question,  by  cbls  raanceuvre  to  the  previous  question,  get  the  enemies  to  the  amend- 
ment added  to  them  on  the  first  vote  and  throw  the  friends  of  the  main  question  under  Uia 
embarrassuient  of  rallrlnB  a^niln  as  ther  can.  To  support  hlB  opinion,  too.  be  malies  the 
deciding  clrcuMiBtancea,  whether  an  amendment  may  or  may  not  t>e  made,  to  be,  that 
(be  previous  qnestlon  has  been  proposed  from  the  Chair.  But,  as  the  rule  Is  that  the  House 
Is  Id  possession  of  a  question  as  soon  as  It  is  moved  and  seconded.  It  cannot  be  more  than 
possessed  of  It  by  Its  being  also  proposed  from  the  Chair.  It  maj  be  said.  Indeed,  that  the 
object  of  the  previous  question  being  to  get  rid  of  a  question,  which  It  Is  not  eipedlenC 
should  be  discussed,  this  object  may  be  defeated  by  moving  lo  amend,  and.  In  the  discussion 
of  that  motion.  Involving  the  subject  of  the  main  question.  But  so  may  the  object  of  the 
previous  question  be  defeated,  by  moving  the  amended  question  as  Mr.  HaCsell  proposea 
after  the  decision  agair»t  putting  the  original  question,  Ue  acknowledges,  too,  that  Che 
practice  luis  been  to  admit  previous  amendments,  and  only  cites  a  few  late  Inatances  to  the 
conlrajy.  On  the  whole.  1  should  think  It  best  to  decide  it  ab  loconvenlentl.  to  wit;  which 
Is  most  inconvenient,  to  put  It  In  the  power  of  one  side  of  the  House  lo  defeat  a  proposition 
by  hastily  moving  the  previous  question,  and  thus  forcing  the  main  question  to  be  put  un- 
amended ;  or  to  put  It  In  tlie  power  ot  the  other  side  to  force  on,  ineidenially  at  least,  a  dis- 
cussion which  would  be  better  avoldedT  Perhaps  the  last  la  the  least  inconvenienoe; 
inasmuch  as  the  Epealter,  by  confining  the  discussion  rigorously  to  the  amendment  only, 
may  prevent  their  going  Into  the  main  question,  and  Inasmuch  also  as  so  great  a  proporUoa 
ot  the  cases  Id  which  the  previous  queetlob  Is  called  tor,  are  fair  and  proper  eubjects  Cor 
public  discussion,  and  ought  oot  lo  be  obstructed  by  a  formality  introduced  for  questions  ot 
a  peculiar  character.

It  la  a  Ot  ground 
for  lis  rejection  by  the  House,  but  not  within  the  competence  ot  the  Speaker  to  suppress  as 
If  it  were  against  order;  for  were  he  permitted  to  draw  questions  of  consistence  within  the 
Torlei  of  order,  he  might  usurp  a  negative  on  important  modifications,  and  suppress.

If  It  be  proposed  to  amend  by  leaving  out  certain  words.  It  may  be  moved,  as  on  amend- 
ment to  this  amendment,  to  leave  out  a  part  of  the  words  of  the  amendment,  which  Is 
equivalent  to  leaving  chem  in  the  bill.  3  HaU.,  BO.  B.  The  parliamentary  question  Is, 
always,  whether  the  words  shall  stand  part  of  the  bill.

out.    It  carried,  it  Is  next  on  Inserting  the  words  proposed, 
to  Insert  others,    2  Hatt..  80,  T. 
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A  motion  la  made  to  amend  by  striking  out  certain  words  and  inserting  others  in  their 
place,  which  Is  negattved.  Then  it  is  moved  to  strike  out  the  same  words,  and  to  insert 
others  of  a  tenor  entirely  different  from  those  first  proposed.  It  is  negatived.  Then  it  is 
moved  to  strike  out  the  same  words  and  insert  nothing,  which  is  agreed  to.  All  this  is  ad* 
missible,  because  to  strike  out  and  insert  A,  Is  one  proposition.  To  strike  out  and  insert  B, 
Is  a  different  proposition.  And  to  strike  out  and  insert  nothing,  is  still  different.  And  the 
rejection  of  one  proposition  does  not  preclude  the  offering  a  different  one.  Nor  would  it 
change  the  case  were  the  first  motion  divided  by  putting  the  question  first  on  striking  out, 
and  that  n^^ved;  for,  as  putting  the  whole  motion  to  the  question  at  once  would  not  have 
precluded,  the  putting  the  half  of  it  cannot  do  it.* 

But  if  it  had  been  carried  affirmatively  to  strike  out  the  words  and  to  insert  A,  it  could 
not  afterwards  be  permitted  to  strike  out  A  and  insert  B.  The  mover  of  B  should  have 
aotifled,  whUe  the  insertion  of  A  was  under  debate,  that  he  would  move  to  insert  B;  in  which 
case  those  who  preferred  it  would  join  in  rejecting  A. 

After  A  is  inserted,  however,  it  may  be  moved  to  strike  out  a  portion  of  the  original  par^ 
agntph,  comprehending  A,  provided  the  coherence  to  be  struck  out  be  so  substantial  as  to 
make  this  effectively  a  different  propoeition,  for  then  it  is  resolved  into  the  common  case  of 
striking  out  a  paragraph  after  amending  it.  Nor  does  anything  forbid  a  new  insertion,  in- 
stead of  A  and  its  coherenta. 

In  Senate,  January  25, 1798,  a  motion  to  postpone  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  February 
some  amendments  proposed  to  the  Constitution;  the  words,  "until  the  second  Tuesday  in 
February  ^*  were  struck  out  by  way  of  amendment.  Then  it  was  moved  to  add,  "  until  the 
first  day  of  June.**  Objected  that  It  was  not  in  order,  as  the  question  should  be  first  put  on 
the  longest  time;  therefore,  after  a  shorter  time  decided  against  a  longer,  cannot  be  put  to 
question.  It  was  answered  that  this  rule  takes  place  only  in  filling  blanks  for  time.  But 
when  a  specific  time  stands  part  of  motion,  that  may  be  struck  out  as  well  as  any  other 
part  of  a  motion;  and  when  struck  out  a  motion  may  be  received  to  insert  any  other.  In 
fact,  it  is  not  until  they  are  struck  out,  and  a  blank  for  the  time  thereby  produced,  that  the 
rule  can  begin  to  operate,  by  receiving  all  the  propositions  for  different  times,  and  putting 
the  question  successively  on  the  longest.  Otherwise  it  would  be  in  the  power  of  the  mover, 
by  inserting  originally  a  short  time,  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  a  longer,  for  tQl  the  short 
time  is  struck  out,  you  cannot  insert  a  longer;  and  if,  after  it  Is  struck  out,  you  cannot  do 
ti,  then  it  cannot  be  done  at  all.  Suppose  the  first  motion  had  been  made  to  amend  by 
striking  out ''  the  second  Tuesday  in  February,**  and  inserting  instead  thereof  "  the  first  of 
June,**  it  would  have  been  regrular,  then,  to  divide  the  question,  by  proposing  the  first  ques- 
tion to  strike  out  and  then  that  to  insert.  Now  this  is  precisely  the  effect  of  the  present  pro^ 
oeeding;  only,  instead  of  one  motion  and  two  questions,  there  are  two  motions  and  two 
questions  to  effect  It— the  motion  being  divided  as  well  as  the  question. 

When  the  matter  contained  in  two  bills  might  better  be  put  into  one,  the  manner  Is  to 
reject  the  one,  and  incorporate  its  matter  into  another  bill  by  way  of  amendment.  So  if 
the  matter  of  one  bill  would  be  better  distributed  into  two,  any  part  may  be  struck  out  by 
way  of  amendment,  and  put  into  a  new  bill.  If  a  section  is  to  be  transposed,  a  question 
must  be  put  on  striking  it  out  where  it  stands,  and  another  for  inserting  it  in  the  place 
desired. 

A  bill  passed  by  the  one  House  with  blanks.  These  may  be  filled  up  by  the  other  by  way 
of  amendments,  returned  to  the  first  as  such,  and  passed.    8  Hat 8.^  88. 

The  number  prefixed  to  the  section  of  a  bill,  being  merely  a  marginal  indication,  and  no 
part  of  the  text  of  the  bill,  the  clerk  regulates  that— the  House  or  conmilttee  is  only  to 
amend  the  text. 

SECTION  XXXSTL 

DITXSION  OF  THX  qUKSTION. 

If  a  question  contain  more  parts  than  one,  it  may  be  divided  into  two  or  more  questions. 
Mem.  in  Eakew.^  89.  But  not  as  the  right  of  an  individual  member,  but  with  the  consent  of 
the  House.  For  who  is  to  decide  whether  a  question  is  complicated  or  not  ?  —  where  it  is 
eompUcated  ?— into  how  many  propositions  It  may  be  divided  ?  The  fact  is,  that  the  only 
mode  of  separating  a  complicated  question  is  by  moving  amendments  to  it;  and  these

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moat  be  decided  by  the  House,  on  a  question,  unless  the  House  orders  it  to  be  divided;  as, 
on  a  question,  December  Z,  1(M0,  making  void  the  election  of  the  knights  Cor  Worcester,  on 
a  motion  it  was  resolved  to  make  two  questions  of  it,  to  wit:  one  on  each  knight  2  HaU.^ 
8S,  86u  So,  wherever  there  are  several  names  in  question,  they  may  be  divided  and  put  one 
by  one.  9  Grey,  414.  8o.  1729,  April  17,  on  an  objection  that  a  question  was  complicated,  it 
was  separated  by  amendment.    2  Hats.^  79. 

The  soundness  of  these  observations  will  be  evident  from  the  embarrassments  produced 
by  the  1:2th  rule  of  the  Senate,  which  says,  **  if  the  question  in  debate  contain  several 
points,  any  member  may  liave  the  same  divided. ^^ 

1796,  Blay  30,  the  alien  bill  in  quasi-committee.  To  a  section  and  proviso  in  the  original 
had  been  added  two  new  provisos  by  way  of  amendment.  On  a  motion  to  strike  out  the 
section  as  amended,  the  question  was  desired  to  be  divided.  To  do  this  it  mu^  be  put  first 
on  striking  out  either  the  former  proviso  <»*  some  distinct  member  of  the  section.  But 
when  nothing  remains  but  the  last  member  or  the  section  and  the  proviso,  they  cannot  be 
divided  so  as  to  put  the  la'^t  member  to  question  by  itself;  for  the  proviso  might  then  be 
left  standing  alone  as  exceptions  to  a  rule  when  the  rule  is  taken  away;  or  the  new  provisos 
might  be  left  to  a  second  question,  after  having  been  decided  on  once  before  at  tlie  same 
reading,  wiiich  is  contrary  to  rule.  But  the  question  must  be  on  striking  out  the  last  mem- 
ber of  the  section  as  amended.  This  sweeps  away  the  exceptions  with  the  rule,  aud  relieves 
from  inconsistence.  A  question  to  be  divisible,  must  comprehend  points  so  distinct  and 
entire  that  one  of  them  being  taken  away  the  other  may  stand  entire.  But  a  proviso  or  an 
exception,  without  an  enacting  clause  does  not  contain  an  entire  point  or  proposition.

**  conforming  himself,*^  etc  It  was  objected  that  the  words,  *'  any  alien  merchant "  could 
not  be  separated  from  their  modifying  words,  **  conforming,''  etc,  because  these  words  if 
left  by  themselves  contain  no  substantive  idea  —  will  make  no  sense.  But  admitting  that 
the  divisions  of  a  paragraph  into  separate  questions  must  be  so  made  that  each  part  may 
stand  by  itself,  yet  the  House  having  on  the  question,  retained  the  two  first  divisions,  the 
words  **  any  alien  merchant  ''  may  be  struck  out,  and  their  modifying  words  ^ill  then 
attach  themselves  to  the  preceding  description  of  persons,  and  become  a  modification  of 
that  description. 

When  a  question  is  divided,  after  the  question  on  the  first  member,  the  second  is  open  to, 
debate  and  amendment,  because  it  is  a  known  rule  that  a  person  may  rise  and  speak  at  any 
time  before  the  question  has  been  completely  decided,  by  putting  the  negative  as  well  as 
the  affirmative  side.  But  the  question  is  not  completely  put  when  the  vote  has  been  takea 
on  the  first  member  only.  One-half  of  the  question,  both  affirmative  and  negative  remains 
■till  to  be  put.    See  ExtcuU  Jour.^  June  25, 179S.    The  same  decisi<Mi  by  President  Adams. 

SECTION  xxxvn. 

oo-KXtSTDCG  qussTioys. 

It  may  be  asked  wh^her  the  House  can  be  in  possession  of  two  motions  or  propositions 
at  the  same  time,  so  that  one  of  them  being  decided,  the  other  goes  to  question  without 
being  moved  anew?  The  answer  must  be  special.  When  a  question  is  interrupted  by  a  vote 
of  adjournment,  it  Is  thereby  removed  from  before  the  House,  and  does  not  stand  ipso  facto 
before  them  at  their  next  meeting,  but  must  come  forward  in  the  usual  way.  So,  when  it 
b  interrupted  by  the  order  of  the  day.  Such  other  privileged  questions  also  as  dispose  of 
the  main  question  (e.  g.  the  previous  question,  postponement  or  conmiitment),  remove  it 
from  before  the  House.  But  it  is  only  suspended  by  a  motion  to  amend,  to  withdraw,  to 
read  papers,  or  by  a  question  of  order  or  privilege,  and  stands  again  before  the  House  when 
these  are  decided.  None  but  the  class  of  privileged  questions  can  be  brought  forward  while 
there  is  another  question  before  the  House,  the  rule  being  that  when  a  motion  has  been 
made  and  seconded,  no  other  can  be  received,  except  it  be  a  privileged  one. 

SECTION  XXXVnL 

BQUIVALENT. 

If,  on  a  question  for  rejection,  a  bill  be  retained,  it  passes  of  course  to  Its  next  reading. 
Hoibete.,  141;  Scob.^  42.    And  a  question  for  a  second  reading  determined  negatively,  is  a  re 
jection  without  further  question.    4  (Trey,  145.    And  see  ElsynQt^*  Mtmor.^  42,  in  what 
questions  are  to  be  taken  for  rejection. 
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Where  (piestiona  are  perfectly  equivalent,  so  that  the  negative  of  the  one  amounts  to  the 
alBrmatiTe  of  the  other,  and  leaves  no  other  alternative,  the  decision  of  the  one  concludes 
neoessarily  the  other.  4  Orey^  167.  Thus  the  ne^tive  of  striking  out  amounts  to  the  afiOrm* 
Ative  of  agreeing;  and  therefore  to  put  a  question  on  agreeing  after  that  on  striking  out, 
would  be  to  put  the  same  question  in  effect  twice  over.  Not  so  in  questions  of  amendments 
between  the  two  Houses.  A  motion  to  recede  being  nep^atived,  does  not  amount  to  a  posi* 
cive  vote  to  insist,  because  there  is  another  alternative,  to  wit:  to  adhere: 

A  bill  originating  in  one  House  is  i>assed  by  the  other  with  an  amendment.  A  motion  in 
the  originating  House  to  agree  to  the  amendment  is  negatived.  Does  there  result  from  this 
*  vote  of  disagreement,  or  must  the  question  on  disagreement  be  expressly  voted?  Th6 
questions  respecting  amendments  from  another  House  are— Ist,  to  agree;  2d  to  disagree; 
Sd,  recede;  4th,  insist;  5th,  adhere. 
Ist.    To  agree.  i        Either  of  these  concludes  the  other  necessarily,  for  the  positive 

2d.    To  disagree.        \     of  either  is  exactly  the  equivalent  of  the  negative  of  the  other, 

and  no  other  alternative  remains.  On  either  motion  amendments 
to  the  amendments  may  be  proposed;  e.  g..,  if  it  be  moved  to  dis- 
agree, those  who  are  for  the  amendment  have  a  right  to  propose 
am^dments,  and  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  they  can«  before  the 
question  of  disagreeing  ia  put. 
Sd.    To  recede.  \     You  may  then  either  insist  or  adhere. 

4th.    To  insist.  >     Tou  may  then  either  recede  or  adhere. 

Bttk.   To  adhersk         )     Tou  may  then  either  recede  or  insist. 

Consequently  the  negative  of  these  is  not  equivalent  to  a  positive 
vote  the  other  way.  It  does  not  raise  so  necessary  an  implica- 
cation  as  may  authorize  the  Secretary  by  inference  to  enter 
another  vote;  for  two  alternatives  still  remain,  either  of  which 
may  be  adopted  by  the  House. 

SECTION  XXXDL 

THX  QUESTION. 

The  question  Is  to  be  put  first  on  the  affirmative  and  then  on  the  negative  side. 

After  the  Speaker  has  put  the  affirmative  part  of  the  question,  any  member  who  has  not 
spoken  before  to  the  question  may  rise  and  speak  before  the  negative  be  put;  because  it  ia 
no  full  question  till  the  negative  part  be  put.    Stob.,  23;  2  Hats.^  78. 

But  in  small  matters,  and  which  are,  of  course,  such  as  receiving  petitions,  reports,  with- 
drawing motions,  reading  papers,  etc.,  the  Speaker  mostconuxionly  supposes  the  consent  of 
the  House  where  no  objection  is  expressed,  and  does  not  give  them  the  trouble  of  putting 
the  question  formally.   Soob,^  22;  2  HaU.^  87;  6  Grey,  129;  0  Grey,  801. 

SECnON  XL. 

BIUJB,  THIRD  RKADIXa. 

To  prevent  bflls  from  being  passed  by  surprise,  the  House,  by  a  standing  order,  dlreoti 
that  they  shall  not  be  put  on  their  passage  before  a  fixed  hour,  naming  one  at  which  the 
House  is  conmionly  fulL    Hakew.,  158. 

[The  usage  of  the  Senate  fa,  not  to  put  bills  on  their  passage  till  noon.] 

A  bill  reported  and  passed  to  the  third  reading  cannot  on  that  day  be  read  the  third  time 
and  passed;  because  this  would  be  to  pass  on  two  readings  in  the  same  day. 

At  the  third  reading  the  Clerk  reads  the  bill  and  delivers  it  to  the  Speaker,  who  states  the 
title,  that  it  is  the  third  time  of  reading  the  bill,  and  that  the  question  will  be  whether  it 
•hall  pass?  Formerly  the  Speaker  or  those  who  prepared  a  bill,  prepared  also  a  breviate  or 
summary  statement  of  its  contents,  which  the  Si)eaker  read  when  he  declared  the  state  of 
the  bill,  at  the  several  readings.  Sometimes,  however,  he  read  the  bill  itself,  especially  on 
its  passage.  Haketo.,  186, 187, 158;  Coke,  22,  IIS.  Latterly,  Instead  of  this,  he,  at  the  third 
reading,  states  the  whole  contents  of  the  bill,  verbatim,  only,  instead  of  reading  the  formal 
parts  "*  Be  it  enacted,  eta,"  he  states  that "  preamble  recites  so  and  so  —  the  first  section 
anacts  that,  etc,  the  2d  section  enacts,''  etc. 

[But  hi  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  both  of  these  formalitiefl  are  dispensed  with;  the 
breviate  jneaenting  but  an  imperfect  view  of  the  bill,  and  being  capable  of  being  made  to 
present  a  false  one;  and  the  full  statement  being  a  useless  waste  of  time,  immediately 
after  a  full  reading  by  the  Qerk,  and  especially  as  every  member  has  a  printed  copy  hi  his 
band.] 

A  bUl  on  the  thlzd  reading  is  not  to  be  committed  for  the  matter  or  body  thereof;  but  to 
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receive  some  particular  clatise  or  proviso,  it  has  been  somettmes  suffered,  but  as  a  thing 
veiy  unusiial.  Haketo.,  126.  Thus,  S7  El.^  1684,  a  bill  was  committed  on  the  third  reading, 
having  been  formerly  committed  on  the  second,  but  it  is  declared  not  usuaL  D^Ewcm^  837, 
ool^  2;  414,  ool.^  2. 

When  an  essential  provision  has  been  omitted,  rather  than  erase  the  bill  and  render  It 
suspicious,  they  add  a  clause  on  a  separate  paper,  engrossed  and  called  a  rider,  which  is 
read  and  put  to  the  question  three  times.  Elsynge''»  MemoriaU^  69;  6  Orey^  836;  1  Bladett,,  188. 
For  example  of  riders,  see  8  JEfata.,  121, 122, 124, 120.  Every  one  is  at  liberty  to  bring  in  a  rider 
without  asking  leave.    10  Qrey^  62. 

It  is  laid  down  as  a  general  rule,  that  amendments  proposed  at  the  second  reading,  shall 
be  twice  read,  and  those  proposed  at  the  third  reading  thrice  read;  as  also  all  amendments 
from  the  other  House.    Tenon,  col.,  19, 28, 21, 25, 26, 27, 28. 

It  is  with  great  and  almost  Invincible  reluctance  that  amendments  are  admitted  at  this 
reading,  which  occasion  erasures  or  interlineations.  Sometimes  a  proviso  has  been  out  off 
from  a  bill;  sometimes  erased.    0  Orejf,  518. 

Tills  is  the  proper  stage  for  tilling  up  blanks;  for  if  filled  up  before,  and  now  altered  by 
erasure,  it  would  be  peculiarly  unsafe. 

At  this  reading  the  bill  is  debated  afresh,  and  for  the  most  part  is  more  spoken  to  at  this 
time  than  on  any  of  the  former  readings.    Hakew,,  158. 

The  debate  on  the  question  whether  it  should  be  read  a  third  time,  has  discovered  to  its 
friends  and  opponents  the  arguments  on  which  each  side  relies,  and  which  of  these  appear 
to  have  influence  with  the  House;  thoy  have  had  Ume  to  meet  them  with  new  arguments, 
and  to  put  their  old  ones  into  new  shapes.  The  former  vote  has  tried  the  strength  of  the 
former  opinion,  and  furnished  grounds  to  estimate  the  issue;  and  the  question  now  offered 
for  its  passage  is  the  last  occasion  which  is  ever  to  be  offered  for  carrying  or  rejecting  it. 

When  the  debate  is  ended,  the  Speaker,  holding  the  bUl  in  his  hand,  puts  the  question  for 
Its  passage  by  saying,  "  (Gentlemen,  all  of  you  who  are  of  opinion  that  this  bill  shall  paai,

SECTION  XLL 

DIYXBION  or  THS  HOUSl. 

Tlie  affirmative  and  negative  of  the  question  having  been  both  put  and  answered,  the 
Speaker  declares  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it  by  the  sound,  if  he  be  himself  satisfied,  and 
it  stands  as  the  Judgment  of  the  House.  But  tf  he  be  not  himself  satisfied  which  voice  is  the 
greater,  or  if  before  any  other  member  comes  into  the  House,  or  before  any  new  motion  ia 
made  (for  it  is  too  late  after  that),  any  member  shall  rise  and  declare  himself  dissatis- 
fied with  the  Speaker's  decision,  then  the  Speaker  is  to  divide  the  House.  Scob.,  24;  2 
Eats.,  149. 

When  the  House  of  Commons  is  divided,  the  one  party  goes  forth,  and  the  other  remains 
In  the  House.  This  has  made  it  important  which  go  forth  and  which  remain;  because  the 
latter  gain  all  the  indolent,  the  indifferent  and  inattentive.  Their  general  rule  therefore,  is, 
that  those  who  give  their  vote  for  the  preservation  of  the  orders  of  the  House,  shall  stay 
In;  and  tiiose  who  are  for  introducing  any  new  matter  or  alteration,  or  proceeding  contrary 
to  the  established  course,  are  to  go  out.  But  this  rule  is  subject  to  many  exceptions  and 
modifications.  2  HaU.,  184;  1  Rush,  p.  8,  fol  92;  Scob.,  43,  62;  Co.,  12, 116;  D'Ewes,  506,  ool. 
1 ;  M^m,  in  Hakew.,  25, 29,  as  wUl  appear  by  the  following  statement  of  who  go  forth.

[But  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  all  these  Intricacies  are  avoided.  The  ayes  first  rise,  and 
are  counted  standing  in  their  places  by  the  President  or  Speaker.  Then  they  sit,  and  the 
noes  rise  and  are  counted  in  like  manner.] 

[In  Senate,  if  they  are  equally  divided,  the  Vice  President  announces  his  opinion,  which 
decides.] 

[The  Constitution,  however,  has  directed  that  *'  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
either  House  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered 
on  the  journal.'*  And  again;  that  in  aU  cases  of  reconsidering  a  bill  disapproved  by  the 
President,  and  returned  with  his  objections,  **  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  tlie  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  journals  of  each  House  respectively."] 

[By  the  16th  and  17th  rules  of  the  Senate,  when  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by 
one-fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall,  unless  for  speeial  reasons 
ha  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  declare  openly,  and  without  debate,  his  assent  or  dissent  to  th« 
question.  In  taJdng  the  yeas  and  n^ys  and  ui>on  the  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the 
members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically.] 

[When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  any  question  In  pursuance  of  the  above  rure 
no  member  shall  be  permitted,  under  any  circumstances  whatever,  to  vote  after  the  d&- 
cisidn  is  announced  (from  the  Chair.] 

[When  it  is  proposed  to  take  the  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  President  or  Speaker  states 
that  "the  questlon'is  whether,  e.  0.,  the  bill  shall  pass  — that  It  is  proposed  that  the  yeas 
and  naj's  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal.    Those,  tharefore,  who  desire  it,  will  riae.'^    If  he

flndft  raid  declares  that  one-fifth  have  risen,  he  then  states  that "  those  who  are  of  the  optiw 
ion  that  the  bill  shall  paAs  are  to  answer  in  the  afflrmatiTe;  those  of  a  contrary  opinion  in 
tLe  negative/*  The  Clerk  then  calls  over  the  names  alphabetically,  notes  the  yea  or  nay  of 
each,  and  gives  the  list  to  the  President  or  Speaker,  who  declares  the  result.  In  the  Senate, 
If  titcre  be  an  equal  division,  the  Secretary  caUs  on  the  Vice  President  and  notes  his  affirm- 
ative  or  negative,  which  becomes  the  decision  of  the  House.] 

In  tne  House  of  Commons  every  member  must  give  his  vote,  the  one  way  or  Uie  other 
{Sk:ob.^  24),  as  it  is  not  permitted  to  any  one  to  withdraw  who  is  in  the  House  when  the 
question  is  put,  nor  is  any  one  to  be  told  In  the  division  who  was  not  in  when  the  question 
was  put.    2  Hats.,  140. 

This  lust  position  is  always  true  w^hen  the  vote  is  by  yeas  and  nays;  where  the  negative 
as  well  as  affirmative  of  the  question  is  stated  by  the  President  at  the  same  time,  and  the 
vote  of  both  sides  begins  and  proceeds  part  pcusu.  It  is  true  also  when  the  question  is  put 
in  the  usual  way,  if  the  negative  has  also  been  put;  but  if  it  has  not,  the  member  entering, 
or  any  other  member,  may  speak,  and  even  propose  amendments,  by  which  the  debate 
may  be  opened  again,  and  the  question  be  greatly  deferred.  And  as  some  who  have  an- 
swered aye  may  have  l>een  changed  by  the  new  arguments,  the  affirmative  must  be  put 
over  again.  If,  then,  the  member  entering  may,  by  speaking  a  few  words,  occasion  a 
repetition  of  a  question,  it  would  be  useless  to  deny  It  on  his  simple  call  for  It. 

While  the  House  is  telling,  no  member  may  speak  or  move  out  of  his  place,  for  if  any 
mistake  be  suspected  it  must  be  told  again.    Mem.  in  Hakew.,  26;  2  Hatt.,  143. 

If  any  difficulty  arises  in  point  of  order  during  the  division,  the  Speaker  is  to  decide  per- 
emptorily, subject  to  the  future  censure  of  the  House,  if  irregular.  He  sometimes  permits 
old  experienced  members  to  assist  him  with  their  advice,  which  Uiey  do  sitting  in  their  seats, 
covered  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  debate;  but  this  can  only  be  with  the  Speaker's  leave, 
else  the  division  might  last  several  hours.    2  Hats.,  148. 

The  voice  of  the  majority  decides;  for  the  lex  majoria  partis  is  the  law  of  all  councils, 
3lections,  etc.,  where  not  otherwise  expressly  provided.  Hakew.,  93.  But  if  the  House  be 
equally  divided,  **■  semper  presumatur  pro  negante;*^  that  is,  the  former  law  is  not  to 
be  changed  but  by  a  majority.    Toums.,  col.  134. 

[But  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  the  Vice  President  decides  when  the  House  is 
divided.    Const.  U.  5.,  I,  8.] 

When,  from  counting  the  House  on  a  division,  it  appears  that  there  is  not  a  quorum,  the 
matter  coutinues  exactly  In  the  state  in  which  it  was  before  the  division,  and  must  be  re- 
sumed at  that  point  on  any  future  day.    2  Hats.,  126. 

1606,  May  1,  on  a  question  whether  a  member  having  said  yea  may  afterwards  sit  and 
change  his  opinion,  a  precedent  was  remembered  by  the  Speaker,  of  Mr.  Morris,  attorney 
of  the  wards,  in  89  Eliz.^  who  in  like  case  changed  his  opinion.    Mem,  HaJbeto.,  87. 

SECTION  TT.n. 

TTTLES. 

After  the  bHI  has  passed,  and  not  before,  the  title  may  be  amended,  and  Is  to  be  fixed  \if 
a  question;  and  the  bill  is  then  sent  to  the  other  House. 

SECTION  XLHL 

BXCOKSXDERATION. 

[When  a  question  has  been  once  made  and  carried  In  the  aflirmative  or  negative.  It  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof;  but 
no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  a  bill,  resolution,  mea- 
sage,  rei)ort,  amendment,  or  motion  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken  shaU  have  gone  out  of 
the  possession  of  the  Senate  announcing  their  decision:  nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsid- 
eration be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  within  the 
two  next  days  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter.*    Rule  20.] 

[1798,  Jan.  A  bill  on  Its  second  reading  being  amended  and  on  the  question  whether  It 
shall  be  read  a  third  time  negatived,  was  restored  by  a  decision  to  reconsider  that  question. 
Here  the  votes  of  negative  and  reconsideration,  like  positive  and  negative  quantities  in  an 
equation,  destroy  one  another,  and  are  as  if  they  were  expunged  from  the  journal.  Conse- 
quently the  bill  is  open  for  amendment,  just  so  far  as  it  was  the  moment  preceding  the 
question  for  the  third  reading;  that  is  to  say,  all  parts  of  the  bill  are  open  for  amendment 
except  those  on  which  votes  have  been  already  taken  in  its  present  stage.  Bo,  also,  It  may 
be  reconunitted.l 

*  Thii  part  of  th*  ml*  has  beto  addad  iljioa  tfaa  Manual  waa  eompflad. 
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[*The  rule  permittint?  a  reconsideration  of  a  question  affixing  to  it  no  limitation  of  time 
or  circumstance,  it  may  be  asked  whether  ther6  is  no  limitation?  If,  after  the  vote,  the 
paper  on  which  it  is  passed  has  been  parted  with,  there  can  be  no  reconsideration;  as  if  a 
TOte  has  i>een  for  the  passaj^e  of  a  bill,  and  the  bill  has  been  sent  to  the  other  house.  But 
where  the  pajxir  remains,  as  on  a  bill  rejected,  when,  or  under  what  circumstances,  does  it 
cease  to  be  susceptible  of  recousideration?  Tills  remains  to  be  settled ;  unless,  a  sense  that 
the  right  of  reconsideration  is  a  right  to  waste  the  time  of  the  House  in  repented  agita- 
tions of  the  same  question,  so  that  it  shall  never  know  when  a  question  is  done  with,  should 
induce  them  to  reform  this  anomalous  proceeding.] 

In  Parliament,  a  question  once  carried  cannot  be  questioned  again  at  the  same  session, 
but  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  House.    Towns.,  col.  67;  Mem.  in  Hukeio.,  83.    And 
a  bill  once  rejected,  another  of  the  same  sub^once  cannot  be  brouglit  in  again  the  same 
session.    Ifr/A-eu?.,  158;  6  Grrcy,  392.    But  this  does  not  extend  to  prevent  putting  the  same 
question  In  different  stages  of  a  bill;  because  every  stage  of  a  bill  submits  the  whole  and 
every  part  of  it  to  the  opinion  of  the  House,  as  open  for  amendment,  either  by  insertion  or- 
omission  though  the  same  ameudment  has  been  accepted  or  rcject<*d  in  a  former  stage.    So- 
in  reports  of  committees,  e.  g.^  report  of  an  address,  the  same  question  is  before  the  House- 
and  open  for  free  discussion.    Tounis.,  col.  20;  2  Hats.,  US,  UK).  101.    So  onlors  of  the  House, 
or  instructions  to  conuuittee,  may  be  discharged.    So  a  bill,  bt^gun  in  one  hcuise,  and  sent 
to  the  other,  and  there  rejected,  may  be  renewed  a^rain  in  that  other,  passed  and  sent  back. 
lb.,  92;  3  Hats.,  IGl.    Or  if,  instead  of  being  rejectt-d,  they  read  it  ouco  and  lay  it  aside,  or 
amend  it,  and  put  it  off  a  month,  they  may  order  in  another  to  tlie  same  effect,  with  the 
same  or  different  title.    IlaLew.,  97,  98. 

Divers  exi)edients  are  used  to  coiTcct  the  effects  of  this  rule;  as  by  passing  an  explana~ 
tory  act,  if  anyt.hing  has  been  omitted  or  ill  expressed  (3  Hnta.,  27S),  or  an  act  to  enforce,. 
and  make  more  effectual  an  act,  etc.,  or  to  rectify  mistakes  in  act,  etc.,  or  a  committee  on, 
one  bin  may  be  instructed  to  receive  a  clause  to  rectify^  tlie  mistakes  of  another.  Thus^ 
June  21, 1685,  a  clause  was  insei-ted  in  a  bill,  for  rectifying  a  mistake  committed  by  a  clerk 
in  engrossing  a  bill  of  supply.  2  Hats.,  194,  6.  Or  the  session  may  be  closed  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  more  days,  and  a  new  one  commenced.  But  then  all  matters  depending  must  be 
finished,  or  they  fall,  and  are  to  begin  de  novo.  8  Hats.,  94,  98.  Or  a  part  of  the  subject 
may  be  taken  up  by  another  bill,  or  taken  up  in  a  different  way.    6  Orey,  304,  816. 

And  in  cases  of  the  last  magnitude,  this  rule  has  not  been  so  strictly  and  verbally  ob- 
served as  to  stop  indispensable  proceedings  altogether.  2  Hats.,  92,  98.  Thus  when  the  ad- 
dress on  the  preliminaries  of  peace  in  1782  had  been  lost  by  a  majority  of  one,  on  account 
of  the  importance  of  the  question,  and  smallness  of  the  majority,  the  same  question  in  sub- 
stance, though  with  some  words  not  in  the  first,  and  which  might  change  the  opinion  of 
some  members,  was  brought  on  again  and  carried,  as  the  motives  for  it  were  thought 
to  outweigh  the  objection  of  form.    2  Hats.,  99, 100. 

A  second  bill  may  be  pa.ssed  to  continue  an  act  of  the  same  se^ion,  or  to  enlarge  the  timQ 
limited  for  its  execution.    2  Hats.,  95,  98.    This  is  not  in  contradiction  to  the  first  act. 

SECTION  XLTV. 

BILLS  BENT  TO  THB  OTHER  HOUSE. 

[All  bills  passed  in  the  Senate,  shall,  before  they  are  sent  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, be  examined  by  a  committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  wha«»e  duty  shall  be  to 
examine  all  bills,  amendments,  resolutions  or  motions,  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession 
of  the  Senate  and  to  make  reiwrt  that  they  are  correctly  engrossed,  which  report  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal.    Rule  33.] 

A  bill  from  the  other  House  is  sometimes  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.    2  Hats.,  97. 

When  bills  passed  in  one  house  and  sent  to  the  other,  are  grounded  on  special  facts  re- 
quiring proof,  it  is  usual,  either  by  uiessiige  or  at  a  conference,  to  ask  the  grounds  and  evi- 
dence; and  this  evidence,  whether  arising  out  of  papers,  or  from  the  examinatioo  of 
witnesses,  is  immediately  communicated.    3  Hats.,  48. 

SECTION  XLV. 

AVEXDarBNTS  BETWEEN  THE  HOUSES. 

When  either  house,  e.  g.,  the  House  of  Commons,  sends  a  bill  to  the  other,  the  other 
may  poas  it  with  amendments.  The  regular  progression  in  this  case  is,  that  the  commc^ns 
disagree  to  the  amendment;  the  lords  insist  on  it;  the  commons  insist  on  their  disagree- 

*  This  mla  now  flxai  the  limitation. 
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xnent;  the  lords  adhere  to  their  amendment;  the  commons  adhere  to  their  disagreement. 
The  term  of  insisting  maj  be  repeated  as  often  as  they  choose  to  keep  the  question  open. 
But  the  first  adherence  by  either  renders  it  necessary  for  the  other  to  recede  or  adhere  also; 
when  the  matter  is  usually  suffered  to  fall.  10  Grey^  148.  Latterly,  however,  there  are  in- 
stances of  their  having  gone  to  a  second  adherence.  There  must  be  an  absolute  conclusion 
of  the  subject  somewhere,  or  otherwise  transactions  between  the  houses  would  become 
endless.  3  Hats.,  268,  270.  The  term  of  insisting,  we  are  told  by  Sir  John  Trevor,  was  then 
(1079)  newly  introduced  into  parliamentary  usage  by  the  lords.  7  Crey,  94.  It  was  certainly 
a  happy  innovation,  as  it  multiplies  the  opportunities  of  trying  modifications  which  may 
bring  the  bouses  to  concurrence.  Either  house,  however,  is  free  to  pass  over  the  term  of 
insisting,  and  to  mlhere  in  the  first  instance;  10  Grey^  146;  but  it  is  not  respectful  to  the 
other.  In  the  ordinaiy  parliainetitary  course,  there  ore  two  free  conferences,  at  least,  be- 
fore an  adherence.    \0Grey,\\7.  • 

Either  house  may  recede  from  its  amendment  and  agree  to  the  bill;  or  recede  from  their 
disagreement  to  the  amendment,  and  agree  to  the  same  absolutely,  or  with  an  amend- 
ment; for  here  the  disagreement  and  I'eceding  destroy  one  another,  and  the  subject  stands 
as  before  the  disagreement.    Elsynye^  23,  27;  9  Grey,  476. 

But  the  House  cannot  recede  from,  or  insist  on  its  own  amendment,  with  an  amendment; 
for  the  some  reason  that  it  cannot  send  to  the  other  house  an  amendment  to  its  own  act 
after  it  has  passed  the  act.  They  may  modify  an  amendment  from  the  other  house  by 
Ingrafting  an  amendment  on  it,  because  they  have  never  assented  to  it;  but  they  cannot 
amend  their  own  amendment,  because  they  have  on  the  question,  passed  it  in  that  form. 
0  Grey,  863;  10  Grey,  240.  In  the  Senate,  March  29, 1798.  Nor  where  one  house  has  adhered 
to  their  amendment,  and  the  other  agrees  with  on  amendment,  con  the  first  house  depart 
from  the  form  which  they  have  fixed  by  an  adherence. 

In  the  case  of  a  money  bill,  the  lords'  proposed  amendments  become,  by  delay,  confess- 
edly necessary.  The  conmions,  however,  refused  them,  as  infringing  on  their  privileges  as 
to  money  bills;  but  they  offered  themselves  to  add  to  the  bill  a  proviso  to  the  same  effect, 
which  hod  no  coherence  with  the  lords^  amendments;  and  urged  that  it  was  an  expedient 
warranted  by  precedent,  and  not  unparliamentary  in  a  case  become  impracticable,  and 
irremediable  in  any  other  way.  8  Hate..  256,  266, 270, 271.  But  the  lords  refused,  and  the  bill 
was  lost.  1  Chand.,  288.  A  like  case,  1  Chand.,  311.  So  the  commons  resolved  that  it  was 
unparliamentary  to  strike  out,  at  a  conference,  anjrthing  in  a  bill  which  had  been  agreed 
ftnd  passed  by  both  Houses.    6  G'rej^,  274;  1  Chand.^  312. 

A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  from  the  other  House  takes  precedence  of  a  motion 
to  agree  or  disagree. 

A  bill  originating  in  one  House  Is  passed  by  the  other  with  an  amendment. 

The  originating  House  agrees  to  their  amendment  with  an  amendment.  The  other  may 
agree  to  their  amendment  with  an  amendment,  that  being  only  in  the  2d  and  not  the  8d 
degree;  for,  as  to  the  amending  House,  the  first  amendment  with  which  they  passed  the 
bill  is  a  port  of  its  text;  it  is  the  only  text  they  have  agreed  to.  The  amendment  to  that 
text  by  the  originating  House,  therefore,  is  only  in  the  first  degree,  and  the  amendment  to 
that  again  by  the  amending  House  is  only  in  the  2d,  to  wit:  an  amendment  to  an  amend 
ment,  and  so  admissible.  Just  so,  when,  on  a  bill  from  the  originating  House,  the  other,  at 
its  second  reading  makes  on  amendment;  on  the  third  reading  this  amendment  is  become 
the  text  of  the  bill,  and  if  an  amendment  to  it  be  moved,  an  amendment  to  that  amend- 
ment may  also  be  moved,  as  being  only  in  the  2d  degree. 

SECTION  XLVI. 

CONFEREIiCES. 

It  is  on  the  question  of  amendments  between  the  Hou.ses  that  conferences  are  usually 
asked;  but  they  may  be  asked  in  all  cases  of  difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  Houses 
on  matters  depending  between  them.  The  request  of  a  conference,  however,  must  always 
be  with  the  House  which  is  possessed  of  the  papers.    3  Hata.,  31 ;  1  Grey,  423. 

Conferences  may  be  either  simple  or  free.  At  a  conference  simply,  written  reasons  ore 
prepared  by  the  House  asking  it,  and  they  are  read  and  delivered,  without  debate,  to  the 
managers  of  the  other  House  at  tlie  conference;  but  are  not  then  to  be  answered;  4  Grey, 
144.  The  other  House,  then,  if  satisfied,  vote  the  reason  satisfactory,  or  say  nothing;  if  not 
satisfied,  tiiey  resolve  them  not  satisfactory,  and  ask  a  conference  on  the  subject  of  the  last 
conference,  where  they  read  and  deliver,  in  like  manner,  written  answers  to  those  reasons.

A  conference  may  be  asked,  before  the  House  asking  it  has  come  to  a  resolution  of  disa- 
greement, insJHttng  or  adherin^r.  8  HaU.^  968, 811.  In  which  case  the  papers  are  not  left 
with  the  other  conferees,  but  are  brought  ba<dc  to  be  the  foundation  of  Uie  vote  to  be  given. 
And  this  is  the  most  reasonable  and  respectful  proceeding;  for,  as  was  urged  by  the  lords 
on  a  particular  occasion,  ^*  it  is  held  vain,  and  below  the  wisdom  of  Parliament,  to  reason  or 
argue  against  fixed  resolutions,  and  upon  terms  of  impossibility  to  persuade.'^  3  flat*.,  226. 
8o  the  commons  say,  ^^an  adherence  is  never  delivered  at  a  free  conference,  which  impUes 
debate.^^  10  Orey^  187.  And  on  another  occasion  the  lords  made  it  an  objection  that  the 
commons  had  asked  a  free  conference  after  they  had  made  resolutions  of  adhering.  It  was 
then  affirmed,  however,  on  the  part  of  the  commons,  that  nothing  was  more  parliamentary 
than  to  proceed  with  free  conferences  after  adhering  (8  flats.,  960),  and  we  do  in  fact  see 
Inferences  of  conferences,  or  of  free  conference,  asked  after  the  resolution  of  disagreeing, 
(8  fldtt.,  261, 263, 960, 986, 991, 816, 849);  of  insisting  (Xb..

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  in  Parliament,  if  the  House  be  in  committee  when  a 
meesenger  attends,  the  Speaker  takes  the  chair  to  receive  the  message,  and  then  quits  it  to 
return  into  conmiittee,  without  any  question  or  interruption.

Messengen  are  not  saluted  by  the  members,  but  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  2  Grey^

If  meswngers  commit  an  error  in  delivering  their  message,  they  may  be  admitted  or 
caJlsd  in  to  coirect  theh:  message.

Tbs  Secretary  was  sent  to  the  other  House  to  correct  his  mistake,  the  correction  was 
isostvsd,  and  tbs  twc^  amendments  acted  on  de  novo.

A  question  is  never  asked  by  the  one  House  of  the  other  by  way  of  message,  but  only  at 
a  conference;  for  this  is  an  Interrogatory,  not  a  message.

When  a  bill  is  sent  by  one  House  to  the  other,  and  is  neglected,  they  may  send  a  message 
to  remind  them  of  It.  8  HaU.^  25;  5  Qrey^  154.  But  if  it  be  mere  inattention,  it  is  better  to 
have  it  done  informally,  by  communication  between  the  Speakers  or  members  of  the  two 
Houses.

The  House  which  has  received  a  bill  and  passed  It,  may  present  it  for  the  King's  assent, 
and  ought  to  do  it,  though  they  have  not  by  message  notified  to  the  other  their  passage  of 
it.  Tet  the  notifying  by  message  is  a  form  which  ought  to  be  observed  between  the  two 
houses,  from  motives  of  respect  and  good  understanding.  2  Hatt.^  142.  Were  the  bill  to  be 
withheld  from  being  presented  to  the  King,  it  would  be  an  infringement  of  the  rules  of  Par- 
liament,   lb. 

[When  a  bill  has  passed  both  houses  of  Congress,  the  house  last  acting  on  it  notifies  its  pass- 
age to  the  other,  and  delivers  the  bill  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  Enrollment,  who  see  that 
it  is  truly  enrolled  in  parchment.]  When  the  bill  is  enrolled,  it  is  not  to  be  written  in  iMira- 
graphs.  but  solidly,  and  all  of  a  piece,  that  the  blanks  between  the  paragraphs  may  not 
give  room  for  forgery.  0  Grey^  143.  [It  is  then  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  to  have  it  signed  by  the  Speaker.  The  Clerk  then  brings  it  by  way  of 
message  to  the  Senate  to  be  signed  by  their  President.

If  any 
bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it, 
unless  the  Congress  by  its  adjournment  prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a 
law.

[Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment),  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be 
approved  by  him;  or  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in 
the  case  of  a  bill.    Carut.  U.  5.,  1, 7.]

[The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  when  not  actinic  as  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shaQ 
be  entered  on  the  journals  as  concisely  as  possible,  care  being  tAken  to  detail  a  true  acoount 
of  the  proceedings.  Every  vot«  of  tiie  Senate  sliall  be  entered  on  the  journals,  and  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  of  each  x)etitiou,  memorial,  or  paper  presented  to  the  Senate,  be 
also  inj^rtc'd  on  the  journal.    Rule  33.] 

(The  titles  of  bills,  and  such  parts  thereof  only,  as  sliall  be  alTected  by  proposed  amend- 
ments,  shall  be  inserted  on  the  journals.    Rule  32.1 

If  a  question  is  interrupted  by  a  vote  to  adioiim,  or  to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  daj, 
the  original  question  is  never  printed  in  the  journal,  it  never  having  been  a  Tote,  nor  Intro- 
ductory to  any  vote;  but  when  suppre&seil  by  the  previous  question,  the  first  question  musl 
be  stated,  in  order  to  Introduce  and  make  intelligible  the  second.

The  rule  of  entering  in  the  Journals  only  what  the  House  has  agreed  to,  is  fou»4ed 
in  great  prudence  and  good  sense;  as  there  may  be  many  questions  proposed,  which  it  maj 
be  improi)er  to  puh!ish  to  the  world  in  tlie  form  In  which  they  are  made.    S  Hats.^  85. 

[In  both  houses  of  Conp^ress,  all  questions  whereon  the  yeas  and  nays  are  desired  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  meuibers  present,  whether  decided  affirmatively  or  negatively,  must  be  entered 
on  the  jouriiaK    Corust.^  I,  5.]

The  King  has  no  authority  to  adjourn  them;  he  can  <mtj 
d^ify  his  desire,  and  It  is  in  tbe  wisdom  and  prudence  of  either  House  to  comply  with  hii 
requisition,  or  not,  as  they  see  fltthig.

[By  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  a  smaller  number  than  a  majority  may  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day.  L,  5.  But  "neither  House,  during  the  se.<(sion  of  Congress,  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  that  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  nlaoe 
than  that  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting.**  I,  5.  And  hi  case  of  disagreement  b^ 
tween  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  the  president  may  adjourn  them  to 
mch  time  as  he  shall  think  proper .    Const. ,  II,  8.] 

A  motion  to  adjourn,  simply,  cannot  be  amended,  as  by  adding  "  to  a  particular  day;"  bal 
most  be  put  simply  *'  that  this  House  do  now  adjourn;*'  and  if  carried  in  the  affirmative,  It 
is  adjourned  till  the  next  sitting  day,  unless  it  has  come  to  a  previous  resolution, "  that  at  iH 
rising  it  will  adjourn  to  a  particular  day,**  and  then  the  House  is  adjourned  to  that  daj.

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Where  it  is  convenient  that  the  busineas  of  the  House  be  suspended  for  a  short  time,  as 
for  a  conference  presently  to  be  held,  eta.  It  adjourns  during  pleasure.  2  Hats.,  a06 ;  or  f or 
a  quarter  of  an  hour.    5  Orev^  88L 

If  a  question  be  put  for  adjournment,  it  is  no  adjournment  till  the  Speaker  pronounces  it. 
6  Grejf,  187.  And  from  courteqr  and  respect,  no  member  leaves  his  place  till  the  Speaker  has 
passed  on.

Parliament  have  three  modes  of  separation,  to  wit:  By  adjournment,  by  prorogation  or 
dissolution  by  the  E[ing,  or  by  the  efflux  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected.  Proro- 
gation or  dissolution  oonsticutes  there  what  is  called  a  session,  provided  some  act  has  passed, 
In  this  case  all  matters  depending  before  them  are  discontinued,  and  at  their  next  meeting 
are  to  be  taken  up  de  novo,  if  taken  up  at  all.  1  Black$t,  186.  Adjournment,  which  is  by 
themselves,  is  no  more  thui  a  continuance  of  the  session  ftx>m  one  day  to  another,  or  for  a 
fortnight,  a  month,  etc.,  ad  libitum.  All  matters  depending  remain  in  statu  quo,  and  when 
they  meet  again,  be  the  term  ever  so  distant,  are  resumed,  without  any  fresh  commence- 
ment, at  the  pohkt  at  which  they  were  left.  1  Lev.,  165;  Lex.  Pari.,  e.  2;  1  Ro.  Rep.,  29;  4 
But.,  7, 27, 28;  Hutt.,  61;  1  Mod.,  252;  Ruffh.  Jac  L.  Diet  Parliament;  1  Blackst.,  186.  Their 
whole  session  is  considered  in  law  but  as  one  day,  and  has  relation  to  the  first  day  thereof. 
Bro.  Abr.  Parliament,  86. 

Oommitteee  may  be  appointed  to  sit  during  a  recess  by  adjournment,  but  not  by  proro- 
gation. 6  (Trey,  874;  9  Orey,  850;  1  Chandler,  60.  Neither  House  can  continue  any  portion  of 
Itself  in  any  parliamentary  function  beyond  the  end  of  the  session  without  the  consent  of 
the  other  two  branches.  When  done,  It  is  by  a  bill  constituting  them  commissioners  for  tba 
particular  purpose. 

[Oongress  separate  In  tiipo  wajrs  only,  to  wit:  by  adjournment,  or  dissolution  by  the 
efflux  of  ^elr  time.  What,  then,  constitutes  a  session  with  them?  A  dissolution  closes 
one  session,  and  the  meeting  of  the  new  Congress  begins  another.  The  Oonstitution 
authorizes  the  President,  *'  on  extraordinary  occasions  to  convene  both  houses  or  either  of 
them."  (I.  8.)  If  convened  by  the  President's  proclamation,  this  must  begin  a  new  session, 
and  of  course  determine  the  preceding  one  to  have  been  a  session.  So  if  it  meets  under 
the  clause  of  the  Constitution,  which  says,  "  the  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall 
by  law  appoint  a  different  day  '^  (L  4),  this  must  begin  a  new  session;  for  even  if  tiie  last 
adjournment  was  to  this  day,  the  act  of  adjournment  is  merged  in  the  higher  authority  of 
the  Constitution,  and  the  meeting  will  be  under  that  and  not  under  their  adjournment.  So 
far  we  have  fixed  landmarks  for  determining  sessions.  In  other  words,  it  is  declared  by  the 
joint  vote  authorizing  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  to  close  the  sessisn  on  a 
fixed  day, which  is  usually  in  t^e  following  form:  Reaolved  by  the  Senate  and  Houet  of 
Repretentatives,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives be  authorized  to  close  the  present  session  by  adjourning  their  respective  Houses  on 
the day  of .] 

When  it  was  said  above  that  all  matters  depending  before  Parliament  were  discontinued 
by  the  determination  of  the  session,  it  was  not  meant  for  judiciary  cases  depending  before 
the  House  of  Lords,  such  as  impeachments,  appeals  and  writs  of  error.  These  stand, 
oontlnued,  of  course,  to  the  next  session.    Raym.,  120,  881;  Ruffh.  Jae,  L.  D.,  ParliamenU

TRXATTES. 

[The  President  of  the  United  States  has  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur.  Const.  U.  8., 
n.,2J 

[All  confidential  communications  made  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  the 
Senate,  shall  be  by  the  members  thereof  kept  secret;  and  that  all  treaties  which  may  here- 
after be  laid  before  the  Senate,  shall  also  be  kept  secret,  until  the  Senate  shall,  by  their  res- 
ohition,  take  off  the  injunction  of  secrecy.    Rule  39.] 

Treaties  are  legislative  acts.    A  treaty  is  the  law  of  the  land.    It  differs  from  other  laws 
only  as  it  must  have  the  consent  of  a  foreign  nation,  being  but  a  contract  with  respect  to 
that  nation.    In  all  countries,  I  believe,  except  England,  treaties  are  made  by  the  legisla 
live  power;  and  therv^  a^^o,  if  they  touch  the  laws  of  the  land,  they  must  be  approved  by 
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Parliament.  Ware  y.  Hayton,  8  DaUaa*  Rep.,  223.  It  is  acknowledged,  for  instance,  tliat 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  cannot  by  a  treaty  make  a  citizen  of  an  alien.  Vattel,  b.,  1,  c.  18, 
Bee.  214.  An  act  of  Parliament  was  necessary  to  validate  the  American  treaty  of  1788.  And 
abundant  examples  of  such  acts  can  be  cited.  In  the  cose  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  in  1712, 
the  commercial  articles  required  the  concurrence  of  Parliament;  but  a  bill  brought  in  for 
that  purpose  was  rejected.  France,  the  other  contracting  party,  suffered  these  articles,  in 
practice,  to  be  not  insisted  on,  and  adhered  to  the  rest  of  the  treaty.  4  BuaaeWa  Hist.  Mod. 
Europe,  457;  2  SmolUt,  242,  246. 

[By  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  this  department  of  legislation  is  confined  to  two 
branchy  only  of  the  ordinaiy  legislatiu^;  the  President  originating  and  the  Senate  having 
a  negative.  To  what  subjects  this  power  extends  has  not  been  defined  in  detail  by  the  Con- 
stitation;  norare  we  entirely  agreed  among  ourselves.  1.  It  is  admitted  that  it  must  con> 
oem  the  foreign  nation  party  to  the  contract,  or  it  would  be  a  mere  nullity,  res  inter  aliof 
acta.  2.  By  the  general  power  to  make  treaties,  the  Constitution  must  have  intended  to 
comprehend  only  ttooe  subjects  which  ore  usually  regulated  by  treaty,  and  cannot  be 
otherwise  regulated.  8.  It  must  have  meant  to  except  out  of  these  rights  to  the  States; 
for  surely  the  President  and  Senate  cannot  do  by  treaty  what  the  whole  government  la 
Interdicted  from  doing  in  any  way.  4.  And  also  to  except  those  subjects  of  legislation  in 
which  it  gave  a  participation  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  This  last  exception  is 
denied  by  some,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  leave  very  little  matter  for  the  treaty  power 
to  work  on.  The  less  the  better,  say  others.  The  Constitution  thought  it  wise  to  restrain 
the  Executive  and  Senate  from  entangling  and  embroiling  our  affairs  with  those  of  Europe. 
Besides,  as  the  negotiations  are  carried  on  by  the  Executive  alone,  the  subjecting  to  the 
ratification  of  the  representative  such  articles  as  are  within  their  participation,  is  no  more 
inconvenient  than  to  the  Senate.  But  the  ground  of  this  exception  is  denied  as  unfounded. 
For  examine,  e.  g.,  the  treaty  of  commerce  with  France,  and  it  will  be  found  that,  out  of 
thir^-one  article  there  are  not  more  than  small  portions  of  two  or  three  of  them  which 
would  not  still  remain  as  subjects  of  treati^,  untouched  by  these  exceptions.] 

Treaties  being  declared,  equally  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  be  the  supreme 
law  of  the  land,  it  is  understood  that  an  act  of  the  legislature  alone  can  declare  them  in- 
fringed and  rescinded.  This  was  accordingly  the  process  adopted  in  the  case  of  France 
In  1798. 

[It  has  been  the  usage  for  the  Executive,  when  it  communicates  a  treaty  to  the  Senate 
for  their  ratification,  to  communicate  also  the  correspondence  of  the  negotiators.  This 
having  been  omitted  in  case  of  the  Prussian  treaty,  was  asked  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  of 
February  12, 1800,  and  was  obtained.  And  in  December,  1800,  the  convention  of  that  year 
between  the  United  States  and  France,  with  the  report  of  the  negotiations  by  the  envoys, 
bat  not  their  instructions,  being  laid  before  the  Senate,  the  instructions  were  asked  for,  and 
communicated  by  the  President.] 

[The  mode  of  voting  on  questions  of  ratification  is  by  nominal  call.] 

(Whenever  a  treaty  shall  be  laid  before  the  Senate  for  ratification,  it  shall  be  read  a  first 
tfane  for  information  only;  when  no  motion  to  reject,  ratify,  or  modify  the  whole,  or  any 
port,  shall  be  received.  Its  second  reading  shall  be  for  consideration,  and  on  a  subsequent 
day,  when  it  shaU  be  taken  up  as  in  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and  every  one  shall  be  free 
to  move  a  question  on  any  particular  article,  in  this  form:  **  Will  the  Senate  advise  and 
consent  to  the  ratification  of  this  article?  ^*  or  to  propose  amendments  thereto,  either  by  in- 
■eittng  or  by  leaving  out  words,  in  which  last  case  the  question  shall  be,  "  shall  the  words 
stand  part  of  the  article  ?  **  And  in  every  one  of  the  said  cases,  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  present  shall  be  requisite  to  decide  affirmatively.  And  when,  through  the 
whole,  the  proceedings  shall  be  stated  to  the  House,  and  questions  being  again  severaUj 
pot  thereon,  for  confirmation,  or  new  ones  proposed,  requiring  in  like  manner  a  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  for  whatever  is  retained  or  inserted.] 

[The  votes  so  confirmed  shall,  by  the  House,  or  a  committee  thereof,  be  reduced  into  the 
form  of  a  ratification,  with  or  without  modifications,  as  may  have  been  decided,  and  shall 
be  proposed  on  a  subsequent  day,  when  every  one  shall  again  be  free  to  move  amendments, 
either  by  inserting  or  leaving  out  words;  in  which  last  case  the  question  shall  be,  *'  Shall  the 
words  stand  part  of  the  resolution?  "  And  in  both  cases  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  shall 
be  requirite  to  carry  the  affirmative;  as  well  as  on  the  final  question  to  advise  and  consent 
to  the  ratification  in  the  form  agreed  to.    Rule  87.] 

[When  any  question  may  have  been  decided  by  the  Senate,  in  which  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  are  necessary  to  carry  the  affirmative,  any  member  who  voted  on  that  side 
which  prevailed  in  the  question  may  be  at  liberty  to  move  for  a  reconsideration,  and  a  mo 
tioo  for  reconsideration  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.    Rule  87.] 
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SECTION  LEO. 

lUPBACHMEMT. 

[The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  Impeachment.  Const, 
U.  S.,  I,  8.] 

[The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When  sitting  for  that 
purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oatli  or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside;  and  no  person  shall  he  convicted  without  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  Judgment  in  cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not 
extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any 
ofllce  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States.  But  the  party  convicted  shall  nev- 
ertheless be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment  according  to 
law.    Const.,  I,  3.] 

[The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors.    Const.^  n,  4.] 

[The  trial  of  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  Jury.    Const.^  m,  2.] 

These  are  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  Im- 
peachments. The  following  is  a  sketch  of  some  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  England 
on  the  same  subject. 

Jurisdiction.  The  Lords  cannot  impeach  any  to  themselves,  nor  Join  in  the  accusation, 
because  they  are  the  judges.  SeM.  Judic.  in  Parl.^  12,  68.  Nor  can  they  proceed  against  a 
oonm:ioner  but  on  complaint  of  the  Oonmions.  /&.,  84.  The  Lords  may  not,  by  the  law,  try 
a  commoner  for  a  capital  offense,  on  the  information  of  the  King  or  a  private  person,  be- 
cause the  accused  is  entitled  to  a  trial  by  his  peers  generally;  but  on  accusation  by  the 
House  of  Conmions,  they  may  proceed  against  the  delinquent,  of  whatsoever  degree,  and 
whatsoever  be  the  nature  of  the  offense;  for  there  they  do  not  assume  to  themselves  trial 
at  common  law.  The  commons  are  then  instead  of  a  July,  and  the  judgment  is  given  on 
their  demand,  which  is  instead  of  a  verdict.  So  the  Lords  do  only  judge,  but  not  try  the 
delinquent.  /&.,  6,  7.  But  Wooddeson  denies  that  a  commoner  can  now  be  charged  capi- 
tally before  the  Lords,  even  by  the  conmions;  and  cites  Fitzharris's  case,  1G81,  impeached 
for  high  treason,  where  the  Lords  remitted  the  prosecution  to  the  inferior  court.  8  Grey's 
Deb.,  325-7;  Wooddeson,  601,676;  8  Seld.,  1610,  1619,  1641;  4  Blackst.,2&\  T3  Se/d.,  16(M, 
1618;  9, 1656. 

Accusation.  The  Commons,  as  the  grand  Inquest  of  the  nation,  become  suitors  for  penal 
justice.  2  Woodd.y  597;  6  Qrey,  856.  The  general  course  is  to  pass  a  resolution  containing 
a  criminal  charge  against  the  supposed  delinquent,  and  then  to  direct  some  member  to  im- 
peach him  by  oral  accusation,  at  the  bar  of  the  House  of  Lords,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
mons. The  person  signifies  that  the  articles  will  be  exhibited,  and  desires  that  the 
delinquent  may  be  sequestered  from  his  seat,  or  be  committed,  or  that  the  peers  will  take 
order  from  his  appearance.  Sachev.  Tried,  829;  2  Woodd.,  602, 606;  Lords*  Jour.^Z  June,  1701, 
101;  1  Wms.,  616;  6  Grey,  824. 

Process.  If  a  party  do  not  appear,  proclamations  are  to  be  issued,  giving  him  a  day  to 
appear.  On  their  return  they  are  strictly  examined.  If  any  error  be  found  in  them,  a  new 
proclamation  issues,  giving  a  short  day.  If  he  appear  not,  his  goods  may  be  arrested  and 
they  may  proceed.    Seld.  Judd.,  98,  99. 

Articles.  The  accusation  (articles)  of  the  Conunons  is  substituted  in  place  of  an  Indictr 
ment.  Thus,  by  the  usage  of  Parliament,  in  impeachment  for  writing  or  speaking,  the 
particular  words  need  not  be  specified.  Scuh,  3V.,  826;  2  Woodd,^  602,  605;  Lords*  Jour,, 
8  June,  1701 ;  1  Wms.,  616. 

Appearance.  If  he  appears,  and  the  case  be  capital,  he  answers  in  custody;  though  not 
If  the  accusations  be  general.  He  is  not  to  be  committed  but  on  special  accusations.  If  It 
be  for  a  misdemeanor  only,  he  answers,  a  Lord  tn  his  place,  a  Commoner  at  ih»  bar,  and 
not  in  custody,  unless,  on  the  answer,  the  Lords  find  cause  to  conunlt  him,  tiU  he  finds  sure- 
ties to  attend,  and  lest  he  should  fly.  Seld.  Judd.,  98,  99.  A  copy  of  the  articles  is  given 
him,  and  a  day  fixed  for  his  answer.  T.  Ray;  1  RusKw.,  268;  Fost.,  282;  1  Clar.  Bist  of  the 
Rth.,  870.  Or  a  misdemeanor  his  appearance  may  be  in  person,  or  he  mi^  answer  In  writ- 
ing, or  by  attorney.  Seld.  Judd.,  100.  The  general  rule  on  accusations  for  a  misdemeanor 
is,  that  in  such  a  state  of  liberty  or  restraint  as  the  party  is  when  the  commons  complain 
of  him,  in  such  he  Is  to  answer.  lb.,  101.  If  previously  committed  by  the  commons,  he 
answers  as  a  prisoner.  But  this  may  be  called  in  some  sort  judicium  pu^um  suorum.  lb. 
In  misdemeanors  the  party  has  a  right  to  counsel  by  the  common  law:  but  not  In  capital 
esses.    Seld.  Judd.,  102^. 
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Anmoer.  The  answer  need  not  observe  great  strictness  of  form.  He  may  plead  guilty  as 
to  part,  and  defend  as  to  the  residue;  or,  saving  aU  exceptions,  deny  the  whole  or  give  a 
particular  answer  to  each  article  separately.  1  Rush.,  274;  1  Rush.,  1374;  12  Pari.  Hist,  44d; 
8  Ijords"  Jour.,  13  Nov.,  IftiS;  Woodd.y  607.  But  he  cannot  plead  a  pardon  in  bar  to  the  im- 
peachment.   2  Woodd.,  615;  2  St.  Tr.,  785. 

Replication^  rtjoinder,  etc.  There  may  be  a  replication,  rejoinder,  etc.  Stl.  Jud.,  114;  8 
Grey's  Deb.,  288;  Sack.  Tr.,  15;  Joum.  H.  of  Commons,  6  Mardi,  1640, 1. 

Witnesses.  The  practice  is  to  swear  the  witnesses  in  open  House,  and  then  examine  them 
there;  or  a  committee  may  be  named,  who  shall  examine  them  in  committee,  either  on 
interrogatories  agreed  on  in  the  House,  or  such  as  the  committee  in  their  discretion  shall 
demand.    8eld,  Jud.,  ISiO,  12S. 

Jury.  In  the  case  of  Alice  Pierce  (1  R.  2),  a  jury  was  empaneled  for  her  trial  before  a 
committee.  Seld.  Jud..  123.  But  this  was  on  a  complaint,  not  on  impeachment  by  the  com- 
mons. Seld.  Jud.,  168.  It  must  also  have  been  for  a  misdemeanor  only,  as  the  lords  spirit- 
ual sat  in  the  case,  which  they  do  on  misdemeanors,  but  not  in  capital  cas^.  Id.,  148.  The 
Judgment  was  a  forfeiture  of  all  her  lands  and  goods.  Id.,  188.  This,  Selden  says,  is  the 
only  jury  he  finds  recorded  in  Parliament  for  misdemeanor;  but  he  makes  no  doubt,  if 
the  delinquent  doth  put  himself  on  tiial  of  his  country  a  jury  ought  to  be  impaneled,  and 
he  adds  that  it  is  not  so  on  impeachment  by  the  commons;  for  they  are  in  loco  proprio,  and 
there  no  jury  ought  to  be  impaneled.  Id.,  124.  The  Ld.  Berkeley,  6  E.,  8,  was  arraigned 
for  the  murder  of  L.,  2,  on  an  information  on  the  part  of  the  King,  and  not  impeachment  of 
the  commons;  for  then  they  had  been  patria  sua.  He  waived  his  peerage,  and  waa  tried 
by  a  jury  of  Gloucestershire  and  Warwickshire.  Id.,  125.  In  IH.,  7,  the  commons  protest 
that  they  are  not  to  be  considered  as  parties  to  any  judgment  given,  or  hereafter  to  be  given 
In  Parliament.  Seld.  Jud.,  188.  They  have  been  generally  and  more  justly  considered,  as 
is  before  stated,  as  tlie  grand  jury;  for  the  conceit  of  Selden  is  certainly  not  accurate,  and 
they  are  the  patria  sua  of  the  accused,  and  that  the  Lords  do  only  judge,  but  not  try.  It  is 
undeniable  that  they  do  try;  for  they  examine  witnesses  as  to  the  facts,  and  acquit  or  con- 
demn, according  to  their  own  belief  of  them.  And  Lord  Hale  says,  "  the  peers  are  judges 
of  law  as  well  as  of  fact;'*  (2  Haie,  P.  C,  275);  consequently  of  fact  as  well  as  of  law. 

Presence  of  Commons.  The  Commons  are  to  be  present  at  the  examination  of  witnesses. 
Seld.  Jud.,  124.  Indeed,  they  are  to  attend  throughout,  either  as  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  or  otherwise,  at  discretion,  appoint  managers  to  conduct  the  proofs.  Rushio.  Tr.  of 
Straff.,  87;  Com.  Joum.,  4  Feb.,  170^-10;  2  Woodd.,  614.  And  judgment  is  not  to  be  given  till 
they  demand  it.  Seld.  Jud.,  124.  But  they  are  not  to  be  present  on  impeachment  when  the 
Lords  consider  of  the  answer  of  proofs  and  determine  of  their  judgment.  Their  presence, 
however,  is  necessary  at  the  answer  and  judgment  in  ca.ses  capital  (Id.,  58, 159)  as  well  as 
not  capital  (162).  The  Lords  debate  the  judgment  among  themselves.  Then  the  vote  is 
first  taken  on  the  question  of  guilty  or  not  guilty;  and  if  they  convict,  the  qu^tion,  or  par- 
ticular sentence,  is  out  of  that  which  seemeth  to  be  most  generally  agreed  on.  Seld.  Jud., 
167.  2  Woodd.,  612. 

Judgment.  Judgments  In  Parliament,  for  death,  have  been  strictly  guided  per  legem 
terrce.  which  they  cannot  alter;  and  not  at  all  according  to  their  discretion.  They  can 
neither  omit  any  legal  part  of  the  judgment  nor  add  to  it.  Their  sentence  must  be  secund- 
um, non  ultra  legem.  Seld.  Jud.,  168-171.  This  trial,  though  it  varies  in  external  ceremony, 
yet  differs  not  in  essentials  from  criminal  prosecutions  before  Inferior  courts.  The  some 
rules  of  evidence,  the  same  legal  notions  of  crimes  and  puuislmients,  prevailed;  for  im- 
peachments are  not  framed  to  alter  the  law,  but  to  carry  it  into  more  effectual  execution 
against  two  powerful  delinquents.  The  judgment,  therefore,  is  to  be  such  as  is  warranted 
l^  legal  principles  or  precedents.  6  Sta.,  Tr.,  14;  2  Woodd.,  611.  The  chancellor  gives  judg- 
ment in  misdemeanors;  the  lord  high  steward  formerly  in  cases  of  life  and  death.  Seld. 
Jud.,  180.  But  now  the  steward  is  deemed  not  necessary.  Fost.,  144;  2  Woodd.,  618.  In 
misdemeanors  the  greatest  corporal  punishment  hath  been  imprisonment.  Seld.  Jud.^  184. 
The  King's  assent  is  necessary  in  capital  judgments  (2  Woodd.,  614,  contra),  but  not  in  mis- 
demeanors.   Seld.  Jud.,  186. 

Continuance.  An  impeachment  is  not  discontinued  by  the  dissolution  of  Parliament,  but 
may  be  resumed  by  the  new  Parliament.  T.  Ray.^  888;  4  Com.  Joum.^  28  Z>ee.,  1790;  Lords* 
J<mr.,  May  16, 1791;  2  Woodd.,  618. 
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Organization, 

Tlie  LegfdatTire  convenes  at  12  o'clock,  M.,  on  the  2d  Wednesday  of  Januaiy  in  every  odd 
numbered  year. 

Custom,  so  prevalent  and  so  ancient  as  to  have  the  force  of  law,  has  made  It  the  du^  of 
tiie  Chief  Clerk  of  the  previous  Assembly  to  call  to  order,  and  to  conduct  the  proceedings 
generally,  untO  a  Speaker  is  chosen. 

The  Secretary  of  State  furnishes  to  the  clerk  a  certified  statement  of  the  names  of  the 
members  elect,  which  is  read.  The  members  then  advance  to  tiie  derk^s  desk,  generally 
the  delegation  of  each  county  by  itself,  and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office. 

It  often  happens,  that  by  neglect  of  the  proper  county  officer,  to  return  the  proceedings 
of  the  county  canvassers,  some  members  find  their  election  not  to  be  on  record  in  the  Sec- 
retary's office.  In  such  case  the  certificate  held  by  tbe  member  himself  should  be  produced 
to  the  Clerk.  This  answers  every  purpose,  and  should  always  be  secured  by  members 
elect,  from  the  clerk  of  their  county. 

The  oath  of  office  is  then  administered  to  the  members  elect.  It  may  be  administered  by 
the  Speaker,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Attorney  Qen- 
eral,  or  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.  It  has  been  administered  In  this  state, 
usually,  by  one  of  the  judges.  Members  coming  in  after  the  first  day  of  the  session  are 
sworn  in  by  the  Speaker. 

After  all  are  sworn,  the  roll  is  called,  when,  if  a  quorum  is  found  to  be  present)  the  Clerk 
declares  the  House  to  be  qualified  and  competent  to  proceed  to  business. 

If  the  parties  in  the  Assembly  have  determined  their  choice  for  officers,  the  election  piro* 
oeeds  forthwith;  if  not^  an  adjournment  is  had  until  the  next  day. 

The  election  for  Speaker,  CUerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  is  required  to  be  viva  vooe,  and 
these  are  tiie  <mly  offices  the  Assembly  can  fill. 

The  roll  Is  called,  and  each  member  announces  audibly  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his 
choice. 

The  clerk  announces  the  result,  and  names  a  committee  to  conduct  the  Speaker  elect  to 
the  chair.  The  other  elections  proceed  in  the  same  manner,  except  that  when  the  result  is 
announced  by  the  Speaker  the  officer  elect  advances  to  the  Clerk's  desk  and  is  sworn  in  by 
the  Speaker. 

A  committee  is  then  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Senate,  and  inform  it  that  the  Assembly  is 
organized;  or  the  Clerk  is  directed  by  resolution,  to  inform  the  Senate  of  the  fact 

A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  is  then  appointed  to  convey  a  like  message  to  the 
Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Houses  are  in  readiness  to  receive  any  communication 
iromhim. 

The  Senate  and  Assembly  have  usually  assembled  in  joint  convention  in  the  Assembly 
Chamber,  upon  some  day  and  hour  suggested  by  the  Governor  during  the  first  week  of  the 
session  to  hear  his  annual  message,  but  the  message  has  sometimes  been  read  separately  to 
each  House  by  the  clerks  thereof. 

The  message  has  been  read  usually  by  the  Governor  himself,  but  sometimes  by  his 
Private  Secretary,  and  sometimes  by  the  Clerk  of  one  of  the  Houses. 

At  the  first  opportunity  after  hearing  the  message  read,  the  various  recommendatlODS 
therein  contained,  are  referred,  by  resolution,  to  appropriate  standhxg  committees  or  select 
committees. 
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In  the  Assembly  standing  committees  are  appointed  by  the  Spsalcer  at  as  early  a  day  In 
the  session  as  is  possible.  In  the  Senate,  the  committees  are  appointed  by  resolution  of  that 
body.  The  custom  is  for  the  party  having  the  majority  to  ogrea  upon  their  members  of 
the  committees,  In  caucus.  The  list  is  then  handed  to  the  other  party,  and  the  balance  of 
the  membera  are  wawmwI  When  thus  completed,  the  list  is  offered  in  the  Senate  in  the  form 
of  a  resolution,  that  the  standing  committees  be  as  therein  named. 


Jraufing  of  SeatM* 

The  drawing  of  seats  by  lot  has  been  observed  since  the  Assembly  first  took  possession  of 
the  new  Assembly  Cbaml^r. 

The  method  heretofore  pursued  is  as  follows: 

The  members  leave  their  seats,  and  talce  places  in  the  open  area  behind  their  seats.  The 
CSerk  having  placed  in  a  box,  slips  of  paper  containing  the  names  of  the  members  respect" 
ively,  a  page  or  messenger  draws  them  therefrom.  The  Clerk  announces  each  name  as  tt 
is  drawn,  and  the  member  named  selects  his  seat,  and  occupies  it  until  the  drawing  is  com- 
pleted. In  the  Senate  the  seats  are  usually  placed  in  such  manner  as  wiU  be  most  agreeable 
to  the  Senators.

Saeh  member  of  the  legislature  shaU  receive  for  his  services  for  and  during  a  regular 

■enloii,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  doUan,  and  ten  cents  for  every  mile  he  shall  travel  In 

going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  legislature  on  the  most  usual  route. 

Id  case  of  an  extra  session  of  the  legislature,  no  additional  compensation  shall  be  allowed 

to  any  member  thereof,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  except  for  mUeage,  to  be  computed  at 

the  Wi^nm  rete  as  for  a  regular  session.    No  stationery,  newspapers,  postage  or  other  per-

AmmdmeiU  to  Art.  TV,  $ecHon  21,  State  Constitution. 
The  pwBldhig  officers  of  the  senate  and  assembly  shaU  issue  Immediately  after  the  com- 

jimoemeDt  of  the  annual  session  of  the  legislature  in  each  year,  to  each  member  of  the 
hoimb  over  which  they  respectively  preside,  who  is  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  a  cerdfloaite 
ooontenlgned  by  the  chief  clerk,  showing  that  such  member  has  taken  the  prescribed  offl- 
elel  oath,  and  the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  him  in  going  to  and  retumhig  from  the 
l^n^  of  meeting  of  the  legislature  on  the  most  usual  route,  and  thereupon  the  amount  <if 
mileage  and  salary  to  which  each  member  is  entitled  shall  be  audited  and  paid  out  of  the 
state  treasury;  but  when  any  seat  is  contested,  and  notice  of  such  contest  has  been  filed,  as 
iwnlzed  by  section  one  hundred  and  four,  no  certificate  shall  be  given,  nor  shall  the  secre- 
tarrof  state  audit  any  account  for  salary  or  mUeage  to  either  'claimant,  nor  either  claim- 
ant be  entitied  to  receive  the  same,  until  the  question  of  the  right  to  such  seat  shaU  have 
been  settied.    Sec.  110,  R^  S.,  1878. 


OF  OFVICBBS. 

The  speaker  of  the  assembly  diall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  compensation,  except 
mlleege,  allowed  to  other  members  of  the  legislature,  for  his  services  as  speaker,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  pay  as  member,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury;  but  In  case  of  an  extn 
■easkm  of  the  legislature,  no  extra  compensation  shall  be  allowed.    Sec  111,  B,  &  1878.

The  officers  of  the  assembly,  other  than  the  speaker,  shall  be  one  chief  derk,  one  aa- 
siBtant  chief  clerk,  two  journal  clerks,  two  bookkeepers,  one  statldnery  clerk,  one  proof- 
reader, one  index  clerk,  one  engrossing  clerk,  one  enrolling  derx,  one  custodian  of  the 
engrossing  room,  one  custodian  of  the  enrolling  room,  two  stenographers,  one  clerk  of  the 
Judiciaiy  committee,  one  clerk  of  the  committee  on  State  Affairs,  one  sergeant-at-arms, 
one  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  one  post  master,  one  assistant  postmaster,  one  day  at- 
tendant, four  door  keepers,  two  gallery  attendMits  who  shall  act  as  committee  room  at- 
tendants, one  document  room  cloak,  one  document  room  attendant,  one  porter  wtio  shall 
act  as  washroom  attendant,  two  cloak  room  attendants,  one  night  watchman,  one  flag- 
man, two  custodians  for  conomittee  rooms,  twelve  messengers. 

WHBK  ADDmOVAL  HELP  MAT  BE  Ein>ZX>TBD. 

After  the  legislature  has  been  in  session  thirty  days  the  chief  clerks  of  the  senate  and 
assembly  may  employ  an  assistant  index  clerk,  an  assistant  enrolling  clerk,  an  assistant 
engrossing  clerk,  four  comparing  clerks,  one  clerk  of  the  committee  on  EngrossM  Bills, 
one  clerk  of  the  committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  and  the  chief  clerk  of  the  assembly  may  If 
the  good  of  the  service  demands,  appoint  a  clerk  for  the  'wmmittee  on  Bills  In  Their  Third 
Reading. 

In  both  houses  such  copyists  as  may  be  necessary  shall  be  appointed,  not  to  exceed, 
however,  flfteen  in  the  senate  and  twenty  in  th  *  assembly. 

No  employes  other  than  those  above  shall  be  eoiployed  by  joint  resolution  or  otherwise, 
except  by  act  of  the  legislature.  , 

WHEN  CHIEF  CLERKS  HAT  BICPLOT  AND  DISOHABOB. 

The  Chief  Clerks  of  the  senate  and  assembly  shall  appoint  their  own  assistants,  And 
may  discharge  any  of  said  assistants  for  cause  or  for  the  oessation  of  ^e  work  which 
made  their  employment  necessary. 

SERaSANT-AOV-ARMS. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  each  house  shall  appoint  and  have  full  charge  of  the  employes 
in  his  department,  and  shall  have  full  authority  to  discharge  any  employes  who  are  found 
unqualified  and  unfit  for  the  service  assigned  to  them,  and  to  employ  competent  penooa 
in  their  place. 

SALARY  AMD  PER  DIEH. 

The  Chief  Clerks  of  the  senate  and  assembly  shall  receive  a  salary  of  eight  hundred 
dollars  each  for  every  regular  session,  and  ten  dollars  per  diem  for  each  special  session 
and  fifty  dollars  for  opening  each  session,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered. 
The  other  officers  and  employes  shall  receive  pay  per  diem  as  follows:  The  assistant 
clerks  six  dollars  each;  journal  clerks,  bookkeepers,  index  clerks  and  sergeant-at-arms  five 
dollars  each.  The  proof-readers,  enrolling  clerks,  engrossing  clerks,  stationeiy  clerk, 
assistant  index  clerk,  the  assistant  sergeant-at-arms,  postmasters,  document  room  clerks, 
document  room  attendants,  clerk  of  joint  committee  on  Claims,  and  clerks  of  Judiciary 
committees  of  each  house,  and  clerks  of  the  committee  on  State  Affairs  four  dollars  each; 
assistant  postmaster,  assistant  enrolling  clerlra,  assistant  engrossing  clerks  and  all  other 
committee  clerks  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each;  the  messengers  two  dollaiis  each;  all 
other  clerks  and  employes  three  dollars  each. 

OOMPENBATION  OF  OOPTTSTS. 

The  copyists  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  per  day  from  the  date  of  their  employment,  and 
fifteen  cents  per  folio  for  enrolling,  and  ten  cents  per  folio  for  other  copying,  the  term 
**follo^*  meaning  one  hundred  woi-ds,  full  count,  and  only  on  accepted  work. 
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KAMES  OF  SHPLOTBS  TO  BK  CERTiriXO  TO   BBCSBTART  OF  STATE 

The  Chief  Clerks  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  and  sergeant-at-arma  of  each  house  shall 
certify  to  tne  secretary  of  state  the  names  of  all  persons  employed  In  their  respective  de- 
partments, the  capacity  in  which  employed,  and  the  amounts  respectively  due  tuem, 
which  certificate  shall  be  approved  by  the  presiding  offlcer  of  the  house  in  which  they  are 
employed. 


ACCOUNTS  AUDITED,  TO  BE  PUBUSHBD. 

Upon  such  certificate  the  secretary  of  state  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  state  treas- 
urer for  the  amounts  therein  named,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury. 
At  the  close  of  each  session  of  the  legislature,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  publish  in  the 
official  state  paper  a  full  list  of  the  accounts  so  audited. 


PER  DIEM  AFTER  CLOSE  OF  SKSSIOB. 

No  per  diem  shall  be  allowed  after  the  close  of  the  session,  except  for  two  days  to  the 
index  clerki*,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  within  that  time  to  satisfactorily  and  fully  complete 
the  indexing  of  the  Journals,  and  in  case  such  work  is  not  so  completed,  a  sufllcient  sum 
shall  be  reser\'ed  from  the  pay  of  the  derk  who  may  make  che  default,  to  insure  the  com- 
i>letion  of  his  work. 


IHtties  of  Officers, 

President  and  Speaker.— The  duties  of  these  officers  are  generally  defined  in  Senate 
Rules  fl,  8  and  4»  and  Assembly  Rule  9. 

Chief  Clerks.— Senate  Rules  11  and  43,  and  Assembly  Rules  14,  15.  16  and  17,  set  forth 
the  duties  of  these  officers.  They  have  tbe  care  and  custody  of  all  the  papers  and  records, 
and  arrange  in  its  proper  order  from  day  to  day,  after  its  inception,  all  thn  business  of  the 
two  Houses.  They  must,  in  order  to  have  a  proper  knowledge  of  the  ail'uirs  of  their  de- 
partments, apportion,  systematize  and  personally  supt;rvise  the  labor  of  ail  tbeir  subordi 
nates,  and,  when  not  called  therefrom  by  more  important  duties,  should  ofiiciate  in  person 
at  the  reading  desk.  Tne  duties  of  their  subordinates  are  proi^erly  tbeir  duties,  as  all  are 
performed  under  their  direction,  and  they  are  responsible  for  any  deficiencies  It  is  tbeir 
duty  to  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  public  printer,  an  a<  curate  record  of  each  days^  pro- 
ceedings and  a  copy  of  every  bill,  report  and  other  thing  ordered  to  be  printed,  "on  the 
same  day  such  orders  are  made;"  to  keep  the  pay  accouuts  of  employe-^  and  issue  certifi- 
cates of  per  diem  to  them;  to  deliver  the  messages  of  the  one  Hou>a  to  the  other  and  to 
sign  subpoenas. 

It  is  their  du^  to  prepare  an  index  to  the  journal,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  to  be 
presen:  aX>  the  opening  of  the  next  session,  and  to  attend  to  sur>h  preliminary  business  as 
may  be  necessary,  au'l  conduct  the  proceedings  therein  until  a  speaker  is  elected,  and  per- 
form the  duties  of  clerk  thereof  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified. 

They  are  by  law  responsible  for  tUe  safe  keeping  of  all  the  bills  and  other  documents  in 
IKSflsession  of  the  lezislature,  and  for  the  proper  registry  of  all  proceedings;  and  are  re- 
quired at  the  close  of  ihe  session,  to  deposit  all  papers  in  their  possession  as  chief  clerks, 
properly  classified  and  labeled,  with  the  secretary  of  state. 


REGULATIONS  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  OLERX. 

To  insure  a  systematic  and  correct  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  departments,  the 
chief  clerks  ot  the  two  honses  have  established  the  followiug  regulations: 

The  Assistant  Clerks.— It  is  their  special  duty: 

1.  To  keep  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  to  correct  the  proof  of  the  same  when 
pnnte<l. 

C  T<  offi  ate  t  the  reading  desk  when  required  by  the  clerk,  nnd  in  case  of  his  absence 
to  perl  u  m  h  A  unties  generally. 
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8.  To  label  and  file  in  the  appropriate  places  all  papers  presented,  with  proper  dates  and 
references. 

4.  To  select  each  day  all  papers  ordered  to  be  printed,  make  the  list  thereof  in  a  book 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  send  them  to  the  State  Printer,  taking  his  receipt  therefor. 

5.  To  keep  a  Ust  of  all  absentees  on  leave,  etc 

Thx  Book-Kbkpsr.^  It  is  his  special  duty: 

1.  To  keep  the  register  of  bills  resolutions,  memorials,  etc.,  showing  therein,  and  oppo- 
site to  each  title,  all  action  taken  and  proceedings  had,  with  regard  to  such  papers. 

2.  to  distribute  to  the  proper  committee,  or  officers,  all  bills,  petitions  and  other  pti;pen 
referred. 

8.  To  make  out  all  oertiflcates  of  per  diem  and  mileage,  ready  for  the  signature  of  the 
Speaker  and  Clerk. 

4.  To  prepare  the  message  to  be  delivered  to  the  other  House,  and  when  not  otherwise 
occupied,  to  help  the  Journal  Clerk  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Thb  Ekobossimo  Clbbk.—  It  is  his  special  duty: 

1.  To  engross  all  biUs  ordered  to  a  third  reading  which  the  rules  require  to  be  engrossed, 
properly  placing  all  amendments  adopted  prior  to  the  order  for  their  engrossment 

2.  By  the  direction  of  the  Chief  or  Joiu-nal  Clerk  to  perform  any  neceasaiy  service  i^per* 
taining  to  the  duties  of  the  other  deputies. 

Thb  Enrolling  Clbrk.—  It  Ib  his  espedal  duty: 

To  make  clear,  legible  copies  of  all  bills  which  have  been  ooncuned  in,  without  erasures 
or  interlineations. 

Ths  Transgribino  Clcrk.—  It  is  his  special  duty: 

To  copy  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Assembly  into  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Each  deputy  when  not  occupied  in  the  performance  of  his  own  special  duties,  is  to 
render  such  aasistance  to  the  Clerk  and  to  his  associate  deputies  as  may  be  in  his  power,  or 
as  the  pressure  of  duties  in  a  particular  department  may  render  necessaiy. 

2.  The  deputies  are  expected  to  notify  the  Chief  Clerk  of  any  interference  by  members 
or  others  with  their  duties,  and  of  all  improper  approaches  or  requests  made  to  them  bj 
any  person.  They  are  not  to  exhibit  to  any  person  any  bill  or  other  document  in  their 
possession  vrlthout  leave  of  the  Chief  Clerk. 

8.  Perfect  courtesy  must  at  all  times  be  maintained  toward  members,  reporters,  associate 
deputies,  and  all  who  have  business  to  transact  with  the  department,  but  interference  wltli 
legislation  cannot  be  allowed  under  any  circumstances. 

To  Memben^  Qfflcen^  and  Reporters.— It  is  especially  requested  that  no  member,  offloer 
or  reporter  will  Interrupt  the  Assistant  Clerk  while  engaged  in  keeping  the  joumaL  **No 
Journal,  record,  account  or  paper,*'  of  any  kind,  must  be  taken  from  the  desk,  unles  Iqr  6k- 
press  permission  of  the  Clerk. 

Sergbant-at-Arics.— This  officer  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  house.  He  has  diarge  of 
the  Post  Office  and  other  appurtenant  conveniences  of  the  Assembly.  He  controls  the  po> 
lice  regulations,  attends  to  the  warming  of  the  chambers,  serves  the  subposnas  and  war- 
rants of  the  Assembly,  annoimoes  messages  from  the  Governor  and  from  the  Senatet, 
provides  rooms  for  committees,  receives  from  the  Superintendent  of  PubUo  Property  all 
public  documents  ordered  or  coming  in  due  course,  and  distributes  the  same  through  the 
Post  Office,  or  otherwise,  to  members  and  officers  entitled  thereto,  and  keeps  the  pay  roll 
of  the  employes  in  his  department.  He  is  to  organize  his  department  with  such  system 
that  each  of  his  subordinates  shall  know  his  precise  duties,  and  he  is  to  see  that  each  per^ 
forms  his  duty  promptly,  thoroughly  and  courteously.  He  is  required  to  keep  the  chamber 
open  from  6  o'clock,  A.  M.  to  10  o'clock,  P.  M. 

He  should  have  the  printed  bills  and  other  documents  in  his  possession  so  classified  and  ar- 
ranged that  he  can  at  once  answer  any  call  upon  him  for  them.  His  assistant  assists  him 
generally  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  takes  his  place  when  he  is  absent. 

The  PoeiMASTER  attends  to  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  all  mail  matter  coming  to  members 
and  officers  of  the  Assembly.  Each  member  has  a  box  in  the  Post  Office  of  the  Assembly 
oonresponding  with  the  number  of  his  seat,  in  which  his  mail  matter  is  deposited;  and  the 
Postmaster  must,  by  himself  or  assistant,  be  at  his  post  from  8  o'clock  A.  M.,  until  10  o'clock 
P.  M.,  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly  for  the  day.  He  receives  and  forwards 
all  mail  matter  deposited  in  his  office  by  members  or  officers,  in  time  to  be  mailed  from  the 
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Madlnon  Post  Office.  He  is  to  prominently  post  in  the  doak  and  hat  room  (which  is  the 
members*  side  of  the  Post  Office),  a  notice  of  the  hours  of  closln«r  the  Assembly  malls.  He 
is  entitled  to  the  ezdusire  use  of  the  Post  Office,  and  no  one  ought  to  be  admitted  thereto 
esoept  the  Sergeantnat-Arms  and  the  Speaker. 

'IBM  AssiBTAMT-PosTHAsnB  brings  the  mail  to  and  from  the  Madison  Post  Office,  and  a^. 
dsts  the  Postmaster  generally  in  his  duties. 

Thb  Dooukepsrs  attend  to  the  principal  door;  open  and  dose  it  for  the  entry  and  esn 
of  all  persons;  maintAln  order  in  the  lobby  and  Testibule;  see  that  visitors  are  seated,  ai.«l 
that  the  regulations  of  the  House,  in  their  department  are  strictly  enforced. 

The  assistant  sergeant«t-arms,  postmaster,  assistant  postmaster,  porter,  watchman, 
doorkeepers,  and  gallery,  committee-room,  and  wash-room  attendants,  are  appointed  by 
the  sergeant-at^arms,  and  are  responsible  to  him. 

Hie  messengers  are  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  except  those  in  particular  attendance  upon 
the  Chief  Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms,  who  are  appointed  by  said  officers  respectively. 

Dirraa  of  MXssBNQXBa, 

1.  To  be  in  attendance  from  8  o'dock  A.  M.,  untfl  10  o*dock  P.  M.,  eveny  day  Ounday  eic- 
•oepted),  whether  the  Assembly  is  in  session  or  not. 

9l  To  receive  the  journals  and  printed  bills  from  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  arrange  them 
In  order  on  the  file  of  each  member. 

8.  Not  to  leave  the  Assembly  Chamber  during  the  morning  hour,  or  absent  themselves 
from  the  session  of  the  Assembly  during  an  entire  day,  except  upon  leave  of  the  Speaker, 
Oerk  or  Sergeant-at-Arms.  * 

4.  During  the  morning  hour  to  take  the  positions  assigned  to  them  by  the  Clerk,  and, 
standing  up,  so  as  to  see  and  be  seen,  hold  themsdves  In  readiness  to  bring  all  bills,  resolu- 
tions, etc.,  from  the  several  members  to  the  Clerk,  when  presented. 

6w  After  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour,  when  not  engaged  in  ffling  bills,  etc.,  for  the 
members  they  have  in  charge,  to  answer  promptiy  any  call,  and  render  assistance  to  any 
member  requiring  it 

6.  TCrefnin  from  throwing  any  paper  balls,  darts,  or  other  missiles;  to  move  lightly 
across  the  Assembly  Chamber,  and  demean  themsdves  respectfully  towards  every  member 
and  officer  of  the  Assembly. 

Stationery, 

The  superintendent  of  public  property  shall  furnish  at  the  opening  of  every  session  of 
the  l^^lature  stationery  as  follows:  To  the  lieutenant  governor  such  quantity  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  in  value.  Also  suffi- 
•dent  stationery  for  the  proper  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  to 
be  delivered  to  the  chief  derks  upon  their  written  request,  spedfying  the  quantity  and  kind 
of  stationery  required,  and  the  department  and  purpose  for  which  the  same  is  drawn. 
■Chap.  158,  Laws  1882. 

PoMt' Office  Arrangententa, 

The  Assembljr  post-office  is  in  charge  of  a  postmaster  appointed  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms. 
Each  member  has  a  separate  box;  and  all  mail  matter  deposited  with  the  postmaster  is  sent 
to  the  Madison  post-office  by  the  post-office  messenger,  at  regular  hours,  corresponding 
with  the  hours  of  dosing  the  mails  at  the  Madison  office. 

Proeese  of  Paseing  JBill«. 

Some  diversity  of  practice  exists  herdn,  but  the  ordinary  method  in  the  Assembly  is  as 
follows: 

A  member  having  prepared  a  bill  and  indorsed  the  title  thereof,  together  with  his  name, 
upon  the  back  of  it.  rises  to  his  feet,  at  such  times  as  the  introduction  of  bills  is  in  orderi 
and  says: 

"  Mr.  Speaker : 

If  recognized  the  Speaker  responds : 

"The  gentleman  from ." 

The  member  announces : 

"  I  ask  leave  to  introduce  a  biU." 

The  bill  is  then  sent  to  the  Chief  (jlerk  by  a  Messenger.  The  Clerk  then  reads  the  title  of 
•  the  bill,  and  the  Speaker  announces ; 

**  First  reading  of  the  bill." 
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If  it  is  a  bin  appropriating  money,  the  Clerk  reads  the  bill  at  length;  if  not,  by  Its  title 
only;  when  the  Speaker  announces : 

"  Second  reading  of  the  bill/' 

And  refers  the  same  to  some  standing  committee,  suggested  by  the  member,  or,  if  desired, 
to  a  select  committee;  or  to  the  general  file,  or,  as  is  usual,  the  Speaker,  of  his  own  motion, 
makes  the  reference  to  such  conmiittee  as  seems  to  him  appropriate. 

The  bill  is,  in  due  course,  reported  back  to  the  Assembly  by  the  committee,  when  it  is 
placed  in  what  is  called  the  Gfeneral  File. 

Bills  in  the  General  FUe  are  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  in  the  exact  order  in 
which  they  are  placed  upon  the  file.  Proceedings  in  Conunittee  of  the  Whole  will  be  else- 
where considered. 

After  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  completed  its  action  upon  any  bill,  and  reported  the 
same  back  to  the  Assembly,  and  any  recommendation  made  by  the  committee  passed  upon, 
it  is  taken  up  in  its  order,  when  the  Speaker  puts  the  following  question  : 

"  Shall  this  bill  be  engrrossed  and  read  a  third  time?  " 

If  decided  affirmatively,  the  bill  is  sent  by  the  Chief  Clerk  to  the  Engrossing  Clerk  for 
engfn^sment.  Upon  its  return  eng^rossed,  the  original  and  engrossed  bills  are  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Committee  on  EngroAsed  Dills^'who  compare  them  and  correct  any  errors  which 
they  may  find.  When  found  coirect,  or  made  so,  the  Committee  report  them  to  the  House  as 
correctly  engrossed,  when  the  original  is  filed  by  the  Chief  Clerk,  and  the  engrossed  bill 
goes  into  the  order  of  "  bills  ready  for  a  third  reading.'* 

When,  under  the  order  of  business,  the  bill  Is  reached,  the  biU  (imless  it  appropriates 
money)  is  read  by  its  title,  when  the  Speaker  says  as  follows : 

"  This  bill  having  been  read  three  several  times,  the  question  is,  shall  the  bill  pass?  " 

If  the  bill  passes  it  Ls  taken  to  the  Senate,  with  a  message  announcing  its  passage  by  the 
Assembly,  and  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  therein. 

Going  through  with  a  similar  process  in  the  Senate,  it  is  returned  with  a  message  an- 
nouncing the  action  there  had  upon  it. 

If  the  Senate  concurs,  the  bill  is  sent  to  the  Enrolling  Clerk,  who  makes  a  copy  thereof, 
as  is  elsewhere  described.  When  enrolled  it  goes  to  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  BiUSy  who 
compare  it  with  the  engrossed  bill;  when  foimd  or  made  correct,  they  report  the  bill  to  the 
Assembly  as  correctly  enrolled;  the  engrossed  bill  is  filed  by  tlie  Chief  Clerk;  the  enrolled 
bill  is  then  indorsed  by  the  Chief  Clerjp  as  having  originated  in  the  Assembly  (for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Governor  in  case  he  vetoes  it);  then  it  is  signed  by  the  Speaker,  and  sent 
by  the  Chief  Clerk  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  desiring  the  signature  of  the  President 
of  the  Senate  thereto.  The  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  of  the  two  Houses,  acting  jointly, 
then  present  the  bill,  duly  signed,  to  the  Governor,  for  his  approval,  and  report  that  fact  to 
the  House.  The  Governor,  if  he  approves  the  bill,  informs  the  House  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, of  the  fact,  and  that  he  has  deposited  it  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

This  is  the  ordinary  process  of  a  bill  through  all  its  stages  until  it  becomes  a  law.  A  bill 
of  great  interest  or  importance,  or  one  which  is  warmly  contested,  may,  by  reason  of  ma- 
jority and  minority  reports,  special  orders,  recommitment,  amendments,  substitutes,  com- 
mittees of  conference,  and  various  other  parliamentary  appliances,  pass  through  a  vast 
variety  of  stages  not  before  enumerated. 

Senate  bills  coming  into  the  Assembly,  after  passing  the  Senate,  are  read  twice  by  title 
(unless  tliey  appropriate  money,  when  they  must  be  read  at  length)  and  then  referred  to 
the  appropriate  committee. 

After  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  t^e  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
is  acted  upon  in  the  Assembly  —  the  question  being  after  recommendations  are  disposed  of. 

''  Shall  this  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?  " 

If  it  is  decided  affirmatively,  the  bill  passes  into  the  order  of  "  bills  on  third  reading,'' 
and  when  reached  in  that  order  the  question  is, 

"  Shall  this  bill  be  concurred  In?  " 

If  concurred  in.  the  bill  is  returned  to  the  Senate,  with  the  message  Informing  it  of  thi^t 
fact. 

If  it  Is  desired  to  hasten  the  passage  of  the  bill,  it  is  done  by  motion  as  follows: 

**  I  move  to  suspend  all  rules  which  will  interfere  with  the  inmiediate  passage  of  bill  Na 
,  Assembly,  entitled  '  a  bill  to .' " 

If  this  motion  prevails,  which  requires  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  memben 
piesent,  the  question  will  be  put  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and  If  passed  It  will  go  at  onoe 
to  the  Senate^ 


CUSTOMS,  PRECEDENTS  AND  FORMa  81 

Committee  of  the  Whole,* 

The  Oommittee  of  the  Whole  is  an  expedient  to  simplify  the  business  of  legislatlTt 
bodies.  No  record  is  made  of  its  proceedings,  and  it  has  no  ofllcers  except  of  its  own  cretin 
tlon,  for  temporary  purposes.  It  is  liable  to  instant  dissolution,  in  case  of  disorder,  when 
tJie  8i>eaker  takes  the  Chair  to  suppress  it,  in  case  of  lack  of  quorum,  when  the  Speaker 
takes  the  Chair  for  a  Call  of  the  Hoiiae  or  an  adjournment,  and  in  case  of  a  message  from 
the  Senate  or  Qoyemor,  when  the  Speaker  takes  the  chair  to  receive  it 

The  Assembly  may  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  some  particular  bOl, 
resolution  or  subject,  or  it  may  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  the  general  file  of 
bills.    In  the  first  case  the  motion  is, 

'^  That  the  Assembly  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  [bill  No. 

— ,  A.,  a  biU ]  or  [joint  resolution  No.  — .  A.,  providing,  etc.]  or  [upon  aU  bills  relating  ta 

as  the  caae  may  6«."] 

In  the  second  case  it  is, 

^  That  the  Assembly  do  now  resolve  itself  into  a  Oommittee  of  the  Whole  upon  the  gen- 
eral file  of  bills.'* 

Bills,  resolutions  and  general  matters  which  have  been  onoe  considered  in  Committee  of 
tlie  Whole,  in  which  progress  has  been  made  and  leave  granted  for  further  consideration, 
have  the  preference.  The  motion  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  their  further  consid- 
eration, must  be  made  under  the  head  of  "  bills  in  which  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  have* 
made  progress  and  obtamed  leave  to  sit  again;'*  and  in  which  case  the  member  who  pre- 
sided when  the  same  matter  was  previously  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  resume* 
the  chair,  unless  the  Speaker  names  a  different  member. 

The  motion  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  upon  the  general  file  must  be  made  under 
the  order  of  "  bills  not  yet  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.'* 

When  the  Assembly  resolves  Itself  into  Conmiittee  of  the  Whole,  the  Speaker  selects  a 
Chairman,  as  follows: 

"  The  gentleman  from ,  Mr. ,  will  take  the  Chair." 

The  appointed  Chairman  advances  to  the  Speaker's  desk,  and  having  taken  the  Chair, 
receives  from  the  Clerk  the  papers  indicated  by  the  motion  for  the  committee  when  the 
CSiairman  announces: 

**  OBfTLJsinEN:  —  The  committee  have  under  consideration,  bill  No.  — ,  entitled ,  (reod- 

ing  ihe  title  from  the  bcick  of  the  biU.  Or  in  cote  of  consideration  of  the  general  file,)  the 
oommittee  have  under  consideration  the  general  file  of  bills;  the  first  in  order  is  bill  No.  -^ 
entitled . 

**  The  flrat  section  is  as  follows:" 

The  Chairman  then  reads  the  first  section,  and  aslES— 

**  Are  there  any  amendments  proposed  to  the  first  section  f* 

If  none  are  offered,  the  Chairman  says: 

**  No  amendments  being  offered  to  the  first  section,  the  second  section  will  be  read." 

This  process  is  continued  through  the  whole  bill,  when  at  the  close  of  the  reading  the 
Chairman  says: 

**The  — th  section  and  the  whole  bill  have  now  been  read,  and  are  open  to  amendment" 

At  this  point,  after  the  friends  of  the  bill  have  perfected  it,  it  is  customaxy  for  the  oppo- 
nents of  the  bill  to  open  their  attack. 

After  the  discussion  of  the  bill  to  such  an  extent  as  may  be  desired,  if  no  amendments 
are  made,  the  final  vote  is  generally  upon  a  motion— 

"That  the  bill  be  reported  back  to  the  House  without  amendment" 

If  any  other  bills  are  before  the  committee,  they  are  proceeded  with  in  the  same  manner. 
If  it  is  desired  to  have  a  further  consideration  of  any  matter  before  the  committee,  or  if  the 
general  file  has  not  been  gone  through  with,  the  motion  is, 

**That  the  committee  rise,  rei>ort  progress,  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again." 

If  the  committee  has  completed  its  duties,  the  motion  is, 

"That  the  committee  rise  and  report" 

Which  being  analagous  to  a  motion  to  adjourn,  is  not  debatable.  The  Chairman  states 
the  matter  as  follows: 

"It  is  moved  that  the  oommittee  do  now  rise  and  report  [or  oihencise  as  the  case  may  be,] 

**Is  the  oommittee  ready  for  the  question  f 

"CtaBimjaaEir:  —Those  who  are  of  opinion  that  this  committee  do  now  rise  and  report  (or 
•a  the  esae  may  be),  say  aye;  those  of  contrary  opinion,  say  no.

In  the  case  of  confusion  or  disorder,  the  Speaker,  of  his  own  accord  resumes  the  Chair 
tomporarUy  and  witiiout  any  formality,  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  it.  When  order  is 
restored,  the  Chairman  resumes  the  Chair  and  the  business  proceeds. 

Upon  the  coming  in  of  a  report,  the  recommendations  are  at  once  acted  on  by  the 
Assembly. 

When,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  any  member  desires  to  offer  an  amendment,  it  must 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  sent  to  the  Chairman,  who  reads  it,  and  asks  — 

"  Is  the  committee  ready  for  the  question  upon  the  amendment?  " 

And  if  no  further  amendment  or  debate,  he  puts  the  question  in  the  usual  manner. 

After  a  section  is  once  passed,  with  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  amend  it,  no  further  amend- 
ments are  in  order.  The  strictness  of  this  rule,  is,  however,  not  always  adhered  to— an 
amendment  once  made,  may,  however,  be  reconsidered.    Such  a  motion  is  — 

"  That  the  amendment  offered  by  the  gentleman  from ,  to  the  — th  section,  be  reoon- 

sidered; " 

And  is  stated  as  follows:

EULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


CALLING  THB  SENATE  TO  ORDER. 

t.—  The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State,  who,  by  the  8th  section  of  the  5th  article  of 
the  Constitution,  is  constituted  ez-oflflcio  President  of  the  Senate,  shall,  when  present, 
take  the  chair  at  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Senate,  when  he  shall  imme<liatf  ly  call 
tlie  Senators  to  order,  who  shall  thereupon  take  their  seats,  and  continue  with  their  lie,ads 
uncovered,  while  the  Senate  remains  in  session;  the  clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  Senators  at 
the  openhig  of  the  session  on  each  day. 

DUTIES  01*  PRESIDENT. 

9. —  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of  oixler  in 
preference  t^  Senators,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  shaU  decide  points  of  or- 
der, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator. 

8. — The  President  shall  appoint  all  committees,  except  standing  committees.  The  stand- 
ing committees  shall  be  appohited  by  resolution.  The  president  shall  sign  all  acts,  me- 
morials, addresses  and  resolutions.  All  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas  that  may  be  issued 
hy  the  Senate,  shall  be  signed  by  him  and  attested  by  the  clerk. 

PRESIDENT  PRO  TEM. 

4. — The  Senate  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tempore,  for  the  session,  who  shall  possess  all 
the  powers  and  prerogatives  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  in  the  absence  of  the  President, 
and  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  President  pro  tem.  to  preside,  the  President  shall  have 
the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  of  the  Cliair  temporarily,  and  who 
riiall  be  invested,  during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President;  but  no  Senator 
■hall  be  excused  from  voting  on  any  question  by  reason  of  his  occupying  the  chair;  nor  shall 
wach  substitute's  authority  as  presiding  officer,  except  to  the  ^Prmident  pro  tem.,  extend 
beyond  a  day^s  adjournment  of  the  Senate. 

COMinTTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

IIP.— Whenever  the  Senate  determines  to  go  Into  Oommittee  of  the  Whole,  the  President 
shall  name  one  of  the  Sffliators  as  Chairman,  who  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  invested  with 
all  the  authority  of  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate. 

DI8TURBANCB8  IN  THE  LOBBY. 

H. — Whenever  any  disturban<;j9  or  disorderly  conduct  shall  ofccur  In  the  lobby,  th?  Presi- 
dent shall  have  power  to  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared  of  all  persons  except  the  S.^nators 
and  officers  of  the  Senate. 

QUESTIONS  — HOW  STATED  ANH  DECIDED. 

7. — Questions  maybe  stated  by  the  President  while  sitting,  but  he  shall  rise  to  put  a  ques- 
tion, and  shall  use  this  form:  "  As  many  as  are  of  the  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be) 
will  say  aye;  '^  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  **As  many  as  are  of  a  different 
opinion,  will  say  no.'*  If  the  President  doubt  as  to  the  voice  of  the  majority,  or  a  division  be 
called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide— those  in  the  affirmative  on  the  question  shall  first  rise 
and  be  counted,  or,  If  there  still  be  a  doubt,  or  a  count  be  called  for,  the  President  shall  ap 
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point  two  tellers,  one  from  each  side,  to  make  the  count  and  report  the  same  to  the  Fresl 
dent,  who  shall  declare  the  same  to  the  Senate. 

QUORUMS. 

8.— A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  Senate  must  be  present  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  business;  three-flfths  of  the  Senators  elected  to  the 
Senate  must  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  passage  of  appropriation  bills,  as 
provided  by  the  Ck>nstitution  of  the  State;  a  smaller  number,  however,  can  adjourn  from 
time  to  time,  and  have  power  to  comi)el  the  attendance  of  absent  Senators. 

LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

9.— No  Senator  or  officer  of  the  Senate,  unless  from  illness  or  other  cause  he  shall  be 
unable  to  attend,  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  Senate  during  an  entire  day, 
v«ithout  first  having  obtamed  leave  of  absence. 

REPORTS  OF  COHKZTTEES. 

10.— Any  committee  required  or  entitled  to  report  upon  a  subject  referred  to  them  may 
make  a  majority  and  minority  report;  any  member  of  such  committee  dissenting  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  either  the  conclusions  or  the  reasoning  of  both  the  majority  and  minority, 
shall  be  entitle<l  to  present  to  the  Senate  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  of  such  dissent, 
which,  if  decorous  in  its  language,  and  respectful  to  the  Senate,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  in  connection  with  the  majority  and  minority  reports, 

CLERK  —  ELECTION  OF  AND  DCTIES. 

XI.—  A  clerk  shall  be  elected  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  to  hold  his  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Senate;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  daily  proceedings  of  the 
Senate,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him;  he  shall  superintend  the 
recording  of  the  journal  proceedings,  the  engrossing,  enrolling,  tran.scribing  and  copying 
of  bills,  resolutions,  etc. ;  shall  permit  no  records  nor  papers  belonging  to  the  Senate  to  be 
taken  out  of  his  custody,  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business;  shall  report  any 
missing  papers  to  the  notice  of  the  President;  and  generally  shall  perform,  under  the 
direction  of  the  President,  all  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  as  Clerk. 

SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 

12.— A  Sergeant-at-Arins  shall  be  elected  at  tlie  comm^^ncement  of  each  session,  to  hold 
his  office  at  tlie  i)lea8ure  of  the  Senate.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  orders  of  the 
Presidont  of  the  Senate,  and  to  perform  all  duties  that  may  l)e  assigned  him,  connected 
with  tlie  police  and  good  order  of  the  Senate  Chamber;  to  exercise  a  .supervision  over 
the  ingress  and  egress  of  all  persons  to  and  from  the  Chamber;  to  see  that  messages,  etc.,  are 
promptly  executed,  and  to  perform  all  other  services  pertainin,-;  to  the  post  of  Sei^eant-atr 
Arms. 

COMMITTEES. 

13.— The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate  at  r.uch  tiiu's  as 
may  be  designated,  unless  otherwise  directed ;  and

17.—  When  any  Senator  is  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down  until  it  shall  be  determined 
whether  he  is  in  order  or  not,  except  he  be  permitted  to  explain;  and  if  a  Senator  be  called 
to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  the  exceptional  words  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing 
Immediately.

No  Senator  or  other  person  shall  visit 
or  remain  by  the  Clerk*B  table  while  the  ayes  and  noes  are  being  called  or  the  ballots 
counted. 

gl.^lfo  Senator  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  any  case  where  he  was  not  in  the  Chamber 
of  tbd  Senate  when  the  question  was  put,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate;  nor  shall  any  Senator 
be  counted,  upon'a  division  and  count  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  be  without  the  Chamber  at  the 
time.

It  being  seconded  by  four  Senators 
aside  from  the  mover,  ''  the  previous  question  "  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  **  Shall  the  main 
question  now  be  put?  '^  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  sustained  by  a  majority  of  Senators 
present,  and  shall  preclude  amendments  and  further  debate,  until  the  main  question  shall 
have  been  disposed  of.  The  *'main  question  ^*  shall  be  the  original  proposition  and  pend- 
ing amendments .  When  the  Senate  shall  have  determined  that  the  main  question  shall 
not  now  be  put,  the  pending  subject  shall  be  considered  as  remaining  imder  debate,  and 
may  be  proceeded  with  and  determined  upon  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  previous 
question  had  not  been  moved .  When  the  Senate  shall  have  determined  that  the  main 
question  shall  now  be  put,  its  effect  shall  be  to  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  —  first  on 
pending  amendments  in  their  order,  and  then  on  the  main  question,  without  debi^  or  fur- 
ther amendment.  But  after  the  previous  question  has  been  seconded,  and  prior  to  the 
Senate  having  deternuned  that  the  main  question  shall  now  be  put,  amotion  to  adjourn 
ond  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  each  be  in  order,  but  no  further  motion  or  call  shall  lie  in 
order,  except  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  dispense  with  proceedings 
under  the  call;  and  all  motions  and  proceedings  authorized  bv  this  rule  shall  be  decided 
without  debate,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise. 

RECONSinERATION . 

'^y,—  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  on  any  ques- 
.  on,  to  move  a  reconsideration  of  such  vote,  on  the  same  or  next  succeeding  day  that  the 
enate  shall  be  in  session,  and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions,  ex- 
cept a  motion  to  fix  a  day  to  which  to  adjourn,  or  to  adjourn.    A  motion  to  reconsider  liav- 
mg  been  put  and  determined,  shall  not  again  be  in  order. 

DIVISION  OF  QUESTION. 

30.—  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  the  same  will  admit  of  itb 
A  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  an  amendment,  nor  a  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert. 

PAPERS  TO  BE  READ  BEFORE  PRESENTED. 

81,— A  Senator  offering  a  resolution  or  an  amendment  to  a  bill,  resolution  or  memorial, 
may  read  the  same  in  his  place  before  presenting  it  to  the  President;  and  every  petition, 
memorial,  remonstrance,  resolution,  bill  and  report  of  committee  shall  be  indorsed  with  its 
appropriate  iltle.  and  immediately  under  the  indorsement,  the  name  of  the  S^iator  .pre- 
Beuting  the  same  shall  be  written. 

CALL  OF  THE  SENATE. 

39,— Any  three  Senators  may  make  a  call  of  the  Senate  and  require  absent  Senators  to 
be  sent  for,  but  a  call  of  the  Senate  cannot  be  made  after  the  voting  has  commenced;  and 
a  call  of  the  Senate  being  ordered,  the  doors  shall  be  closed  and  the  absentees  noted,  and 
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DO  Senator  permitted  to  leaye  the  room  until  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  be  received 
and  acted  upon,  or  further  proceedings  in  the  call  be  suspended,  or  the  Senate  adjourn. 
Preyious  to  the  reception  of  such  report,  f  urtber  proceedings  in  the  call  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, except  by  Uie  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

(X)MKrrTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

35.— The  rules  observed  by  the  Senate  shail  govern  as  far  as  practicable  the  proceedings 
in  CXmimittee  of  the  Whole,  except  that  a  Senator  may  speak  oftener  than  twice  on  the 
same  subject,  and  that  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes,  or  for  the  previous  question,  cannot  be 
made  in  committee. 

M.— Amendments  made  In  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be  entered  on  a  separate 
piece  of  paper,  and  reported  to  the  Senate  by  the  chairman,  standing  in  his  place  m  the 
floor  of  the  Senate.  All  amendments  and  other  propositions  reported  by  Committee  of 
the  Whole  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  if  proposed  in  tlie  Senate. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILIiS  AND  PAPERS. 

35.— All  bills,  resolutions,  reports  and  papers,  when  introduced,  shall  be  indorsed  with 
the  name  of  the  Senator,  or  Committee,  presenting  the  same  to  the^jSenate. 

50.— Every  bill,  memorial  or  Joint  resolution  requiring  the  signature  of  the  Governor 
shall  receive  three  several  readings  previous  to  its  passa^.  But  no  such  bill  or  memorial 
or  joint  resolution,  shall  receive  a  second  and  tliird  reading  on  the  same  day. 

36a.-  The  second  and  third  reading  of  all  bills  appropriating  money  shall  be  at  length, 
and  a  suspension  of  this  rule  shall  not  be  made  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Senate. 

COMMITMENTS. 

57.—  No  bill  or  Joint  resolution  shall  be  committed  or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice 
read.  If  objections  are  raised  to  the  bill  on  its  first  reading,  the  quesiion  sball  be,  '*  shall 
the  bill  be  rejected?^*  If  no  objection  be  made,  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill 
shall  go  to  its  second  reading. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE  MAT  CONSIDER  BILLS. 

55.^When  a  bill,  Joint  resolution,  or  memorial  to  congress  shall  have  received  two 
readings,  ■  nd  been  reported  to  the  Senate  for  further  action,  the  bill,  resolution  or  mem- 
orial shall  be  placed  on  the  calendar  of  bills  on  their  engrossment  and  third  read  ins:.  No 
bDl  or  memori^  shall  be  ordered  to  a  thirU  reading  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  is  reported 
by  the  committee,  except  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

COPIES  TO  BE  PRINTED. 

50.— Two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  every  bill,  joint  resolution  or  memorial,  of  a  gen- 
eral nature,  shall  be  printed  after  the  second  reading,  unless  otherwise  ordered;  and  all 
bills,  resolutions  and  amendments,  after  being  printed,  shail  remain  at  least  one  day  on 
the  files  before  being  considered.

mXTINO,  QUORUM,  PRIYILEOES,  rTO. 

1-—  The  hour  for  the  meetixier  of  the  Assembly  BhaU  be  at  10  o^clock,  A.  M.,  uiilefls  a  dlf- 
fcrent  hour  shall  be  prescribed  by  resolution. 

9m —  Before  prooeedinf?  to  business,  the  roll  of  the  members  elected  to  the  Assembly  shall 
be  called,  and  l^e  names  of  those  present  and  al)sent  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  A  mar- 
jority  of  all  the  members  elected  must  be  present  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  ;  a  smaller  number,  however,  can  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  have 
power  to  compel  t^e  attendance  of  the  absent  members. 

d.^No  member  or  officer  of  the  Assembly,  unless  from  illness  or  other  cause  he  shall  be 
unable  to  attend,  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  Assembly  during  an  entire 
day,  without  first  having  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

4.^  Contestants  for  seats  shall  have  the  privileges  of  the  House  until  their  respective 
oases  are  disposed  of;  the  privileges  to  extend  only  so  far  as  access  to  the  Assembly 
Chamber,  during  the  time  occupied  in  settling  the  contest. 

WHO  HAT  BB  ADMIXTRD  TO  THE  FLOOR. 

S. —  Persons  of  the  following  classes,  and  no  others,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  ^e 
House  during  the  session  thereof,  viz.:  The  (Governor  and  Lieutenant  Qovemor;  Members 
of  the  Senate;  the  State  officers;  the  Regents  of  the  University;  Members  of  Congress; 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  other  Courts;  ex-Members  of  the  Wisconsin  Legislature;  all 
editors  of  newspapers  within  the  State,  and  reporters  for  the  pre^;  such  other  persons  as 
the  Speaker  may  invite. 

DISTURBANCE  IN  LOBBY. 

6.^  Whenever  any  disturbwice  or  disorderly  conduct  shall  occur  hi  the  lobby  or  gallery, 
the  Sipeaker  (or  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole)  shall  have  power  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  cleared  of  all  persons,  except  members  and  officers  of  the  Assembly. 

RXADIKO  NEWSPAPERS  AKD  SKOKIKO  PROHIBrTEO. 

7.~No  member  or  officer  of  the  Assembly  shall  be  permitted  to  read  newspapers  within 
the  bar  of  the  House  while  the  Assembly  is  in  session ;  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to 
■molce  in  the  Assembly  room  while  the  Assembly  is  in  session. 

OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

5.— The  Assembly  shall  elect,  viva  voce,  one  of  its  members  as  presiding  officer,  who 
■hall  be  styled  Sfbaeer  of  the  Assembly,  and  he  shall  hold  his  office  during  one  session. 

DUTIES  OF  SPEAEER. 

9.—  It  shall  be  the  general  duty  of  the  Speaker^ 

To  open  the  session,  at  the  time  to  which  the  Assembly  is  adjourned,  by  taking  the  chahr 
and  calling  the  members  to  order; 

To  announce  the  business  before  the  Assembly  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  to  be  acted  upon; 

To  receive  and  submit,  in  the  proper  manner,  all  motions  and  propositions  presented  by 
the  members; 

To  put  to  vote  all  questions  which  are  regularly  moved,  or  which  necessarily  arise  in  the 
course  of  proceedings,  and  to  announce  the  result; 

To  restrain  the  members  when  engaged  in  debate,  within  the  rules  of  order; 

To  enforce  on  all  occasions  the  observance  of  order  and  decorum  among  the  members; 

To  inform  the  Assembly,  when  necessary,  or  when  referred  to  for  the  purpose,  in  a  point 
of  order  or  practice; 

To  receive  messages  and  other  communications  from  other  branches  of  the  government 
and  announce  them  to  the  Assembly; 

To  authenticate,  by  his  signature,  when  necessary,  all  the  acts,  orders  and  proceedings  of 
Uie  Assembly; 
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To  namatlie  members— when  directed  to  do  so  In  a  particular  ease,  or  when  it  Is  a  paii 
of  his  general  duty  by  these  rules— who  are  to  serve  on  committees;  and  in  general; 

To  represent  and  stand  for  the  Assembly,  declaring  its  will,  and  in  all  things  obeying  its 
oonmiands.  Every  officer  of  the  Assembly  is  subordinate  to  the  Speaker,  and,  in  all  that 
relates  to  the  prompt  and  correct  discharge  of  official  duty,  is  under  his  supervision. 

10.— The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in 
preference  to  others,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose;  and  he  shall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Assembly  by  any  member,  on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  apeak  more  than  once  imless  by  leave  of  the  Assembly.  On  an  appeal  being  taken, 
the  question  shall  be:  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  stand  as  the  Judgment  of  the  Assem- 
bly?"—which  question,  and  the  action  of  the  Assembly  thereon,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
joumaL 

11,—  The  Speaker  may  call  a  member  to  the  Chair,  but  such  subetitution  shall  not  extend 
beyond  an  adjournment. 

l;9.— In  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  the  assembly  shall  elect  a  Speaker  pro  tempore, 
whose  office  shall  cease  on  the  return  of  tiie  Speaker. 

18.— The  Speaker  shall  vote  on  a  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  his  name  shall  be  re- 
corded with  those  of  the  other  members. 

DUTIES  OF  THX  OLEBK. 

14,—  A  Chief  Clerk  shall  be  elected  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  to  hold  his 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  assembly;  he  shall  keep  a  correct  journal  of  the  daily  proceed- 
ings of  the  body,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him;  he  shall  super- 
intend the  recording  of  the  journals  of  proceedings;  the  engrossing,  enrolling,  transcribing 
and  copying  of  bills,  resolutions,  etc. ;  shall  permit  no  records  or  papers  belonging  to  the 
Assembly  to  be  taken  out  of  his  custody,  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  course  of  business; 
shall  report  any  missing  papers  to  the  notice  of  the  Speaker;  and  generally  shall  perform, 
under  direction  of  the  Speaker  all  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  as  Clerk,  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  official  acts  of  his  assistants. 

IS.— The  Chief  Clerk  shall  appoint  one  assistant  to  aid  in  the  performance  of  his  duties 
at  the  desk,  and  he  shall  be  styled  the  Journal  derk.  He  shall  also  appoint  the  necessary 
corps  of  assistants  to  act  as  Book-keeper,  Engrossing  and  Enrolling  Clerks. 

OHIXF  CLERK  KAY  OORRBOT  CERTAIN  BBBOB8. 

16.— The  Chief  Clerk  and  his  engrossing  clerks,  in  all  proper  cases,  shall  correct  any 
mere  clerical  error  in  any  Assembly  bill,  memorial  or  resolution,  such  as  errors  in  orthogra^ 
phy,  or  the  use  of  one  word  for  another,  as  affect  for  " effect,"  previoug  for  "previously," 
are  for  **  is,"  bcmJa  for  "  bank,"  and  the  like;  and  also  all  mistakes  for  numbering  the  seo- 
tions  and  references  tiiereto,  whether  such  errors  occur  in  the  original  bill,  or  are  caused  by 
amendments  made  thereto.  It  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  Chief  C3erk  at  any  time 
before  the  passage  of  any  Assembly  bill,  to  insert  therein  an  "  enacting  clause,"  when  such 
clause  has  evidently  been  omitted  through  mistake  or  inadvertence.  But  no  corrections, 
other  than  such  as  are  authorized  by  this  rule,  shall  be  made  at  any  time  by  the  Clerk  or  his 
assistants,  unless  upon  the  order  of  the  Assembly.  On  questions  of  orthography,  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary  shall  be  taken  as  the  standard. 

ICrS,  ETC.,  TO  BE  SIOMED  BT  THE  SPEAKER  AXD  CTJCRK. 

17.— All  acts,  addresses  and  resolutions  shall  be  signed  by  the  Speaker,  and  all  writs, 
warrants  and  subpoenas  issued  by  order  of  the  Assembly,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and 
attested  by  the  Clerk. 

DUTDBB  OF  SERGEAnT-AT-ARia. 

19.— A  Sergeant>at-Arms  shall  be  elected  at  the  commencement  of  each  session  to  hold 
his  office  at  the  jdeasure  of  the  Assembly.  It  sI^eUI  be  his  duty  to  execute  all  orders  of  the 
Speaker  or  Assembly,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties  they  may  assign  to  him  connected  with 
the  police  and  good  order  of  the  Assembly  Chamber;  to  exercise  a  sui>ervision  over  the 
ingress  and  egress  of  all  persons  to  and  from  the  Chamber;  to  see  that  messages,  etc.,  are 
promptiy  executed;  that  the  hall  is  properly  ventilated,  and  is  open  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly  from  8  A.  M.  until  10  P.  M.,  and  to  perform  all  other  services  pertain- 
ing to  the  office  of  Sergeant-at-Arms. 
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IP.— Tlie  gftandfng  committees  of  the  Ajnemblj  shall  consist  of  flte  members  each,  ex- 
cept the  committee  on  Judiciary,  the  conunittee  on  State  Affairs,  and  the  committee  on 
Cities,  which  shall  consist  of  nine  members  each,  the  committee  on  Incorporations,  the 
committee  on  Labor  and  Manufacturing,,  the  committee  on  Lumber  and  Mining,  the  com- 
mittee on  Insurance,  Banks  and  Banking,  and  the  committee  on  Agriculture,  which  »^»^ 
consist  of  seven  members  each;  and  the  committee  on  Railroads,  which  shall  consist  of 
eleven  members,  and  shall  be  as  follows:

93.— In  all  cases  where  there  shall  be  both  majority  and  minority  reports  submitted  to 
the  Assembly,  the  bili,  memorial,  resolution  or  other  matter  reported  upon,  shall  lie  upon 
the  table  until  the  reports  thereon  shall  have  been  printed  in  the  Journal  and  laid  upon  the 
desks  of  members. 

TXTLS  OF  BXZX  TO  BB  RBCrrKD. 

94.—  Every  committee,  in  reporting  upon  any  bill  or  memorial,  shall  recite  at  length.  In 
their  report,  the  title  of  such  bill  or  memorial,  as  well  as  the  number  thereof. 

▲BSKVCB  OV  OOMMITTKSS. 

95.— "So  committee  shall  absent  themselves  by  reason  of  their  appointment,  during  Am 
sitting  of  the  Assembly,  without  special  leave,  except  a  conunittee  of  Conf erencew 

REVISORY  OOMMTTEB. 

96.— The  committee  on  bills  In  the  third  reading  shall  examine  and  correct  the  bills  which 
are  referred  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetition  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  reference  and  consistency  with  existing  statutes;  pro- 
vided, that  any  change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect  or  any  material  change  La  the  construo- 
tlon,  shall  be  reported  to  the  house  as  an  amendment. 

ENGROSSXXMT  01*  BIIXB. 

97. — Whenever  an  Assembly  bill,  which  Is  fairly  written,  without  Interlineation  or  era- 
sure, is  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading,  without  amendment,  the  Committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills  may  report  such  bill  back  to  the  Assembly  as  the  engrossed  bilL 

REPORT  ON  ENROLLEO  BILLS. 

98.  -  The  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  shall  not  report  any  bill  as  correctly  enrolled  that 
has  any  words  interlined  therein,  or  when  any  words  have  been  erased  therefrom. 
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99,^  It  shall  be  In  order  for  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  to  report  at  any  time,  eacoept 
when  questions  are  being  taken,  or  a  Call  of  the  House  is  being  had. 

80, — No  standing  or  select  committee,  nor  any  member  thereof,  shall  report  any  **  sub- 
stitute," or  "amendment,^*  for  any  bill,  or  bills,  or  resolution,  referred  to  such  committee, 
which  substitute  or  amendment  relates  to  a  different  subject,  or  is  intended  to  accomplish  a 
different  purpose  than  that  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution  for  which  it  is  reported,  or 
which,  if  adopted  and  passed,  would  require  a  title  essentially  different  than  the  title  of  the 
original  bill  or  resolution ;  or  any  substitute,  bill  or  resolution  so  reported  shall  be  rejected 
whenever  the  Assembly  is  advised  that  the  same  is  in  violation  of  this  rule.

81.— "So  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration  shall 
be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment,  and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  at  any  time  be 
amended  by  annexing  thereto,  or  incorporating  therein,  any  other  bill  or  resolution  pend- 
ing before  the  Assembly. 

J'oumal  and  Order  of  JBu#<ne##. 

THB  JOURNAL. 

89. —The  Journal  of  each  day^s  proceedings  shall  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  laid 
upon  the  desks  of  members  the  following  morning.  The  joiunal  need  not  be  read  unless 
ordered  by  the  Assembly.  Any  member  discovering  an  error  in  the  journal  may  call  the 
attention  of  the  Assembly  to  such  error  and  have  the  same  corrected  by  the  Clerk. 

OBDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

d^.— After  an  opportunity  shall  have  been  given  to  correct  the  journal,  the  order  of 
business  shall  be  as  follows:

8.  Bills  and  resolutions  from  the  Senate  on  their  first  and  second  readings. 

9.  Senate  bills  on  their  third  reading. 

10.  Assembly  bills  ready  for  a  third  reading. 

11.  Bills  reported  by  a  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

12.  Bills  in  which  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  has  made  progress,  and  obtained  leave  to 

sit  again. 

13.  Bills  not  yet  considered  in  Oonunittee  of  the  Whola 

MORNINO  BOXm. 

S4  —  After  one  hour  shall  have  been  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  business  under  the 
first,  second  and  third  heads,  in  the  preceding  rule,  the  Assembly  shall  proceed  to  dispose  of 
the  business  on  the  Speaker's  table,  and  the  orders  of  the  day. 

PETiriONB. 

8S  —  Petitions,  memorials,  communications,  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  Assembly 
shall  be  presented  by  a  member  in  his  place;  a  brief  statement  of  the  contents  thereof 
ahall  be  made  verbally  and  indorsed  thereon,  together  with  his  name,  by  the  member  intro- 
ducing the  same. 

INTRODUCTION  OF  RESOLUTIONS. 

86.—  Any  member  offering  a  resolution  in  the  Assembly  may  read  the  same  in  his  place 
before  sending  it  to  the  Chair.  It  shall  then  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  when  so  read  shall 
be  oonsidered  before  the  House;  but  it  shall  not  be  acted  on  by  the  House  on  the  same  day 
on  which  it  is  offered,  without  leave. 

37.— All  bills  and  resolutions  offered  in  the  Assembly  by  any  member  or  committee 
fhAii  be  indorsed  by  the  member  or  committee  offering  the  same. 
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VIBflT  AND  SECOND  RXADINO  OF  THS  BILLS. 

8$.— The  flnt  reftdiDg  of  the  bill  shall  be  for  information,  and  if  objection  be  made  to 
it,  the  question  shall  be,  "Shall  the  bill  be  rejected r''  If  no  objection  be  made,  or  the 
question  to  reject  be  lost,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further  question. 

BILLS  NOT  COMMriTBD  CNTIL  TWICE  READ. 

^9.— No  bQl  or  resolution  that  requires  three  readings  shall  be  committed  or  amended 
until  it  shall  be  twice  read;  and  all  joint  resolutions  which  will  require  the  signature  of  the 
Ooremor  shall  take  the  same  course  as  to  their  reading,  as  in  the  case  of  bills,  unlesi 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Assembly. 

REFERENCE  OF  BILLS,  R€. 

40.— On  the  second  reading,  every  bill  or  memorial  requiring  three  readings,  shall  be 
referred  to  the  appropriate  standing  committee,  which  shall  be  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
unless  the  Assembly,  on  motion,  make  a  different  order  in  relation  thereto.  And  this  rule 
■hall  apply  as  well  to  bills  and  memorials  originating  in  the  Senate,  as  to  those  originating 
in  the  Assembly,  except  bUls  reported  by  joint  committee. 

PRINTING  OF  BILLS. 

41.— Three  hundred  copies  of  the  Assembly  Journal  and  every  bill,  except  city  charters, 
■ball  be  printed  after  a  second  reading,  unless  otherwise  ordered.    And  all  bills,  resolutions 
end  memorials,  that  shall  be  printed,  shall  remain  at  least  one  day  on  the  flies,  after  bein|[; 
printed,  before  being  considered. 

BXADnrO  OF  BILLS.  «' 

49.— If  the  Assembly  shall  dispense  with  the  printing  of  any  bill  or  memorial,  such  bUl' 
or  memorial  shall  be  reed  at  length  at  least  once  before  its  flnal  passage;  and  this  rule  shall* 
not  be  suspended  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Assembly. 

43.— The  second  and  third  reading  of  all  bUls  appropriating  money,  shall  be  at  length, 
and  a  suspension  of  this  rule  shall  not  be  made  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  As- 
sembly. 

44.— Every  bUl  shall  receive  three  several  readings  previous  to  its  passage,  but  no  blD' 
shall  receive  its  second  and  third  readings  on  the  same  day.  And  no  bill  shall  receive  e. 
third  reading  that  has  not  been  referred  to  one  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Ammwy. 
bly,  or  to  a  Joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly. 

OENERAL  FILE.  '         ^' 

45.— BUls  committed  to  committers  and  reported  back  by  them,  bills  originating  witb 
end  reported  by  committees,  and  bills  taking  no  other  reference  shall  constitute  the  "  Qen- 
eral  File.'*  Bills  in  the  general  flie  shall  be  arranged  therein  by  the  Clerk  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  reported,  or  referred  thereto  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  considered  in  the 
same  order  unless  the  Assembly  shall  direct  otherwise. 

BILLS  TO  BE  CONSIDERED  IN  COKMnTBX  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

49.— AH  bills,  resolutions,  memorials,  etc.,  requiring  the  approval  of  the  Qovernor,  shall 
after  the  second  reading,  be  considered  by  the  House  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  before 
they  shall  be  taken  up  and  considered  by  the  Assembly. 

How  Business  Condueted, 

ADDRESSINO  THE  SPEAKER. 

47.— When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Assembly, 
he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  address  the  Chair,  thus:  "  Mr.  Speaker,"  and 
shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

SPAEKER  TO  DECIDE  WHO  HAS  THE  FLOOR. 

48,—  When  any  two  or  more  members  shall  arise  at  the  same  time  the  Speaker  shall 
name  the  person  who  is  first  to  speak. 

CALL  TO  ORDER  WHILE  SPEAKING. 

49.—  When  a  member  la  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down,  and  shall  not  speak,  except  in 
explanation,  until  it  shall  have  been  determined  whether  he  is  in  order  or  not;  and  if  a 
member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  words  shall  be  taken  down  in 
writing,  that  the  Si)eaker  and  Assembly  may  be  better  able  to  Judge. 

SPEAXINO  MORE  THAN  TWICE  OR  OUT  OF  PLACE  PROHIBITED. 

50.— No  member  shall  speak  except  in  his  place,  nor  more  than  twice  on  any  question, 
except  on  leave  of  the  Assembly.  ^ 
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ORDER  WHILE  THE  SPEAKER  OR  A  MEMBER  18  8PBAKINO. 

SI,—  While  the  Speaker  Is  addressing  the  Assembly,  or  putting  a  question,  no  member 
■hall  cross  the  floor,  or  leave  the  House;  nor  while  a  member  is  speaking,  walk  between 
him  and  the  Chair. 

MOTIONS. 

5^.— When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  except — 

1.  To  adjourn; 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table; 

8.  For  the  previous  queestion; 
4.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain; 

6.  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee; 
0.  To  commit  to  a  select  committee: 

7.  To  amend; 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

And  these  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged 
in  this  rule. 

S3,~-  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  an  Assembly  bill  shall  be  considered 
equivalent  to  a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone. 

NO  MEMBER  TO  SPEAK  MORE  THAN  TWICE  WITHOUT  LEAVE. 

S4 — If  a  question  depending  be  lost  by  adjournment,  and  revived  on  the  succeeding  day, 
no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  twice  on  the  preceding  day  shall  be  permitted  again  to 
speak  without  leave  of  the  Assembly. 

MOTIONS  DECIDED  WITHOUT  DEBATE. 

5S.—  A  motion  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  a  call  for  Uie  previous  question,  diaU 
be  decided  without  debate.  And  all  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  la 
made  for  either  of  the  questions  named  in  this  rule,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  de- 
cided, whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

MOTIONS  NOT  TO  BE  RENEWED. 

50.— A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being 
decided,  shall  not  be  again  allowed  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or 
proposition. 

MOTIONS,  HOW  STATED,  ETC. 

57.— When  a  motion  Is  made,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk, 
previous  to  debate.  If  any  member  require  it,  all  motions  (except  to  adjourn,  postpone  or 
commit)  shall  be  reduced  to  writing.  Any  motion  may  be  withdrawn,  by  consent  of  the 
Assembly,  before  division  or  amendment 

QUESTIONS,  HOW  PUT. 

S8,—  All  questions  shall  be  put  in  this  form:  **  Those  who  are  of  opinion  (as  the  case  may 
be)  "say,  Aye.  Those  of  contrary  opinion  say,  NoJ"^  And  in  doubtful  cases  any  member 
may  call  for  a  division. 

ATES  AND  NOES,  WHEN    TAKEN. 

69,— It  shall  be  competent  for  one-sixth  of  the  members  present,  when  a  question  is  taken, 
to  order  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk.  In  recording  the  votes 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  Clerk  shall  record  the  names  of  those  absent  or  not  voting. 

MEMBERS  TO  VOTE  X7NLESS  EXCUSED. 

60.—  Every  member  present,  when  a  question  is  put,  or  when  his  name  is  called,  shall 
vote,  unless  the  Assembly  shall,  for  special  cause,  excuse  him,  but  it  shall  not  be  in  order 
for  a  member  to  be  excused  after  the  House  has  commenced  voting. 

DIVISION  OF  A  QUESTION. 

61.— Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  which  shall  be  divided,  if  it 
comprehend  propositions,  in  substance  so  distinct,  that,  one  being  taken  away,  a  substan- 
tive proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Assembly.  A  motion  to  strike  out 
and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude 
neither  amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

COMMITTAL  OF  PAPERS. 

69  —  Bills,  reports  and  motions  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Assembly. 
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riLLINO  BUOVKB. 

63.  —  In  filllnsr  blanks  the  largest  sum  and  lonj^est  time  shall  first  be  put 

TIE  VOTE. 

64, — In  all  cases,  when  the  Assemblj  is  equally  divided,  the  question  shall  be  lost 

BECONSIDKBATION. 

65.  —  When  a  motion  or  question  shall  have  been  once  determined,  eiUier  in  the  aflSrm- 
ative  or  negative,  it  shall  alwajrs  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority,  or  where  the 
Assembly  is  equally  divided,  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  n^^tive,  to  move  for  a 
reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day.  A  motion  to  reconsider  being  put 
and  lost,  shall  not  be  renewed. 

NO  ONB  TO  REMAIN  BT  THE  OLERK^S  TABLE. 

66.  ~  No  member  or  other  person  shall  visit  or  remain  by  the  Glerk^s  table  while  the  yeas 
and  nays  are  being  called. 

CALL  OF  THE  ROUSE. 

67.  —  Any  fifteen  members  may  make  a  call  of  the  House  and  require  absent  members  to 
be  sent  for;  but  a  call  of  the  House  cannot  be  made  after  the  voting  has  commenced. 

68.  ~  On  a  call  of  the  House  being  moved,  the  Speaker  shall  say:  "  It  requiring  fifteen 
members  to  order  a  call  of  the  House,  those  in  favor  of  the  call  will  rise;"'  and  if  fifteen  or 
more  shall  rise,  the  call  shall  be  thereby  ordered. 

69.  —  A  call  of  the  House  being  ordered,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  close  the  doors,  and 
no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room. 

70.  —  The  clerk  shall  immediately  call  the  roll  of  members,  and  note  the  absentees,  whose 
names  shall  be  read,  and  entered  upon  the  journal  in  such  manner  as  to  show  who  are 
absent  taith  leave,  and  who  are  absent  without  leave.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  with  a  list  of  those  who  are  absent  without  leave;  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall 
forthwith  proceed  to  find  and  bring  in  such  absentees. 

71.  —-  While  the  Assembly  is  under  a  call,  no  business  shall  be  transacted,  except  to  receive 
and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms;  and  no  other  motion  shall  be  in  order, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  suspend  further  proceedings  under  the  call; 
which  motion  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  motion  to  suspend  further 
proceedings  under  the  call  shall  not  be  adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect 
vote  in  favor  thereof. 

79.—  Upon  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  making  a  report  showing  that  all  who  were  absent  with- 
out leave  (naming  them),  are  present,  such  report  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  the 
call  shall  be  at  an  end;  and  thereupon  the  doors  shall  be  opened,  and  the  business  or  motion 
pending  at  the  time  the  call  was  made  shall  be  proceeded  with. 

73.— The  Sergeant-at-Arms  may  make  report  of  his  proceedings  at  any  time,  which  re- 
port may  be  accepted,  and  further  proceedings  under  the  call  thereby  dispensed  with;  but 
the  motion  to  accept  such  report  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  it  shall  not  be 
adopted  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof.  If  such  re- 
port be  not  accepted,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  proceed  to  a  completion  of  his  duties,  as 
required  by  rule  70. 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

74.— When  any  bill,  memorial  or  resolution  is  under  consideration,  any  member  being  in 
order  and  having  the  floor,  may  move  the  *'  previous  question;''  but  such  motion  shaU  not 
be  deemed  to  be  seconded  unless  fifteen  members  concur  therein. 

73.— The  previous  question  being  moved,  the  Speaker  shall  say,  "It  requiring  fifteen 
members  to  second  the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  those  in  favor  of  sustaining  the 
motion  will  rise:''  and  if  fifteen  or  more  rise,  the  previous  question  shall  be  thereby  seconded; 
and  tlie  question  shall  then  be:  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  — which  question 
fthttJl  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays.  The  main  question  being  ordered  to  be  now  put,  its 
effect  shall  be  to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  Assembly  to  a  direct  vote  upon  the 
pending  amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

76.—  When  on  taking  the  previous  question,  the  Assembly  shall  decide  that  the  main 
question  shaU  not  now  be  put  the  main  question  shall  remain  as  the  qu^tion  before  the 
House,  in  the  same  stage  of  proceedings  as  before  the  previous  question  was  moved. 
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77.— On  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  the  ordering  of  the  main  ques- 
tion, one  call  of  the  House  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  proceedings  under  such  call  shaO 
have  been  once  dispensed  with,  or  after  a  majority  shall  have  ordered  the  main  question, 
no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  such  question. 

COimiTTKB  OF  TBB  WHOUL 

76.— After  the  morning  hour,  any  member  may  move  that  the  Assembly  resolve  itself 
into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  the  general  file  of  bills,  or  upon  any  particular  bill  or 
measure,  or  upon  the  special  order.  If  the  motion  prevail,  the  Assembly  may  elect  a  Chair' 
man,  or  the  Speaker  may  call  some  member  to  the  Chair. 

BILL  TO  BB  BEAD  BT  SEGTIOKS. 

79.—  Every  bill  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  be  read  and  considered  by  sections,  un- 
ICM  the  committee  shall  otherwise  order.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced  or  in- 
interlined;  but  all  amendments  agreed  to  by  the  committee  shall  be  attached  to  the  bill, 
noting  the  section  line,  and  so  reported  to  the  Assembly. 

CLERICAL  BRROBS  MAT  BB  CORREGTBD. 

SO.—  Mere  clerical  errors  in  a  bill  may  be  corrected  by  the  Chairman  or  Clerk,  without 
Ivaating  them  as  amendments. 

AMENDMEMTS  TO  MEMORIALS  AND  REPORTS. 

81.—  AU  amendments  made  to  a  memorial  or  report  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  shall  be  noted  and  reported  as  in  the  case  of  bills. 

RULES  IN  COMMITTEB  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

90.— The  rules  observed  in  the  Assembly  shall  govern  as  far  as  practicable  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole;  except  that  a  member  may  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject,  and  that  a  call  for  the  yeas  and  navs,  or  for  the  previous  question,  can- 
not be  made  in  a  committee. 

CHATRMAlf  OF  OONXXTTKB  TO  PEESERTE  OBOEB. 

83.—  The  Chaliman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shaU  have  the  same  power  to  pr^ 
serve  order  and  decorum  as  the  Speaker  of  the  Asaembly. 

REPORT  OF  OOMXirnOL 

84.—  After  the  buslnees  upon  which  the  Assembly  resolved  itself  Into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  shall  be  completed,  the  committee,  without  motion  (or  any  time  previous,  upon  mo* 
tion),  shall  rise  and  report. 

PROCEEDINGS  SUBSEQUENT  TO  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

88.—  Whenever  any  bill,  or  any  memorial  or  joint  resolution  requiring  the  signatore  of 
the  governor  shall  have  been  reported  to  the  Assembly  with  amendment  l^  any  g»j>«iii»ig 
committee,  and  subsequently  considered  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  action  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  on  every  such  [amendment,  shaU  be  noted  by  or  todorsed  by 
the  chairman  of  such  committee. 

80.— "So  amendment  to  any  bill,  or  any  memorial  or  joint  resolution,  requiring  the  sig- 
nature of  the  governor,  which  has  been  made  or  considered  la  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
shall  be  read  by  the  Speaker  on  resuming  the  chair,  imless  required  by  one  or  more  of  the 
members,  but  the  Speaker  sliall  state  what  action  has  been  taken  by  each  committee  which 
has  considered  the  same,  or  thereon  indorsed  or  noted,  and  the  question  shall  first  be  put 
upon  every  such  amendment,  and  the  same  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
the  amendment  had  been  originally  proposed  in  the  Assembly. 

The  question  shall  first  be  put  to  the  Assembly  by  the  Speaker  upon  the  recommendation  « 
of  the  standing  and  select  committee,  upon  all  bills,  memorials  or  joint  resolutions  reported 
by  any  such  committee. 

97.— The  final  question  before  the  third  reading  of  every  bill  or  other  paper  originating 
in  the  Assembly,  and  requiring  three  readings  previous  to  being  passed,  shall  be,  *^  Shall  it 
be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time?''  And  upon  every  such  bill  or  paper  originating  in  the 
Senate,  ''Shall  it  be  read  a  third  time?'' 

ENGROSSMENT  OF  BILLS. 

88,—  Every  Assembly  bill  and  resolution  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time, 
shall  be  re-written  in  a  plain  hand,  with  all  amendments,  before  being  read  a  third  time, 
except  as  provided  for  in  rule  27. 
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IfO  AXBNDMEirr  ON  TBIHD  RKADDVO. 

89.-^  On  the  third  readixii?  of  the  bill  or  resolution,  no  amendment,  except  to  fill  blanki, 
■haU  beraceired,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 

RxcoiacmaBNT  pbbyious  to  passaob. 

OO, —  A  bill  or  resolution  may  be  recommitted  at  any  time  previous  to  Its  passage;  if  aoj 
amendment  be  reported  upon  such  commitment,  the  question  shall  be  upon  the  amend- 
ment, and  the  question  for  its  engrossment  and  third  reading  may  then  be  put. 

QUKTION  ON  PASSAGE  07  BILLS. 

91.—  Upon  a  third  reading  of  an  assembly  bill,  the  question  shall  be  stated  thus:  "  lliifl 
bill  having  been  read  three  several  times,  the  question  is. '  shall  the  bill  paaaf  * "  Upon  the 
third  reading  of  the  Senate  bills,  the  question  shall  be  stated  thus:  ''  This  bill  having  been

BILLS  TO  BE  TRANSSflTTED  TO  THE  SENATE. 

92.—  Each  bill  which  passes  its  third  reading  shall  be  certified  by  the  Clerk,  and  by  him 
transmitted  to  the  Senate;  the  day  of  transmission  shall  be  entered  on  the  bill  books  of  the 
Oerk. 

PRIVILBaED  MOTIONS. 

93.— A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the  House  is  voting;  but 
this  rule  shall  not  authorize  any  member  to  move  an  adjournment  when  another  member 
has  the  floor. 

94.—  Any  motion  or  resolution  relating  to  the  organization  of  the  Assembly,  or  to  any  of 
its  officers,  members,  pr  committees,  shall  be  privileged  and  need  not  lie  over  for  consideni^ 
tion  under  rule  36. 

SUSPENDING  AND  CHANGING  RULES,  ETC. 

98.—  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  A&sembly  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed,  without 
one  day''s  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor,  which  motion  shall  embrace  the  pro- 
posed amendment.  Nor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present.  Nor  shall  the  order  of  business  as  established  by  the  rules  of  the 
Assembly  be  postponed  or  changed,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

WHEN  BZLUi  OR  RESOLTTTXONS  RECALLED  MAT  BE  ACTED  ON. 

96 —  (SB)  "  Whenever  by  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  any  bill  or  reso- 
lution shall  have  been  recalled  from  the  Governor  for  further  consideration,  said  bill  or 
resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  be  before  the  house  for  its  action  theieon,  and  may  be  recon- 
flidered  or  otherwise  acted  upon.  Provided  such  bill  or  resolution  shall  have  been  actually 
returned  to  and  be  before  this  house  when  such  action  shall  be  taken.

JEPFEBSON'S  MANUAL  THE  STANDARD. 

97.— The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice,  comprised  hi  Jefferson's  Manual,  shall goven 
the  Assembly  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsist- 
«nt  with  these  rules,  and  the  orders  of  the  Assembly,  and  the  Joint  ruins  and  orders  of  tht 
Senate  and  Assembly.

1.— When  a  message  shall  be  seUt  from  the  Senate  to  the  Assembly,  It  shall  be  announced 
at  the  door  of  the  Assembly  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

2,— The  same  ceremony  shall  be  observed  when  a  menage  shall  be  sent  from  the  Assenir 
biy  to  the  Senate. 

3.^  Messages  shall  be  sent  by  the  Chief  Clerk  or  his  Assistant  In  each  Hoosa. 

BBJECTED  BZLLB  AND  RXSOLimONB. 

4,—  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  has  passed  in  one  House  shall  be  rejected  in  the  other, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which  the  same  originated. 

S.—  When  a  bill  or  resolution^  which  has  been  passed  in  one  House  is  rejected  In  the  other, 
it  shall  not  be  again  brought  in  during  the  same  session  without  a  notice  of  five  days,  and 
leave  of  two-thirds  of  the  House  in  which  it  shall  be  renewed. 

PAPERS  TO  ACCOMPANT  BILLS. 

G.— Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any  bill  or  resolution 
shall  be  founded. 

ORDBB  RBQUBSTINO  OONOURRENCX. 

7.— When  a  bill,  resolution,  or  memorial  shall  have  passed  either  House,  and  requires 
the  concurrence  of  the  other,  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  said  House  without  entering  an  order 
upon  the  Journal  of  the  House  in  which  it  passed,  requesting  the  concurrence  of  the  other 
House. 

Of  J'oint  Committee*, 

$•■— The  Joint  committees  required  by  the  statutes  are  as  follows:

PROmSQ  OF  RBPOBTS. 

9.—  Whenever  any  report  of  a  joint  committee  or  other  document  shall  be  pres^ited  to 
both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  the  first  House  acting  on  the  same,  if  it  shall  be  thought 
necessaiy  to  have  it  printed,  shall  order  a  sufficient  nimiber  of  copies  for  both  branches, 
and  shall  immediately  inform  the  other  House  of  its  action  upon  the  subject 

COMMrrTEES  OF  CONFERENCE. 

10.—  In  all  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  Assembly  if  either  House 
shall  request  a  conference,  and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  the  other  House 
shall  appoint  a  similar  committee.  Such  committees  shall,  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be 
agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  meet  in  the  conference-chamber,  and  state  to  each  other 
verbally,  or  in  writing,  as  either  shall  choose,  the  reasons  of  their  respective  Houses  for  or 
against  the  disagreement,  and  confer  freely  thereon;  and  they  shall  be  authorized  to  report 
to  their  respective  Houses  such  modifications  or  amendments  as  they  may  think  advis- 
able. When  it  shall  have  been  determined  by  the  two  Houses  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
conference,  such  committee  shall  consist  of  tnree  upon  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  three 
upon  the  part  of  the  Assembly. 

1 1.— After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  the  bill  or  lesolution 
shall  be  lost 

Acts  of  a  General  Nature. 

TITLES  OF  BILLS. 

12.— The  title  of  every  bill  of  a  general  nature  shall  designate  the  object,  purpose  or 
■abject  of  the  bill,  and  when  such  bill  proposes  to  amend  any  chapter  or  act,  the  title  shall 
read  thus:

And  every  bill  shall  recite  at  length  eyery  section  which 
it  proposes  to  amend  as  such  section  will  read  if  amended  as  proposed:  provided^  such 
recitation  shall  not  be  required  when  the  proposed  amendment  shall  only  add  to  sui^  sec- 
tion without  changing  the  phraseology  of  the  original. 

18.—  The  title  of  all  bills  for  repealing  any  act^  chapter  or  section,  and  which  hiiTB  no 
other  object,  shall  be  as  follows:

the  blanks  with  the  proper  section  and  chapter  of  the  revised  statutes  or  laws,  designat- 
ing the  same,  and  also  the  subject,  object  or  purpose  of  the  section  or  chapter  repealed. 
And  in  the  body  of  every  such  bill  the  full  title  of  the  act  repealed  shaU  be  recited  at 
length. 

RBTDBN  OF  BZZIA. 

14.— Either  House  shall  return  any  bill  called  for,  by  a  resolution  of  the  other  House,  If 
the  bQl  is  yet  in  the  poasessioh  of  the  House  then  called  upon,  providing  this  rule  shaU  not 
be  operative  after  the  time  of  transacting  business,  other  than  that  of  receiving  ezeoutlve 
messages  and  communications  from  one  House  to  the  other,  shall  have  expired. 

BACH  HOUSE  MAT  AKKND. 

18. — It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  each  House  to  amend  any  amendment  made  by  the  other 
to  any  bUl,  memorial,  or  resolution;  but  no  standing  or  select  committee,  nor  any  member 
thereof,  nor  any  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  report  any  ** substitute,**  or  any  "amend- 
ment,*^ for  any  bill  or  bills,  or  resolutions,  referred  to  such  committee,  which  substitute  or 
amendment  relates  to  a  different  subject,  or  is  intended  to  accomplish  a  diif erent  purpose 
from  that  of  the  original  bill  or  resolution  for  which  it  is  reported,  or  which,  if  adopted  and 
passed,  would  require  a  title  essentially  different  from  the  title  of  the  original  bill  or  reso- 
hition;  and  any  substitute,  bill  or  resolution,  so  reported,  shall  be  rejected  whenever  it 
appears  that  the  same  is  in  violation  of  this  rule,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  susi)ended  with- 
out the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly.

EKROLLmMT  OF  BILLS. 

Jltf .— After  a  bill  has  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  enrolled  by  or  under  the  direction 
of  tiie  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  the  same  originated,  before  it  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Qovemor  for  his  approval. 

EXAMINATION  OF  ENROLLED  BILU. 

17.— When  a  bill  Is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  examined  by  the  committee  of  the  two 
Houses  on  Enrolled  Bills,  acting  jointly,  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrolled  bill  with 
the  engrossed  bill  as  passed  In  the  two  Houses.  Said  committee  shall  correct  any  errors 
that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bill,  and  make  their  report  forthwith  to  the  House 
Id  which  the  bill  originated. 

SIGNINO  OF  BnXJB. 

IS.—  When  a  bill  shall  have  been  duly  reported  as  correctly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
oC  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  to  present  the  bill  first  to  the  presid- 
tng  officer  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated,  and  next  to  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
ottaer  branch  of  the  legislature,  for  signature ,  which  duty  shall  be  performed  at  ss  early 
an  hour  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  other  duties  as  Chief  Clerk. 

PRESENTATION  OF  BILLS  TO  THE  GOVERNOR. 

IB.—  After  a  bill  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  resiiective  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses,  it  shall  be  presented  by  the  Chief  CHArk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated  to  the 
Governor,  in  the  Executive  Chamber,  for  his  approval,  it  being  first  indorsed  on  the 
back  of  the  roll,  certifying  in  which  House  the  same  originated,  which  certificate  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of  such  House.  In  case  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  ayes  and 
noes  being  taken  ttiereon,  the  number  of  affirmative  and  negative  votes  in  each  House  shall 
be  indorsed  on  the  back  of  the  bill.

90.—  All  orders,  resolutions  and  votes,  which  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Qovemor  for  his 
approval,  shall,  also,  in  the  same  manner  be  previously  examined,  enrolled,  and  signed,  and 
then  presented  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  bills.

9X»  —It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  each  Hoiue  to  keep  a  Senate  and  Aasem- 
bly  book  of  enrolled  bills  in  which  shall  be  accurately  minuted  the  exact  time  at  which  each 
bUl  or  resolution  (indicating  it  by  its  number)  was  presented  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each 
House  for  signature,  and  to  the  GoTemor  for  his  approyal.  Such  books  shall  always  be 
opeii  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretniy  of  State,  to  be  preserved  1^ 
him,  at  the  close  of  the  session.    The  books  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

J'oint  Convention. 

94.— Whenever  there  shall  be  a  Joint  Convention  of  the  two  Houses,  the  proceedings 
shall  be  entered  at  length  upon  the  journal  of  each  House.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  or

96»—  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice,  comprised  in  Jefferson^s  Manual,  shall  govern 
the  Joint  Convention  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable, 
and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  rules  and  orders  of  the  Senate  and 
Assembly. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

i97.—  Neither  House  shall  adjourn  during  any  session  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Other,  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days.

ELECTION  OF  UNITED  STATES  SENATORS. 


Chapter  Vm,  R.  8. 187& 

Sbction  90.  Senators  fn  Congress  shall  hereafter  be  elected  as  provided  by  the  statutes  of 
the  United  States.  The  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  Assemblj  In  Joint  oonyention  shall  be 
held  in  the  hall  of  the  Asaemblj.  Each  member  shall  vote  viva  voce  upon  a  call  of  the 
roll,  and  such  votes  shaU  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the  convention.  The  President  of 
the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  shall  cause  a  statement  in  duplicate  of  the  result 
of  such  election  to  be  nuide  under  their  hands,  certifying  who  has  been  chosen  such  Sena- 
tor;  one  of  which  statements  they  shall  deliver  to  the  Governor,  to  be  filed  and  recorded  In 
the  executive  office,  and  the  other  they  shall  deliver  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shaU 
file  and  record  the  same  in  his  office.  In  case  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of 
the  Assembly,  or  either  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  execute  and  deliver  such  state- 
ment, the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  of  the  Assembly,  respectively,  shall  make  and 
deliver,  as  aforesaid,  such  statement  in  duplicate,  setting  fortli  tiie  whole  number  of  votes 
given  on  the  final  ballot  and  the  number  thereof  received  by  each  person  then  voted  for. 

Section  91.  Immediately  thereafter,  the  Governor  shall  certify  the  election  of  such  Sena- 
tor under  the  Great  Seal  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Secre* 
tary  of  State  shall  oountersign  such  certificate

SscmoR  14.  The  Legislature  of  each  State  which  is  chosen  next  preceding  the  expira* 
tion  of  the  time  for  which  any  Senator  was  elected  to  represent  such  State  in  Congress 
■hall,  on  the  second  Tuesday  adfter  the  meeting  and  organization  thereof,  proceed  to  elect  a 
Senator  in  Congress. 

SacTioN  16.  Such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  manner:  Each  House 
shall  openly,  by  a  viva  voce  vote  of  each  member  present,  name  one  person  for  Senator  In 
Congress  from  such  State,  and  the  name  of  the  person  so  voted  for,  who  receives  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  House,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  that 
House  by  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  thereof ;  or  if  either  House  fails  to  give  such  majority  to  any 
person  on  that  day,  the  fact  bhall  be  entered  on  the  journal.  At  twelve  o^clock  meridian  of 
the  day  following  that  on  which  proceedings  are  required  to  take  place  as  aforesaid,  the 
members  of  the  two  Houses  shall  convene  in  joint  assembly,  and  the  journal  of  each  House 
shall  then  be  read,  and  if  the  same  person  has  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  In  each 
House,  he  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  Senator.  But  if  the  same  person  has  not  received 
a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  House,  or  if  either  House  has  failed  to  take  proceedings  M 
required  by  this  section,  the  joint  assembly  shall  then  proceed  to  choose,  by  a  viva  voce 
vote  of  each  member  present,  a  person  for  Senator;  and  the  person  who  receives  a  majority 
of  aU  the  votes  of  the  joint  assembly,  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  botii 
Houses  being  present  and  voting,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  If  no  person  reoelveg 
sQch  majority  on  the  first  day,  the  joint  assembly  shall  meet  at  twelve  o^clock  meridian  of 
each  succeeding  day  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  take  at  least  one  vote 
untfl  a  Senator  Is  elected. 

Sbction  16.  Whenever,  on  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy  exists 
in  the  representation  of  such  state  in  the  Senate,  the  Legislature  shall  proceed,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  meeting  and  organization,  to  elect  a  person  to  fill  such  vacanqy.  In 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section  for  the  election  of  a  Senator  for  a  full 
term. 

Sbction  17.  Whenever,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  a  vacancy 
occurs  In  Uie  representation  of  such  State  In  the  Senate,  similar  proceedings  to  fill  such 
vacancy  shaQ  be  had  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  the  Legislature  Is  organized  and  has  had 
notice  of  such  vacancy. 
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tariff  JSmpiorations.^  1084.— Jean  Nicolet,  a  French  explorer,  was  sent  by  Samuel 
de  Champlain,  governor  of  New  France,  at  Quebec  to  explore  the  northwest.  He  came 
by  way  of  Lake  Michigan  and  landed  on  Wisconsin  soil  Just  below  the  mouth  of  Fox  riyer. 
C9othed  in  silken  robes  he  advanced  into  a  Tillage  of  the  Winnebagoes,  discharging  pistols 
held  in  each  hand.  He  was  received  with  welcome.  A  great  feast  was  then  held,  120  beavers 
being  eaten.  He  then  proceeded  up  the  Fox  river  to  near  the  present  site  of  Berlin,  where 
was  a  palisaded  village  of  the  Bfascoutins. 

16S0.  Sieur  Radisson  and  Sieur  OroseilUers  followed  in  the  wake  of  Nioolet,  and  win- 
tared  among  the  Pottawattomles  in  the  Green  Bay  region,  and  in  the  spring  of  1659  went 
ap  the  Fox  river,  made  portage  and  entered  the  Wisconais,  spending  four  months  on  the 
trip.  The  narrative  of  Radisson  Indicates  that  they  proceeded  aa  far  as .  the  mouth  of  the 
Wisconsin  and  saw  the  MississippL 

ISCl.—  The  same  adventurers,  Radisson  and  OroaellUers,  with  six  other  fur  traders  and 
a  band  of  Huron  Indiana,  skirted  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Superior  in  their  canoes,  passed 
the  Pictured  Rocks,  learned  of  the  great  mines  of  copper,  and  entered  Chequamegon  Bay, 
late  in  autumn.  Near  the  present  site  of  Ashland  they  built  a  "  fort  ^*  dose  to  the  water's 
edge.  Hiding  their  stores  in  a  oacft^,  they  visited  the  Huron  village  on  the  headwaters  of 
the  Chippewa  river,  and  wandered  aa  far  west  aa  the  Mille  Lao  region  in  Minnesota,  winter- 
tog  among  the  Indians. 

1€€2.—The  same  party  returned  to  Chequamegon  Bay  and  built  a  fort  on  Oak  Point, 
eastward  of  Ashland.    They  returned  to  Three  Rivers  in  Canada  the  same  year. 

MeanwhUe  Pere  Menard,  a  Jesuit  missionary,  who  had  been  left  at  Keweenaw  Bay  by 
Badisson^s  party  while  on  their  way  westward,  set  out  to  visit  the  Huron  villages  on  the 
Chippewa  and  Black  rivers.  Suffering  intensely  from  mosquitoes,  hunger  and  the  in- 
solenoe  and  cruelty  of  the  Indian  guides,  they  reached  the  Black  river.  While  portaging 
one  of  its  rapids,  Menard  lost  the  blind  trail,  and  was  never  seen  again.  He  was  klUed  by 
birking  savages  or  died  from  exposure.  His  kettle,  breviary  and  cassock  are  said  to  have 
been  afterwards  seen  in  the  possession  of  the  Indians. 

1665.— Claude  Allouez,  an  eminent  pioneer  missionary,  was  sent  by  his  superior  to  open 
a  mission  on  Lake  Superior.  He  came  from  Canada,  by  way  of  the  lakes,  into  Cheq'ia- 
megon  Bay  and  chose  for  the  site  of  the  mission  a  point  on  the  southeast  shore,  between 
the  sites  now  occupied  by  Washburn  and  Ashland,  which  he  named  "  La  Point  du  [Saint 
Esprit.''  Remaining  here  four  years,  he  was  relieved  by  a  younger  zealot,  Pere  Mar- 
quette. 

1669.— Pere  Allouez  was  invited  by  the  Pottawattomles  to  Oreen  Bay. 

J670.— The  Sieur)  Saint^usaon,  piloted  by  a  hardy  adventurer,  Nicholas  Perrot,  came  to 
Sault  Sta  Marie  and  there  in  the  presence  of  Allouez  and  other  Jesuits  and  the  man  Perrot 
acting  as  interpreter  took  possession  of  the  northwest  in  the  name  of  the  French  king. 
Among  the  party  was  Louis  Joliet. 

1671»—  Father  Allouez  founded  a  mission  on  the  south  side  of  Fox  river,  six  miles  from 
its  mouth,  naming  it  the  mission  of  St.  Francis  Xavier.  on  the  site  of  the  present  dty  of 
Depere  (so  called  from  mUtion  detperes^  the  mission  of  the  fathers). 

167^-— Father  Allouez  established  the  mission  of  Saint  Marks  on  the  Wolf  river,  near 
Lake  Shawano.  He  made  a  voyage  to  the  Fox  river,  visiting  the  Foxes  and  Mascoutinst 
two  Indian  tribea  above  Lake  Winnebago.  Here  he  established  the  mission  of  St.  Jamea 
the  following  year. 

1673.' Louis  Joliet  and  Pere  Marquette  set  out  in  May,  from  St.  Ignace  mission,  at  the 
straits  of  Mackinaw,  in  canoes  paddled  by  voyageurs  or  boatmen,  and  reached  the  Masoou- 
tin  village  on  the  Upper  Fox,  June  7th,  pushed  up  through  ics  reeds,  made  the  portage  at 
the  present  site  of  Portage  City,  into  the  Wisconsin  river,  which  they  descended  to  its 
mouth,  arriving  there  June  17th.  They  descended  the  Great  river  as  far  as  the  mouth  of 
the  Arkansas.  The  narratives  of  this  voyage  and  Journey  by  Marquette  have  {made  the 
names  of  Joliet  and  Marquette  immortaL 
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Jttf7^«~  Jollet  and  Uarquette,  returning  from  their  canoe  yoyage,  came  up  the  BOflsia- 
sippiand  Dllnoia  riyers,  made  portage  to  Chicago,  thence  paddled  down  the  shorea  of  Lain 
Michigan,  and  in  Septemher  were  again  at  the  St.  Francis  Xavier's  misaion.  In  October. 
1074,  Marquette  started  with  two  assistants  to  establish  a  mission  at  Kaakaskia,  among  thA 
Illinois  Indians.  Paddling  by  way  of  Green  Bay,  they  came  to  Sturgeon's  Bay;  thenoQ  ha 
made  the  portage  eastward  across  the  peninsula,  where  the  Sturgeon  Bay  ship  canal  noir 
is,  paddled  up  the  lake  to  the  mouth  of  the  Chicago  riyer,  where  they  wintered  on  a  sand 
dune  near  the  shore,  in  much  discomfort.  In  the  spring  they  proceeded  to  the  Illinois  riyer 
and  Easkaskia.  But  a  mortal  sickness  was  on  the  intrepid  Marquette;  and  he  turned  bade 
to  Mackinaw,  to  die  among  his  brethren.  He  died  on  the  journey.  May  19th,  of  a  dyaen* 
tery  brought  on  by  the  hardships  and  priyations  he  had  suffered.  He  was  buried  at  tho 
mouth  of  a  litUe  stream  on  the  Michigan  side  of  the  lake,  some  little  distance  south  of  the 
high  point  called  the  Sleeping  Bear. 

1679»-^The great  explorer.  La  Salle,  appeared  upon  the  scene,  arriying  at  Green  Baj* 
early  in  September,  in  a  schooner  built  at  Niagara  riyer  aboye  the  falls,  called  th» 
"  Griffln,^^  a  rude  figure  of  which  monster  graced  the  prow.  Sending  her  back  laden  with 
furs,  to  satisfy  his  creditors  at  Quebec,  he  started  with  a  party  of  fourteen  men  in  canoes 
laden  with  forges,  merchandise  and  arms,  up  the  west  shore  of  the  lake,  llie  yoyage  waa 
one  of  great  peril,  as  the  lake  was  swept  by  gales.  They  were  nearly  swamped  in  landing. 
Touching  at  one  of  these.landingsand  camps,  at  or  near  the  present  site  of  Milwaukee,  in 
the  bay  of  Milwaukee  river  (which  the  relation  called  the  "  liillioke  "),  they  were  yisited 
by  a  band  of  Fox  or  Outagamie  Indians  who  stole  several  articles  from  their  camp.  Ia 
Salle  intrepidly  went  out,  captured  a  young  Indian  and  brought  him  into  camp  to  hold 
as  a  hostage,  and  prepared  to  fight  the  Indians,  six  score  strong.  He  Uien  held  a  parley. 
Induced  them  to  restore  the  stolen  property  or  make  recompense.  He  then  mi  ived  on  up 
the  lake  coast. 

The  Kame  year  a  daring  chief  of  the  coureur  du  bois^  Daniel  Grajrsolon  du  Lhut  (Duluth), 
explored  the  Upper  Mississippi,  taking  special  note  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Black  rivers.  Vis- 
iting the  Mtlle  Lac  Sioux,  his  party  went  with  their  band  on  a  great  buffalo  hunt,  beloir 
the  St.  Croix  river  on  the  Wisconsin  side. 

16^0.— Hennepin,  with  two  companions,  Accau  and  DuGay,  set  out,  under  orders  of 
LaSalle.  to  explore  the  Upper  Mississippi.  Leaving  the  mouth  of  the  Illinois  river,  March 
12th«  he  passed  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin,  and  the  site  of  Prairie  du  Chien.  Below  Lake 
Pepin  the  party  were  taken  prisoners  by  the  Sioux,  and  carried  to  the  present  site  of 
St.  Paul  thence  to  Mille  Lacs.  Kept  here  for  two  months,  they  were  started  .with  a  party 
on  a  buffalo  hunt.  At  the  mouth  of  Rum  river,  Hennepin  and  DuGay  were  set  at  liberty, 
given  a  gun,  luif  o,  an  earthen  pot  and  a  small  canoe.  They  began  their  Journey,  descended 
the  river  into  the  Mississippi,  passed  the  great  falls,  which  Hennepin  named  the  St. 
Anthony.  Nearing  the  mouth  of  the  Chippewa  river,  being  driven  by  starvation,  they  as- 
cended that  river  and  joined  a  party  of  Sioux  hunters,  by  whom  they  were  roughly  treated, 
but  permitted  to  live. 

Du  Lhut  voyaged  from  Lake  Superior  to  the  Mississippi  with  a  small  party.  Ha 
canoed  up  the  Bols  Brule,  now  a  famous  trout  stream,  midway  between  Bayfield  and  Su- 
perior, crossed  over  from  its  upper  waters  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Saint  Croix,  and  de- 
scended that  river  into  the  Mississippi.  He  there  heardfuf  some  white  men  with  the  Sioux, 
and  pushing  on  found  Hennepin  and  DuGay,  with  the  Indian  hunting  party  near  tho 
mouth  of  the  Chippewa  river.  Rescuing  the  good  Hennepin  and  his  companion,  the  two 
parties  returned  to  the  Mille  Lacs.  That  year,  in  his  voyage  up  the  river,  Father  Hennepin 
was  the  first  white  man  to  visit  the  fine'prairie  on  this  river,  now  Prairie  du  Chien.  In 
autumn,  Du  Lhut  and  Hennepin  drifted  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin  river,  thence 
up  that  stream,  they  portaged  across  to  the  Fox,  down  which  they  paddled,  and  thence  to 
Mackinaw.    Du  Lhut  made  several  voyages  of  this  kind  later. 

1683.—  La  Sueur  passed  the  Fox  and  Wisconsin  route,  thence  ascended  the  Mississippi 
to  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony. 

10S5.— Nicholas  Perrot,  a  daring  chief  of  the  coureur  du  bois,  whose  previous  explora- 
tions are  above  narrated,  was  appointed  the  "  commandant  of  the  west,'*  with  an  *'army*^ 
of  twenty  men.  He  came  to  Green  Bay«  and  there  met  Indians  from  the  west  who  told 
him  of  white  men  far  to  the  southwest  who  lived  in  houses  that  "  walked  on  the  water,'* 
probably  Spaniards.  Perrot,  anxious  for  further  discoveries,  passed  over  the  Fox- Wiscon- 
sin route.  He  wintered  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  about  a  mile  above  the  now 
village  of  Trempealeau.  Afterwards  he  established  several  trading  posts  on  the  river, 
among  them  Fort  St.  Nicholas,  the  site  of  Pralrto  da  Gbton,  and  worked  lead  mines  in  Wis- 
consin opposite  Dubuque. 
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ltf99.— PeiTot  took  possession  of  the  St  Croix,  St.  Peter,  and  Upper  Mississippi  in  the 
name  of  the  French  king. 

169S.—  Pierre  La  Sueur  was  sent  by  the  authorities  of  New  France,  at  Quebec,  to  re- 
itore  the  French  prestige  in  the  west,  which  had  been  much  weakened  by  the  intrigues  of 
the  Dutch-Engiish  traders  from  Albany  on  the  Hudson.  He  built  a  stockaded  fort  at  La 
Foiiit,  on  the  Chequamegon  Bay,  another  at  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  which  became  the  cen- 
ter of  western  commerce.  He  was  governor  for  several  yeant.  He  also  worked  the  Perrot 
lead  mines. 

1699.—  Returning  from  France,  which  be  had  visited,  Perrot  brought  with  him  thirty 
experienced  miners,  and  on  his  voyage  up  the  Mississippi  found  lead  mines  on  or  near  the 
sites  of  Dubuque  and  Galena,  and  at  the  **  Smoke  Diggings,*^  near  Potosi,  Wiscousiu. 

1699,—  In  October,  Pere  St.  Oosmes,  a  missionary  from  Quebec,  found  the  Fox  Indians 
opposed  to  his  passing  up  the  Fox  river  route  to  the  Mississippi,  and  went  south  up  the 
west  shore  of  the  lake.  He  stopped,  as  is  supposed,  at  the  present  site  of  Sheboygan, 
whi^n  another  missionary.  Father  Marest  had  wintered  and  planted  a  cross. 

1700.— Father  St.  (Oosmes  vl»ited  Milwaukee  Bay,  finding  there  many  Mascoutlns, 
Foxes,  Pottawattomles,  etc.  He  calls  the  Milwaukee  river  the  "  Milwarlck.''  Lead  mines 
discovered  in  southwest  Wisconsin  by  La  Sueur. 

Warw  With  the  Wood  or  Outagamie  Indians,  1706-1734.^  The  Fox  Indians 
having  grown  quite  insolent  and  obstructive  of  the  passage  of  the  great  water-way  from 
the  Oreen  Bay  to  the  Mississippi,  demanded  tribute  of  all  traders  and  voyagers.  It  is  re- 
lated, though  on  questionable  authority,  that  Perriere  Marin,  a  bold  French  captain,  was 
sent  to  punish  them.  At  the  head  of  a  large  par^  of  soldiers,  half-breeds  and  coureur  du 
boU,  he  ascended  the  frozen  surface  of  the  Fox  river,  surprised  the  enemy  at  Winnebago 
Rapids  and  slew  many  hundreds  of  them,  where  Neenah  now  stands. 

1711, — The  niinois  country  and  all  Wisconsin  placed  in  conmiand  of  Governor-general 
DIrau  d' Arlaguette,  with  headquarters  at  the  site  of  Mobile  (Ala). 

1712.—  The  Fox  or  Outagamies  made  a  desperate  attempt  to  destroy  Detroit,  but  were 
thwarted  and  themselves  severely  punished.  Full  of  hate  they  robbed  and  butchered  all 
travelers.  De  Louvigny,  the  King^s  lieutenant  at  Quebec  was  sent  at  the  head  of  800  men 
to  destroy  them. 

J 7^49.— Leaving  Quebec,  Maroh  14, 1716,  he  appeared  before  the  Indian  village,  at  the 
Little  Butte  des  Mortes,  87  miles  above  Green  Bay,  surrounded  their  fort,  which  was  heavily 
palisaded,  laid  siege  to  it  and  approached  it  by  U^nches.    He  set  about  mining  and  blow- 
ing up  the  work  when  the  Indians  sued  for  peace.    It  was  granted  upon  severe  conditions 
which  the  Indians  promised  to  faithfully  perform.    But  they  were  faithless,  savage,  untam- 
able, and  persistent  in  their  ferocity. 
1719.— Frenchmen  known  to  be  at  Green  Bay. 
17 ]£».— Francis  Renault,  with  200  miners,  explores  Upper  Mississippi. 
1719-1721,'^Yort  St.  Frances  erected  at  Green  Bay.    Father  Charlevoi,  the  historian, 
visits  Green  Bay. 

17^0.— The  Cardinells  settle  temporarily  at  Prairie  du  Chien.  The  French  make  a 
treaty  with  the  Foxes,  Sacs  and  Winnebagoes,  to  open  the  Fox-Wisconsin  water-way. 

17S7.—  A.  French  trading  fort,  called  Fort  Beauhamais,  established  at  Lake  Pepin, 
with  Sieur  de  La  Perriere  in  command. 

17i99.— Sieur  Marchand  de  Lignery  was  sent  against  them  with  400  Frenchmen,  and 
reached  the  fort  at  the  mouth  of  the  Fox  river,  August  17th.  Informed  of  the  approach 
of  this  party  the  Indians  fled,  destroying  their  villages,  com,  and  other  growing  crops. 
He  returned,  much  chagrined  and  censured  for  the  failure  of  the  expedition,  destroying 
Fort  St.  Francis  at  Green  Bay. 

17^99.  -A  party  of  over  200  Indians  fell  by  surprise  upon  a  large  band  of  Foxes,  killed 
77  men  and  some  SOO  women  and  children. 

17 SO.  —  Sieur  Perriere  Marin  was,  accordmg  to  some  accounts,  the  next  leader  to  pun- 
\ah.  the  Foxes.  He  had  a  trading  post  on  the  Wisconsin  near  what  is  now  Wyalusing, 
Grant  county,  and  carried  on  an  extensive  trade.  He  resolved  to  punish  the  Foxes,  who 
were  still  insolent  Raising  a  force  of  volunteers  at  Mackinaw  and  some  friendly  Indians 
at  Green  Bay,  he  advanced  up  the  river.  At  Grand  Chute  he  divided  the  party,  sending 
one  band  around  to  attack  the  village  in  the  rear.  The  rest  continued  up  stream  in  boats, 
the  men  concealed  under  large  oil-cloth  tarpaulins  such  as  traders  used  to  cover  their 
goods,  each  boat  exposing  only  two  oarsmen.  Some  1,500  Foxes  awaited  their  coming, 
eager  to  plunder  the  party.  At  a  signal  the  coverings  were  thrown  off,  a  volley  poured 
into  the  crowd  of  Indians,  and  the  carnage  increased  by  a  swivel  gun  in  one  of  the  boats, 
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loaded  with  caaister.  Tradition  tells  that  over  1,000  Foxes  were  slain.  Fleeing  ^  ^^ 
Tillages  thej  found  their  dwellings  in  flames,  which  had  been  set  by  the  flanking  party. 
They  ran  to  the  forest,  and  there  were  beset  by  the  other  portion  of  Marin's  oommand. 
They  fought  with  the  frenzy  of  despair;  but  only  a  remnant  was  left  of  the  tribe  The 
survivors  fled  and  located  at  a  place  where  Wauzeka  now  stands  on  the  lower  Wisoonsla. 
Later  In  the  year  De  Villiers  punishes  the  same  tribe.  Not  long  afterwards  (1746)  Marin 
fell  upon  them  again,  killed  and  captured  them  in  that  village,  compelling  the  survlT* 
ors  to  go  beyond  the  Mississippi.  A  few  years  later,  the  Sacs,  who  were  living  in  viUagefl 
near  the  present  site  of  Green  Bay,  committed  some  outrages,  and  Charles  de  Langlade, 
Afterwards  the  first  white  settler  in  Wisconsin,  led  a  party  of  soldiers,  and  habitans  from 
Green  Bay,  attacked  the  Sacs  in  their  village,  and  after  a  desperate  battle  drove  them 
away.  They  fled  up  the  river  and  settled  on  the  plateau  where  now  flourish  the  villages  of 
Sauk  City  and  Prairie  du  Sac.  Overpowered  by  the  whites  and  beset  by  other  Indian 
foes,  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  or  Outagamies,  united  the  renmants  of  their  tribes. 

Misaiona  and  Trading  ^o9t3»^1735, -^Q&i^t  Pierriere  in  command  of  the  fort  at 
Lake  Pepin,  called  Fort  Beauhamais. 

1737.— On  hearing  from  La  Pointe  of  the  murder  of  French  explorers  at  the  Lake  of 
the  Woods,  Saint  Pierriere  evacuates  the  fort. 

1742.—  Presents  distributed  by  the  French  among  the  Sacs  and  Foxes. 

1749. —  The  younger  Marin  stationed  at  La  Pointe. 

1752,—  He  was  at  Lake  Pepin. 

1754, —  Marin  in  command  at  Green  Bay,  makes  peace  with  the  Wisconsin  Indians. 
The  Menomoneee,  Foxes,  Sacs,|Winnebagoes,  Pottawattomies,  Ottowas,  Chippewas  and 
Sioux  are  engaged  to  attack  the  English  colonies  on  tiie  western  borders  of  Pennsylvania. 

1755.— Langlade,  with  Wisconsin  Indians,  led  the  onslaught  upon  Braddock^a  armj, 
July  9th.  Later  he  was  at  Fort  George,  and  fought  against  Wolfe  on  the  plains  of  Ahi» 
ham,  with  his  braves  from  Wisconsin. 

1759.— meven  Frenchmen  killed  at  Green  Bay  by  Menomoneea,  who  pillage  a  Btors> 
house. 

I7G0.— The  French  dominions  seized  by  the  English.  Alexander  Henry  visited  Mil- 
waukee. 

170.1.— Capt.  Belfour  of  the  British  army  came  with  troops  to  Green  Bay,  took  posses- 
sion of  the  fort,  naming  it  Fort  Edward.  He  left  here  Lieut.  James  Gorrell  of  the  Sixtieth, 
or  Royal  American  regiment,  with  a  sergeant,  corporal  and  fifteen  privates  who  spent  a 
wretched  winter  in  the  old  fort.  In  the  spring,  Gorrell  made  treaties  with  the  bands  who 
came  in. 

1703.— Gorrell  and  his  force  abandon  Green  Bay.  Pontiac's  conspiracy  led  to  a  confed- 
eration of  Miamis,  Ottawas,  Chipi3ewas,  Wyandottes,  Pottawattomies,  Missisaguas,  Shawa- 
noes,  Outagamies  and  Winnebagoes.  They  organized  and  burst  upon  the  English  posts, 
eight  of  which  were  captured.  After  the  massacre  of  a  large  part  of  the  garrison  at 
Michillimackinac,  a  friendly  band  of  Indians  escorted  Gorrell  and  his  party  from  Green 
Bay  to  L'Arbre  Croche,  where  they  sent  the  remnants  of  the  garrison,  that  had  1}een  spared 
in  the  Michillimackinac  slaughter. 

1763.— 'The  territories  of  New  France,  including  Wisconsin,  ceded  by  the  French  to  the 
English.    Traders*  posts  established  at  Milwaukee. 

1700.— The  Langlades  had  settled  with  other  white  settlers  at  Green  Bay. 

This  year  Capt.  Jonathan  Carver,  a  medical  student  and  officer  of  Massachusetts  militia, 
visited  Green  Bay.  He  was  searching  for  a  northwest  passage  to  the  Pacific  ocean,  and 
passed  over  the  Fox- Wisconsin  route,  wintering  with  the  Sioux  on  the  plains.  Disappointed 
in  his  search  he  returns  next  year  by  way  of  Lake  Superior. 

1774.— A.  civil  government  established  over  the  northwest  and  Canadas  by  the  "  Quebec 
act." 

1777.— Indians  under  Charles  de  Langlade  and  Gauthier  Join  tho  British  against  the 
colonies  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  But  they  do  not  appear  to  have  fought  in  any  of  the 
battles. 

1779.— C&pt.  Robertson  of  the  British  sloop  ''Felicity  "  made  a  voyage  of  reconnais- 
sance around  Lake  Michigan,  inducing  traders  and  Indians  to  support  the  English. 

1781.— Lieut. -Gov.  Patrick  Sinclair,  of  Canada,  purchased  Green  Bay,  Prairie  du  Chien, 
etc.,  from  the  Indians.  His  puri'Lase  was  not  confirmed.  The  settlement  of  Prairie  du 
Chien  commenced  by  Bazil  Giard,  Augustin  Ange  and  Pierre  Antaya. 

1786.—  Julian  Dubuque  explored  the  lead  regions  of  the  Upper  Mississippt  and  opened 
lead  mines  in  both  Wisconsin  and  luwa. 
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1797.^  Wisconsin,  with  the  territory  northwest  of  the  Ohio,  placed  under  a  govern- 
ment,  by  the  **  Ordinance  of  17.>r.  and  the  action  of  the  President  tliereupon/* 

17S8.—An  Indian  council  at  Oreen  Bay.  Permission  given  to  Dubuque  to  work  the 
lead  mines  on  a  large  scale. 

17S9.—  JGaa  Baptiste  Mirandeau  said  to  have  settled  at  Milwaukee. 

1793.— Luwreoce  Earth  built  a  cabin  at  the  portage  of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox  rivers 
and  engaged  in  the  carrying  trade. 

1795.—  Jacques  Vieau,  a^^ent  of  the  Northwest  Ck>mpany,  established  trading  posts  at 
Kewaimee,  Sheboygan,  Manitowoc  and  Milwaukee. 

1790.— The  western  parts  surrendered  by  the  British  to  the  United  States,  and  the  Or. 
dinance  of  1787  extended  over  all  the  northwest. 

1800.—  Indiana  territory  organized  embracing  the  territory  now  comprising  Indiana, 
Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Minnesota  east  of  the  Mississippi.  Qen.  Wnu  Henry 
Harrison  is  appointed  governor. 

1904.— Oen.  Harrison  makes  a  treaty  with  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  at  St.  Louis,  in  which 
they  extinguish  their  title  to  parts  of  the  lands  in  Wisconsin  In  the  southern  portion,  in- 
dudini^  the  lead  region. 

1H05  —Michigan  territory  organized. 

1909.— Thomas  Nuttall,  the  botanist,  and  John  Bradbury,  the  Scotch  naturalist,  ex- 
plored Wisconsin. 

John  Jacob  Astor's  party  of  explorers,  under  William  P.  Hunt  and  Ramsay  Crooks, 
pa8seii  Oreen  Bay  and  Prairie  du  Chten,  en  route  for  the  Pacific  Ocean.    The  story  of  the. 
western  part  of  their  journey  is  told  in  Irvlng's  ••  Astoria.^^ 

IS  It.—  The  Wisconsin  Indians  to  some  extent  take  part  in  Tecumseh^s  war,  '  i 

n  imconnin  in  thi-  tear  of  18 liS.— The  Indians  assembled  at  Oreen  Bay  to  join  the- 
Encrlish  in  the  "  war  of  1812."  French  traders  mostly  held  commissions  in  the  British- 
army. 

iMi4.— An  expedition  by  the  British  organized  at  Mackinaw  (Michilllmacklnac)  for  the 
capture  of  the  military  post  at  Prairie  du  Chien,  started  Juno  :2Sth,  reaching  Oreen  Bay  six 
days  later,  were  Joined  by  Louis  Orignon,  a  Creole  trader,  with  80  habitans  of  Oreen  Bay 
and  about  100  Indians,  and  rowed  up  the  Fox  river  in  grand  ))roce8sion.  July  17th  they 
landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Wisconsin  a  few  miles  below  Fort  Shelby,  at  Prairie  du  Chien. 
The  American  garrison  numbered  some  60  or  70  effective  men  with  six  pieces  of  cannon. 
The  fort  consisted  of  a  small  stockade  and  two  block  houses;  and  a  gun  boat  manned  by 
part  of  the  garrison,  and  with  14  cannon,  lay  in  the  river.  The  attacking  force  was  about 
GOO  whites  and  120  Indians.  The  British  commander,  Major  McKay,  demanded  the  sur- 
render of  the  fort.  Lieut  Perkins,  the  American  officer  in  command,  declined  to  surrender. 
The  British  artillery  opened  upon  the  gun  boat.  After  receiving  some  50  or  more  shots  the 
boat  dropped  down  stream.  The  fort  was  then  attacked  and  Perkins,  abandoned  by  the 
gun  Ix)at,  was  forced  to  surrender.  McKay  with  difficulty  saved  the  prisonera  from 
massacre  by  his  Indian  allies.  The  American  loss  was  5  killed  and  10  wounded  in  the  boat 
and  3  in  the  fort.  Soon  after  Perkins  and  his  men  were  given  back  their  arras  and  sent 
down  the  river.    The  name  of  the  fort  was  then  changed  from  Fort  Shelby  to  Fort  McKay. 

1815,—  After  peace,  the  British  commander  of  the  fort  offered  to  turn  the  post  over  to 
the  American  governor  at  St.  Louis,  and  (May  24th)  hauled  down  the  Briti^>h  fioi^  and 
proceeded  up  the  Wisconsin,  thence  to  Mackinaw. 

IS  Itf.  — Treaty  with  Indians  confirming  that  of  1804.  Erection  of  Fort  Crawford  at 
Prairie  du  Chien  and  Fort  Howard,  on  Green  Bay,  begun;  Major  Morgan  in  command  at 
Prairie  du  Chien,  CoL  John  Miller  at  Fort  Howard. 

ItfljV.  — Illinois  admitted  into  the  Union.  Wisconsin  attached  lo  the  territory  of  Mich- 
igan. Brown.  Crawford  and  Michillimaekinac  counties  organized  in  Michigan  and  em- 
brace the  whole  of  Wi««consin,  besides  other  territory.  Solomon  Juneau  arrived  in 
Milwaukee. 

18iiO  —  United  States  Commissioners  adjusted  land  claims  in  Oreen  Bay.  John  Jacob 
Astor's  American  Fur  Company  had  stations  at  Oreen  Bay,  on  the  Menomonee,  Peshtigo 
Oconto,  and  Upper  Wolf  rivers.  Milwaukee  the  entrepot  of  trade  with  the  Pottawattomles. 
Augustin  Orignon  had  a  trading  shanty  at  the  present  site  of  Kaukauna,  for  the  trade  on 
the  Lower  Fox.  At  Prairie  du  Chien,  Joseph  Roulette  was  the  chief  trader  for  the  Amer. 
lean  Fur  Company,  his  field  being  on  the  Mississippi  from  Dubuque  upwards  The  same 
company  had  stations  at  La  Polnte.  and  on  Lac  du  Chambeau,  Lac  Chetac.  Rice  Lake, 
Tomahawk  Lake,  Lac  Court  Oreilles,  Namekogan  Lake  and  other  points  in  the  Chippewa 
country.  o 
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The  fur  traders,  it  is  said,  established  i>osts,  which  ultimately  led  to  setUements  at  Ifil* 
waukee,  Oshkosh,  Fond  du  Lac,  La  Crosse,  Eau  Claire,  Chippewa  Falls,  Madison,  Sheboy- 
gan, Manitowoc,  Two  Rivers,  Kewaunee,  Green  Bay,  Prairie  du  Chien,  Depere,  Eaukauna, 
Neenah,  Hudson,  Portage,  Menomonee,  Oconto,  Peshtigo,  Black  Riyer  Falls,  Rioe  Lake. 
Baraboo,  and  Shullsburg.     These  were  established  at  various  times. 

On  July  9,  of  this  year  the  first  Protestant  sermon  preached  in  Wisconsin  was  delivered 
At  Fort  Howard,  by  Rev.  Jedediah  Morse,  father  of  the  inventor  of  the  telegraph. 

1822.— The  New  York  Indians,  transplanted,  purchase  lands  cast  of  Lake  Winnebago. 
James  Johnson  obtained  from  the  Indians  the  right  to  dig  for  lead  with  negro  slaves  from 
Kentucky. 

1823,—  Counties  of  Brown,  Crawford,  and  Mlchillimackinac  made  a  separate  judicial 
district  by  Congress.  The  first  steamboat  ascended  the  Mississippi,  and  Lake  Superior  sur- 
veyed  by  Lieut.  Bayfield  of  the  British  navy.  An  Episcopal  mission  established  near 
Green  Bay. 

1824  .--Judge  James  Duane  Doty  held  his  first  district  court  of  the  territory,  at  Green  Bay. 

1825.— Treaty  concluded  in  August  between  the  Indians  of  Illinois,  Minnesota,  and 
Wisconsin  by  Gcv.  William  Clark  and  Lewis  Cass,  the  formei'then  serving  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Indian  affairs  at  St.  Louis,  the  latter  as  governor  of  Michigan  territory.  The  Indians 
begin  to  grow  sullen. 

1826.    First  steamboat  on  Lake  Michigan. 

1826.  The  lead  mines  attract  attention.  The  general  government  leased  lands  for 
mining  purposes  in  1822,  and  in  this  year  the  mining  population  rose  from  100  to  4(W  by  the 
following  March. 

1827.  The  rush  to  the  lead  mines  continued.  The  Indians  sullen  and  inimical  to  the 
whites.  Fort  Crawford  abandoned  and  the  troops  sent  to  Fort  Sneiling,  near  St.  PauL  The 
Winnebagoes  murdered  a  half-breed  named  Metl  odi  and  his  family  near  Prairie  du  Ohien. 
The  Indian  chief.  Red  Bird,  and  two  others,  infiamed  by  rumors  that  Winnebago  prisoners 
had  been  killed  by  the  whites,  murdered  and  scalped  Rijeste  Gagnier  and  Solomon  Lipcop 
near  Prairie  du  Chien.  About  the  same  time,  a  band  of  thirty-seven  Winnebagoes  attacked 
two  keel  boats  laden  with  provisions  for  the  troops  at  Fort  Sneiling,  killing  two,  wounding 
two  mortally  and  two  slightly,  but  were  repulsed.  These  outrages  ,'produced  great  alarm. 
The  settlers  fled  to  Prairie  du  Chien  and  there  organized  and  manned  the  abandoned  fort. 
The  news  spread  through  southwesiem  Wisconsin  and  thousands  of  settlers  fled  in  the 
greatest  precipitation  to  Galena.  Gov.  Cass,  of  Michigan  territory,  soon  came  upon  the 
scene.  Col.  Sneiling  reinforced  Fort  Crawford.  Col.  Henry  Dodge  raised  a  hundred 
mounted  volunteers  in  the  lead  mines;  Maj.  Whistler,  in  comnmnd  at  Fort  Howard,  moved 
up  the  Fox  to  Portage,  and  the  troops  on  the  Lower  Wisconsin  moved  up  that  river,  pur. 
suing  the  fleeing  Winnebagoes.  They  were  overtaken  near  Portage,  and  seeing  themselves 
overpowered,  gave  up  the  murderers.  Red  Bird  died  in  prison  soon  after.  His  associates 
were  tried  and  sentenced,  but  afterwards  pardoned  on  condition  that  the  Winnebagoes 
oede  lands. 

1828.  Fort  Winnebago  built  at  the  portage.  An  Indian  treaty  had  at  Green  Bay.  The 
Indian  claim  to  the  lead  region  purchased. 

1829.—Thou3&nda  of  miners  settled  in  the  lead  region.  Speculation  rife.  A  Methodist 
mission  established  at  Green  Bay. 

1830.—  The  Sioux  killed  seventeen  Sacs  and  Foxes  near  Prairie  du  Chien.  A  Protestant 
mission  was  founded  on  Madelaine  island,  one  of  the  Apostle  islands,  in  LaKe  Superior,  op- 
posite Bayfield  —  the  first  of  the  island  missions  at  t^  Point,  the  original  La  Point  mis» 
gion  having  been  founded  on  the  main  land. 

1832.— The  Black  Hawk  ITor.— This  year  Black  Hawk,  a  petty  chief  of  the  Sacs, 
had  a  village  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rock  river.  He  hated  the  Americans  and  loved  the  Eng- 
lish. Returning  from  a  visit  to  Canada  in  1880,  where  he  had  been  fiattered  by  the  T<Wigiiah^ 
he  found  the  settlers  had  preempted  the  site  of  his  village  and  the  burial  ground  of  his 
fathers.  He  was  enraged  and  made  threats.  The  militia  were  called  out.  Ten  companies 
of  United  States  troops  came  to  the  mouth  of  the  Ilock  river,  and  Black  Hawk  was  com- 
pelled to  cross  the  Mississippi  promising  never  to  return.  But  he  failed  to  keep  his  prom- 
ise. He  re-crossed  the  river  in  April,  passed  up  Rock  river,  to  Propbetstown,  intending  to 
raise  a  crop  there.  This  "invasion**  aroused  general  alarm  in  Illinois  and  Wisconsin. 
Settlers  fled  or  threw  up  log  forts.  Gen.  Atkinson,  with  1,600  horse  and  200  foot  volunteers 
—  of  whom  Abraham  Lincoln  commanded  one  company  —  and  300  regulars  were  put  on 
the  march.  Black  Hawk  sent  a  defiant  message  and  retreated  up  Rock  river.  At  Still- 
man's  creek  he  halted  to  surrender.    His  messengers  of  peace  were  killed  by  the  pickets 
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when  they  approached  the  lines.  He  then  attacked  and  sent  scampering  to  the  rear  875 
horsemen,  with  thirty-five  braves.  He  then  removed  his  women  and  children  to  the  swamps 
of  Lake  Koshkouong,  in  Wisconsin.  He  descended  Into  Illinois,  scattering  consternation. 
Skirmishes  took  place  in  Illinois,  at  Fecatonica,  Blue  Mounds  and  Sinsiniwa  Mounds  in 
Wisconsin.  Some  200  whites  and  as  many  Indians  lost  their  lives  In  these  battles,  flUz^* 
mishes  and  surprises. 

Meanwhile,  forts  had  been  thrown  up  In  the  lead  region.—  Fort  Union  at  Dodgevllle, 
where  filajor  Dodge's  headquarters  hadCbeen;  Furt  Defiance  At  the  farm  of  D.  M.  Parkin- 
son; Fort  Hamilton  at  Wiota;  Fort  Jackson  at  Mineral  Point;  Mound  Fort  at  Blue  Moundf 
and  others. 

Pending  this  outbreak,  Col.  Dodge  came  with  Captains  John  H.  Rountree,  and  James  H. 
Gentry,  to  the  head  of  the  Four  Lakes,  near  where  Madison  now  is,  and  had  a  council  with 
the  Winnebagoes,  counseling  them  not  to  join  the  Sacs  in  the  war. 

Gen.  Atkinson,  in  command,  sent  Dodge's  command,  and  also  Major  Henry^s  and  Major 
Alexander's  brigades  to  Fort  Winnebago  at  Portage  for  supplies.  Arriving  there,  he  learned 
from  the  Winnebagoes  the  hiding  place  of  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  Black  Hawk's  band.  They 
were  then  at  the  rapids  of  Rock  river,  near  now  Hustisford.  The  force  at  once  set  out 
to  attack  them. 

The  Indians,  however,  had  fled.  Their  trail  was  discovered,  bearing  toward  Wisconsin 
river.  They  were  pursued.  Reaching  the  Catfish  river,  between  Third  and  Fourth  Lakes, 
the  Indians  were  found  on  the  site  of  the  city  of  Madison.—  one  of  whom  was  shot  and 
left  dead  newrthe  present  capitol.  The  next  day  (July  21st)  the  Indians  were  pursued; 
they  fled  westward  passing  to  the  south  of  Fourth  Lake  to  the  bluffs  of  the  Wisconsin.  A 
battle  here  ensued.  The  Indians  lost  several  killed  and  many  were  wounded.  The  Ameri- 
can loss  was  one  killed  and  8  wounded.  Thence,  Black  Hawk  and  his  party  fled  westward 
to  the  Mississippi.  A  few  days  later  Col.  Dodge  pursued  them,  with  fresh  troops,  and  camo 
up  with  them  near  the  mouth  of  the  Bad  Axe,  40  miles  above  Prairie  du  Chien.  A  steamboat 
had  been  sent  up  the  river,  to  prevent  their  escape  across  the  river.  The  Sacs  were  now  in 
bad  plight.  Col.  Dodge  attacked  them.  Some  escaped  across  the  river.  The  rest  were 
captured.  Black  Hawk  escaped  to  seek  refuge  among  the  Winnebagoes;  but  a  large  re- 
ward was  offered  for  him;  and  the  Winnebagoes  arrested  and  gave  him  up.  He  was  sent 
to  Prairie  du  Chien.  thence  to  Jefferson  Barracks.  Of  the  1,000  Indians  who  crossed  the 
Mississippi  with  him  in  the  spring  not  over  150  survived  the  famous  Black  Hawk  war.  The 
chief  died  in  1838  qear  Des  Moines.  This  outbreak  served  one  purpose.  It  advertised  Wis- 
consin and  stimulated  settlement. 

1833.—  An  Indian  treaty  at  Chicago.  The  lands  south  and  west  of  3Iilwaukee  were 
ceded  to  the  government.  Milwaukee  settled  in  the  fall.  The  first  newspaper,  the  Green 
Bay  Intelligencer,  established.  First  Congregational  church  in  Wisconsin  organized  at 
La  Point,  on  Madelaine  island. 

1834.—  Land  ofSces  established  at  Mineral  Point  and  Green  Bay.  First  public  land  sale 
at  Mineral  Point.    Census  taken;  i>opulation  found  to  be  4,705. 

.293^.— The  first  steamboat  landed  at  Milwaukee  June  17.  Public  lands  surveyed  by 
William  A.  Burt.  Great  Infiux  of  settlers.  By  December  1, 1836,  878,014  acres  of  land  had 
been  sold  U^  settlers  and  speculators.  Bishop  Baraga  founds  a  Catholic  mission  on  Made- 
laine island. 

183G.—  The  territory  of  Wisconsin  organized  by  act  of  Congress.  April  30,  Henry 
Dodge  appointed  governor  by  President  Jackson.  July  4,  territory  organized.  John  S. 
Homer  of  Virginia  appointed  Secretary,  Charles  Dunn,  of  Illinois,  chief  justice,  David 
Irvin  and  William  C.  Frazer,  of  Pennsylvania,  sworn  in  at  Mineral  Point,  amid  great  fes- 
tivity. Territorial  council  met  at  Belmont.  October  25th.  United  States  Land  office 
opened  at  Milwaukee.  December  3,  capitol  located  at  Madi.son,  "  between  the  Third  and 
Fourth  of  the  four  lakes,  on  the  comer  of  sections  13,  14,  SJ,  and  24.  in  township  7,  north  of 
range  9,  east."  The  same  year,  July  14,  the  "Milwaukee  Advertiser"  commenced  pub- 
lication. The  first  school  opened  in  ^lilwaukee. 
,   George  W.  Jones  elected  as  the  delegate  in  Congress. 

The  supreme  court  held  its  first  session  at  Belmont.    The  Belmont  ••  Gazette  **  published. 

JS37.— Michigan  admitted  into  the  Union.  The  Northern  Peninsula  attached  to  It,  in 
▼lolation  of  the  rights  of  Wisconsin,  causing  great  indignation  to  the  people  of  the  terri- 
tory. 

A  treaty  made  by  Governor  Dotlge  with  the  Menomonees,  In  which  they  ceded  to  the 
ITnited  States  about  four  million  acres  of  land  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin. 

The  people  of  Milwaukee  organize  two  municipal  corporations—  "  Milwaukeeonthe-east- 
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side-of-the-riTer/*  and  "Milwautcee-on-che-west-side-of-the-rlver/*     Qreat  strife  between 
them. 

Copper  ore  found  near  Mineral  Point.  The  comer  stone  of  the  capitol  laid  at  Madison, 
July  4th,  with  great  solemnities. 

1888.—  Congress  appropriated  land  to  endow  the  University  of  the  Territory  of  Wiscon* 
sin.    Eighty  postofflces  established  in  the  territory. 

^939.— Battle  between  Sioux  and  Chippewasin  northern  Wiscoasin:  200  said  to  have 
been  killed. 

1840,—  First  brewing  of  beer  in  Milwaukee.  U.  S.  census  showed  population  of  30,945 
white  persons. 

1849.— C.  C.  P.  Arndt.  a  member  of  the  legislative  council,  sbot  and  killed  in  the  coun- 
cil chamber  by  James  R.  Vineyard,  who  was  afterward  tried  in  Oreen  couoty  and  ac* 
quitted. 

1544.— The  Wisconsin  Phalanx,  acommunistic  organizatioD,  settle  at  Cresco^now  Ripon, 
under  the  leadership  of  Jesse  Strong.  Oov.  Doty  removed  and  Nathaniel  P.  Tatlmadge 
Appointed. 

1845,—  Tallmadge  removed  and  Doty  reappointed.  Large  Swiss  colony  planted  at  New 
G1aru8,  Green  county. 

1846.  —  The  people  voted  In  favor  of  a  state  government.  Congress  passed  act  to  enable 
and  authorize  the  formation  of  state  government.  First  constitutional  convention  met  at 
Madison,  October  5th

1549.— Construction  of  railroad  from  Milwaukee  westward  begun.  In  January,  first 
telegram  received  in  Milwaukee.  Legislature  Instruct  I.  P.  Walker  to  resign  because  of 
his  vote  in  interest  of  the  south.  Cholera  epidemic.  **  Gold  Fever  **  causes  great  exodus 
to  California. 

1550.— Mob  in  MUwaukee  attack  and  vn-eck  house  of  John  B.  Smith  for  introducing  a 
liquor  law  in  the  legislature.    Census  reported  population  at  305,391 . 

:f  551.  _  First  railroad  train  run  from  Milwaukee  to  W^aukesha. 

1859. —  Numerous  railroad  enterprises  started  in  southern  part  of  the  state. 

1553.— Charges  made  for  the  impeachment  of  Jud^sre  Levi  Hubbell,  Judge  of  the  second 
Judxiial  district.    Tried,  and,  after  protracted  trial,  acquitted. 

1554.— Meeting  at  Ripon  to  organize  the  Republican  party;  the  name  **  Republican  ** 
suggested  by  A.  E.  Bovay .  This  on  February  28th.  Joshua  Glover,  a  fugitive  slave,  ar^ 
rested  at  Racine.  Rescued  at  Milwaukee  by  force,  from  the  United  States  marshal,  on  the 
11th  of  March.  Sherman  M.  Booth  arrested  and  committed  to  jail  on  the  26th  of  May  for 
aiding  in  Glover's  rescue.  A  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  granted  by  Associate  Justice  Hon. 
Abram  D.  Smith,  who  decided  on  the  hearing  that  the  "  Fugitive  Slave  law  "  of  1850  was 
void,  and  discharged  the  prisoner.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  sustained  him.  (An 
interesting  account  of  this  conflict  between  the  State  and  Federal  Judiciary  will  be  found 
in  note  in  Vilas  &  Biyant's  edition  of  Wisconsin  Reports,  Vol.  11,  p.  517  )  The  Supreme 
Court  of  Wisconsin  held  the  fugitive  slave  law  void,  and  that  it  had  the  power  to  discharge 
from  the  custody  of  the  United  States  marshal,  those  who  were  held  hi  custody  charged 
with  violating  the  law.  This  was  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
July  13.  A  mass  convention  held  in  the  Capitol  Park  at  Madison.  The  Republican  party 
organized,  and  so  named.     German  immigration  very  large.

1808.— Col,  Dunbar  discovers  the  medicinal  properties  of  the  **Bethesda  Spring"  at 
Waukesha.  April  8,  the  "Sea  Bird "  burned  on  Lake  Michigan.  All  on  board  lost,  save 
two.  Effort  made  to  remove  tbe  state  capitol  to  Milwaukee.  Towns,  cities  and  Tillagea 
authorized  to  take  stock  In  railroads.

FIRST  SESSION,  1842-i8. 

Tbe  two  Houses  organized  on  the  5th  of  December,  1842,  but  the  Governor  (J.  D.  Doty)  re* 
fused  to  communicate  with  them,  as  a  body  legally  assembled,  according  tq  the  act  of  Con- 
gress, as  no  appropriation  for  that  object  had  been  previously  made  by  Congress.  The 
Houses  continued  in  session  until  the  10th  day  of  December,  when  they  adjoiuned  untO 
the  90th  of  January,  1813,  when  they  again  met,  and  continued  in  session  until  February 
1848,  when  they  adjourned  until  March  6, 1843,on  which  latter  day  they  again  convened,  as  well 
In  pursuance  of  their  vote  of  adjournment,  as  in  pursuance  of  the  Governor's  Proclamation 
calling  them  together  as  of  a  special  session,  on  that  day.  Of  this  intention  of  the  Got- 
emor,  they  had  been  apprised  by  resolutions  referring  to  his  Proclamation,  introduced  by 
one  of  their  members  at  their  first  session.  The  Houses  continued  in  session  subsequently 
until  the  25th  day  of  March,  when  they  adjourned  without  day.  Both  Houses  again  assem- 
bled on  the  27th  day  of  March,  as  of  the  second  session,  and  adjourned  on  the  17ih  of  April 
1843.    The  session  was  held  at  Madison.    Officers  the  same  in  both  sessions.

STATE  ORGANIZATION. 


FiTMt  Seaaion  —  The  first  seasfon  of  the  State  Legislature  was  held  at  the  Capitol  at  Madi- 
son, on  Monday,  the  fifth  day  of  June,  A.  D,  1848,  pursuant  to  the  Constitution,  which 
had  been  adopted  by  a  large  majority  of  the  people.  The  apportionment  of  Senaton 
and  Representatives  was  under  Constitutional  provisions,  until  otherwise  declared  by 
law.  It  convened  June  5,  IftlS,  and  adjourned  August  21, 1848,  seventy  eight  dajrs.  There 
were  eighty-five  members. 

890(md  Seuion  —  Convened  on  the  10th  of  January,  1848,  and  adjourned  April  2, 1849,  ei^tj- 
three  days,  eighty-five  members.

For  this  purpose  the  Legislature  again  convened  on  the  6th  day 
of  June,  and  adjourned  flnaUy  on  the  18th  of  July,  1863.  The  legislative  session 
amounted  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  days,  with  one  hundred  and  seven  members.

Domestic  mall  matter  is  divided  into  four  classes: 

First  Class—Letters,  postal  cards,  and  matter  wholly  or  partly  in  writing,  whether 
sealed  or  ansealed  (except  manuscript  copy  accompanying  proof-sheets  or  corrected 
proof-sheets  of  the  same),  and  all  matter  seeded  or  otherwise  dosed  against  inspection. 

Rate  of  Postage  -Two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.   Postal  cards,  one  cent  each. 

On  **  drop"  letters,  two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  when  mailed  at  letter-carrier's 
office;  and  one  cent  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof  at  other  offices. 

Second  Cla&s— Newspapers  and  puhlications  Issued  at  stated  intervals  as  often  as  four 
times  a  year,  bearing  a  date  of  issue  and  numbered  consecutiyely,  issued  from  a  known 
office  of  publication,  and  formed  of  printed  sheets,  without  board,  cloth,  leather  or  other 
substantial  binding.  Such  publications  must  be  originated  and  published  for  the  dissem^ 
nation  of  information  of  a  public  character,  or  devoted  to  literature,  the  sciences,  artt  or 
some  special  industry.  They  must  have  a  legitimate  list  of  subscribers,  and  must  not  be 
designed  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  or  for  free  circulation  at  nominal  rates. 

Rate  of  postage— For  publishers  and  news  agents:    1  cent  a  pound  or  fraction  thereof. 

For  others  than  publishers  and  news  agents:  1  cent  for  each  four  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof. 

Third  Class— Books,  periodicals  and  matter  wholly  in  print  (not  included  in  second 
class),  proof-sheets,  corrected  proof-sheets  and  manuscript  copy  accompanying  the  same. 

Rate  of  postage —  One  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Fourth  Class — Merchandise,  namely,  all  matter  not  embraced  In  the  other  three  classes, 
and  which  is  not  in  its  form  or  nature  liable  .to  destroy,  deface  or  otherwise  damage  the 
contents  of  the  mall  bag,  or  harm  the  person  of  any  one  engaged  in  the  postal  servicd,  and 
not  above  the  weight  provided  by  law. 

Rate  of  postage— One  cent  per  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  but  on  seeds,  cuttings,  roots. 
B3ions  and  plantSi  one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

THB  LIMIT  OF  WBIQBT. 

A  package  must  not  exceed  four  pounds  in  weight,  unless  it  be  a  single  book.

of  wrapper,  envelope,  tag  or  label  must  be  left  space  sufficient  for  legible  address  and  nec- 
essary stamps. 

Fourth  Class— With  matter  of  this  kind  may  be  enclosed  any  mailable  third-class  mat- 
ter. On  wrapper,  cover,  tag  or  label  may  be  written  name  and  address  of  sender  wich 
word  *'  from^*;  marks,  numbers,  names  or  letters  for  purposes  of  description,  or  same  may 
be  printed;  any  printed  matter  not  in  nature  of  a  personal  oorrespondenoe.  On  address 
side  must  be  left  space  sufficient  for  legible  address  and  necessary  stamps.

All  mall  matter,  including  drop  letters,  may  be  registered;  but  not  matter  addressed  to 
fictitious  names,  Initials,  or  box  numbers,  or  bearing  vague  and  indefinite  addresses.

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POLITICAL  PLATFORMS  AND  COMMITTEES. 


DEMOCRATIC  PLATFORM. 

8tat€  Convention,  1894, 

1.  We,  the  democrats  of  Wtaoonsfn,  Id  oonyentioxi  asaembled,  reaffirm  the  principles  of 
the  national  democratic  platform  of  1898. 

2.  The  present  financial  distreas  under  which  the  oountrr  has  suffered  and  is  still  suffer- 
ing:, is  the  logical  and  necessary  oonsequense  of  republican  class  legislation  and  misman- 
agement. 

3.  The  new  tariff  affords  the  country  substantial  relief  and  is  a  broad  stride  in  the  direc- 
tion of  accomplishing  the  results  that  the  democratic  party  has  so  long  contended  for. 

4.  By  the  repeal  of  the  republican  measure  known  as  the  Sherman  silver  law,  the  money 
of  the  country  is  restored  to  a  sound  basis,  and  no  proposed  legislation  should  be  enter- 
tained which  does  not  provide  that  every  dollar  issued  by  the  government  should  be  of 
equal  intrinsic  and  interchangeable  value. 

5.  The  constitution  forbids  discrimination  based  on  religious  tests.  The  A.  P.  A.  and 
like  societies  violating  this  fundamental  principle,  find  their  natural  place  in  the  ranlts  of 
republicans,  who  are  careless  of  constitutional  rights,  and  will  meet  with  the  same  rebuke 
at  the  hands  of  the  people  as  the  kindred  movement  which  found  expression  In  the  Bennett 
law:  and  the  democratic  party  is  unalterably  opposed  to  the  principles  of  the  so-called 
American  Protective  Association  and  kindred  un-American  organizations. 

6.  We  emphasize  the  fact  that  labor  has  the  same  right  to  legal  organization  and  pro- 
tection as  capital*  and  that  provision  should  be  made  by  arbitration  or  otherwise  for  equit- 
able and  peaceable  adjustment  of  the  differences  between  the  wage  earner  and  his  em- 
ployer 

7.  We  denounce  as  imjust  uid  oppressive  the  system  of  maintaining  Pullman  stores 
practiced  by  many  employers  of  labor  and  recommend  the  enactment  of  stringent  prohib- 
itory laws  calculated  to  prevent  a  continuance  thereof. 

8.  The  income  tax  feature  of  the  tariff  bill  meets  our  approval. 

0.  The  administration  of  President  Cleveland  has  been  wise,  patriotic  and  courageous, 
and  commends  itself  to  the  democracy  of  this  state. 

10.  The  action  of  the  democratic  senators  and  representatives  of  Wisconsin  has  our 
hearty  approbation.  We  brand  as  treasonable  to  democratic  pledges,  the  action  of  those 
senators  who  were  elected  as  tariff  reformers  but  who  deserted  the  principles  of  our  par^ 
and  allied  themselves  with  our  enemies  to  thwart  the  expressed  will  of  the  people  demand- 
ing Avhoiesome  and  effective  tariff  legislation. 

11.  The  democracy  of  Wisconsin  has  completely  fulfilled  its  pledges  to  the  people  in  Its 
business-  ike  management  of  state  affairs.  It  has  returned  to  the  treasury  of  the  state  the 
sum  of  $437, 902.56  of  the  money  unlawfully  taken  by  republican  ex-treasurers  and  bos  put 
into  Judgment  the  further  sum  of  $181, 015. C6,  making  a  total  o/ $6(^,918.^,  thus  evidencing 
its  intention  that  no  rights  of  the  people  be  relinquished.  It  has  reduced  the  state  tixx  for  the 
present  year  in  the  sum  of  $742,570.00,  or  over  75  per  cent. -nan  accomplishment  heretofore 
unheard  of  in  the  history  of  any  state,  and  doubly  welcome  in  these  hard  times,  induced  by 
republican  misrule.  It  has  paid  into  the  treasury  sa  interest  received  on  public  funds  de- 
posited in  bank  the  sum  of  $100,000.  By  wise  and  judicious  investments  and  permitting  no 
selfish  interest  to  come  in  conflict  with  duty,  It  has  increased  the  earnings  upon  the  school 
funds  since  it  has  been  in  power  in  the  sum  of  $161,364,  over  the  earnings  of  the  preceding 
four  years  of  republican  mismanagement.'  It  has  shown  its  devotion  to  the  **The  little 
school  house,^^  by  expending  in  the  advancement  of  our  educational  interests  $1,174,765 
more  than  the  republican  administration  expended  for  the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding 
four  years.  It  has  levied  by  way  of  taxes  $447,315  less  than  the  republicans  levied  from  1887 
to  1890.    Of  this  magnificent  record  every  democrat  of  the  state  may  feel  justly  proud. 
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PEOPLE'S  PARTY  STATE  PLATFORM 

Adopted  •/uly  4,  1894. 

Our  country,  blessed  with  an  abuudanoe  of  natural  wealth  and  all  products  needed  to 
maintain  life,  presents  the  strange  anomaly  of  widespread  misery  and  destitution  in  the 
midst  of  plenty. 

When  men«  women  and  children  starve  during  bountiful  harvests,  it  furnishes  posi- 
tive evidence  that  our  system  of  law  and  society  must  be  radically  wrong  to  permit 
such  barbarous  conditions,  and  that  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  every  humiane  and  pro- 
gressive person  to  study  the  cause  of  the  evil  and  apply  the  proper  remedy. 

When  the  people's  party  in  national  oooventlon  in  Omaha,  declared  that  the  nation  had 
'*been  brought  to  the  verge  of  moral,  political  and  material  ruin/'  and  that  '*  corruption 
dominates  the  ballot  box,  the  legislatures,  the  congress,  and  touches  even  the  ermine  of 
the  bench/'  the  declaration  was  met  with  shouts  of  derision  and  our  party  was  denounced 
as  "  calamity  howlers.'*  But  after  two  short  years  events  have  Justified  our  statement  and 
demonstrated  also  what  was  said  at  that  time,  that  the  two  old  parties  in  their  struggle  for 
power  and  plunder  **  have  permitted  the  existing  dreadful  conditions  to  develop  without 
serious  effort  to  prevent  or  restrain  them,"  and  that  "  they  propose  to  drown  the  outcries  of 
a  pluadtred  people  with  the  uproar  of  a  sham  battle  over  the  tariff." 

We  assert  that  both  the  old  parties  are  equally  responsible  for  the  existing  state  of  affairs, 
as  their  leaders  are  of  one  mind  on  all  public  questions  except  the  offices  and  the  tariff;  but* 
as  the  collections  for  customs  duties  in  the  last  report  show  only  $203,355,017,  or,  estimating 
our  population  at  68,000,000,  less  than  $8  per  capita  per  annum,  the  tariff  discussion  can 
have  little  bearing  on  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  country. 

A  radical  evolution  into  better  conditions  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  this  can  be  brought 
about  in  a  civilized  state  only  by  peaceable  means  in  the  Judicious  use  of  the  ballot. 

Strikes  and  boycotts,  like  wars  and  other  violent  methods  of  settling  disputes,  though 
often  deemed  necessary,  always  result  in  great  harm  and  injury  to  all  concerned,  and  could 
be  entirely  abolished  under  a  system  of  universal  co-operation  a^  is  thoroughly  demon- 
strated in  our  post-oCBce  system,  in  which  neither  strikes  or  boycotts  ever  occurred.  Nei- 
ther  would  there  be  occasion  for  striking  or  boycotting  on  our  railroads  if  they  were  owned 
by  the  government. 

The  people's  party  of  Wisconsin  demand  equal  rights  and  equal  privileges  for  all  the 
men  and  women  of  the  country  and  endorses  the  platform  of  the  national  convention 
adopted  at  Omaha,  Neb.,  July  4, 1898,  as  quoted  below: 

"  We  demand  a  national  currency,  sound,  safe  and  flexible,  Issued  by  the  general  govern- 
ment, a  full  legal  tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  private,  and  that  without  the  use  of  bank- 
ing corporations;  a  Just,  equitable  and  efficient  means  of  distribution  to  the  people,  at  a  tax 
not  to  exc«^ed  2  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  provided  as  set  forth  in  the  sub-treasury  plan  of 
the  farmers'  alliance,  or  a  better  system;  also  by  payments  In  discharge  of  Its  obligations 
for  public  improvements. 

'*  We  demand  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver  and  gold  at  the  present  ratio  of  10  to  1. 
We  demand  that  the  amount  of  the  circulating  medium  be  speedily  increased  to  not  less 
than  $50  per  capita.  We  demand  a  graduated  income  tax.  We  believe  that  the  money  of 
ttie  country  should  be  kept  as  much  as  possible  In  the  hands  of  the  people,  and  hence  de- 
mand that  all  state  and  national  revenues  shall  be  limited  to  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
government,  economically  and  honestly  administered. 

"  We  demand  that  postal  savings  banks  be  established  by  the  government,  for  the  i^ft 
deposit  of  the  earnings  of  the  people  and  to  facilitate  exchange. 

9t|»*  Transportation  being  a  means  of  exchange  and  public  necessity,  the  government  should 
own  and  operate  the  railroads  in  the  interest  of  the  people.  The  telegraph  and  telephonSi 
like  the  post,  office  system  being  a  necessity  for  the  transmission  of  news,  should  be  owned 
and  operated  by  the  government  in  the  interest  of  the  people. 

"Tlic  land,  including  all  the  natural  sources  of  wealth,  is  the  heritage  of  all  the  people, 
and  should  not  be  monopolized  for  speculative  purposes;  alien  ownership  of  land  should  be 
prohibited  All  lands  now  held  by  railroads  and  other  corporations  in  excess  of  their  actual 
needs,  and  all  lands  now  owned  by  aliens  should  be  reclaimed  by  the  government  and  held 
for  actual  settlers  only.**

This  convention  also  endorses  the  demands  proposed  by  the  American  federation  of 
labor  at  Its  annual  session  in  Chicago  lost  December,  as  follows: 

1.  Compulsory  education.  2  Direct  legislation.  3  A  legal  eight  hour  worlc  day  fln 
Industrial  pursuits).  4.  Sanitary  inspectlim  of  workshop,  mine  and  home.  5.  Liability 
of  employers  for  injury  to  health,  body  and  life.  6.  Abolition  of  the  coniract  system  in 
all  public  works.  7.  The  abolition  of  the  sweating  system.  8.  Municipal  ownership  of 
street  curs,  and  gas  and  electric  plants  for  public  distribution  of  light,  heat  and  power.  9. 
The  nationalization  of  telegraphs,  tel  phones,  railroads  and  mines.  10.  The  collective 
ownership  by  the  people  of  all  means  of  production  and  distribution.  (By  which  we  mean 
that  when  an  industry  becomes  so  centralized  as  to  assume  the  form  of  a  trust  or  monop- 
oly and  hence  a  menace  to  the  best  Interests  of  the  people,  such  Industry  should  be  con 
ducted  by  the  government.)    11.    The  principle  of  referendum  in  all  legislation. 

In  addition  we  make  the  following  demands: 

1.  The  abolition  of  the  system  of  taxing  people  on  their  debts,  by  providing  that  aU 
mortgages  be  deducted  from  the  assessment  for  taxes. 

2.  The  exemption  of  a  r<sa.sonable  amount  of  improvements  on  land,  so  that  people  be 
no  longer  punished  for  being  industrious  and  economical. 

3.  That  the  state  furnish  a  uniform  system  of  text-books  to  the  pupils  uf  the  public 
schools  at  the  cost  of  production. 

4.  That  the  public  authorities  furnish  employment  to  all  who  need  It  at  reasonable 
wages. 

5.  That  convict  labor  be  utilized  in  the  manufacture  of  binding  twine  to  be  furnished 
to  consumers  at  cost. 


PROHIBITION  STATE  PLATFORM,  1894. 

Realizing  that  the  greatest  danger  in  American  politics  today  is  the  corrupt  Influence  of 
the  «<aloon,  the  prohibition  party  of  Wisconsin,  in  conventl'n  assembled.  June  13.  1894,  ac 
knowl-'cUing  our  reliance  upon  Divine  Providence  and  the  sovereignty  of  the  American 
citizenship,  do  demand: 

1.  That  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  be  prohibited  and  suppressed, 
and  that  all  laws  making  either  federal,  state  or  municipal  governmente  partners  in  its 
profl's  be  repealed. 

2  That  residence  tvithin  the  nation  for  such  time  and  education  to  such  an  extent  as 
will  insure  intelligent  citizenship,  precede  the  right  of  franchise,  which  should  not  be  de- 
nied on  account  of  sex. 

3.  That  all  money  necessary  for  the  business  of  the  country  be  issued  directly  by  the 
federal  government,  in  such  forms  and  upon  such  basis  as  will  give  an  ample  circulating 
medium,  and  that  the  same  be  a  legal  tender  for  all  debts. 

4.  That  the  government  establish  savings  banks  in  connection  with  all  important  post- 
oiUces. 

5.  That  our  laws  be  so  amended  and  enforced  as  to  greatly  restrict  undesirable  emigra- 
tion. 

ft.  That  liberal  public  education  in  the  English  language  be  aiforced  by  the  state,  and 
that  no  public  funds  be  given  for  private  schools. 

7.    That  Just  pensions  be  granted  to  our  disabled  veterans. 

To  the  end  that  the  reforms  indicated  by  the  foregoing  principles  may  be  Insured  by  Just 
legislation,  through  a  party  committed  to  the  best  interests  of  the  people,  we  invite  voters 
to  join  with  us  in  the  work  and  purposes  of  the  prohibition  party; 
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THE  REPUBLICAN  STATE  PLATFORM. 

Adopted  July  98,  1894. 

We  reaffirm  the  plAtf  orm  adopted  at  the  national  republican  convention,  and  also  the 
platform  adopted  by  the  [state  republican  convention  in  1802  and  renew  our  pledges  to  the 
people  as  aet  forth  therein. 

The  present  condition  of  the  country  resulting  from  the  change  In  its  industrial  policy  in- 
augurated by  the  democratic  party,  the  hundreds  of  factories  and  workshops  d  sed  down, 
the  thousands  of  men  out  of  employment,  are  the  best  witnesses  which  can  be  brought  to 
testify  to  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  protection  to  home  industries  which  has  always  been 
sustained  and  fostered  by  the  republican  party.

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STiTE  INSTITUTIONS. 


Age,  wealth  and  population  considered,  the  state  of  WiBconsIn  is  unexcelled  in  the  mat* 
ter  of  public  institutiona.  Its  educational,  as  well  as  its  penal  and  charitable  institutions, 
have  been  liberally  established  and  supported,  and  erery  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  raise 
to  the  highest  degree  the  character  and  efficiency  of  them  all. 

This  state,  like  others,  has  been  aided  in  no  small  measure  in  the  establishment  of  edu. 
cational  Institutions  by  the  far  sighted  bounty  of  congress.  Liberal  grants  of  public  lands 
have  greatly  stimulated  the  ambition  and  furthered  the  efforts  of  the  people  of  this  state 
to  provide  amply  for  the  advanced  as  well  as  the  elementary  education  of  their  children. 
An  elaborate  and  well  organised  system  of  common  schocds,  high  schools  and  normal 
schools,  lead  up  to  the  scate  university,  which  already  istands  with  dignity  among  the  lead- 
ing universities  of  the  country.  There  are  over  six  thousand  public  oonunon  schools  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  high  schools,  employing  over  twelve  thousand  teachers.  These 
schools  are  supported  partly  by  the  income  of  the  "  trust  funds,  ^^  so  called,  and  partly  bW 
the  levy  of  a  fixed  general  tax,  provided  by  law.  All  fines  and  penalties  collected  under 
any  penal  statute  are  also  payable  to  the  trust  fund.  The  school  fund  income  realized 
from  various  sources,  during  the  year  1804,  the  following  amounts:

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THE  STATE  CAPITOL. 


The  Bite  of  the  present  State  Oapltol  was  selected  I7  the  Hon.  James  D.  Doty,  October  27, 
1888,  and  In  December  of  the  same  year  the  tenitorial  legtelature.  In  session  at  Belmont, 
pansed  an  act  to  establish  the  Capital  at  Hadlson.  Messrs.  James  D.  Doty,  A.  A.  Bird  and 
John  F.  O^Neill  were  appointed  by  the  general  government  commlsstoners  for  constnictinc 
the  capitol,  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  building  in  the  month  of  June  following, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Bird.  On  the  4th  of  July,  1887,  the  oomer-stone  was  laid  with 
appropriate  ceremonies.  The  legislature  met  for  the  first  time  in  Madison,  November  26, 
1888.  The  capitol  building  was  not  then  in  a  suitable  condition  for  the  sessions  of  that 
body,  so  it  assembled  in  the  basement  of  the  old  American  House,  where  Qovemor  Dodge 
delivered  his  annual  message.  Here  the  LegialaturB  met  and  adjourned  from  day  to  day, 
until  temporaiy  arrangements  could  be  made  for  the  reception  of  members  In  the  AssemUy 
Hall.  During  1886  and  1887,  the  national  government  appropriated  $40,000  for  the  capltol 
building,  Dane  county,  $4,000,  and  the  territorial  legislature  about  $16,000;  making  the  oon> 
plete  cost  of  the  old  capitol  $60,000.  The  building,  when  finished,  was  a  substantial  struc- 
ture, which,  in  architectural  dedgn  and  convenience  of  arrangement,  oompared  favorably 
with  capitols  of  adjacent  and  older  states. 

The  warranty  deed  of  the  capitol  square  was  given  to  the  Territoiy,  in  consideration  of 
$1.00  received,  and  the  benefits  and  advantages  to  be  derived  fh>m  the  location,  by  Stevens 
T.  Mason,  Julia  G.  Mason  and  Klntring  Prichett,  of  Detroit,  and  through  their  attorney, 
Moses  M.  Strong.  It  is  dated  Mineral  Pointi  10th  January,  1889;  and  the  square  is  described 
as  sections  18, 14,  £8  and  84,  in  township  7,  range  0  easL  This  interesting  document  is  now 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Trea8U''er. 

On  the  admission  of  Wisconsin  into  the  Union  as  a  state,  in  1848,  the  constitutional  con- 
vention then  permanently  located  the  capital  at  Madison.  The  capitol  building  proving 
inadequate  to  the  growing  i^ants  of  the  State,  the  legislature  of  1857  provided  for  its  en- 
largement By  this  act,  the  commissioners  of  school  and  university  lands  were  directed  to 
sell  the  ten  sections  of  land  appropriated  by  congress  "  for  the  completion  of  public  build- 
ings,^^ and  apply  the  proceeds  toward  enlarging  and  improving  the  state  capitol.  The  state 
also  appropriated  $80,000  for  the  same  object,  and  $60,000  was  given  by  the  city  of  Madison. 
The  Governor  and  Secretary  of  State  were  made  commisiioners  for  oooducting  the  work, 
which  was  begun  In  the  fall  of  1867,  and  oontinned  from  year  to  year  until  1869,  when  the 
dome  was  completed. 

The  legislature  of  1889  appropriated  $200,000  for  the  construction  of  two  transverse  wings 
to  the  capitol  building,  one  on  the  north  and  the  other  on  the  south  sides  thereof,  in  order 
to  provide  additional  room  for  the  State  Historical  Society,  the  Supreme  Courts  the  State 
Library,  and  for  the  increasing  work  of  the  state  offices.  The  Governor,  Secretary  of  State^ 
Attorney  General,  with  N.  B.  Van  Slyke  and  John  Winans,  representing  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  E.' W.  Keyes,  representing  the  Historical  Society,  were  made  oommlssionars  for  carry- 
ing out  the  work.  The  plans  of  architect  D.  B.  Jones  were  adopted,  and  the  bid  of  Bentleys 
&  Nowlan,  contractors,  was  accepted. 

The  work  is  now  completed  and  the  additional  wings  ready  for  occupancy.  The  picture 
of  the  buildhig,  elsewhere  in  this  book,  is  an  excellent  representation  of  the  State  Oapitol 
as  It  now  appears. 

The  total  appropriations  for  the  enlargement  of  the  oapitol  and  for  the  improvement  of 
the  park  to  the  present  time  are  $8S9,992.64.  This  does  not  include  the  sum  of  $6,600  appro- 
priated, in  1875,  for  macadamiziog  to  the  center  of  the  streets  around  the  park. 

The  capitol  park  is  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  feet  square,  cornering  north,  south,  east 
and  west,  contains  fourteen  and  four-tenths  acres,  and  is  situated  on  an  elevation  oonunand- 
kig  a  view  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  lakes  and  the  surrounding  countiy.  In  the  center  of 
the  square  stands  the  capitol,  one  of  the  most  magnificent  structures  <tf  the  kind  in  the 
United  States.  The  height  of  the  buildiog  from  tlie  basement  to  the  top  of  the  Hag  staif  is 
S2^  feet,  while  the  total  length  of  its  north  and  south  wings,  exclusive  of  steps  and  poi^ 
ticoes,  with  the  addition  of  the  new  wings,  is  896  feet,  and  of  the  east  and  west  wings,  UO 
feet.  The  completeness  of  the  arrangements  on  the  inside  fully  correspond  with  the  fine 
external  appearance  of  the  capitoL 
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EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONa 


THE  UNrVERSmr  OP  WISCONSIN. 

HISTORY  AND  LOCATION. 

In  1888  an  act  was  passed  by  the  territorial  lef^islature  establishing^  the  UniTersIty  of  iIaa 
Territoty  of  Wisconsin,  and  appointinfp  a  board  of  Tisitors  for  its  goyemment.  No  actloik 
toward  establishing  the  uulversity  was  taken  under  this  law  except  the  selection  of  two 
townships  of  land  appropriated  by  congress.  In  1848  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin made  provision  for  the  establl^ment  of  a  State  University. 

In  1849  the  Board  of  Regents  held  Its  first  meeting  and  began  the  work  of  organizing  the 
University.  The  first  building  (now  North  Hall)  was  constructed  in  1851.  Four  years  from 
that  timeAgricultural  Hall  was  completed,  and  in  1861  University  Hall  was  finished.  In  1886 
the  University  was  reorganized  by  act  of  the  legislature,  which  also  provided  for  uniting 
with  the  University  the  College  of  Agriculture,  endowed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Agricul- 
tural College  grant  given  by  the  United  States  in  186^  In  1867  the  first  appropriation  of 
about  17,000  a  year,  was  made  by  the  state.  Since  that  date  the  state  hss  made  repeated 
and  large  appropriations  of  money  for  the  construction  of  buildings  and  for  providing  ap- 
paratus, and  also  for  meeting  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  institution.  The  College  of 
Law  was  established  in  1868;  the  College  of  Engineering  began  its  work  in  1870;  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  1888,  and  the  School  of  Economics,  Political  Science,  and  History  in  189-3. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  is  picturesquely  situated  at  Madison,  the  capital  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  The  University  grounds  comprise  S40  acres,  and  extend  for  more  than  a 
mOe  along  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Mendota,  a  sheet  of  water  about  four  miles  in  width 
and  six  miles  in  length.  University  hill  oocupies  the  eastern  part  of  the  grounds.  It  rises 
abruptly  from  the  lake  and  has  two  summits,  of  which  the  eastern  and  higher  reaches  a 
height  of  about  one  hundred  feet  above  the  lake.  Most  of  the  college  buildings  are  placed 
on  the  summit  and  eastern  slope  of  this  hill.  The  western  part  of  the  grounds  is  lower  and 
more  nearly  level  and  is  occupied  by  the  Experimental  Farm,  belonging  to  the  College  of 
Agriculture.  East  of  the  University  hill  lies  a  small  tract  known  as  the  Lower  Campus, 
used  for  athletic  sports  and  as  the  drill  ground.  At  the  session  of  1898  the  legislature  pro- 
vided for  the  purchaae  of  Camp  Randall,  a  tract  of  ground  including  42  acres,  and  Joining 
the  University  grounds  to  the  southwest. 

The  buildings  of  the  University  which  are  used  for  instructional  purposes  are  thirteen  in 
number.  The  three  oldest,  University  Hidl,  North  Hall  and  Agricultural  Hall,  stand  on  or 
near  the  eastern  summit  of  University  hilL  Agricultural  Hall  is  occupied  by  the  offices, 
lecture  rooms,  and  laboratories  of  the  College  of  Agriculture;  North  Hall  Is  used  by  the  de- 
partments of  German  and  Scandinavian  languages,  and  the  School  of  Pharmacy;  while 
University  Hall  contains  the  lecture  rooms  for  most  of  the  remaining  departments  of  lan- 
guage and  literature.  These  buildings  were  erected  out  of  the  money  derived  from  the 
sales  of  land  granted  bv  the  national  government.  Across  the  east  front  of  the  campus,  at 
the  foot  of  University  hill,  is  a  row  of  more  recent  buildings,  all  of  them  erected  at  the 
expense  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  At  the  south  is  Ladles*  Hall,  built  in  1870,  and  used  as 
a  dormitory  for  young  women;  next  stands  the  Library  and  Library  Hall,  completed  in  1879. 
Still  further  north  Is  Sdenoe  Hall,  the  largest  and  most  costly  of  the  University  buildings, 
comideted  in  1887,  containing  the  lecture  rooms,  laboratories  and  museums  of  mcMt  of  the 
sdentiflc  departments  of  the  University,  and  of  those  of  the  College  of  Engineering. 
Next  to  Lake  Mendota  is  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  built  in  1886,  and  behind  this  Is  the 
Machine  Shop,  erected  in  the  same  year.  Half  way  up  the  slope  of  University  hill,  on  the 
south  side,  is  the  new  building  for  the  Law  School  which  in  addition  to  the  library  and 
lecture  rooms  of  the  College  of  Law,  contains  the  olfioes  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  th« 
President  of  the  University,  and  the  rooms  of  the  School  of  Economics,  Political  Science, 
and  History.  On  the  western  summit  of  University  hill  Is  the  Washburn  Observatory, 
built  in  1878  by  the  late  Hon.  C.  C.  Washburn,  and  presented  to  the  University.  Near  U 
are  the  Students*  Observatory  and  the  astronomer's  house.  On  the  western  slope  of  the 
hin  is  the  building  for  the  Dairy  School,  constructed  in  1891,  and  near  it  is  placed  tiu 
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new  Horticultural  Bandlnpr,  whose  erection  was  authorized  by  the  legrlslatnre  of  1R93;  whfle 
turther  west  lie  the  numerous  buildings  of  the  Experimental  Farm.  Between  the  lower 
campus  and  the  lake  is  plaoed  the  Armory  and  Gymnasium,  authorised  by  the  legislature 
of  1891,  and  still  nearer  tha  lake  is  the  Uniyersity  boat  house.

college  of  letters  and  science. 

In  the  College  of  Letters  and  Science  the  aim  of  the  courses  Is  to  afford  a  broad  and 
liberal  education,  and  at  the  same  time  to  give  such  instruc^tion  as  will  prepare  the  student 
for  advanced  study  in  any  of  the  professions,  especially  law  and  medicine.  Tne  titles  of 
the  different  courses  indicate  their  main  lines  of  work. 

In  all  of  the  courses  ttie  greater  part  or  the  whole  of  the  work  of  the  Freshmen  and 
Sophomore  years  is  required;  while  the  most  of  the  work  uf  the  Junior  and  Senior  years 
is  elective.  Students  who  follow  the  first  years  of  any  of  the  courses,  have  large  freedom 
of  choice  of  studies,  which  belong  to  other  courses,  in  their  later  years  at  the  University,  and 
the  required  work  from  which  each  course  gets  its  name  falls  chiefly  within  the  first  two 
years.  In  the  Ancient  Classical  Course,  which  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Latin  and  Greek,  with  mathematics  and  philosophy  are  the  main  studies  required.  The 
two  latter  subjects  are  also  required  in  all  courses.  In  the  Modern  Classical  Course  espe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  Latin,  French  and  German.  In  the  English  Course,  to  the  English 
language  and  licerature,  together  with  the  study  of  other  modern  languages,  or  of  Latin. 
In  the  Civic  Historical  Course  modem  languages  or  Latin  hold  a  subordinate  but  import- 
ant place.  The  leading  studies  of  the  course  are  history,  political  economy,  constitutional 
and  international  law,  and  allied  topics.  These  three  courses  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Letters.  The  aim  of  the  General  Science  Course  is  to  give  a  liberal  education,  in  which  the 
natural  sciences  and  mathematics  shall  play  the  leading  part.  The  student  is  required  to  pur- 
sue the  study  of  science  throughout  his  course,  and  also  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  two 
modem  languages,  while  opportunity  is  given  for  electives  in  literature,  philosophy  and 
similar  studies.  This  course  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  A  special 
modification  of  this  course,  leading  to  the  same  degree,  is  offered  to  students  who  wish  a 
course  preliminary  to  the  study  of  medicine.  The  sciences  belonging;  to  biology  and 
ohamistry  form  the  major  topics  of  this  course. 
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The  University  offers  also  courses  to  graduates  of  the  full  courses  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools  which  lead  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bachelor  of  Letters.  The 
eompletioa  of  thes^  courses  requires  two  years  of  attendance.  In  that  leading  to  the  de- 
gree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  the  sciences  and  a  modem  language  form  the  greater  part  of 
the  work.  In  those  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  the  English  language 
and  literature,  or  history  and  civics,  together  with  modem  languages,  are  the  learling 
lines  of  study. 

For  the  accommodation  of  those  who  are  unable  to  secure  a  preparation  in  Greek  else- 
where, a  course  in  elementary  Greek  is  provided  for  those  who  are  otherwise  prepared  for 
admissico  to  the  University  (see  requirements  for  admission  following),  enabling  them  to 
take  the  Ancient  Classical  CourBe. 

The  University  recognizes  the  fact  that  many  excellent  students  prefer  to  concentrate 
their  attention  on  a  single  line  of  study  or  a  group  of  allied  subjects,  rather  than  distribute 
their  effort  over  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  Provision  is  make  for  this  class  of  students  by 
means  of  the  Group  System  under  which  a  candidate  for  a  degree  can  'devote  much  of  bis 
time  to  a  single  line  of  study  as  a  major  subject  accompanying  it  by  minor  studies  in 
allied  departments,  and  can  receive  at  the  end  of  his  course  an  appropriate  degree^ 
granted  in  the  subject  to  which  the  student  devotes  the  greater  part  of  his  study.

OOLLBOB  or  BNOINBBRINa. 

The  College  of  Engineering  is  organized  in  the  belief  that  thoroughgoing  fundamental 
training  is  the  Arst  essential  to  a  successful  engineer,  but  that  this  fundamental  training 
may  be  best  secured  in  connection  with  a  c  irtain  a  nount  of  study  of  the  practical  applica- 
tions of  the  principles  invoUed.  and  not  solely  by  theoretical  study,  it  is  further  a  lead- 
ing thought  that  after  the  fundamental  principles  have  been  mastered,  a  certain  measure 
of  specialization  in  the  leading  lines  of  engineering  is  advisable,  because  of  the  great  de- 
velopment of  engineering  in  recent  years  and  the  various  phases  wliich  it  is  rapidly  assum- 
ing. It  is  the  endeavor  of  this  institution  to  combine  a  prudent  amount  of  specializa- 
tion in  the  closing  years  with  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  fundamentals  in  the  earlier 
portion  of  its  courses;  and  in  carrying  this  put,  it  endeavors  ro  make  the  mathematical  and 
theoretical  courses  s'rons;  in  the  earlier  years,  and  the  applied  courses  strong  in  the  later 
years,  while  the  draughting  and  Hiiop  courses  continue  progressively  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end.  It  also  intro^luce-<  suffl^tient  foreign  language  to  enable  its  graduates  to  read 
the  professional  German  or  Fren  -h  literature,  and  also  to  give  so  much  of  the  mastery  of 
the  English  language  as  to  enable  its  graduates  to  present  professional  subjects  with  ease, 
clearness,  and  effectiveness. 

In  all  of  the  Engineering  courses  much  time  is  necessarily  given  to  matht*matics  and 
shop  work  is  an  important  factor  in  all  of  them,  but  especially  In  the  mechanical  and 
electrical  engineering  courses.  In  all  of  the  courses  alsj  much  atention  is  given  to  the 
sciences  of  physics  and  chemistry  as  fundamental  to  all  engineering  work. 

In  the  Civil  Engineering  Course  much  attention  Is  given  to  topographical  and  railway 
engineering,  both  in  the  field  and  draughting  room,  to  structural  engineering,  including 
testhig  in  the  laboratory  and  the  designing  of  roofs  and  bridges;  to  highways  and  canals, 
and  to  sanitary  engineering. 

In  the  Mechanical  Engineering  Course,  besides  the  general  studies  already  mentioned, 
machine  design,  steam  engineering,  electrical  engineering  and  hydraolic  engineering  are 
the  leading  subjects.  In  all  of  these  subjects  work  in  the  laboratory  Is  a  prominent  feat- 
ure wherever  practicable. 

In  the  Electrical  Engineering  Course  the  special  features  are  machine  design  and  steam 
engineering,  and,  especially,  long  continued  and  thorough  courses  in  electrical  engineering, 
given  both  in  the  laboratory  and  in  the  class  room. 

Each  of  these  courses  leads  to  the  degree  ef  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Engineering,  and  to 
obtain  the  degree  of  Civil,  Mechanical  or  fiiectrical  Engineering  additional  work  Is  required 
amounting  to  least  one  year  in  residence,  with  the  presentation  of  a  thesis. 

COLLEOB  OF  AuRXOULTURB. 

The  College  of  Agriculture  has  three  main  aims: 

1.  To  develop  agricultural  science  through  investigation  and  experiment,  and  todJs- 
■eminate  tbefsame  through  bulletins  and  reports.    This  is  the  function  of  thelAgricultunl 
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Experiment  Station.  8.  To  t^re  instruction  In  EKricultore  and  kindred  sabjecte  at  ttM 
University.  This  Is  done  by  the  Long  Course  in  Agriculture;  the  Short  Course  !n  Agricul- 
ture and  the  Dairy  Course.  8.  To  disseminate  agricultural  knowledge  among  the  farm- 
ers of  the  state.  This  Is  done  by  the  Farmers*  Institutes,  both  by  the  Institutes  and  hj 
the  annual  bulletin. 

The  Long  Course  in  Agriculture  occupies  four  years,  and  affords  a  liberal  and  sdentlfio 
training  along  agricultural  lines,  embracing  both  the  sciences,  fundamental  to  agriculture 
and  their  practical  application  in  animal  husbandry,  dairying  and  other  special  phases  at 
agriculture. 

The  Short  Course  In  Agriculture  occupies  twelve  weeks,  beginning  immediately  after 
the  first  of  Januaiy,  and  is  adapted  to  those  wno  have  but  a  short  time  to  study  and  who 
wish  at  once  to  return  to  the  active  operations  of  the  farm.  It  aims  to  give  the 
greatest  amount  of  available  and  directly  useful  knowledge  that  can  be  given  in  the  brief 
time  allowed. 

The  Dairy  Course  is  of  corresponding  length  to  that  of  the  Short  Course,  and  is  a  pro- 
fessional course  in  dairying  to  those  who  intend  to  operate  creameries  and  cheese  factor- 
ies.  The  number  of  students  in  this  course  is  limited  to  one  hundred,  by  the  size  of  the 
Dairy  Building,  and  persons  intending  to  enter  it  should  make  early  application  for  a  place. 
Further  Information  regarding  any  of  the  courses  in  agriculture  can  be  obtained  on 
application  to  FrofSMor  W.  A.  Henry,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture. 

OOLLBOB  OF  LAW. 

The  regular  course  in  the  College  of  Law  now  occupies  two  years,  and  oonslsts  in  thor- 
oogh  courses  of  lectures  in  all  departments  of  legal  knowledge,  supplemented  by  reporti 
on  cases  by  students  and  by  thorough  work  in  the  moot  courts.  In  addition  to  the  Two 
Years^  Course,  there  is  offered  a  Three  Tears^  Course,  consisting  of  the  professional 
studies  of  the  Two  Tears^  Course,  together  with  elecUve  studies  in  economics,  political 
science,  history,  and  allied  branches.  The  courses  of  the  College  of  Law  are  believea  to  be 
of  unusual  practical  merit  and  to  give  the  most  valuable  instruction  and  training  that  can 
be  secured  In  the  time  uf  two  orttiree  years.  Original  work,  carefully  directed,  is  required 
of  students;  the  moot  coiut  work  is  insisted  upon,  and  examinations  are  rigid  and  given  at 
frequent  intervals.  The  advantages  of  the  City  of  Hadison  as  a  situation  for  a  College  of 
Law  are  obvious.  The  Supreme  Coort  of  the  State,  the  United  States  Circuit  and  District 
Courts,  the  Circuit  Court  of  Dane  County,  l)esidee  local  and  municipal  courts,  hold  their 
sessions  in  Madison.  The  library  advantages  are  unusual,  as  the  students  have  access  not 
only  to  the  Law  Library  of  the  University,  but  also  to  that  of  the  State  Law  Library,  the 
largest  and  most  complete  in  the  northwest.  The  College  of  Law  is  now  provided  with 
quarters  in  the  Law  Building,  a  stately  structure  situat^'d  on  the  Campus.  Jt  is  built  of  the 
brown  sandstone  of  Lake  Superior,  at  a  cost  of  over  $80,000,  and  is  designed  especially  for 
the  uses  of  the  College.  The  lecture  rooms  of  the  School  of  Economics  are  in  the  same 
building  and  the  students  of  the  College  of  Law  con  easily  enjoy  the  advantages  of  thig 
School. 

For  special  information  rvslating  to  the  College  of  Iaw  application  shoidd  be  made  to 
the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law. 

SCHOOL  OF  PHARMAOT. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  offers  two  courses,  one  of  two  years  and  the  other  of  four  yeaiB. 
The  Four  Tears*  Course  is  a  modification  of  the  Gieneral  Science  Course,  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  students  of  pharmacy.  The  general  scientific  studies  of  the  later  years  of 
this  course  are  replaced  by  the  technical  studies  of  pharifaacy,  and  the  graduate  of  this 
course  will  have  a  thorough  scientific  education  as  well  as  a  technical  training  for  his  pro- 
fession. 

In  the  Two  Years*  Course,  as  the  time  is  short,  the  main  work  of  the  student  lies  In  the 
direction  of  pliarmaceutical  studies  proper.  Chemistry,  general  and  pharmaceutical,  bot- 
any, practical  pharmacy  and  pharmacognosy,  make  up  the  greater  part  of  the  work  of 
the  course. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  has  Its  laboratories  and  lecture  rooms  in  North  Hall.  Its  quar- 
ters have  recently  been  enlarged,  its  faculty  increased  in  number,  and  additional  courses 
In  practical  pharmacy  have  recently  been  added  to  the  course.

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■GBOOL  OF  ECONOMICS,  POLITICAL  8CIBNCB  AlTD  HISTORY. 

The  School  of  Eoonomica.  Political  Scieaca,  and  History  includes  both  graduate  and  un- 
derg^raduate  courses  of  study  in  the  subjects  hidicated  by  its  name.  It  presents  unusual 
advantages  for  advanced  study  and  original  research  in  economic,  civic,  social  and  his- 
torical subjects  Numerous  undergraduate  courses  lead  to  those  of  original  investigation. 
In  addition  to  the  teaching  of  the  faculty  of  the  School,  numerous  single  lectures  are  given 
by  persons  holding  official  connection  with  the  administration  of  social  affairs  and  penal 
inKtiLuttous,  and  by  experts  in  these  departments.  The  lecture  and  seminary  rooms  of 
the  School  are  in  the  building  of  the  OoUege  of  Law,  and  students  in  this  Ck>llege  can  read- 
ily attend  the  allied  worlE  of  the  School  of  Economics.

SCHOOL  OF  HUSIO. 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Begents  in  January,  189S,  the  department  of  music  in  the  Uni- 
versity has  been  organized  into  a  school,  with  Professor  F.  A.  Parlcer  as  Director.  The 
Director  will  give  instruction  in  musical  history,  harmony,  counterpoint,  and  the  organ. 
Seven  other  instructors  are  employed  to  give  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music.  There  will  be  two  general  courses,  tor  one  of  which  the  require- 
ments for  admission  will  be  the  same  as  for  the  general  courses  in  the  College  of  Letters  and 
Science.  In  thi^  course  the  only  fees  charged  will  be  the  ordinary  incidental  fees  of  the 
University.  In  the  other  courses,  instruction  will  be  given  to  students  not  otherwise  mem- 
bers of  the  University,  and  persons  who  do  not  desire  a  degree.  From  this  class  of  stu- 
dents special  fees  will  be  required.  The  requirements  for  this  course  are  announced  in 
detail  by  the  Faculty  of  the  School  of  Music.  All  information  concerning  teims  of  admis • 
sion,  the  courses  of  study,  and  tlie  payment  of  fees,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to 
Professor  F.  A.  Parker,  Madison. 

WISCONSIN  SUIOfXR  SCHOOL. 

This  School  is  under  the  charge  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and 
the  President  of  the  University  as  Regents,  and  its  annual  session  is  held  in  the  lectors 
rooms  and  laboratories  of  the  University. 

The  School  has  had  a  large  and  able  faculty,  and  offered,  in  the  last  session,  80  course! 
in  the  following  departments:  psychology  and  pedagogy;  political  economy  and  history; 
Latin,  German,  English  literature  and  rhetoric;  mathematics,  chemistry,  physics,  botany, 
physiology  and  zoology.  The  session  of  the  School  for  1895  will  begin  shortly  after  the 
Fourth  of  July,  and  will  be  continued  for  six  weeks  instead  of  four  weelcs  as  heretofore. 

Special  announcements  regarding  the  course  of  study  may  be  obtained  on  application  to 
Professor  J.  W.  Steams,  Madison. 

UNIYBRSITT  EXTENSION. 

For  several  years  the  University  has  maintained  a  University  Extension  Department* 
under  which  from  forty  to  firty  courses  of  University  Extension  lectures  have  been  given 
annually  in  the  various  cities  and  villages  of  the  state.  Courses  are  offered  in  numerous 
departments,  including  aesthetics  a  d  ethics,  political  economy  and  social  science,  his- 
tory, English  literature,  rhetoric  and  oratory.  Germin,  Latin  and  Scandinavian  languages, 
municipal  government,  botany,  astronomy,  chemistry  and  bacteriology.  In  many  of 
these  topics  several  courses  are  offered.  Th  ^  expense  oC  a  course  to  the  locality  is  the 
lecturer^s  fee  of  ninety  dollars  and  his  traveling  and  local  expenses.  Each  course  consists 
of  six  lectures.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  University  is  open,  in  all  of  its  departments,  to  women  on  the  same  terms  as  to 
men. 

I.  Admission  to  the  College  of  Letters  and  Science  Involves  the  completion  of  an 
amount  of  work  equal  to  the  full  four  years'  high  school  course  recommended  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  The  special  studies  required  for  admission  to  each 
of  the  courses  are  in  general  those  which  would  be  indicated  by  the  title  of  the  course. 
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The  terms  of  admission  may  be  learned  from  the  University  catalo^e,  which  will  be 
on  application  to  the  Reslstrar.  Persons  of  twenty -one  years  of  a^e  or  more,  not  candi- 
dates for  a  degree,  who  can  satisfy  the  University  of  their  ability  to  pursue  special  studieB 
in  the  institution ,  will  be  granted  permission  to  attend  such  classes. 

II.  The  terms  of  admission  to  the  CoUefi^e  of  Engineering  are  substantially  the  same  as 
those  of  the  College  of  Letters  and  Science.  German  Is  required  as  a  modem  language, 
and  special  stress  is  laid  on  proficiency  in  mathematics  and  physics. 

m.  In  the  College  of  Law,  evidence  of  sulflcient  knowledge  to  pursue  the  ooorses 
with  profit. 

IV.  In  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  the  Four  Tears'  Course,  the  terms  of  admission  are  the 
same  as  for  tJie  College  of  Letten  and  Science,  General  Science  Course.  In  the  Two  Tears* 
Course,  there  is  required  evidence  of  sufficient  education  to  profitably  pursue  the  ooune. 

BRAHCHES  OV  STUDY. 

The  full  account  of  the  branches  of  study  la  contained  In  the  University  catalogue. 
They  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

To  philosophy  and  pedagogy  the  full  time  of  three  instructors  is  given,  and  twenty-sir 
courses  of  study  are  offered.  In  economics,  political  science,  and  history  tiiere  are  ten 
instructors,  and  forty-six  courses  of  study  are  given.  In  the  ancient  languages  there  are 
the  departments  of  Greek,  Latin,  Hebrew  and  Hellenistic  Greek,  with  seven  instructors 
and  thirty-one  coarses  of  study.  In  modem  languages  there  are  the  departments  of 
German,  French,  Spanish,  Italian,  and  Scandinavian  languages,  with  ten  instructors,  and 
thirty-five  courses  of  study  are  offered.  In  the  English  language  and  literature  and  rhe^ 
oric,  there  are  seven  Instructors,  and  thirty-three  courses  of  study  are  offered.  In  mathe- 
matics there  are  six  instructors,  and  twenty-two  courses  offered.  In  astronomy  and 
physics  there  are  five  instructors,  and  sixteen  courses  of  study.  In  chemistry  there  are 
four  instructors,  and  five  courses  of  study.  In  mineralogy  and  geology  there  are  three 
instructors*  and  twelve  courses  of  study  are  offered.  In  biology  there  are  seven  instnio- 
ors,  and  twenty-five  courses  of  study  are  offered. 

In  the  College  of  Mechanics  and  Engineering  all  of  the  general  instruction  is  given  by 
the  instruccors  of  the  College  of  Letters  [and  Science.  In  the  technical  engineering  de 
partments  there  are  seventeen  instructors.  There  are  three  courses  In  meclianics;  five  in 
topographical  engineering;  eight  on  railways  and  highways;  three  in  hydraulic  and  san- 
itary engineering;  six  in  steam  engineering;  eight  in  electrical  engineering;  sixteen  in 
structural  engineering  and  machine  design,  and  twelve  in  shop  work. 

In  the  College  of  Agriculture  there  are  ten  instructors  in  the  special  departments  of  ag- 
riculture, including  agricultural  chemistry  and  physics,  animal  husbandry,  horticulture, 
veterin  try  science,  and  bacteriology.  Besides  these  there  are  the  numerous  instructori 
and  assistants  in  the  Dairy  School,  and  speakers  in  the  Agricultural  Institutes. 

Ihe  College  of  Law  includes  seven  professors,  besides  special  lecturers,  with  full 
courses  in  the  leading  branches  of  law. 

In  the  school  of  Pharmacy  there  are  seven  instructors,  who  give  all  of  their  time  to  the 
instructionof  the  students  in  pharmaceutical  subjects  and  the  sciences  immediately  con- 
nected therewith. 

The  work  of  the  School  of  Economics  has  been  included  with  ttiat  of  the  College  of  Let> 
tersand  Science. 

In  the  session  of  the  Summer  School  for  18M,  there  were  fourteen  instructors,  and  thirty 
courses. 

Altogether  about  400  different  courses  of  study  are  offered  by  the  University. 

UIBOIUTOIUBS. 

rhe  University  is  unusually  well  furnished  with  laboratories  whose  equipment  is  of  the 
liighest  order.  They  are  twenty  in  number,  devoted  to  the  following  purposes:  agricultural 
chemistry,  agricultural  physics,  assaying,  bacteriology,  elementary  botany,  advanced  bot- 
any, horticulture,  organic  chemistry,  qualitative  chemistry,  quantitative  ohemistry,  engi- 
neering, geology,  histology,  mineralogy,  petrography,  pharmacy,  photography,  physloi 
(embracing  several  sub-laboratories),  psychology,  elementary  zoology,  advanced  zoology. 

KUSEUHS. 

The  University  museums  are  the  geological  and  mlneralogical,  the  soologloal  and  botaa- 
ical,  and  the  agricultural. 
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LXBRARTE8. 

The  Uoiversity  has  a  genera]  library  contaiaing  about  S3,500  yommes,  and  Is  developing 
a  series  of  special  libraries  devoted  to  the  technical  work  of  the  several  departments, 
among  which  the  law  library,  the  Woodman  Astronomical  library  and  the  agricultural  li- 
brary are  the  more  considerable.  Smaller  libraries  are  being  formed  relating  to  phar- 
macy, engineering,  zoology,  botany,  geology,  mineralogy,  physics,  Qerman,  chemistry 
and  other  subjects. 

Besides  these,  which  belong  to  the  university,  there  are  accessible  to  students  the  State 
Historical  library,  170,000  volumes,  including  pamphlets;  the  State  Law  library,  sa,000  vol- 
umea,  and  the  City  library,  13.000  volumes,  altogether  constituting  library  facilities  sur- 
passed by  only  a  few  places  in  this  country. 

OENBSAL  POLICT. 

It  is  the  general  policy  of  the  institution  to  foster  the  higher  educational  interests  of  the 
state,  broadly  and  generously  interpreted.  It  is  its  aim  to  make  ample  provision  for  the 
demands  of  advanced  scholarship  in  as  many  of  tJie  lines  of  intellectual  development  as 
its  means  will  permit.  By  prescribing  the  larger  portion  of  the  studies  of  the  regular 
courses  In  earlier  years,  and  by  leaving  the  larger  number  in  the  later  portion  of  the  course 
to  the  Bolection  of  the  student,  it  endeavors  to  give  a  judicious  measure  of  direction  to- 
gether with  sufficient  room  for  choice  to  permit  individual  adaptation  and  special  develop- 
ment. 

The  University  endeavors  to  avoid  all  that  is  sectarian  or  partisan,  without  withdrawing, 
its  sympathy  and  influence  from  whatever  contributes  to  good  citizenship  and  high  char- 
acter. 

The  University  recognizes  no  disUnction  of  race,  color  or  sex.  All  who  conform  to  its 
intellectual  and  moral  requirements  are  equally  entitled  to  its  privileges. 

METHODS  OF  WORK. 

The  methods  of  work  embrace  nearly  or  quite  all  of  those  that  have  proved  efficient  in 
the  experience  of  similar  institutions.  Recitations  still  hold  a  large  place.  Lectures,  es- 
pecially in  -the  departments  admitting  of  experimental  and  objective  illustration,  also 
occupy  a  large  place.  Freedom  of  discussion  and  questioning  by  the  student  accompany 
both  methods.  The  labortory  system  in  all  the  departments  in  which  it  is  practicable  is 
fully  employed.  The  seminar  system  is  Introduced  into  the  several  departments  to  which 
that  method  is  adapted. 

DCPARTmNTB  OV  ORIGINAL  IMVVSTiaATION. 

Knowledge  being  the  foundation  of  ail  true  education,  the  University  of  Wisconsin  recog- 
nizes the  search  for  new  knowledge  and  the  crucial  testing  of  the  old  to  be  an  important 
fonction  of  a  university.  Twn  rteoartments  of  the  University  are  devoted  almost  exclu- 
sively to  original  research,  the  Washburn  Observatory  and  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station.  An  increasing  a..i  unt  of  original  investigation  Is  done  in  other  deportments 
In  immediate  connection  with  mstructional  work. 

AOBIOULTUIIAL  INSTITUTES. 

Through  special  legislative  provision,  a  carefully  conducted  system  of  Farmers^  Instl- 
tates  is  maintained  under  the  auspices  of  the  University.  It  Is  placed  in  the  immediate 
charge  of  a  superintendent.,  who  carefully  elaborates  and  judiciously  controls  the  organi- 
sation and  execution  of  all  the  institutes.    He  is  aided  by  special  conductors  who  assist  In 

erfecting  the  details  and  canying  the  whole  Into  effect. 

The  director  of  the  Experiment  Station  renders  as  much  assistance  as  is  consistent  with 
his  other  duties,  directing  his  elf  orts  o'llefly  to  the  discussion  of  the  practical  problems 
affected  by  the  experimental  work  of  the  Station,  and  the  educational  work  of  the  Unl« 
Tersity.  Exi>ert8  from  different  states  and  from  Canada  are  engaged  to  present  special 
Important  themes.  State  and  local  talent  Is  freely  used,  and  not  the  least  of  the  educa- 
tional benefits  Is  the  development  of  latent  ability  In  writing,  qpeaking  and  ezperimaiit- 
isg  which  has  followed  as  an  Incidental  resulu

KXBTOBT  OF  NORMAL  BOHOOZA. 

The  constitution  of  the  state,  adopted  in  1848,  provides,  **That  the  revenue  of  the  school 
fund  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  following  objects: 

"Ist.  To  the  supiMrt  and  maintenance  of  common  schools.  In  each  school  district,  and 
the  purchase  of  suitable  libraries  and  appurtenances  therefor." 

**2d.  The  residue  sHaU  be  appropriated  for  tbe  support  of  academies  and  normal  schools, 
and  suitable  libraries  and  appurtenances  therefor.'^ 

No  advantage  of  these  provisions  for  the  endowment  of  normal  sohools  was  taken  until 
1857,  when  an  act  was  passed  (chapter  82)  providing,  **That  the  Income  of  twenty-five  per 
oent.  of  the  gross  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lands'^  should 
be  apportioned  for  the  support  of  normal  institutes  and  academies,  under  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  a  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools,  who  were  to  be  appointed  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  that  act.  Under  this  law,  the  Income  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  board  was  distributed  for  several  years  to  such,  colleges,  academies,  and  high  schools 
as  maintained  a  normal  class,  and  in  proportion  to  the  number  ot  pupils  in  the  class  who 
passed  satisfactory  examinations  conducted  by  an  agent  of  the  board. 
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In  18G5.  the  le^^islatiire  (chapter  5.^  divided  the  swamp  lands  and  swamp  land  fund  Inio 
two  equal  parts,  (>:ie  to  constitute  the  normal  school  fund  and  the  other  to  be  denomloatad 
the  Orain  if^e  fund.  It  was  further  provided  by  this  act  that  the  normal  school  fund  be 
permanently  invested,  and  the  income  thereof  should  be  applied  to  establish  and  maintain 
normal  schools,  under  the  direction  and  management  of  thf^  board  of  re;?eDt8,  with  a  pro* 
viso  that  one  fourth  of  such  Income  should  be  transferred  to  the  common  school  fund* 
until  the  annual  income  of  that  fund  should  reach  $^00,000.00  During  the  same  year,  pft^ 
posals  were  invited  for  extending  aid  hi  the  establisliment  of  a  normal  schooU  and  propose 
tions  were  received  from  various  places. 

In  186C,  the  board  of  regents  of  normal  schools  was  incorporated  by  the  legialatare.  Ik 
Febmary,  Platteville  was  conditionally  selected  as  a  place  for  a  school  The  productlYib 
fund  of  about  $600,000.00  with  a  net  income  of  over  $:i{0,000  00  was  already  aocumulated 
with  a  prospect  of  a  steady  iocrease  by  the  sales  of  lands,  and  the  board  determined  upoa 
the  policy  of  establishing  several  schools  to  be  located  in  different  parts  of  the  state 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  second  day  of  May,  IS66.  the  board  designated  Whitewat«>u 
a  place  for  a  school,  where  a  building  was  subsequently  erected.  The  academy  buUdlng  at 
P.att^ville  having  been  donated  for  normal  purposes,  the  board  permanently  located  a 
schoolat  that  place,  and  a  school  was  opened  OctoiierO,  1H66,  under  Charles  H.  Allen,  a 
former  agent  of  the  board.  President  Allen  resigned  at  the  close  of  four  years^  aervioa. 
and  E.  A.  Charleton,  from  Lockport,  N.  T.,  was  placed  in  charge.  President  CSiarietOD  re- 
signed in  1878,  after  more  than  eight  years*  senrlce,  and  Duncan  McGregor,  long  con* 
nected  with  the  school  as  a  professor,  was  elected  to  the  presidency,  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  June,  1894,  when  he  resigned,  and  Dr.  James  Chalmers,  Ph.  D  ,  of  Oolumboi, 
Ohio,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  c^iused  by  Mr.  McQregor's  resignation. 

The  school  at  Whitewater  was  opene<l  on  the  21st  of  April,  1868,  under  Oliver  Arey,  A.  «... 
formerly  connected  with  normal  schrxjls  at  Albany  and  Brockport,  N.  Y.,  and  the  building 
was  on  the  same  day  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  On  the  resignatloo  of 
P.-esidont  Arey  in  1877,  William  F.  Phelps,  A.  M.,  an  educator  of  large  experience  and  of 
wide  reput^ition,  wa$>  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  school.  He  was  succeeded  at  the  end 
of  two  years,  by  J.  W.  Sr«arns.  A.  M..  who  had  attained  distinction  in  normal  and  college 
sKrvice,  but  he  resigned  in  January,  1885,  to  take  the  professorship  of  theory  and  art  of 
leaching  m  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Prof.  T.  B.  Pray,  of  the  local  faculty,  acted  as 
president  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  and  Albert  Salisbury  was  elected  and  as- 
sumed the  presidency  at  the  opening  of  the  year  1885.  President  Salisbury  formerly  taught 
in  the  school,  but  for  two  years  had  been  engaged  In  supervisory  educational  work  in  tbm 
South. 

A  building  was  completed  at  Oshkosh  during  the  year  1870,  for  a  third  normal  school, 
but  owing  to  lack  of  funds  it  was  not  opened  immediately  for  the  admission  of  pupils. 
The  dedication  of  the  building  and  the  opening  of  the  school  tookplaoe  September  19.  1871, 
and  the  school  has  been  under  the  constant  direction  of  Qeorge  S.  Albee^  A.  M.^,  previously 
supeiinteudent  and  principal  of  public  schools  at  Kenosha  and  Racine. 

The  fourth  school  was  ot>eaed  in  September.  1875,  at  River  Falls,  under  the  charge  of 
Warren  D.  Parker,  A.  M.,  formerly  superintendent  and  principal  of  public  schools  at 
Janesvllle.  On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Parker  in  June,  18S9,  J.  Q.  Emery,  A.  M.,  principal 
of  tne  schools  at  Fort  Atkinson,  was  elected  president,  and  served  until  June,  1893.  John 
HuU,  ex  president  of  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University,  served  as  president  during  the 
year  closing  June.  1894.  Warren  D.  Parker,  A.  M.,  was  re-elected  president  and  entered 
service  September,  1894. 

September  14, 1885,  the  fifth  normal  school  was  opened  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  pursa- 
ant  to  chapter  361  of  the  laws  of  18S5,  and  J.  J.  Mapel,  formerly  principal  of  the  local  high 
school,  was  elected  president;  he  was  succeeded  by  L.  D.  Harvey,  A.  M.,  for  many  years 
conductor  of  teachers^  institutes  from  Oshkosh  Normal  School.  Upon  the  completion  of 
the  building,  and  the  conveyance  of  the  same  to  the  state,  the  legislature  made  an  appro- 
priation of  $10,000.00  to  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  this  school. 

September  17, 1894,  the  sixth  normal  school  was  opened  in  the  city  of  Stevens  Points 
pursuant  to  chapter  185,  laws  of  1893,  and  Theron  B.  Pray,  A.  M.,  formerly  professor  and 
institute  conductor  In  the  Whitewater  Normal  School,  was  elected  president.  The  school 
building  at  Stevens  Point  is  the  most  commodious  and  the  best  fitted  for  normal  school 
purposes  of  any  in  the  State.  The  building,  together  with  heating  and  ventilathig  appar- 
atus cost,  in  round  numbers,  |75,000.  At  present  the  enrollment  is  120  in  the  Normal  and 
Preparatory  departments,  and  about  124  in  model  grades. 

The  law  under  whidh  the  normal  schools  are  organized  provide  that  **The  exclusive  pur- 
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pose  and  objects  of  each  normal  school  shall  be  the  Instruction  and  training  of  persons 
both  male  and  female,  in  the  theory  and  art  of  teachin^i;,  and  in  all  the  various  branches 
that  pertain  to  common  school  education,  and  in  all  subjects  needful  to  qualify  for  teach- 
ing in  the  public  schools;  also  to  give  instruction  in  the  fundamen'al  laws  of  the  United 
States.and  of  this  state,  in  what  regards  the  rights  and  duties  of  citizens.'** 

REGULATIONS  FOR  ADMISSIONS  TO  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  who  are  admitted  to  the  schools  und  er  the  following  regu- 
lations of  the  board: 

1.  Each  assembly  district  hi  the  state  shall  be  entitled  to  eight  representatives  in  the 
normal  schools. 

2.  Caudiilatcs  for  admission  shall  be  nominated  by  the  superintendent  of  the  coun^  or 
of  the  city  in  which  such  candidate  may  reside,  and  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age, 
of  sound  bodily  health,  and  of  good  moral  character.  Each  person  so  nominated  shall  re- 
oelve  a  certiflcate  setting  forth  his  name,  age,  health  and  character,  and  a  duplicate  there- 
of shall  be  maile<l  to  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

8.  Upon  the  presentation  of  the  original  certificate  to  the  president  of  a  normal  school, 
the  candidate  shall  be  examined  and  if  found  qualified  in  respect  to  learning,  he  may  be 
admitted  after  furnishing  such  evidence  as  the  president  may  require,  of  health  and  good 
moral  character,  and  upon  subscribing  to  a  declaration  as  follow-8: 

I  hereby  declare  that  my  purpose  in  entering  this  school  is  to  fib  myself  for  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching,  and  that  it  is  my  intention  co  engage  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  state. 

4.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma  who  has  not  been  a  member  of  the  school  in 
which  such  diploma  is  grant4^,  at  least  one  year,  nor  who  is  less  than  nineteen  years  of 
age.  A.  certificatu  of  attendance  may  be  grunted  by  the  president  of  a  normal  school  to 
any  person  who  shall  have  been  a  member  of  such  school  for  one  term,  provided  that  in 
his  judgment,  such  certificate  is  deserved. 

In  extension  of  the  wortc  of  the  normal  schools,  the  Board  is  authorized  to  expend  a  sum 
not  exceeding  SS,000.00  annnally,  to  support  teacher's  institutes,  and  may  employ  agents 
for  that  purpose.  At  present  one  professor  from  each  normal  school  is  employed  at  differ- 
ent seasons  in  conducting  Institutes. 

The  productive  Normal  Schoal  Fund  now  amounts  to $1,826,256. 06  and  yields  an  income 
of  S98, 157.80  for  the  year  ending  September  80th,  1895.  The  fund  for  the  support  of  Nor- 
mal Schools  is  further  increased  try  the  amount  received  for  tuition  in  the  training  and 
preparatory  schools  attached  to  the  Normal  Schools,  $8,706,60.  in  18984  and  for  book  renti 
$4, 561 .91 ;  and  in  the  same  year,  by  the  annual  appropriation  of  $10,  OOQf.to  .aid  in  maintain- 
ing the  Milwaukee  School  and  1-20  of  a  mill  tax.

This  school  was  established  on  the  88th  of  February,  1806*  \>j  authority  oonferred  bj 
ehapter  816  of  the  general  laws.  The  building  and  grounds  of  the  PlattevlUe  Academj 
having  been  donated,  the  school  was  opened  on  the  9th  day  of  October,  in  the  SMne  year 
The  building  has  been  repeatedly  enlarged,  and  it  accommodates  the  school  liberally  at 
present. 

Platteyille  is  a  city  of  8,067  inhabitants,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  rolling  ground  bet 
tweeu  the  Platte  and  Sinsioawa  Mounds,  in  the  midst  of  a  fine  agricultural  region.  The 
location  is  eminently  healthful,  and  the  oommunity  Is  deeply  interested  in  the  success 
and  prosperity  of  the  school.  Students  will  find  few  temptations  to  idleness  or  dissipation, 
but  MriU  meet  with  encouragement  to  faithful  work  and  upright  conduct. 

PlattoTillH  is  th4  terminus  of  a  branch  of  the  Chicago,  fililwaukee  ft  St  Paul  Railway,  con- 
necting  with  the  Illinois  Central  at  Warren.  It  is  reached  fi'om  the  north  and  south  by- 
the  Chicago  &  North  Western  Railway,  and  has  connection  with  points  on  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Northern  Railroad.

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WHITEWATER  SCHOOL. 

The  Whitewater  Normal  School  was  dedicated  April  21,  1868»  it  being  the  second  nonna^ 
school  in  the  state.  Its  first  president  was  Oliver  Arey,  who  remained  in  charge  until 
July,  1876.  Wm.  F.  Phelps  was  president  for  the  next  two  years,  and  J.  W.  Steams  from 
July,  1878,  to  January,  1885.  For  the  next  half  year  Prof.  T.  B.  Pray  was  acting  president. 
Albert  Salisbury  became  president  in  July,  168S,  and  remains  in  charge  to  the  present 
time. 

The  site  and  surroundings  of  the  school  are  among  the  finest  in  the  whole  country.  The 
original  building  was  enlarged  in  1870;  and  in  1891  yet  another  wing  was  added,  including 
an  elegant  and  well  equipped  gymnasium.  The  first  class  was  graduated  in  1870.  Since 
that  time  it  has  graduated  238  ,p<?r80Ds  from  the  Advance  Course,  and  347  others  from  the 
Elementary  Course,  making  a  total  of  575  who  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  school. 
Of  these  all  but  13  have  taught  for  a  greater  or  less  period  of  time.

The  state  normal  school  located  In  MUwauicee,  was  authorized  bj  an  act  of  the  legtsla- 
tiire  passed  in  1880.  Qrounds  and  building  at  an  expense  of  fifty. three  thousand  dollars 
were  presented  tc  the  board  June  4th,  and  the  school  was  formally  opened  the  14th  day  of 
September,  1^5.  The  course  of  study  was  fixed  for  twoyearsMuratlon  corresponding 
with  the  last  two  years  of  the  full  course  in  other  normal  schools,  except  that  the  pro- 
fessional work  must  equal  that  provided  in  the  four  years  courses  at  other  schools. 

There  is  no  preparatory  department  nor  Elementary  course  connected  with  this  school. 
A  department  tor  the  training  of  kindergartners  was  organized  with  the  school  in  180is, 
the  course  covers  two  years*  work,  and  the  same  qualifications  for  entering  It  are  required 
as  for  admission  to  other  courses. 

An  addition  to  the  old  building  has  just  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $35,000,  nearly 
doubling  the  school  accommodations.

Stevens  Point  is  a  city  of  10,000  people  and  is  easily  accessible  by  railroads  from  all 
points.  The  courses  of  study  are  the  same  in  this  as  in-  other  normal  schools  in  Wisconsin. 
Tuition  is  free  to  all  students  who  are  admitted  to  the  normal  department  under  the  regu- 
lations or  the  board,  and  who  subscribe  to  a  declaration  as  follows:  **  I  hereby  declare 
that  my  purpose  in  entering  this  school  is  to  prepare  myself  for  the  prof ession  of  teachiD|[^ 
and  that  it  my  intention  to  engage  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.

The  State  Board  of  Control  of  Reformatory,  Charitable  and  Penal  Institutions,  estab- 
lished by  chapter  203,  laws  of  1895,  consists  oF  five  members  appointed  by  the  governor, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  senate,  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  members  first  ap- 
pointed under  the  act,  however,  are  to  bold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years  respectively.  The  members  are  required  to  devote  their  entire  time  to  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  each,  per  annum,  and 
all  necessary  disbursements  in  the  discbarge  of  their  duties.  They  are  authorized  to  ex- 
pend three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  as  a  salary  for  a  secretary  of  the  board  and  for 
clerk  hire.  All  accounts  for  disbursements  and  charges  and  debts  contracted  by  the 
board  are  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

The  powers  {ind  duties  of  the  board  as  prescribed  by  chapter  203,  laws  of  1895,  are  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  chapter  29S,  laws  of  1881,  as  follows: 
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Section  7.  Said  board  shall  act  as  commissioiierB  of  IxmBCf,  with  power  to  inTestigato 
and  examine  into,  with  or  without  expert  aasistanoe,  the  question  of  the  insanity  and  con** 
dition  of  any  person  committed  or  confined  in  any  lunatic  a^lum  or  hospital,  public  or 
private,  or  restrained  of  his  liberty  by  reason  of  alleged  insanity,  at  any  place  within  this 
state,  and  shall  take  the  proper  and  legal  steps  for  the  discharge  of  any  person  so  com- 
mitted or  restrained.  If,  in  its  opiniont  such  person  is  not  insane,  or  can  be  cared  for  after 
such  dischaiige  without  danger  to  others,  and  with  benefit  to  such  person. 

Section  8.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  fully  investigate  all  complaints  against  any 
of  the  institutions  above  named,  or  against  the  official  conduct  or  management  thereof; 
to  send  for  books  and  papers;  summon,  compel  the  attendance  of,  and  swear  witnesses; 
and  conduct  at  any  time,  thorough  investigation  into  the  affairs  of  any  such  institution,  in 
such  manner  as  it  shall  deem  best.  Any  letter,  communication  or  complaint  addressed  to 
such  Board  or  any  member  thereof,  by  any  Inmate,  employe,  or  subordinate  officer  in  any 
of  said  institutions,  shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  asaddresBed,  without  interference  there- 
with, or  the  breaking  of  the  seal,  or  the  reading  thereof  by  any  officer  or  employe  of  audi 
Institution. 

Section  9.  The  duties  of  such  board  shall  be :  1.  To  maintain  and  govern  the  Wisoonain 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Northern  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  the  Wisconsin  State 
Prison,  the  Wisconsin  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  the  Wisconsin  Institution  for  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Blind,  and  the  Wificonsin  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb; 
and  such  other  charitable,  reformatory  and  penal  institutions  fas  may  hereafter  be  estab* 
lisbed  or  maintained  by  the  state.  8.  To  carefully  supervise  and  direct  the  management 
and  affairs  of  said  institutions,  and  faithfully  and  diligently  promote  the  objects  foriwhich 
the  same  have  been  established.  3 .  To  preserve  and  care  for  the  buildings,  grounds  and  all 
property  connected  with  said  institutions.  4.  To  take  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  said  several 
institutions  any  land  conveyed  or  devised,  or  money  or  property  given  or  bequeathed,  to  be 
applied  for  any  purpose  connected  therewith,  and  faithfully  to  apply  the  same  as  directed 
by  the  donor,  and  faithfully  to  apply  all  funds,  effects  and  propertygwhich  may  be  received 
for  the  use  of  such  institutions.  5.  To  make,  on  or  before  October  1,  in  each  year,  full  and 
complete  inventories  and  appraisals  of  all  the  property  of  each  of  said  institutions,  which 
inventories  and  appraisals  shall  be  recorded  and  shall  be  so  classified  as  to  separately  show 
the  amount,  kind  and  value  of  all  real  and  personal  property  belonging  to  such  institutions. 
G.  To  make  such  by-law,  rules  and  regulations,  not  incompatible  with  law,  as  it  shall  deem 
convenient  or  necessaiy  for  the  government  of  the  said  institutioos  and  for  its  own  gov- 
ernment, and  cause  the  same  to  be  printed.  7.  To  visit  and  carefully  inspect  each  of  said 
institutions  as  often  as  once  in  each  month,  either  by  the  full  board  or  by  some  member 
thereof,  and  ascertain  whether  all  officers,  teachers,  servants  and  employes  in  such  insUto- 
tions  are  competent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  all  inmates  thereof 
properly  cared  for  and  governed,  and  all  accounts,  account  books  and  vouchers  property 
kept,  and  all  the  business  affairs  thereof  properly  conducted.  8.  To  fix  the  ntunber  of  sub- 
ordinate officers,  teachers,  servants  and  employes  in  each  of  said  institutions,  and  prescribe 
the  duties  and  compensation  of  each,  and  to  employ  the  same  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  respective  superintendents  and  wardens.  9.  To  promptly  remove  or  discharge  any  offi- 
cer, teacher,  servant  or  employe  in  any  of  said  institutions  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any 
malfeasance  or  misbehavior  in  office,  or  of  neglect  or  improper  discharge  of  duty.  10. 
To  annually  appoint  for  the  Wisconsin  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  and  for  the  Northern 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  for  each,  a  superintendent,  one  assistant  physician,  a  matron,  a 
steward,  and  a  treasurer;  and  for  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  and  the 
Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys, 
for  each,  a  superintendent,  a  steward,  a  treasurer,  and  all  necessary  teachers;  for  the 
State  Prison,  a  warden,  a  steward  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  officers  of  said  in- 
stitutions respectively,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  fixed  by  said  board,  except  as  herehi 
otherwise  provided.  11 .  To  maintain  and  govern  the  school,  prescribe  the  course  of  study, 
and  provide  the  necessary  apparatus  and  means  of  instruction  for  the  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  the  Blind,  and  for  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 
12.  To  prescribe  and  collect  such  charges  as  it  may  think  just,  for  tuition  and  maintenance 
of  pupils,  not  entitled  to  the  same  free  of  charge,  in  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
the  Blind  and  inlthe  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  18.  To  fix  the 
period  of  the  academic  year,  not  less  than  forty  weeks,  and  prescribe  the  school  terms. in 
the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  and  in  the  Institution  for  the  Education  o' 
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the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  14.  To  confer,  in  Its  discretion,  upon  meritorious  pupOa,  snoh  acade- 
mic and  literary  decrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by  similar  institutions,  and  grrant  diplo- 
mas accordingly,  in  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  and  in  the  Institution 
for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

WISCONSIN'S  INSANE  IN  INSTITUTIONS, 

September  30,  1694,  there  were  8,925  insane  under  public  care.  Of  these  479  were  fn  the 
State  hospital,  597  in  the  Northern  hospital  and  880  in  the  Milwaukee  hospital  for  the  in- 
sane; a  total  of  1.453  in  hospitals.  There  were  2,469  in  the  twenty- two  county  asylums  for 
the  chronic  insane,  makinfp  8,9^  confined  in  both  asylums  and  hospitals.  There  was  one 
In  jail  and  19  in  poor  houses. 

COUNTY  ASYLUM  FINANCES. 

For  the  fldcal  year  ending  September  80,  1894,  the  net  current  expenses  of  the  twenty- 
two  county  insane  asylums  were  $214,  057.18,  an  average  per  capita  cost  per  week,  of  |U74. 

BILLS  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  THE  INSANE. 

The  bills  for  the  year  ending  September  80, 1894,  were  $855,761.58,  of  which  the  state  paid 
$193.08-2.55.  Of  this  amount  $32,088.79  was  for  the  maintenance  of  state-at-large  patients 
kept  in  county  asylums  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  week.  The  additional  $68,719.01  is  a  special 
tax  on  counties.

The  Wlsoonsln  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  located  at  Mendota  near  Madison,  was 
opened  for  patients  in  July,  1800.  Two  years  later,  one  longitudinal  and  one  transverse 
wing  on  the  west  side  were  completed,  since  which  time  other  additions  have  been  made. 
The  entire  length  of  the  hospital  building  is  669  feet,  the  center  building  being  65x190  feet. 
The  first  longitudinal  wing  on  each  side  of  the  center  is  \9i  feet,  and  the  last  on  each  ex- 
tremity is  119  feet^  The  tranverse  wings  are  87  feet  long.  Tnia  commodious  building  Is 
surrounded  by  ornamental  grounds,  woods  and  farming  lands,  to  the  extent  of  497  acres 
and  is  well  adapted  for  the  care  of  the  unfortunates  needing  itd  protection.  The  hospital 
will  now  accommodate  comfortably  600  patients. 

J.  Edwards  Lee,  M.  D.,  was  the  first  medical  superintendent,  haying  been  elected  by  the 
first  board  of  trustees  on  the  22d  of  June,  1859,  and  the  furniture  and  furnishing  of  the 
center  building  and  first  wing,  and  arrangements  for  the  reception  of  patients,  were  con- 
ducted under  his  supervision. 

The  second  board  of  trustees  was  organized  April  10,  I860,  and  on  the  2Sd  of  May  following 
appointed  John  P.  Clement,  M.  D.,  to  supersede  Dr.  Lee  as  superintendent,  and  in  June, 
1860,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Halllday  was  appointed  matron.    The  first  patient  was  admitted  July 

14.  leeo. 

Dr.  Clement  resigned  January  1, 1864,  and  from  that  time  until  April  90,  the  hospital  was 
in  charge  or  John  W.  Sawyer,  M.  D.,  assistant  physictan,  when  A.  H.  Van  Norstrand,  M.  D., 
was  elected  superintendent. 

Dr.  Van  Norstrand  resigned  June  6, 1868,  and  was  succeeded  by  A.  8.  McDill,  M.  D. 

Dr.  McDill  designed  in  October,  1872,  and  on  the  29th  of  April,  1878,  Marie  Ranney,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  superintendent,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  July  28. 

Dr.  Ranney  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by.A.  S.  McDill,  M.  D.,  in  April,  1875.  Dr.  McDill 
was  removed  by  death  November  12,  lf>7&. 

O.  F.  Boughton,  M.  D.,  who  had  served  a  number  of  years  as  assistant  physician  in  the 
hospital,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Dr.  McDill's  death,  and  he  held  that 
position  until  July  1, 1881. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Wigginton,  of  Watertown,  was  chosen  his  successor  by  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors, July  1, 1S81,  and  having  been  elected  to  be  superintendent  of  the  Northern  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  was  succeeced  by  Dr.  S.  B.  Buclunaster,  July  1, 1^. 

Dr.  Buckmaster  held  the  position  until  December  1, 1889,  when  he  resigned,  and  was  sue 
oeeded  by  Dr.  Louis  R.  Head,  of  Oakwood  Retreat,  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wis. 

On  July  21, 1891,  Dr.  E.  P.  Taylor  was  elected  to  be  the  successor  of  Dr.  Head,  and  entered 
upon  the  du  ies  of  the  office  August  1, 1891.  Dr.  Taylor  resigned  July  1,  1883,  and  Dr.  John 
B.  Edwards  of  Mauston,  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.

In  1870  a  law  was  passed  aattaorlzlng  an  additional  hospital  for  tbe  insane.  After  an  ex- 
amination of  several  sites  in  different  parts  of  the  state  by  a  commission  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  choice  was  made  of  the  location  offered  by  the  citizens  of  Oshkosh.  consist- 
inp:  of  837  acres  of  land,  about  four  miles  north  of  the  city,  on  the  west  shore  of  Lake 
Winnebago.  The  necessary  appropriations  were  made,  and  the  north  wing  and  central 
building  were  completed  and  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients  in  1873.  Further  appro- 
priations were  made  from  time  to  time  for  additional  wings,  and  in  1875  the  hospital  was 
completed  according  to  the  original  design,  at  a  total  cost  to  the  state  of  six  hundred  and 
twenty.five  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Since  that  time  some  additional  land 
has  been  purchased,  the  original  buildings  modified,  and  others  erected.  This  hospital  will 
now,  without  crowding,  suitably  accommodate  650  patients. 

In  December.  1878,  Dr.  Walter  Kempster,  of  Utlca,  New  York,  was  elected  superintend- 
ent and  continued  to  act  as  such  by  successive  re-elections,  until  the  close  of  the  term  end> 
ing  July  J,  1884,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  R.  iM.  Wigginton,  who  had  had  several 
years'  experience  as  assistant  and  superintendent  in  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  near 
Madison.  Upon  the  close  of  the  official  year,  July  1,  1887,  Dr.  Walter  Kempster  was  again 
elected  superintendent,  but  after  serving  three  months,  he  resigned  the  position,  and  Dr 
Charles  E.  Booth,  of  Elroy,  Wis.,  was  elected  his  successor. 

On  July  21, 1891,  Dr.  W.  F.  Wegge.  of  Milwaukee,  was  elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Booth,  and 
became  superintendent  August  1, 1891. 

Dr.  Wegge  resigned  October  1. 1894,  and  Dr.  D.  Q.  Hathaway,  of  Wauwatosa.  was  elected 
his  successor. 

There  has  been  paid  from  the  state  treasury  up  to  October  1.  1804,  for  real  estate,  build- 
ings. Improvements,  repairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  hospital,  in  all  the  sum  of 
$8,040,523.17.

Thts  Institution  te  located  at  Delavan,  Walworth  county,  on  the  Southwestern  division 
of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  railroad,  sixty  miles  from  Milwaukee.  The  land 
first  occupied,  compiislng:  11 46-100  acres,  was  donated  by  Hon.  F.  K.  Phcenix,  one  of  the 
first  trustees,  but  tlie  original  boundaries  have  since  been  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of 
twenty-two  acres.  The  main  building  was  burned  to  the  ground  on  the  16th  of  September, 
1879,  but  during  the  year  1S90  four  new  buildings  were  erected,  and  %vith  the  increased  fa- 
cilities provided,  250  children  may  be  well  cared  for. 

'  The  new  buildings  are  a  school  house,  boys'  dormitory,  dining  room  and  chtopel,  with  a 
main  or  administration  building.  These  buildings  are  plain,  neat^  substantial  structures 
and  well  fitted  for  the  uses  intended. 

The  institution  was  originally  a  private  school  for  the  deaf,  but  was  Incorporated  by  act 
of  the  Legislature,  April  19, 185*3.  and  it  is  now  maintained  by  the  State  of  Wisconsin  for 
the  education  of  those  children  within  her  borders  who,  on  account  of  deafness,  are  unable 
to  receive  Instruction  in  the  common  schools.    It  has  three  departments: 

First —Tho  school.  In  which  the  pupils  are  taught  writing,  reading,  composition,  arith- 
matic,  geography,  history,  natural  science  and  drawing.  Instruction  in  lip-reading  and 
oral  speech  is  given  to  the  seuil-mutes  and  capable  congenital  mutes. 

Second  -  The  shops,  where  the  pupils  are  taught  printing,  cabinet  makiiig  and  shoe- 
making. 

Third— The  domestic  department,  in  which  they  discharge  various  household  duties,  a' 
learn  baking  and  sewing. 
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The  law  proYiiles  that  all  deaf  and  dumb  residents  of  thla  state,  of  proper  age  and  suit* 
able  capacity  to  receive  iDstnicUon,  shall  be  received  and  taught  free  of  cnarge.  The 
regular  course  of  instruction  occupies  about  eight  years.  The  latest  and  most  popular 
text-books,  globes,  maps,  charts,  etc.,--so  far  as  they  are  adapted  to  deaf  mute  in8true> 
tioo,— are  employed.  Articulation  and  Up-reading  are  taught  by  ladies  of  skill  and  expe- 
rience with  very  gratifying  results. 

The  day  is  divided  into  hours  for  labor,  study,  and  recreation,  with  the  design  of  secui^ 
ing  habits  of  industry  and  of  promoting  health  as  well  as  intellectual  and  moral  develop- 
ment. No  leave  of  absence  is  granted  during  the  term,  except  in  cases  of  sickness  or 
extreme  necessity. 

Deaf  mutes  of  Wisconsin,  of  proper  age,  are  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  institution 
tree  of  charge,  being  furnished  tuiUon,  books,  board  and  washing.  Friends  are  required 
to  pay  the  traveling  and  incidental  expenses,  and  to  provide  clothing,  a  sufficient  supply 
of  which  should  be  furnished  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  or  sent  by  express  as 
needed. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  not  be  under  eight  nor  more  than  twenty  years  of  sige, 
of  sound  moral  principles  and  good  physical  health.  Imbecile,  idiotic  or  f  eeble-miaded 
children  are  not  received. 

The  annual  session  begins  the  ilrst  Wednesday  in  September,  and  continues  forty  weeks. 

The  summer  vacation  extends  from  June  to  September.  Pupils  are  sent  home  promptly 
at  the  close  of  the  term,  accompanied  to  prominent  railroad  points  by  messengers  from 
the  institution. 

There  has  been  paid  from  tlie  state  treasury,  up  to  October  1,  1894,  for  raal  estate,  bnfid- 
Ings,  improvementa.  xepairs  and  current  expenses  of  the  school,  In  all,  the  sum  of 
$1,847,848.40. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  under  Instruction  fh>m  the  opening  of  the  school  in  1852  is 
966,  of  whom  188  were  in  attendance  September  80, 1894. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  the  past  year  was  188  as  against  174  the  previous  year 
and  the  current  expenses  $88,886.88  as  against  $40, 104.79.

This  Is  the  first  charitable  Institution  established  by  the  state.  A  school  for  the  blind  had 
been  opened  at  Janesville.  in  the  latter  part  of  1849,  which  received  its  support  from  the 
citizens  of  that  place  and  vicinity.  At  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  it  was  adopted 
by  the  state,  by  an  act  approved  February  9, 1850.  On  October  7. 1850,  it  was  opened  for 
the  reception  of  pupils  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor. It  occupied  rented  rooms  until  June  1,  1853,  when  it  was  removed  to  a  building 
erected  for  its  use  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,000.  The  lot  of  ten  acres  had  been  donated  by  the 
owners,  and  now  forms  a  part  of  the  grounds,  forty  acres  in  extent,  belonging  to  the  insti- 
tution. This  building  was  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  becoming  the  wing  of  a  larger  one^ 
which  was  commenced  in  1854  and  fully  completed  In  1859.  In  1864-S,  a  brick  building  was 
erected  for  a  shop  and  other  purposes.  The  foundation  of  the  wing  first  built  proved 
defective,  and  In  1867  that  portion  of  the  building  had  to  be  taken  down.  The  next  year 
work  was  begim  on  an  extension  which  should  replace  the  demolished  portion  and  afford 
room  for  the  growth  of  the  school.  That  was  completed  in  1870,  and  the  value  of  the  build- 
ings, grounds  and  personal  property  belonging  to  the  institution  was  estimated  at  $182,000. 
On  the  13th  of  April,  1874,  the  building  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  at  the  ensuing  session  of 
the  legislature  an  appropriation  of  $56,000  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a  wing  of  a  new 
building  on  the  old  site,  but  on  a  somewhat  differeut  plan;  and  in  1876  a  further  appropri»> 
tion  of  $90,000  was  made  for  rebuilding  the  main  structure. 

Theschool  was  not  allowed  to  close  on  account  of  the  fire.  Suitable  accommodations 
were  procured  for  the  pupils  by  the  board  of  trustees  in  the  dty  of  Janesville,  where  at 
gome  disadvantage,  the  work  of  the  Institution  was  carried  on  until  January  1, 1876,  when 
the  wing  of  the  new  building  was  ready  for  occupancy.  The  main  structure  has  since  been 
completed.  It  is  designed  to  accommodate  one  hundred  pupils,  the  same  number  as  the 
building  destroyed  in  1874.  The  exterior  is  plainer  than  in  the  former  structure,  but  a  con- 
■Iderable  sum  has  been  expended  in  fire-proofing  and  in  laying  solid  foundations  under  the 
main  building.    It  la  now  believed  to  be  practically  fire-proof.

The  operations  of  the  school  fsllnstarallyfaito  three  depsrtments.  Inone^  faiatmetionls 
given  fat  the  subsets  nsnaUy  tang^  in  the  comaxon  schools.  Somenseis  msdeirf  books 
printedin  raised  letters  ;  bat  tnstraetioo  is  mostly  given  orally.  In  another  department 
mnsirsl  training;  vocal,  instromental  and  theoretical,  is  imparted  to  an  extent  snfllciftnt  to 
fomlsb  to  most  an  important  soarce  of  enjoyment^  and  to  some  the  means  of  support. 
Thew  two  departments  were  opened  at  die  commencement  of  the  school,  and  have  been 
ever  since  maintained.  A  little  later  the  third  department  was  opened,  in  which  weaving, 
■eating  cane-bottomed  chairs*  sewing,  knitting,  snd  various  kinds  of  fsn<7  work  are  sys- 
tematically taoght.  The  "Kindergarten**  was  established  in  1SS3  and  proves  a  most  vala- 
able  adjunct  to  all  the  departments. 

The  care  exercised  over  the  pupils  of  this  instttution,  looks  closely  to  their  physical  and 
moral  well-being,  sod  the  details  of  the  discipline  are  only  such  as  are  consistent  with  and 
will  further  tliis  purpose;  vrhUe  tlie  instructi<Mi  is  fljstemaUc  and  thorough,  as  the  diaracter 
and  scholarship  of  those  who  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  abundantly 
attest.

The  Wisconsin  Industrial  School  for  Boys  Is  situated  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile  west 
of  the  railroad  depots  in  the  village  of  Waukesha,  the  county  seat  of  Waukesha  county. 

It  was  organized  as  a  house  of  refuge,  and  opened  in  18C0.  The  name  was  afterward 
changed  to  *' State  Reform  School,"  and  again  to  '*Wisf:onsin  Industrial  School  for  Boys,** 
its  present  title.  The  buildings  are  located  on  the  southern  bank  of  Fox  river,  in  view  of 
the  trains  as  they  pass  to  and  from  Milwaukee  and  Madison,  presenting  an  attractive  sight 
to  the  traveling  public,  and  furnishing  good  evidence  of  the  parental  care  of  the  State 
authorities  for  the  Juvenile  wards  within  its  borders. 

The  buildings  include  a  main  central  edifice,  three  stories  high,  used  for  the  residence  of 
the  superindent's  family,  office,  chapel,  school  rooms,  reading  room  and  library,  officers* 
kitchen,  dining  aud  lodging  rooms,  furnace  room  and  cellar. 

On  the  east  of  the  main  central  building  are  three  family  buildings,  three  stories  high, 
each  with  a  dining  hall,  play  room,  bath  room,  dressing  room,  hospital  room,  officers* 
rooms,  dormitory  and  store  room. 

On  the  west  of  the  main  central  buildings  are  four  family  bulldiogs  like  those  on  the 
east  in  all  rrapects,  with  the  exception  of  the  building  at  the  west  end  of  this  line,  which  is 
a  wooden  building  with  a  stone  basemenL 

In  the  rear  of  this  line  of  buildings  is  the  shop  building,  38x258  feet,  three  stories  high, 
which  embraces  boot  factory*  sock  and  knitting  factory,  tailor  shop,  carpenter  suop,  en- 
gine room,  laundry  and  steam  drying  room,  batn  rooms,  store,  store  rooms,  bakery  and 
cellar,  and  three  famUy  buildings  with  room  for  fifty  boys  each. 

There  is  on  the  farm,  which  consUsts  of  404  acres  of  land,  a  comfortable  house,  a  s  one 
carriage  and  horse  bam,  two  stories  high,  built  in  the  mostsubstautial  manner,  three  con- 
venient wooden  bama,  with  sheds  for  cattle,  wagons  and  farm  machinery,  and  cellars  for 
roots. 

The  total  amount  paid  from  the  State  Treasury  up  to  October  1, 1894,  for  real  estate, 
buildings,  improvements,  repairs,  and  current  expenses  is  11,620,036.08. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  since  the  opening  of  the  school,  August  8,  1360,  is 
8,71fi,  of  whom  851,  were  present  September  80, 1804. 

The  average  number  of  boys  the  past  year  was  845.  as  against  328  the  previous  year,  and 
the  current  expenses  were  $63, 903.85^  as  agahist  $59, 661 .91.

The  state  Prison  was  located  in  Waupun  In  July,  1851,  by  Messrs.  John  BuUen,  John  Tay- 
lor and  A.  W.  Worth,  who  were  appointed  comnnssioners  to  determine  such  location  under 
a  law  enacted  that  year.  A  contract  was  at  once  entered  into  for  the  construction  of  a  tem- 
porary prison;  In  1853  the  contract  was  let  for  the  mason  work  upon  the  south  wins  of  the 
prison;  and  additions  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  since  that  date. 

From  March  28,  1853,  to  January  4,  1874,  the  office  of  the  Prison  Commissioner  waa  an 
elective  office,  the  commissioner  having?  full  control  of  the  management  of  the  prison. 

From  January  3, 1874,  to  June  1,  1881,  the  management  was  In  the  hands  of  three  direct- 
ors appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and'  consent  of  the  Senate.  In  place  of  a 
Commissioner,  the  directors  appointed  a  warden,  who  had  charge  and  custody  of  the 
prison,  to  serve  three  years. 

In  June,  1881,  the  management  of  the  prison  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board, 
who  have  continued  the  control  and  custody  as  established  by  the  directors. 

The  warden,  steward  and  treasurer  are  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Control  annually. 
Ail  other  officers  are  appointed  by  the  board  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur,  upon 
the  nomination  of  the  warden. 

The  convict  labor  was  leased  to  M.  D.  Wells  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  for  the  manufacture  of 
boots  and  shoes,  for  five  years,  from  January  1,  1678,  and  the  contract  was  renewed  with 
thai  firm  for  five  years,  beginning  with  January  1, 1883,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day 
of  ten  hours.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  contract  at  the  close  of  the  year  1887,  the  con- 
tractors, by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervision,  continued  to  employ  the  prisoners  f  ot 
several  months,  when  the  contract  was  renewed  for  five  years  without  change  of  terms. 
On  the  expiration  of  said  contract  at  the  close  of  the  year  189*3,  it  was  similar.y  renewed 
by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Control,  for  a  further  period  of  five  years. 

Manufacture  on  the  part  of  the  state  was  therefore  discontinued  on  Januarv  1, 1878,  The 
prisoners^  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  80, 1893,  were  $60,881.38,  and  foe 
the  year  ending  September  SO,  1894,  |53.557.29. 

The  grounds  about  the  buildings  embrace  24  acres,  and  a  farm  of  112  acres,  about  a 
mile  distant,  waa  added,'  in  1885.    The  buildings  comprise  the  cener,  85x90  feet,  oocu- 
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pied  for  offloes,  warden^s  apartments,  dining  and  lodging  rooms  for  offlcen,  Utcfaens,  bak- 
ery, etc.    The  two  wings,  60x200  feet  each,  containing  604  cells,  tne  deputy  warden's  resi- 
dence and  female  prlsou  with  thirty-six  cells,  a  work-shop  64x500  feet,  two  stories  high 
bath  house,  blacksmith  and  carpenter  shop,  baru,  etc. 

The  total  amount  paid  from  the  state  treasury  for  real  estate  buildings,  improyementSi 
repairs  and  current  expenses  up  to  October  1,  1894,  was  $1,390,064.22. 

The  whole  nnmber  of  prisoners  received  since  the  opening  of  the  prison  is  6,867.  The 
number  in  confinement  September  80. 1894,  was  661^—638  males  and  34  females.  The  aver- 
age number  of  prisoners  during  the  past  year  was  609,  as  against  6S7  the  preceding  yeari 
and  the  current  expenses  were  (including  prisoners'  earnings),  |78^996JM,  as  against 
178,214.96.

Chapter  877,  laws  of  1885,  made  It  the  duty  of  the  board  of  supervision,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  governor,  to  select  a  suitable  site  and  erect  thereon  builrlinfics  for  a  state 
school  or  temi>orary  home  for  dependent  and  neglected  chiidren-Hsach  institution  to  be 
known  as  the  **State  Public  School.*^  Soon  after  the  enactment  of  this  law,  th^  Board  ad- 
vertised for  proposals  for  furnishing  a  site  for  this  institution,  and  received  responses 
from  Stevens  Point,  Waupaca,  Oreen  Bay,  Oshkosh,  Fond  du  Lac,  Ripon,  New  Lisbon 
Sparta  and  La  Crosse.  Subsequently  the  Board  visited  all  these  places,  inspected  the 
sites  proposed  and  canvassed  the  advantages  of  each  locality,  and,  finally,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor,  selected  Sparta  as  the  locality  for  the  school,  accepting  an  offer 
of  a  tract  of  land  embracing  164.8  acres  as  tiie  site.  This  land  lies  in  one  reguiar  body  on 
the  northeast  of  the  city,  being  partly  within  its  limits,  having  the  La  Crosse  river  for  its 
eastern  boundary,  and  one  of  the  city  streets  as  its  western  line.  The  location  is  in  all  re^ 
spects  a  healthful  one,  possesses  many  attractions  in  itself,  and  conunands  a  view  of  one 
of  the  finest  landscapes  in  tiie  state. 

During  the  year  1886,  three  cottages  were  erected  and  equipped  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  two  of  them  of  solid  brick,  two  stories  and  an  attic  in  height,  with 
stone  basement  and  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred  pupils.  The  third  cottage,  a 
firame  structure,  veneered  with  brick,  two  stories  and  an  attic  above  a  stone  basement,  was 
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devoted  at  first  to  the  uses  of  the  superintendent  and  his  family,  but  subsequently  to  the 
socommodation  of  the  young  children,  of  whom  it  affords  room  for  thirty. 

The  institution  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils  on  the  18th  of  Noivember,  1888| 
with  Robert  T.  Boberts  as  superintendent.  It  soon  became  apparent,  from  the  rapidity 
with  which  conmiitments  were  made*  that  more  room  must  be  proTlded  before  the  full 
benefits  of  the  Institution  oonld  be  realized.  Accordingly  the  legialatora  of  1887  made  pro- 
Tisions  for  the  erection  of  a  central  building,  two  cottages  and  such  other  structures  as  it 
should  deem  necessary.  The  board  of  supervision,  during  that  year,  had  erected  the 
buildings  named,  and  In  addition  thereto  a  boiler  and  engine  bouse  and  laundry  and  a  bam. 
The  central  buUding  is  of  brick,  three  stories  In  height  upon  a  stone  basement,  and  fur- 
nishes room  for  the  superintendent  and  his  family  and  employes,  a  general  kitchen  ana 
large  dining  room,  an  assembly  room  and  offices.  The  cottages  are  of  brick,  two  stoHes 
and  an  attic  in  height^  with  a  stone  basement,  and  furnish  accommodations  for  sixty  pupils 
each.  A  school-house  two  stories  in  height,  containing  three  class  rooms  and  necessary 
halls  on  each  floor,  and  furnishing  accommodations  for  about  900  pupils,  was  erected  In 
1889,  as  were  also  a  cold  storage  building.  Ice  house  and  additional  farm  buildings;  and  a 
dwelling  house  on  adjoining  land  purchased  was  reconstructed  into  a  oomfortabla 
hospitaL 

In  August,  1891,  the  Boahl  of  Ctontrol  elected  F.  L.  Sanborn,  of  Ashland,  to  be  the  m- 
perintendent  in  place  of  Mr.  Boberts.  whose  term  had  expired. 

July  7, 1802,  fire,  believed  to  be  the  work  of  an  incendiary  ward,  destroyed  the  roof  and 
upper  story  of  the  main  building.  The  buUding  was  promptly  reoonstnicted  at  a  coat  of 
K814-96. 

The  primary  object  of  the  institution  is  to  furnish  a  temporaiy  home  for  dependent  and 
neglected  chUdren  until  suitable  homes  can  be  found  for  them  In  good  families.  WbOs 
they  remain  In  the  Institution  they  are  instructed  in  the  elementary  branches  of  an  Ifis^ 
Bsh  education. 

From  the  establishment  of  the  Instlcutlon  up  to  September  80,  1894,  there  had  been  ex- 
pended for  site,  permanent  Improvements,  equipments  and  current  expenses,  $414,080.10. 

The  whole  number  of  children  admitted  up  to  September  80, 1804,  was  1,8S8;  the  average 
number  in  the  school  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  September  80, 1888,  was  207,  and  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  with  September  last,  the  average  number  was  288.  At  the  last  named 
date  748  children  had  been  placed  In  homes,  of  whom  017  were  Indentured  and  the  remain- 
ing 120  are  on  triaL

The  Wiaoonsbi  Ihdostrial  School  for  Girls  Is  located  In  Milwaukee,  on  Lake  Ayenue,  In 
chat  part  of  the  city  known  as  North  Point.    It  is  capable  of  accommodating  160  Inmates. 
Its  proper  subjects  are: 
1.    Viciously  inclined  girls  under  17,  and  boys  under  10  years  of  age. 

5.  The  stubborn  and  unruly,  who  refuse  to  obey  their  proper  guardians. 
Sb    Truants,  Tagrants  and  beggars. 

4.  Those  found  in  circumstance  oC  manifest  danger  of  falling  Into  habits  of  vice  and 
Immorality,  for  want  of  proper  care. 

6.  Those  under  the  above  ages  who  have  committed  any  offense  punishable  by  fine  or 
imprisonment  in  adult  offenders. 

Although  the  sehool  was  founded  by  private  charity,  and  Is  under  the  control  of  a  self- 
perpetuating  board  of  managers,  it  is  incorporated  and  employed  by  the  state  for  the  cus- 
tody, guardianship,  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  aforenamed  [children.  In  default  of 
responsible  and  efficient  guardianship  tht^y  are  treated  as  minors  and  wards  of  the  state, 
and  by  it  they  are  committed  to  the  guardianship  of  this  board  of  ladies  during  minority. 

The  present  statute  provides  thitt  for  each  girl  so  committed,  the  coun^  from  which  such 
commitment  is  made  shall  pay  not  more  than  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week. 

It  is  designed  to  be  in  no  sense  a  penal  institution,  but  it  is  a  rerormatory  for  the  older,  a 
temporary  place  of  detention  and  instruction  for  the  younger.  Its  objects  are  detention 
and  reformation. 
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The  school  was  organized  under  the  act  of  1875.  and  has  leeeived  trom  the  r<wgMatm% 
in  1678. 1880, 1881«  1882. 1885, 1887. 1888. 1881  and  188S,  somaamoantinfirto  $88,000  for  buOdiiisi, 
Improvementa,  stock  and  furnishings.  The  dtj  of  Kilwaulcee  has  also  givui  for  ilB  oae  a 
tnct  of  over  eight  acres  of  land,  the  state  holding  the  title  to  this  property. 

The  buildings,  as  completed  by  the  succesive  appropriations,  aiford  in  all  the  requiaitea 
for  distinct  family  life,  three  separate  dwellings,  designated  aa  the  Main  Home,  the  CbU.- 
dien*s  Home  and  the  Cottage,  and  include  a  kindergarten  room,  two  inflrmariea,  a  laundry 
and  three  large  school-rooma.  The  Cihildren's  Home  takes  boys  and  girls  under  eleven 
years  of  age;  the  Main  Efome  the  girls  from  eleven  upwards,  dlvidins  them  into  four  dia- 
linct  classes,  according  to  age  and  morals,  with  fair  facilities  fbr  suitable  separation  and 
instruction;  and  the  cottage  is  an  additional  and  entirely  separate  building  fbr  proper  re- 
straint and  influence  over  the  older  and  more  depraved. 

On  leaving  the  school,  children  are  either  returned  to  their  former  homes  or  relatives,  or 
ftriven  by  adoption  or  indenture  to  the  care  of  well-recommended  families.  Boys  are  tnuw- 
f erred  to  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Boys,  if  unfit  for  homflB  in  familJBHi  when  of 
suitable  age  to  remain  longer  in  the  school.

Hie  Wisconsin  Veterans'  Home  was  founded  by  the  G.  A.  R,  Department  oC  Wisconsin, 
November  16,  1887.  to  care  for  lionorably  discharged  indigent  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  who  cAnoot  be  received  into  any  national  home  for  disabled 
▼olnnteer  soldiers,  and  for  their  indigent  wives  or  widows,  for  whom  no  provision  is  made 
at  the  national  homes,  and  who  hitherto  have  been  separated,  the  wife  to  go  to  the  poor- 
house,  while  the  husband  goes  to  the  National  Home. 

The  home  is  built  upon  what  is  known  as  the  cottage  plan,  each  cottage  being  for  two 
persons,  in  every  instance,  man  and  wife.  The  cooking  is  done  in  a  large  centrally  located 
building  and  meals  served  in  a  commodious  dining  hall  in  connection  with  the 
kitchen*  thus  relieving  these  old  people  from  all  care  of  any  kind.  The  home  now  oon^iats 
of  fort7-two  cottages,  an  administration  building,  dining  hall  and  kitchen,  and  widows' 
hall,  hospital,  assembly  hall  (for  single  men  only),  old  people's  building,  old  men's  build 
ing,  chapel,  laundry,  ice  houses,  farm  house,  barns,  etc. 

Since  1889  many  improvements  have  been  made  and  tiie  accommodations  enlarged. 
The  property  is  now  owned  by  the  state,  but  is  controlled  by  a  board  of  trustees  elected 
by  the  department  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

It  is  supported  by  an  appropriation  of  |800  per  week  made  by  the  state  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  these  people. 

The  capacity  of  the  home  is  800,  having  at  this  date  on  the  rolls  814  present.  The  total 
valuation  of  the  property  is  |150,000.  It  is  situated  on  the  shores  of  Hicks  lake,  one  of 
the  chain  of  lakes  near  Waupaca,  and  is  unsurpassed  for  heaithf ulness  and  for  its  beautt- 
ful  scenery  and  surroundings,  having  lost  by  death.sinoe  its  opening  only  thirty-two  mem 
bers. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  W.  R.  C.  or  the  state  have  expended  in  buildings, 
grounds  and  furnishings  $80,000,  and  are  justly  proud  of  the  institution.  The  state  re» 
eelves  from  the  government  the  sum  of  flOO  per  annum  for  each  male  Inmate,  and  up  to 
the  present  time  has  received  from  this  source  nearly  $45,000.  The  liberal  appropriation 
of  fBO,000  made  by  the  state  in  1891,  and  an  annual  appropriation  of  |6,000  made  in  1898, 
has  made  it  competent  for  the  trustees  to  make  this  one  of  the  best  institutions  of  its 
character  in  the  United  States.

The  Northwestern  branch  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers  is  beauti- 
fully situated  about  three  miles  from  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  with  which  it  is  connected  by 
an  electric  railway  line.  The  main  building,  in  which  is  located  the  adminlstratlTO  oflloes 
and  which  in  addition  affords  quarters  for  SOO  disabled  veterans,  is  an  imposing  Btmctara, 
from  the  lofty  tower  of  which  floats  the  national  banner.  Four  other  subtantlaily  built 
barracks  furnish  comfort  <ble  quarters  for  the  remaining  members.  The  hospital  is  a 
oommodious  and  well  lighted  building,  in  which  about  400  sick  and  decrepit  old  soldiers 
receive  kind  care  and  attention,  bestowed  by  the  attending  surgeons  and  a  corps  of  skUled 
female  nunesL    A  theatre,  in  which  entertainments  are  given  by  professional  actors,  hired 
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for  the  purpose,  a  line  military  band  and  orchwtra,  billiard,  card,  and  reading  rooms  and  a 
library  of  about  7,000  ▼olumes  provide  recreation  and  amusement  for  the  disabled  Teteranik 
The  Home  grouods  contain  400  acres,  of  which  about  one  half  is  cultivated.  Tthe  remain- 
der  is  a  wooded  park,  traversed  by  shaded  walks  and  drives,  beautifully  undulating,  with 
■everal  charming  little  lakes  ui>on  which  pleasure  boats  are  kept.

Fourth.—  A  soldier  or  sailor  must  forward  with  his  application]  for  admission  his  dis* 
charge  paper,  and  when  he  is  a  pensioner  his  pension  certificate,  and  if  he  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  a  State  Home,  his  discbarge  from  that  Home,  before  his  application  will  be  con- 
sidered,  which  papers  will  be  retained  at  the  branch  to  which  the  applicant  is  admitted,  to 
be  kept  there  for  him  and  returned  to  him  when  he  is  discharged.  This  rule  is  adopted  to 
prevent  the  loss  of  such  papers  and  certificates,  and  to  hinder  fraudulent  practices;  and  no 
application  will  be  considered  uiiless  these  papers  be  sent  with  it.  If  the  original  discharge 
does  not  exist,  a  copy  of  discharge,  certified  by  the  War  or  Navy  Department,  or  by  the  Adju- 
tant>General  of  the  state,  must  accompany  tiie  application.  On  admission  he  must  also 
transfer  his  pension  certificate  to  the  Home,  and  the  moneys  secured  thereby,  and  em* 
power  the  treasurer  of  the  Home  to  draw  the  said,  moneys,  and  to  hold  and  dispose  of 
them,  subject  to  the  laws  of  congress,  and  the  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  which  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  said  National  Home  for  Dis- 
abled  Volunteer  Soldiers. 

Mbx.—  Soldiers  or  sailors  whose  pensions  exceed  sixteen  dollars  the  month  are  not  eligible 
to  the  Home  unless  the  reasons  are  peculiar,  and  are  explained  to  the  manager  and  are 
satisfactory  to  him. 

Those  who  have  been  members  of  State  Homes  must  have  been  discharged  from  those 
Homes  at  least  six  months  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  a  Branch  of  the  National  Home 
except  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  been  dis- 
honorably discharged  from  State  Homes  can  only  be  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.

The  State  Board  of  Health  was  established  by  chapter  966,  laws  of  1S7S.  and 
sefeo  members,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  ammaliy  by  the  goyemor,  to  serve  for  a  period 
of  seren  years.  The  Board,  howeyer,  elects  its  own  offloera,  and  its  organic  act  proTldes 
that  if  the  secretary  is  elected  outside  of  the  appointed  members  he  becomes  eao-offieio  m 
member  of  the  Board,  increasing  the  number  of  members  to  ei|^t. 

The  Board  meets  in  the  months  of  January  and  June  by  iBgal  reqoirementt  and  holds 
such  other  special  meetings  as  are  requested  by  members,  or  directed  by  the  president.  It 
has  an  annual  appropriation  of  $S,f00.00  from  which  all  expenses  are  paid,  including  all 
printing,  except  the  printing  of  its  biennial  reports.  No  member  of  the  Board  receives 
anyjoompensation  for  bis  services  but  the  Secretary,  who  is  paid  an  annual  salary  whien  is 
fixed  by  the  Board.  The  actual  expenses  of  members  when  on  duty  are  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation. 

The  law  by  which  the  Board  was  established  provides  that  it  shall  have  a  ''general  super- 
vision of  the  interests  of  the  health  and  life  of  the  citisens  of  the  state,*'  and  directs  thaa 
"they  shall  make  sanitary  investigation  and  inquiries  respecting  the  causes  of  disease,  es- 
pecially epidemics,  the  causes  of  mortality  and  the  eCtects  of  localities,  employments,  oon- 
ditions,  habits  and  circumstances,  and  shall  diffuse  such  information  among  the  people  of 
the  States  *'  The  law  also  gave  to  the  Board  an  advisory  relation  to  all  local  Boards  of 
Health*  Subsequent  legislation  has  made  the  organization  of  such  Boards  wbligatory  in 
eveiy  town,  village  and  city  in  the  State,  and  has  made  it  the  duty  of  all  ptiysiciana  to  re- 
port contagious  diwases  to  such  Boards,  and  of  all  such  Boards  to  report  to  the  Stata 
Board  of  Health  relative  to  these  diseases,  and  any  other  facts  whenever  required.  During 
theyear  lb9  4,  eleven  himdred  and  forty -five  0,145)  of  these  local  Boards  reported  their 
full  organization  to  this  Board  in  accordance  with  instructions,  and  through  these  Boards 
the  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  able  to  reach  nearly  every  locality  in  the  State. 

The  Board  has  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to  general  quarantine,  and"  in  emerfrency 
can  make  rules  and  regulations  lor  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  which  it  is  the  duty 
of  all  local  and  general  officers  of  the  State  to  respect  and  enforce. 

The  Board  invites  correspondence  and  co-operation  from  all  citiams  of  the  State  who  are

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  established  by  chapter  107,  of  the  laws  of  1881^ 
amended  in  1885  and  1887.  The  Board  consists  of  five  members,  who  are  appointed  by  the 
(CoverDor.  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

Members  receive  five  dollars  per  day  for  actual  service,  the  secretary  receiving  no  per  diem, 
but  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars.  All  salaries  and  expenses  are  paid  from  receipts 
of  examinations,  and  dues  from  the  drufrgists  of  the  state. 

The  law  establishing  the  board  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine 
all  applications  for  registration,  submitted  in  proper  form;  to  grant  certificates  of  registra- 
tion to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  under  provisions  of  the  ace;  to  cause 
the  prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  its  provisions;  to  report  annually  to  the  governor 
and  to  the  Wisconsin  Pharmaceutical  Association  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the 
State,  which  said  report  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board  for  the 
year,  as  wnll  as  the  names  of  all  pharmacists  duly  registered. 

The  board  holds  meetings  for  examination  of  applicants  and  such  other  business  as  per- 
tains to  its  duties,  at  least  once  in  three  months.  Thirty  days*  notice  of  such  meetings  is 
required  to  be  given. 

None  but  registered  pliarmacists  are  allowed  to  sell  poisons  or  to  compound  prescriptions. 

Licentiates  in  pharmacy  by  examination  in  other  states  are  registered  without  further 
examination. 

All  pharmacists  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per  year  registration,  they  are 
held  responsible  for  quality  of  aU  drugs  and  chemicals  or  medicines  sold  or  dispensed  by 
them.  The  average  expenses  of  the  board  have  been  |1.514  a  year,  which  has  been  paid 
from  Its  own  treasury  and  no  funds  have  ever  been  drawn  from  tiie  state.  There  has  been 
paid  to  the  state,  funds  from  fines  amounting  to  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($\,  660) 
exclusive  of  costs,  in  some  forty  cases 

.Since  1888»  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety  four  have  attended  the  examinations,  five  hundred 
and  fourteen  received  licentiate,  five  hundred  and  eleven  assistant  certificates,  six  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  were  rejected.  One  hundred  and  sevent7*one  have  been  registered  by  ex- 
amination In  other  states.  The  Board  records  show  that  from  April,  1888,  seventeen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  received  the  first  grade  certificates,  ninety-one.mlnorB  and  six  hundred 
and  sixty  nine  assistants.  Of  the  first  grade  certificates  sixteen  hundred  and  fifteen  died, 
left  the  state  or  retb^ed  flrom  bualnees,  leaving  1,068  first  grade.  Of  the  assistants,  three 
hundred  and  forty  died,  canoellea  certificates  by  receiving  flrs(  grade,  or  dropped  out,  leav- 
ing S29  assistant  certificates.  Of  the  minor,  fifty-four  have  been  cancelled,  leaving  thirty- 
seven  In  force.  The  total  registration  In  force  is  1,153  first  grade,  87  minors,  939  assistants, 
making  total  number  of  registered  druggists  in  Wisconsin,  1,619.

The  number  was  increased  to  seren  In  1878,  six  appointed  by  the  governor  and 
the  other  being  the  governor  h  •(ficio.  It  maintains  two  hatcheries,  one  at  -*Nind 
Springs,''  four  and  one- half  miles  from  Madison,  for  the  hatching  of  brook  trout,  Cali- 
fornia trout,  and  carp,  and  one  at  Milwaukee,  where  whiteflsh  and  wall-eyed  piice  are 
hatched  The  work  of  the  commission  is  supported  by  an  annual  appropriation  of  flS,  000.

The  commission  has  a  car  fitted  expressly  for  the  collection,  transportation  and  distri* 
bution  of  fish  and  fry,  which  greatly  facilitates  its  work.  This  car  traveled  in  1893, 12,840 
miltt^i,  and  in  1894,  28,618  m'les. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  fishing  industries  of  the  state  renders  the  work  uf  tills  oommto- 
Bion  of  the  highest  importance.  In  1893  there  was  taken  from  the  Wisconsin  waters  of 
L  ikes  Michigan,  Superior  and  Green  Bay,  40,118  025  pounds  of  fisb,  and  in  1894,  28,996,942. 
The  decrease  was  occasioned  by  an  extraordinarily  bad  fishing  season.  In  1894  the  indus- 
try on  these  lakes  employed  property  to  the  amount  of  $1,016,278,  and  1,440  persons.  No 
estimate  could  be  made  of  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  fish  taken  from  inland  waters. 

Persons  desiring  fry  to  stock  streams  or  lakes  may  obtain  all  requisite  information  as  to 
the  conditions  and  method  of  obtaining  them  from  any  of  the  oonuninioiien  or  the  laper- 
iutendent.

Borne  of  them  are 
encouraged  by  annual  appropriations  from  the  state,  while  the  transactioas  of  some  of  the* 
associations  are  published  by  the  state.  The  State  Historical  Society  is  the  corporate 
tiTistee  of  the  state:  the  governor,  secretary  o(  state,  and  state  treasurer  are  ex-offlcio- 
membersof  its  managing  board;  and  vouchers  for  disbursements  from  its  annual  state- 
appropriation  are  by  law  filed  with  the  governor.

The  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin  was  originally  organlased  in  Oi'.tober,  1846,  with 
A.  Hyatt  Smith  as  president,  and  Thomas  W.  Sutherland  as  secretary.  In  January,  1849, 
there  was  a  reorganization,  with  Qov.  Melson  Dewey  as  president,  a  list  of  vice  presidents 
covering  all  the  counties  of  the  state,  and  Increase  ^.  Lapham  as  secretary  But  for  va- 
rious reasons  the  society  did  not  prosper  during  its  earlier  years,  and  a* second  reorganiza- 
tion was  effected  under  an  act  of  legislature  approved  March  4,  1S53.  This  charter  the 
society  still  works  under,  and  since  the  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Thursday  in  January, 
1864,  the  growth  of  its  influence  and  importance  has  been  steady  and  rapid.  At  this  meet- 
ing, Lyman  0.  Draper  was  chosen  secretary.  With  conspicuous  ability,  he  served  the  so- 
ciety for  thirty  three  years,  until  the  annual  meeting  of  January  6,  1887,  when  he  declined 
re-election ;  he  was  then  in  his  72d  year,  and  desirous  of  devoting  his  remaining  days  (he 
died  August  26.  1891)  to  completing  some  individual  literary  work  which  he  had  long  had 
in  band.  At  this  annual  meeting  of  January  6,  1887,  Reuben  G.  Thwaites,  who  had  been 
for  two  years  previous  the  assistant  secretary,  succeeded  Dr.  Draper  as  the  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  society,  and  the  editor  of  its  publications.  Daniel  S.  Durrie  became  identified 
with  th(^  society  in  1850.  as  librarian,  remaining  constantly  in  service  until  his  death,  Aug- 
ust 31, 18U2.  He  was  succeeded  by  Isaac  S.  Bradley,  who  had  been  assistant  librarian  since 
April,  1873. 

When  Secretary  Draper  took  direction  of  the  society's  fortunes,  its  library  consisted  of 
but  fifty  volumes  and  pamphlets;  there  was  neither  museum  nor  art  gallery,  and  the  insti- 
tution was  quartered  in  a  corner  of  the  secretary  of  state's  office.  To-day  the  society  is 
domiciled  in  the  south  wing  of  the  capitol,  two  floors  being  devoted  to  its  now  famous 
library,  and  another  —  partitioned  into  three  balls — to  its  growing  museum  of  ethnology, 
archaeology,  and  history,  and  its  historical  porta*a:t  gallery,  in  whicn  are  displayed  oil  por- 
traits of  over  200  dLntinguished  Wisconsin  pioneers  and  Indian  chiefs.  Its  collection  of 
relics  of  the  War  of  Secession  is  large  and  interesting.  About  60,000  persons  visit  the  mu- 
seum and  portrait  trallery  annually,  while  the  library  attracts  scholars  and  specialista  from 
all  parts  of  the  west  and  south. 

The  library  accessions  number  some  7,500  books  and  pamphlets  per  year.  At  present 
the  shelves  contain  about  ]  75,000  books  and  pamphlets,  covering  every  department  of 
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American  history,  as  well  as  taking  a  general  sweep  of  English  and  continental  hJUbatf, 
aod  scientific  deveiopnient.  The  library  is  also  partioulariy  strong  in  genealogy,  boond 
newspaper  files,  Shakespeariana,  and  sets  of  the  periodicals  indeaced  in  "  Poole.**  It  has  a 
notable  collection  of  works  by  Wisconsin  authors.  Its  collection  of  bound  xnanuscrlpla 
numbers  over  600  stout  folio  volumes,  covering  the  frontier  history  of  the  Mississippi  basin; 
and  in  Western  history  generally,  no  other  library  approadies  this.  It  is  of  particular 
▼alue  as  an  aid  to  the  students  of  the  State  University,  who  daily  throng  the  reading 
rooms  and  deem  the  ample  facilities  for  original  research  there  given  them,  aa  one  of  the 
most  important  advantages  of  student  life  at  the  capitaL 

This  flourishing  institution  ranks  third  in  Importance  among  American  historical  socie- 
ties, and  certainly  is  the  most  important  west  of  the  Alleghanies;  indeed,  it  is  recognised 
by  experts  as  the  most  active  and  enterprising  of  them  alL  It  has  done  and  is  doing  a 
Doble  work  for  Wisconsin — indeed  for  the  entire  west — by  resurrecting  and  perpetuating 
the  records  of  our  development  in  its  volumes  of  Wisconsin  Historical  Collections,  thirteen 
in  number,  which  contain  practically  all  the  materials  now  obtainable  for  the  varied  and 
romantic  history  of  our  oonmionwealth;  by  collecting  and  keeping  up,  abreast  of  the 
times,  a  libraiy  of  Americana,  which  as  to  size  and  scope  has  but  two  rivals  in  this 
country,  and  they  on  the  Atlantic  tHope;  and  by  maintaining  a  museum  and  a  portrait  gal- 
lery which  are  of  growing  interest  and  educational  value  to  the  citizens  of  the  state.  The 
several  publications  of  the  society  take  high  rank  among  men  of  l^etters  everywhere,  and 
are  eagerly  sought  for  by  students  of  American  history. 

The  society  receives  an  annual  appropriation  of  $5,000,  on  condition  that  the  sum  shall 
be  expended  for  the  purposes  of  the  society,  and  that  the  society  shall  hold  all  its  present 
and  f utun)  collections  and  property  for  the  stiUe,  and  shall  not  sell,  mortgage,  or  dispoee 
of,  or  remove  from  the  capitol  its  collections  without  authority  from  the  legislature;  pro- 
vided, that  duplicates  may  be  sold  or  exchanged  for  the  benefit  of  the  soclbty.  In  addition 
to  this  annual  appropriation,  the  officers  of  the  society  have  collected,  after  twenty-two 
years  of  persistent  efforts,  by  means  of  individual  bequests,  doaations,  and  membership 
dues,  a  Binding  timd  of  some  $27,000.  An  Antiquarian  fund  is  alSo  well  under  way,  to  be 
devoted  In  due  time  to  original  historical  investigation,  or  the  purchase  of  rare  manu- 
scripts or  other  historic  relics  within  the  limits  of  the  state.  Other  special  funds,  partiou- 
lariy one  for  the  purchase  of  aooeaslons  for  the  miiseani.  are  immAdiate  needs.

The  Society  was  organized  December  8, 1846,  its  first  fair  being  held  in  JanesviUe  in  Octo- 
ber, 1851 .  Annual  fairs  have  been  held  since  with  the  exception  of  the  years  1883  and  1888 
most  frequently  in  Madison  and  Milwaukee. 

In  1891  the  sociacy  purchased  permanent  fair  g^unds  in  Milwaukee. 

These  grounds  consiat  of  140  acres  of  land  admirably  adapted  to  the  purpose  to  which 
they  are  dedicated. 

An  excellent  one-mile  track,  fine  grand  stand,  a  full  line  of  convenient,  substantial  exhi- 
bition buildings,  and  a  system  of  water  works  supplied  from  an  inexhaustible  fiowtng 
well  upon  the  grounds,  have  been  added  at  an  expense  of  some  $88,000,  and  Wisconsin  now 
has  one  of  the  best  equipped  fair  grounds  in  the  Northwest. 

Annual  oouventions  for  the  discussion  of  farm  topics  are  held  by  theSode^  at  tHe  Capi- 
tol in  Madison  the  first  week  in  February,  the  proceedings  being  published  in  the  Reports 
of  the  Society,  18,000  copies  of  which  are  published  each  year.  The  Sodety^s  rooms  are  in 
the  north  side  of  the  west  wing  of  the  Capitol.

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FREE  PUBUC  LIBRARIES. 

In  1876,  the  Wisconsin  legislature  passed  an  excellent  law  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  free  city  and  Tillage  libraries.  The  bill  enacted  into  law  at  that  time  was 
l>ropared  by  the  American  Library  Association,  and  Is  shown  at  sees.  981-036,  Revised 
Statutes.  It  provides  that  the  common  council  of  a  city,  or  the  board  of  a  village,  may 
submit  the  question  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  local  library  to  a  popular  vote.  If 
a  favorable  result  is  secured,  an  annual  tax,  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  a  dollar  of  the  tax- 
able property,  may  be  levied  for  library  purposes.  The  control  of  such  libraries  is  vested 
in  a  board  of  nine  directors,  whose  members  are  appointed  by  the  mayor  or  by  the  presi^ 
dent  of  the  village  board,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  council  or  board.  These  direct* 
ors  are  divided  into  three  classes,  and  each  class  holds  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

Every  library  and  reading-room  established  under  this  act  must  **be  forever  free  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  town  or  village  where  located,  always  subject  to- 
such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  the  library  board  may  find  it  necessary  to  adopt 
and  publish,  in  order  to  render  the  use  of  said  library  and  reading-room  of  the  greatest 
good  to  the  greatest  number.**  This  lavt  provision  has  shaped  the  management  of  the* 
best  of  the  libraries  founded  under  it  and  has  made  them  worthy  models  for  those  that 
may  be  established  in  the  future. 

Aside  irom  those  supported  wholly  by  local  taxation  there  are  a  number  of  other  free- 
libraries  which  derive  tbelr  income  wholly  or  in  part  from  private  sources.  The  Mabel 
Talnter  Memorial  Library  building,  of  Menomonle,  was  erected  and  equipped  by  Andrew 
Talnter  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $75,000.  Mr.  Talnter  also  bears  the  expense  of  supporting 
the  library.  The  late  T.  D.  Scott  left  $10,000  as  an  endowment  for  a  library  in  Merrill  ani 
the  same  amount  to  a  library  in  Qrand  Rapids.  J.  D.  Wilter  also  gave  $5,000  as  an  endow 
ment  to  the  Grand  Rapids  library.  The  Vaughn  Library  at  Ashland  is  supported  by  Mrs. 
E.  Vaughn  who  gives  to  it  the  rentals  from  a  large  business  block  in  which  the  library  is 
located.  The  Washburn  Library  at  La  Crosse  was  inspired  by  a  bequest  of  $50,000  by  the 
late  C.  C.  Washburn.  The  Williams  Free  Library  at  Beaver  Dam  owns  a  building  erected 
by  J.  J.  Williams  at  a  cost  of  $35,000  and  has  an  endowment  fund  of  $10,000  left  by  the  late 
William  Drown.  The  Oreen  Bay  Library  has  an  endowment  fund  of  $15,0GO  given  by  the 
late  R.  B.  Kellogg.  The  Harwood  Library  at  Wauwatosa  and  the  Mann  Library  at  Two 
Rivers  are  also  indebted  to  private  parties  for  generous  benefactions.  Mr.  Mead,  a  banker 
of  Sheboygan,  left  a  bequest  of  $20,000,  under  certain  restrictions,  which  will  ultimately 
be  used  to  found  a  library  in  that  city. 

A  state  library  association  was  formed  in  Madison,  February  11, 1801,  "  to  promote  the 
library  interests  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin.**  Annual  ^meetings  have  been  held,  and  the 
association  has  secured  thd  ImproYemMit  of  Ubrarieg  already  established,  and  has  aided  in 
establishing  othen.

MEMBERS  OP  THE  FIFTY-FOURTH  CONGRESS. 


SENATORS. 

WILLIAM  FREEMAN  VILAS  (Dem.),  was  bom  in  Chelsea,  Orange  county,  Vermont, 
July  9, 1840.  He  removed  with  his  parents  to  Wisconslain  1651,  and  settled  at  Madison; 
graduated  from  the  Uniyersity  of  Wisconsin  in  1868,  and  from  the  Albaoy,  K.  T.,  law 
school  in  1860.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  the  supreme  court  of  New  York  and  Wis- 
consin in  1860,  and  began  practice  at  Madison,  in  the  20th  year  of  his  age.  In  186iS  he  en- 
tered the  military  service  as  captain  of  Company  A.  38rd  regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  In- 
fantry,  which  company  he  had  raised  and  organized.  The  regiment  in  a  few  weelcs  Joined 
the  forces  under  Major  Genenil  William  T.  61ierraan,  who  was  then  preparing  for  the  re- 
duction of  the  stronghold  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  Mississippi  river.  The  regiment  took  part 
in  several  of  the  engagements  preceding  Q rant's  investment  and  siege  of  Vicksburg.  Cap- 
tain Vilas  was  promoted  major  of  the  regiment,  February  22,  1863;  and  March  23  was  pro- 
moted lieutenant-colonel.  For  a  month  during  the  siege  and  two  months  a(ter»  he  was  in 
command  of  the  regiment.  In  Auirust,  166  i,  he  reJgned,  returned  home  and  resumed  the 
practice  of  law.  He  was  one  of  the  professors  in  the  <>ollege  of  law.  University  of  Wis- 
consin; was  one  of  two  counselors  appointed  by  the  supreme  court  to  revise  and  annotate 
the  first  twenty  volumes  of  the  supreme  court  reports;  was  appointed  by  the  supreme 
court  one  of  three  commissioners  to  revise  the  statutes  of  the  state  pursuant  to  an  act 
passed  in  1876;  was  member  of  the  assembly  in  1885,  which  office  he  resigned  to  accept  a 
seat  in  President  Cleveland's  cabinet  as  Postmaster- GeneraL  He  served  in  that  depart- 
ment until  January,  1888,  and  was  then  transferred  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  as 
its  secretary  for  the  remainder  of  President  Cleveland's  term  of  office.  On  the  28th  of 
January,  1891.  he  was  elected  United  Scates  senator  as  a  democrat,  to  succeed  John  0. 
Spooner,  receiving  in  joint  legislative  convention,  88  votes  against  45  for  John  0.  Spooner, 
republican.    His  term  of  office  expires  Mardh  4, 1897. 

JOHN  LENDRUM  MITCHELL  (Dem.),  of  MUwaukee,  was  bom  in  Milwaukee,  Octobei 
19, 1842;  received  an  academic  education;  was  second  ll*Mit(*nant  of  0>.  1  and  first  lieuten- 
ant of  Co.  E,  24th  Wis.  Vols  Inf.  in  the  war  of  the  Kobellion;  was  adjutant  of  brigade, 
aide  de-camp  and  ordnance  officer  of  division;  participate*!  In  the  battles  of  Perry ville, 
Murfreesboro  and  Hoover*8  Oap.  Was  state  senator  in  1872-73.  187&-77;  president  of  the 
school  board  of  Milwaukee  1K84-85;  member  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the  National  Home 
for  Disabled  Soldiers  in  1685;  president  of  the  Wisconsin  State  Agricultural  society 
in  I8m)-9i>.  Was  elected  to  the  fifty  Fecon^l  congress  from  the  Milwaukee  district  In  1890, 
and  ro  elected  io  IHih}.  receiving  19, 810  votes  against  18,231  for  Theodore  Otjen,  republican; 
829  for  Theodore  Fritz,  peoples  party;  849  for  E.  L.  Eaton,  prohibitionist.  He  was  elected, 
as  a  democrat,  to  succeed  Plilletus  Sawyer  in  the  United  States  senate,  receiving  77  votes 
Id  joint  legislative  convention,  against  40  lor  John  C.  Spooner,  republican,  and  1  for  (hm» 
Edward  8.  Bragg.    Ills  term  of  office  will  expire  March  4»  1899.

HENRT  ALLEN  COOPER  (Bep.),  of  KaclDe,  Wis.,  was  born  in  Walworth  county,  Wte- 
ooBBin;  received  a  common  school  and  collegiate  education,  jcnd^iating  at  the  Northwest^ 
«m  University  in  1873,  and  from  the  Union  OolleRe  of  Law  In  1876;  is  by  profeesion  a 
lawyer;  resided  in  Chicago  from  1873  to  1879:  otherwise  has  always  resided  in  Wisconsin; 
began  practice  in  Burlington,  Bacine  county,  in  1879;  in  1880  was  elected  district  attorney; 
re-elected  without  opposition  in  1888  and  1884;  delegate  to  National  republican  convention 
In  1884;  state  senator  in  1886;  was  elected  member  of  the  Fifty-third  Congress  in  1892,  In 
1894  he  was  elected  to  the  Fifty  fourth  Congress,  receiving  81,972  votes,  against  12,884  Cor 
▲ndrew  Kull,  democrat^  2,828  for  Hamilton  Utley,  peoples,  and  1,015  for  Alex.  B.  Eajog 
prohibitionist.

EDWARD  S^UERHERINQ  (Rep.)  of  MayviUe,  Dodge  county,  was  bom  atlCayvflte. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Majrville  pnblio  schools  and  high  school  and  grad- 
uated from  the  Chicago  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1885.  His  occupation  is  that  of  a  pharma- 
cist. He  was  nominated  for  the  assembly  from  the  first  district  of  Dodge  county  in  18B8» 
but  was  defeated  by  the  democratic  candidate,  and  was  elected  to  congress  in  1894.  Hie  ran 
180  votes  ahead  of  his  ticket  in  the  district,  receiving  18, 197  votes,  against  17,982  for  Charlea 
Barwig,  democrat,  1,483  for  John  Sutton,  prohibition,  and  456  for  B.  W.  Hewitt,  populist.

JOSEPH  WEEKS  BABCOCK  (.'>p.),  of  Neoedah,  Juneau  county,  was  bom  at  Swan- 
ton  Falls,  Vermont,  March  0, 1860;  received  a  common  school  education  at  Cedar  Falls  and 
Mount  Vernon,  Iowa;  came  to  Widconsin  in  1881;  prior  to  that  time  residing  on  a  fanu  m 
Butler  county,  Iowa,  from  1866  to  1861;  in  Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  from  7861  to  187^;  and  in 
Dubuque,  Iowa,  from  1872  to  1881 ;  was  chairman  of  the  town  of  Necedah  and  president  of 
that  village;  member  of  the  assembly  of  the  Wisconsin  legislature  in  1880  and  1890;  was 
elected  to  the  Fifty-third  congress  in  1892  for  the  full  term,  from  March  4, 1898,  to  March  4^ 
1895.  In  1894  he  was  elected  to  the  Fifty-fourth  congress,  receiving  22,267  votes  agains,

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He  was  yard  foreman  of  the  roUins:  mills  during  the  former  period,  and  since  1875  has  been 
an  attorney  at  law.  He  was  the  Tillage  attorney  of  Bay  View,  Wisconsin,  from  1883  to  1880, 
alderman  of  Milwaukee  and  member  of  the  Milwaukee  public  library  and  museum  board 
from  April,  1887,  to  April,  1804.  He  was  defeated  for  congress  in  1892  and  1898,  and  for 
comptroUerof  the  city  of  Milwaukee  in  1890;  but  in  every  case  running  largely  ahead  of 
his  ticket.

He  taiight  at  Hartford  from  1869  to  1872,  when  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  law  with  the  late  attorney  general,  L.  F.  Frisby,  and  was  admitted  to 
practice  In  J 872.  He  has  ever  since  practiced  law  at  West  Bend,  and  is  now  senior  member 
of  the  firm  of  Barney  &  Kuechenmeiscer.

He  enlisted  in  Company  A,  Second  Wis- 
consin cavalry,  and  served  under  General  Custer,  being  mustered  out  at  close  of  the  war. 
Inil8a9  he  was  mayor  of  Neenah,  and  served  in  the  legislature  in  1891.  In  1808  he  was  a  dele- 
gate\o  the  National  convention  at  Minneapolis.  His  mother  and  sister  are  among  those 
lost  on  the  ill-fated  "  Lady  Elgin,*'  in  September,  1860.

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JUSTICES  OP  THE  SUPREME  COURT. 


HARLOW  8.  ORTOK,  chief  justice,  was  bom  November  25, 1817,  in  Niagara  county, 
New  York.  He  was  educated  at  Hamilton  academy  and  Madison  university  in  that  state: 
tauj^bt  school  and  devoted  his  spare  time  to  the  study  of  the  law.  In  1837  he  removed  to 
I A  Porte,  Indiana,  spent  a  year  in  the  further  study  of  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
Blarch  8, 1884.  and  entered  upon  the  practice  in  that  year;  when  26  years  of  age  he  was  ap- 
polnied  probate  Judge  in  1843.  In  1847  he  came  to  Wisconsin*  and  practiced  law  four  years 
in  Milwaukee.  In  January,  1852,  he  accepted  the  office  of  private  secretary  to  Gov.  Leonard 
J.  Farwell,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Madison.  He  was  a  member  of  the  assembly  in  1854, 
1859  and  1871.  In  1859  he  was  chosen  to  succeed  Luther  S.  Dixon  as  circuit  Judge  of  the  ninth 
judicial  circuit.  He  was  once  reelected,  and  in  1805  declined  a  second  re- election.  He  then 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  professsion.  In  1870  he  was  a  candidate  for  member  of 
congress  for  the  Second  district;  was  mayor  of  Madison  in  1877,  and  the  same  year  was  ap* 
pointed  on  the  commission  to  revise  the  statutes.  He  was  dean  of  the  law  faculty  of  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  from  1869  to  1874,  and  lecturer  on  several  legal  topi(»,  and  received 
from  that  institution  the  degree  of  LL.D.  Upon  the  increase  of  the  number  of  judges  of 
the  suprome  court  in  1878,  he  was  elected  Justice  and  is  now  serving  on  his  second  term  of 
ten  years.    He  became  chief  justice  by  virtue  of  seniority  in  service,  in  January,  1894. 

JOHNB  CA8S0DAY  was  born  in  Herkimer  county.  New  York,  July  7, 1880;  removed 
with  his  widowed  mother  to  Tioga  county,  Pennsylvania,  three  years  later.  His  early 
studies  were  pursued  in  the  common  schools,  at  the  academies  in  Wellsboroand  Knoxville, 
Pennsylvania,  and  two  years  at  the  Alfred  academy,  where  he  graduated.  He  spent  one 
year  at  the  Michigan  university  and  then  attended  the  Albany  law  school;  afterwards 
reading  in  a  law  office  in  Wellsboro.  Pennsylvania.  In  July,  1537,  be  settled  in  Janesville, 
Wisconsin,  and  continued  actively  in  practice  until  called  to  the  supreme  bench;  was  mem- 
ber of  the  assembly  in  1865,  and  again  in  1877,  when  he  was  elected  speaker  of  that  body. 
In  1880,  November  11,  he  wa?  appointed  by  Governor  William  E.  Smith,  as  associate  Justice 
of  the  supreme  court,  a  vacancy  having  been  caused  by  the  promotion  of  A<:sociate  Justice 
Cole  to  the  chief  Justiceship  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Chief  Justice  Ed- 
ward G.  Ryan.  He  was  elected  associate  Justice  in  April,  1881,  and  again  io  April,  1889, 
and  is  a  professor  in  the  college  of  law,  university  of  Wisconsin,  lecturing  on  constitutional 
law.    He  is  the  author  of  *'  Cassoday  on  WiUs,^*  a  law  text- book  published  in  1893. 

JOHN  B.  WINSLOW  was  bom  October  4, 1861,  at  Nunda,  Livingston  county,  New  York. 
He  graduated  at  Racine  college.  Wisconsin,  in  1871,  and  entered  upon  the  study  of  the  law 
in  the  law  office  of  E.  O.  Hand,  and  later  in  the  law  office  of  Fuller  &  Dyer.  He  finished 
his  coarse  of  reading  at  the  law  department  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1875,  and  entered  upon  the  practice  at  Racine.  He  was  for  several  years  city 
attorney  of  Racine.  In  April,  1^  he  was  elected  circuit  judge  of  the  first  Judicial  circuit, 
and  entered  upon  Judicial  duties  in  January,  1884,  serving  in  that  capacity,  being  re  elected, 
until  May  4, 1891,  when  he  was  appointed  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  in  place 
of  Hon.  David  Taylor,  deceased.  In  April,  1892,  he  was  elected  to  fill  the  residue  of  Judge 
Taylor's  term;  in  1889  he  was  special  leotorer  on  orlminal  practice  in  the  College  of  Law  in 
the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

SILAS  U.  FINNEY  was  bom  in  Rockdale,  Crawford  county,  Penn.,  March  8,  1833.  In 
1846  his  father  moved  with  his  family  to  Dane  county,  Wisconsin,  settling  in  what  is  now 
the  town  of  Windsor.  The  country  was  then  new  and  sparsely  settled.  He  received  the 
benefit  of  some  private  instruction,  and  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  taught  district 
school;  while  working  on  a  farm  he  began  reading  text-books  of  law,  and  in  1858  entered 
the  law  office  of  Vilas  &  Remington.  Id  Madison,  as  a  student.  In  February,  1654,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar,  and  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  until  his  entr>-  upon  judicial 
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kbors  In  1892.  In  1858  he  was  attorney  for  the  dtj  of  Madison ;  in  1865  member  of  the  dtf 
council;  in  1860  he  was  the  democratic  candidate  for  attorney  general;  in  1874  he  was 
mayor  of  Madison;  re-elected  mayor  in  1875  without  opposition,  and'waa  elected  member 
of  the  assembly  the  same  year.  He  t>repared  the  16th  volume  of  Wisconsin  Reports  in 
1865;  in  1870  he  was  appointed  special  reporter  by  the  supreme  court  to  report  for  publi- 
cation the  decisions  of  the  territorial  supreme  court.  He  was  elected  justice  of  the  su- 
preme court  in  April,  1891,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  January  5, 189S;  for  several  years* 
while  in  practice,  he  was  lecturer  in  the  College  of  Law  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 


ALFRED  W.  NEWMAN,  associate  justice,  was  bom  April  5, 1834,  at  Durham,  Qreen 
county.  New  York,  and  ^aduated  from  Hamilton  college  at  Clinton,  Oneida  county.  New 
York,  with  the  class  of  1857.  He  came  to  Wisconsin  the  following  year,  and  after  a  brief 
residence  at  Ahnapee,  Kewaunee  county,  removed  to  Trempealeau,  Trempealeau  county, 
whero  he  resided  until  he  wus  elected  associate  justice.  He  was  county  judge  of  Trem- 
pealeau county  from  1860  to  1867,  district  attorney  from  1SG7  to  1876,  excepting  during  the 
years  1871  and  1872,  was  a  member  of  the  assemblyiin  1863.  state  senator  in  1868  and  1809, 
and  was  circuit  judge  of  the  sixth  circuit  from  June,  1876,  to  October,  1893.  He  was 
elected  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court  to  succeed  Hon.  William  P.  Lyon,  in  April, 
1898,  receiving  128,476  votes,  against  78.803  for  Charles  M.  Webb.

of  the  school  of  political  science  from  1881  to  to  1883;  presiil  nt  ')f  the  Cornell  University 
from  1885  to  1892,  and  elected  president  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  1892;  president  of 
Am.  Historical  Association,  1890;  is  the  author  of  Democracy  and  Monarchy  In  France,  1872, 
Qerman  edition,  1874;  Manual  of  Historical  Literature,  1883,  3d  edition,  1889;  British  Ora- 
tions, 3  vols.,  1883;  Christopher  Columbus.  His  Life  and  Works,  1892;  editor  iii  chief  of 
Johnson's  Universal  Cyclopasdla,  8  vols..  1895.

JOHN  BARBER  PARKINSON,  A.  M.,  vice-president  of  the  university,  professor  of  civil 
polity  and  political  economy,  was  bom  near  Edwardsville,  Madison  county.  Illinois.  April 
11, 1884;  graduated  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  In  1860;  was  appointed  Instructor  in 
1861;  was  a  regent  of  the  university  in  1866;  appointed  full  professor— the  first  from  the 
Alunml— In  1867,  and  vice-president  In  1885;  has  been  connected  with  the  university  over 
thirty  years;  several  addresses  of  his  read  before  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  the 
Academy  of  Sciences.  Arts  and  Letters,  and  other  sccieties  have  been  published;  courses 
of  lectures  on  International  Law,  English  and  American  Conslitutional  Law  and  Folitical 
Economy  have  also  been  prepared,  but  have  not  yet  been  published. 

EDWARD  ASAHEL  BIRQE,  Ph.  D  ,  Dean  of  the  College  of  I..etters  and  Science,  was 
bom  September  7,  1851,  at  Troy,  N.  Y.;  graduated  from  Williams  College  in  1873,  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  received  tbe  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  187G;  stuaied 
zoology  in  the  Agasslz  Museum  of  Comparative  2^dlogy  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  until  Da 
oember,  187S;  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  Harvard  University  in 
1878;  studied  histology  and  physiology  in  the  University  of  Leipsic,  Germany,  during  the 
college  year  188Q-1;  elected  instructor  in  natural  history  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in 
1875;  professor  of  zoloOey  in  1879.  and  in  1891  received  the  additional  offiitd  of  dean  of  the 
College  of  Letters  and  Science.  His  papers  are  scientific  papers,  mainly  in  the  Archiv  fiir 
Physiologie,  and  the  Transactions  of  the  Wisconsin  Academy  of  iSciences,  Arts,  and  Let> 
ten^ 

WILLIAM  ARNON  HENRT,  Agr.  B.,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  was  bom  at 
Norwalk,  Ohio,  June  16,  1850.  His  early  life  was  spent  on  a  farm  in  northwestern  Ohio* 
He  studied  at  the  Defiance,  Ohio,  high  school,  Holbrook  normal  school,  and  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University.  Was  principal  of  the  New  Haven,  Indians,  high  school,  1871.  Principal  of  the 
Boulder,  Colorado,  school,  1873-76.  Entered  Cornell  University  in  the  fall  of  "76,  and  was 
graduated  from  that  Institution  in  1880,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Agriculture.  In 
the  summer  of  1879  was  with  Professor  C.  V.  Riley  of  the  United  States  Entomological 
Commission,  Wat^hington,  D.  C.  Diu*ing  1H79  and  ^80  was  assistant  in  the  botanical  de- 
partment at  Cornell.  Was  app«)inted  professor  of  botany  and  agriculture.  University  of 
Wisconsin,  beginning  work  in  September,  1880  In  1882  was  relieved  of  botanical  work 
and  elected  professor  of  agriculture.    In  1887  was  given  charge  of  the  work  of  the  ezperl- 
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ment  station  under  the  title  of  Director.  In  1801  was  appointed  Dean  of  the  OoOege  oC 
Agriculture.  Present  title,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Afcriculture  and  Director  of  the  Afrrf- 
cultural  Experiment  Station.  Since  1887  has  aerred  as  staff  correspondent  for  the 
Breeders^  Qaxftte,  Chicago.  In  1881-2,  under  the  direction  of  the  legislature,  he  conducted 
experiments  in  the  manufacture  of  sugar  from  amber  cane,  and  the  ensiloing  of  foddera.

Astronomer, 
Washburn  Observatory,  1384-86.  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy,  Ohio  Stats

NELSON  OLIVER  WHITNEY,  0.  E.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  was 
bom  at  Aiken,  S.  C,  in  1858.  He  was  graduated  at  Mantua  Academy,  Philadelphia,  In 
1874,  and  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1878.  During  the  following  summer  he  was 
on  the  Geodetic  survey  in  Pennsylvania,  and  during  the  winter  was  instructor  in  Civil  En- 
gineering in  the  University,  and  also  in  the  Pennsylvania  School  of  Industrial  Art.  Dur- 
ing the  year  1879-80  he  was  in  the  office  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road, where  he  was  engaged  in  construction  work.  The  next  year  he  spent  in  Mexico,  oc- 
cupying the  position  of  locating  engineer  under  A.  M.  Wellington  on  the  Mexican  National 
Railroad.  In  1882  he  returned  and  became  locating  engineer  on  the  South  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  and  resident  engineer  of  the  Tuscarora  Tunnel  Division.  He  held  these  positions 
until  1886,  when  he  became  assistant  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Cbmpany 
at  Chicago,  where  he  remained  until  1801,  when  he  became  Professor  of  Railway  Bnglneac^ 
';  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
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EDWIN  EUSTACE  BRYANT,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law,  was  born  January  10, 1885,  in 
Milton,  Chittenden  county,  Yt.  He  received  an  academic  education  in  the  New  Hampshire 
Institute,  spending  two  years  in  the  classical  department;  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  1667,  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  ana  began  the  practice  of  law  at  Monroe.  Was  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  law  at  Monroe  until  the  Rebellion  broke  out,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company 
0,  Third  Wisconsin  Infantry.  He  was  promoted  to  sergeant-major  before  leaving  the 
state;  served  three  years,  first  as  lieutenant,  and  in  1863  became  adjutant  of  his  regiment 
under  Ck)lonel,  now  (General.  Thomas  H.  Ruger.  In  July,  1864,  he  was  appointed  commis- 
sioner of  enrollment  for  the  third  district  of  Wisconsin,  and  in  February,  1805,  was  com- 
missioned lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Fiftieth  Wisconsin  Infantry,  and  served  one  year  in 
Missouri.  In  1866  he  was  appointed  adjutant-general  of  the  state  and  private  secretary  to 
Gtovemor  Fairchild.  At  the  expiration  of  Governor  Fairchild's  administration,  in  1873, 
he  ro'^ntered  the  practice  of  law,  in  partnership  with  W.  F.  Vilas.  In  1876,  he  again 
became  adjutant  general  under  Governor  Ludiugton,  was  reappointed  by  Governor  Smith, 
in  1878,  and  continued  in  office  until  1882;  was  a  member  of  the  legislature  in  1878,  and 
served  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  revision  of  the  state  statutes;  was  appointed  with 
W.  F.  Vilas  to  revise  and  annotate  eighteen  volumes  of  the  supreme  court  reports,  and 
reported  the  thirty -seventh  volume.  In  1884  was  appointed  assistant  attorney  general  of 
the  Postoffloe  Department,  which  position  he  held  four  years.  In  1889,  General  Bryant 
was  elected  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  to  which  he  has 
since  given  his  entire  time  and  attention.  He  has  been  a  fertile  writer  on  subjects  relating 
to  his  profession.  In  1869,  associated  with  John  C.  Spooner,  he  published  an  edition  of 
Town  Laws,  with  forms  and  instructions  for  town  officers.  While  connected  with  the 
postofflce  department  he  edited  the  Postal  Ouide^  and  compiled  a  volume  of  postal  laws 
and  regulations  and  a  manual  of  instructions  to  p<»tofflce  inspectors.  He  is  the  author  of 
several  works  on  legal  subjects:  The  Wisconsin  Justice,  a  manual  for  justices  of  the 
peace  (1884),  Code  Pleading  (1804),  Elementary  Law  (1895),  Code  Forms  for  use  in  Wi» 
consin,  besides  various  notes  of  lectures.  His  military  experiences  are  r»^corded  in  the 
History  of  the  Third  Regiment  Wisconsin  Veteran  Volunteers,  written  by  him,  published 
in  1891. 


(3HARLES  NOBLE  GREGORY,  A.  M.,  LL.  6..  Prof essor  of  Law  and  Associate  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Law,  University  of  Wisconsin,  was  bom  at  Unadilla, 
Otsego  county,  N.T.,  August  27, 1851.  He  removed  to  Madison,  Wis.,  with  his  father 
(the  late  Hon.  J.  C.  Gregory)  in  1858.  Graduated  with  honor  at  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin in  1871,  taking  the  lAtin  salutatory,  and  a  year  later  graduated  in  the  College  of  Law 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Studied  law  with  t^e  firm  of  Gregory  &  Finney,  com- 
posed of  his  father  and  Mr.  Justice  Pinney,  now  of  the  supremo  court  of  Wisconsin,  and 
became  junior  partner  of  the  firm.  Later  was  a  member  of  firms  of  Gregory  &  Gregory, 
and  of  Gregory,  Bird  &  Gregory.  He  for  years  held  an  annual  retainer  from  C,  M  & 
Rt.  P.  Ry.  Served  three  years  as  alderman  of  the  city  of  Madison  (1883-3-4),  one  year  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  one  year  as  president  of  the  Alumni  Association 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  Edited  The  Tariff  Reform  Advocate  in  1888,  and  has  pub- 
lished articles  in  old  Sa-ibner^g  Magazine^  Littell^s  Living  Age^  Overland  Monthly,  Har- 
per*B  Weekly^  OiUing^  Youth^t  Companion,  New  York  Nation,  New  York  Evening  Fo9t, 
New  York  Independent,  and  many  western  newspapers  and  publications.  Has  also  pub- 
lished pamphlets  on  *'The  Corrupt  Use  of  Money  in  Elections,  and  Laws  for  Its  Preven- 
tion,*^ and  given  addresses  in  New  York,  Chicago  and  elsewhere  on  the  topic.  He  has  long 
been  a  member  of  the  General  (3ommitteo  of  the  National  Civil  Service  Reform  Associa- 
tion, and  also  a  member  ot  the  American  Bar  Association*  He  was  elected  to  his  present 
position  in  the  faculty  in  June,  1894.

Chapter  483,  LawB  1801. 

Saonoir  1.  TTntSl  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  state  of  Wisconsin  shall  be  divided  Into 
ten  congressional  districts,  each  of  which  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative  In 
the  conRress  of  the  United  States,  and  the  territory  comprising  each  district  shall  be  di- 
vided as  follows: 

The  counties  of  Racine,  Kenosha,  Walworth,  Rock,  Qreen  and  La  Fayette  shall  conatt- 
Cnte  the  first  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Jefferson,  Dodge,  Dane  and  Columbia  shall  constitute  the  second  con* 
gressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Juneau,  Vernon,  Sauk,  Richland,  Crawford,  Grant  and  Iowa 
■hall  constitute  the  third  congressional  district. 

The  1st,  2d,  Sd,  4th,  6th.  6th,  7th,  8th,  0th.  llth,  12th,  14th,  15th,  16th,  17th  and  18th  wards 
Of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and  the  towns  of  Franklin,  Greenfield,  Lake  and  Oak  Creek,  in 
Kilwaukee  county,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Sheboygan,  Ozaukee,  Washington  and  Waukesha,  and  the  lOthand  13th 
wards  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and  the  towns  of  Granville,  Milwaukee  and  Wauwatosa  In 
Milwaukee  county,  shall  constitute  the  fifth  congressional  districr. 

The  counties  of  Waushara.  Marquette,  Green  Lake,  Fond  du  Lac,  Winnebago,  Calumet 
and  Manitowoc,  shall  constitute  the  sixth  congressional  district. 

The^counties  of  Pepin,  Eau  Claire,  Buffalo.  Trempealeau,  Jackson,  Monroe  and  La  Crosse, 
Bhall  constitute  the  seventh  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Wood,  Portage,  Waupaca,  Outagamie,  Brown,  Kewaunee  and  Door,  shall 
constitute  the  eighth  congressional  district. 

The  counties  of  Clark,  Taylor,  Price,  Ashland,  Oneida^  Lincoln,  Marathon,  Shawano, 
Langlade,  Forest,  Florence,  Marinette  and  Oconto,  shall  constitute  the  ninth  congressional 
distnct. 

The  counties  of  Bayfield,  Douglas,  Burnett,  Sawyer,  Washburn,  Polk,  Barron,  Chippewa, 
8t.  Croix,  Dunn  and  Pierce,  shall  constitute  the  tenth  congressional  district. 

Sbction  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and 
pablication.
